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TO THE READER. 

JL HE Author of the additions to this work thinks it expedient (although* 
perhaps, not ven material) not to follow, exadlly, the arrangement of Dr. 
Thoroton, as in the old edition, in which that gentleman concluded his 
Nottingham/hire labours with an account of the Town of Notihighamj and the 
Forefl: adjacnt; but rather choofes to follow the dcfcription of the Hundreds 
of RuJ]:cliff\ Bingham, and Neivark with that of Nottingham inftead of Brox^ 
towe hundred, which ftrikcs him as a more regular way of pafling over the 
county. In this opinion he h.^s been fecondcd by a friend or two from cart- 
ing their eyes over the map of the county. 

And as the additions to the Town of Nottingham and Sherwood Foreji are 
intended to form a regular and copious feries of events, down to the prefent 
time, the account of thefe places, given by Thoroton, could not, with any 
degree of utility and convenience, be given as heretofore, at the head of the 
additions, refpedively. In confequence v/hat that gentleman has done to- 
wards the biftory of Nottingham and Sherwood-Forejiy is incorporated in the 
following hiftory of thefe places ; but in fuch a manner that not a fentence 
he has written is omitted.

NHAPPILY the accounts of the origin of this place, like many others, (althc 
given by men of ingenuity, penetration, and much learning ; and notwithftanding what 
hereafter may be written on fuch fubjedts) we may fear will remain in doubt and ob- 
fcurity. The lapfe of time has caft fuch a veil over the tranfadtions of our early- 
progenitors, that the venerable image of thofe diftant times, which to view, through 
the medium of an unclouded fun, would be glorious, is covered widi halituous vapour. 
Man with all his boafted acquirements, in fuch purfuits, often wanders from the fmooth 
path way into the thicket, and from the thicket into a labyrinth of perplexity and con- 
fufion. Perhaps Debring is not much in the wrong, where he fays «* the farther an 
author retires into the dark recefles of antiquity the more he clouds his fubjedb, an(^ 
too often renders his veracity in other particulars fufpeiSted." 

Thoroton's early account of this place is as follows. 

a. John Rowfe, canon olOJney^ in his hiftory written to King Henry the Seventh, 
faith, that King Ebranc builded Nottingham upon I'rent upon a dolorous hill, fo 
called from the grief of the Brytans, of whom King Humber made there a very 
great flaughter in the reign of Albanact. 

If it was fo the Britifh name is utterly loft, for nothing can be more manifeft than 
that this is of Saxon original, importing a woody, or b. foreft dwelling, or habitations 
in dens or Caves cut in the rock, whereof there arc very many ftill to be fecn. 

This John Rowfe, (who was alfo a monk of fVarwick as well as canon of Q/hey,) 
whom Thoroton quotes, places the antiquity of Nottingbamy fo high as 980 years be- 
fore the birth of Chrift. Deering, to Ihew the improbability of Rowfe's relation, re* 
verts to the condition of the Britains in the time of Julius Caefar, immediately preced- 
ing the birth of Chrift; when they were found living in fcattered hiits of the fimpleft 
formation, and almoft in a ftate of nature, particularly in the inland parts of this coun- 
try, c. This gendeman conjeaures that on account of the convenient fituation of that

fons of each revolving year. 
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part oF the forefl-, v/hich lies near the town of Nottingham^ or on the fite of the prc- 
lent town, there might have been formed colonies of the Britons, " where they were 
** cheriflied by a warm Jouthern air as well as plentifuily provided with water/' 

Other accounts, which have but little to fupport them, would have us undcrftand 
that a Britilh King, whofe name was CoiLvs,>was-buricd here about a thoufand years 
before the Chriftian asra. .However no one can doubt' but that* the rock-apartments 
which have been difcovered near Nottingham, and thofe ftill vifiblcy arc monuments of 
men's labour at very dillant ages. a. 

Dr. Deering, in his intrpduftipn to tl>c hifior^ of NoiJv;gbam informs us, that the 
then Lord Middicton, about the year 1740, from motives truly laudable, caufcd an 
hollow-way between two fand hills to be levelled, which flood near the entrance 
of the town on the Dirty road. TJic labourers,- having removed a great portion of 
fand from one of thofe eminences, found here and there a folid rock which, in ^oqqc 
parts, appeared like partiti^m walls of feveral rooms, cut out of the rock. " I'hefe," 
he fays, " having no mark of Roman contrivance, nor any thing "being found there 
to give room to fuppofc it, I take to be Britifli." lo fupport this ronjc^tuiebe brings 
another not more plaufible : which is that hccaufe the fanJ v/hich covered thefe 
fuppofed rocky dweliings mud have been carried hither, it was taken from the rock 
on which the town.ftands in forming the vaults, celliirs, &c. of that place. The befl: 
fupport of bis opinion, I think, is that where he.fay-s that thefe habitations, and others 
that have been difcovered under fimilar hills, are all without the boundaiios of the 
old wall, made in the Saxon's time by Edward the Elder, when he fortified this 
place^ But this, till it be proved that thofe hollows in the rock, were ever hu- 
man abodes, mufi: rank with other opinions of writers, to iile his own words, *^ who 
'" are fond'of the marvellous,'* and <Miave recourfe to the fertihty of their own brains/' 
The rock-holes in the park^ near Nottingham^ iclofe to the river Leea, ar-c defcribcd 
thus by St-uicelev. A reprefcnration of which is annexed. 

** One may eafi.y gi^cfs (^fays the Doftor) Nottingham to have been an ancient town of 
the Britons J as fojn as they had proper tools they fell to work upon the rock?, v/hich 
every where offer diciTifeives fo commodioufly to make hoiiles in, and I doubt not- here 
was. a confiderabie collcftion of. colonies of this fort j that which I have defcribcd in 
plate 39. will give us an idea of them ; 'tis in the Duke of Ncwcaftle's park: What is 
vifible at prefenr, h\i\jL offo old a date as their rime, yet i fee Jio r^rafon to doubt but 
it is formed upon theirs* — This is a ledge ofperpendicular rock, hown out into a church, 
houfes, chambers, dove-houfcs, &c. The church is like thofe in the rocks of Bethle- 
hem, and other places in the holy- land,;. the altar is natural rock, and there has been 
pintin^ upon the w:^lf, a freeple I fuppofc where a bell hung/and regular pillars; the 
fiver winding ^abojuc iiixkts a fortificicioa to it, for it comes at both ends of the clifi^, 
leaving a plain in xae middle, .tl-kc way iqjo it. was by a gate cut out of the rock, and 
witli an oblique entrance for rnore fafety i.,w;ithoMfis a plain wirli. three oichesj which f

Be- 
tween this and the caftie is an hermitage of like workmanfhip." 

Various have been the opinions of this " ancient pile of building," as Deerinc is 
pleafcd to call it. Thefe hollows in the rock are -called by the people oi Nottingham ^ 
generally, Papilh-Holes, <j. they are formed, but not built, and have the appearance of a 
ruin of magnitude, deftitute of defign: they neither afForU the mind an idea of grandeur 
nor fimplicity. Here the chifel feems to have attempted fomething and there nothmg. 
There is hot any thing, upon the whole, to gratify or difguft. Art appears to have 
•deftroyedth^ effL'fts of nature ; or rather, together, they have formed an hermaphro- 
ditical rock on a fite piftorial.— Of the town-wall and ditch Deering thus fpeaks. 

Edward the elder for the better fccurity and defence of this place, incircled it with 
aftrong wall, about the year of Chrift -910. And William 1. in the fecond year of his 
reign did build a caftie on the fame rock where the old tower Hood. Tlic wall of the 
tor/n did join the outer wail of the caftlc and thence ran Northward to Chappel- Bnr. Of 
this are manifeft footfteps remaining. About the midway between the caftie and Chap- 
pel-Bar in part of the ditch where now arefervoir is made, (of which in another place) 
are fome ruins ftill to be fcen of a poftern which was ereftcd in obedience to a pieccj)C 
of Henry III. datedOftober 18. 56 Hemry III, whereby Jhc commands " hi.-* b^i 
" lifFs and huvgtt^cs o^ Nottingham without fleljiy to make a pcPjern iii the wall of the 
** faid town, near the caftie towards Lentctiy of fuch a breadth and hei^^ht that two armcti 
" horfemen carrying two lances on their fliouldcrs might go in and our, where \Villi?.m 
" Archbifliop oi York had appointed it, who made the King undeiftand that it was ex- 
^^ pedient for him and his heirs, and for the caftie ard town.'* From this Poflern a 
bridge v/ent over (lie town di:ch, which place though now filled up £s wel! as the v/hole 
ditch b::tv/ecn this andChappel-Bar, bears to this day the nam£ of Bofton Eiidge a cor- 
ruption of Poftern Bridge. The ditch itfclf is now converted "into kitchen gardens, and 
is called' at this time Butt-Dy<e, from fome neighbouring butts where rhe -townfnicn 
ufed to exercife themfclvcs, in ftiooting at a mark with bows and arrows. 

From ChappeUBar farther North and round to the F.aft, the tine tincient v^'all is not 
to be traced above ground," however, there are v^ry old pcrfun:; ftiil living, wlio being 
labourers have within thef;^ 20 years, met when digging, v;irh thai old wall in diflcrent 
places, and by what they have fliewn m.e, I may rcaibnably conjedhire that from tf^e Bar 
it went flanting through a clofe called Roper's clofe and the nex: to it, tiiencc ciofilng 
the Mansfield road, along behind the North of the Backfidc, crofs Boot- Lane by or un- 
der a fuinmer-houfc called Dr. Greave"'s furnmer-houfe, throujrh v-clofo called panicr 
clofe crofi ihe^North road and Bad<nlide excluding the Hcufe cl'Correcrion, along part 
of Coalpit lane«and through a cherry, orchard at pr4[^rent the proj)e:ty of John Shcnvin 
Efq. and on tne,outfjde of two clofes belonging 10 the fame i:,enrlcir.aa, .v;iv:rc a ditch 
is obferved to run towards the Newr.rk road, thence i: motinced ag^in and croli'.nfr nt the 
tnd of Cartergate, exccnding Weftward along the rockhy the coal ya:d to die lic/llow- 
Sione, where a portion of the wall was lately vifibk. The Hollow-Sconc being a nunow 
paflage cutoutofrhe ro.ck^ the South entr&nc/s into the t.ownj was fecu/cd 07 r^iko.Jii

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port cullifc, of which not long ago there were plain marks to be ieen ; within this gato 
on the left hand going up to the town, juft turning the elbow of the HoUow^llone, there 
was a cavity cut into the rock, able to hold about 20 men> with a fire place in it and 
benches fixed, belides a ftair-cafe cut out of the fame rock ; this had been a guard-houfe, 
and the (lair cafe leading up to the top of the rock, was for cendnels to fpy the enemy 
at a diftance ; this no doubt was of good fervice to the parliament party during the civil 
war, if it was not contrived by them A little farther up the HoUow^tone, againft and 
ijponthe rock there ftood anhoufe the property of his grace the Duke of Kingston, who 
upon application made to him, has given leave to the rorporadon to puU it down, 
being gencroufly willing to fonvard their defign of making the hollo w-ftone a more gra- 
dual defcent and enlarging the South entrance into the town, fo that two or more car- 
riages may conveniently pafs each other, to which purpofe men were fet to work on 
Tucfday the 1 7th of December 1740, and this ufeful and pleafant way into the town ^^as 
complcated in a few weeks. On the top of the rocks on the left fide of the paflage into 
Nottingham town, the workmen met with a portion of the town-wall, the (tones of which 
were fo well cemented, that the mortar exceeded them in hardnefs. Hence the wall 
extended itfclf along Short-Hill and the HighPavement, at the lower end of which it 
runs down a hill called Brightmore-Hill, and at the bottom forms an acute angle, and 
runs again up Mont-lane, in a kind of a curve to the Week-day -Crofs; both thcfe paf- 
fages are open, and it is difficult to guefs how they were formerly iecured, or whether 
they are of a more modern date, as well as the Long-flairs by Malin hill. The wall 
continued along behind the houfes of the Middle -Pavement and over againfl Bridlefmith- 
gace, there ftood an ancient poftem,'till within thcfe 10 years, on the Eafl fide of which 
where now the BuU'shead is, was a gatehoufe, where a guard was kept, as is to this day 
plainly to be feen ; on the Weft fide ftood an houfc formerly called Vout-Hall, J once 
the manfion houfe of the family of the Plumptre's, after in the pofTeflion of Alderman 
Drury, whofe eldeftfon Mr. William Drury, fold it to Mr. Gawthera, theprefent pro- 
prietor. From this gate the wall goes to Lifter gate the bottom of the Low-Pavement, 
where tho* built upon, it is ftill vifible in divers places. Here, I mean at the end of 
Liller-gate, over againft Peter-lane, in the remembrance of fome old perfons were to be 
feen the marks of a ftone gate leading towards the river Leen* From hence the wall on 
account of the buildings in CafUe gate is quite hid, but it feems more than probable, 
that it went along the South fide of Caftle gate, including St. Nicholas's church -yard, and 
fo run upon the rock Weft to join the caftle near Brewhoufc-yard. Infomuch that Car- 
tergate, Fifhergate, the Narrow and Broad-Marfh, and all other ftreets and buildings, 
between the meadows and the South rock of the town, made a fuburb. And this is 
what I have been able to gather concerning the ancient wall of this town,* which was 
built fo long ago as 830 years. But I fhould not forget to take notice of a wall of lefs 
antiquity which runs from Chappel-Bar in a ftraight line Northward to Coalpit-lane and 
excluded part of the ground between Chappel-Bar and Broad-lane. This wall is plainly

\. It had its name from very Urge vaults which were under it^ where in the time oF the flaple 
of Calais, great quantities of wool ufed to be lodged.

ififcernible> it (crvingfor a foundation to many houfes between the gate andCow-lane^ 
and where now a middle row of houfes is built at the end of Cow-lane, there ftood a gate 
facing the North, and the town wall is ftiil to be^^en in the celku^ of diefe houfes. Pro« 
bably this wall was eredled in Henry IL reign, after Robert Duke of Ghucefier had 
demoliflied it, in the war between King Stephen and Emprefs Maud. DBsaiNO. 

Before we pais to the hiftory of dmes, in which we are lefs liable to be deceived 
either by artifice, conje£hire, or romance, it may not be amiis to remark that there 
appears fome injuftice inoppofing reafon to relation, which is often done of tranfafbions 
handed down to us of thefe remote times ; particularly by thofe who live at this diftant 
periods Have not the mofl wonderful things come to pafs, in our day, which hitVe 
aitonilhed the world, that even nothing fhort ota fupernatural power had the leaft reafoii 
to fufpefb ? of fiich an enormity are they, of fuch a long continuance, and in fuch a ra- 
pid fucceffion have they followed each other, thatpofterity will unwillingly give trcdit to 
the recital. And yet, forfooth, becaufe we meet with fbme relations of antient times, in 
hiftory or tradition, which agree not with our calm reafbning in a clofet, we muft rejed 
them as romance or fable. Many things which we meet with in early ftory, were as 
much likely to have happened as the aftoniihing events which have recently taken place 
in Europe, the moft: enlightened part of the world, where philofophy was to have erect- 
ed a paradifc, and reafon fhut out crimes. But alas, what has it done ? It has made a 
human flaughter houfe of one of its grand divifions, and deflroyed the glorious fabric of 
religion ; and with it thofe comforts which fupport declining life, in the profpedl of a 
glorious eternity ! 

It undoubtedly appears ftrange, that men of the prcfcnt day fhould pofTefs art and fa* 
gacity, fufficient to give us better information of events, whirh happened a thoufand 
years fince, than thofe who lived five or fix centuries ago, and who were undoubtedly 
as folicitous to come at truths perhaps as we are at prefcnt. What a clamour is fome- 
ttmes raifed up againfl Monks and other learned men, who have given us teflimonies 
of certain fa<5ks they have related, from /A/n accepted evidence, and often from their 
own knowledge. Truth, all muft allow, is lovely and defirable ; but, I am afi^id, we 
have little lefs temptation and inclination to deviate from that defirable objeft than our 
ancef):ors. As to impofition, in t/iis our boafted cnL'ghtcned time, we find fome men 
wittily apt at, and others as credulous in receiving, as thofe in days of yore. Witncfs 
the trick, a few years fince, played off upon the learned body of Antiquaries with the 
Hardicanute-flone. I meandiis as no reflection upon that body of gendemento whom 
the world, I am pcrfuadcd, are under confiderable obligations. For my own part, \ 
am confident, that I am poflefTed of too linall a portion ot antiquarian knowledge to op- 
pofe tricks of much lefs credibility, 

NottingbamJbirCt before the Roman invafion, conftituted a part of the portion of Bri- 
tain inhabited by a race of men called the CoritMii. 

Proceed we now to the limes of the Romans, when this country became fubjcft to 
imperial fwayi leaving tlie uncertainty of prior events to the difcuffion of thofe, whoie 
penetration makes rocks and mountains fubfervient to their will*

Altho' Gals perfjdly agrees widi Antoninus, v/ithrcfpcft todiftance, and Baxter dif- 
fers materially; y^'t diflance is nDt ac all times to be dcpcrkicd uj3on. Due where dif- 
tance ns^arly ajrcc^s vvidi the Ronun ad.ncjfarement, and the place fixed upon abounds 
with RoiTiaa relics ; fuch as coinN, pottery Ice there is bijt little rcafun to doubt of that 
Ixring a ftacion. But I cannot reconcile myfclfto D(rd'/7'/;.;^V opinion ch t " antiquarians 
fiiould have fome exadt (landard to go by, they fliould ciclicr infiH: upon diftances and 
nuirks of antiquity togethtir, or fliould at iealt hold todifuBcc-/* This feems to carry 
abfiirdityon the face ofic; the contrariety of judgement among the Itarned evince it; 
for feme vvho have chofcn didance a« their infalii )lc guide, have been flatly contradifted 
In" others, who regardlefs of diftance, fix on places where nothing but ma^rks of Roman 
antiquity are to be found to fupport their afiertions, aiKl vice verja. There is reafon, 
doub'lefs to fupport opinions where a place fixed on, is not at any confiderable diftance 
from the line of the route, and where evidences abound j but when a fite is chofen which . 
leaves the line at a material diftance, with fcarcely a fingle tcflimony of antiquity to fup- 
port the choice, its agreeing with diftance alone, will appear, to every unprejudiced 
mind, a weak foundation for opinion or conjecture : the fuperftrufture built thereon, 
nnift fall with the firft contending power. We may therefore reafonablv conclude, that 
the pretcnfions of Noli i?igham 10 Roman honours are but flighlly fupported. Ingenuity 
and learning, when combined, are infulficient to imprefs the mind wida ideas favourable 
to an hypothefis of this fort,

Deeri.vg, in his introdoftion to his hidoTy of Nottingham, fays " The Saxons who were 
next poffeflors of Britain, affords us a more fatisfaftory account concerning our town, 
and tho' hiftory does not furnifh us with the name of the founder, or the cxaft year it 
was begun to be built in ; yet all our beft hiftorians agree,, that it was a conftderable • 
place in the 8th cehtury, provided with a ftrong tower, that it was called by the Saxons 
in the time of the Heptarchy Snoden-gaham as Dr. Thoroto.v has it, or rather Snotten- 
gabam from Snottenga Caves, and Ham Home or Dwelling place. Camden and others 
gives us a Britilh trandation of it, viz. Tui oge banc, or more rightly as Mr. Baxter has 
it, Din ogo vaiit or Din ogohoco^ which however none pretends to be the ancient Britifh 
narhc. I'his Saxon name wasdoubtlefs given to it by that people, from the condition 
they found the neighbourhood iil, before they themfclves made improvements by build- 
ing* It belonged to the kingdom of Mercia, and a part of that kingdonf took aftei-wards 
in King Alfred's reign, its name from this town Snottengabam-Scyre^ now Nottingham- 
jhirer 

«• Before I proceed to the time of the Saxon Kings of all England, I muft take notice 
that in feveral parts of Nottingham, ftruftunes of a very conGderable extent, arched in a 
regular manner, and fupported by columns with carved capitals, &c. framed for places 
of worftiip, hewn out of the rock, have been difcovered by workmen when digging for 
foundations, with very obfcure entrances, haiidly to be fufpedted, and alfo other apart- 
ments for lodging places, fuch were obferved under diverfe houfes on the row, on thp 
•fouth-fi.le of the great Market- place called Timber- Hill, and one Edward Goddard, a 
bricklayer yet living, aflures me, that when he was an apprendce bsing at work on the 
Eaft-fidcr of die Weckday-Cr(;>fs, he there got into one of thefe fubterraneous fabricks, 
which he found fupported and adorned witfi pillars asiias been mentioned, and that he* 
made his way from one fpacious place to another till he came as far as the upper end of 
Pilchergate, and under a fmall clofe atprefentthe property of John Sberwin, Efq. one> 
of his Majcfty's Juftices of the peace for the coun:y of Nottingham at large, and oppo- 
fite to hrs dwelling howfc : he the (aid Goddard fays, that in one of thefe places, he 
found a wooden cup and a wooden can, which fqemed to be found and whole, but 
that when he took hold of them, they mouldered into duft. Thefe places being of the» 
Gothic oiier, I conjeftureto have been contrived in the time of the Heptarchy, when 
the Danes who were Pagans, raadefrcquent inroads into the kingdom of Mercia, where* 
they in a more extraordinary manner excrcifed their cruelty upon Nuns and Friars,* 
and indeed Chriftkn Priefts of all kinds., l^o. thefe they might in time of danger betake 
thcmfelves as places of refuge, and where they might exercifc their religious funftions, 
without being expqfed to the fury of thofe perfecuting idolaters." 

" Edward Senior, between 919 and 924 according to Marianus Scotus did build a 
Bridge over the 1'rent, and on the other fide a little town over-aqjainft the old town of 
Nottingham, now called Bridgeford. a*' jn 

a Thoroton\ p. 62. fccms to be fomewhat too hafly in taking up Mr. Camdefi for faying it was Bridge* 
ford which £d war p the cider built over agaiaft NMingham ;— his words arc thcfc : «< That niight likely

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In Mother place in his introdufUon is this paflage > «< For my part if I confidcr that the 
Fofle way is on the South of the river Treni^ and that the Ronums always made their 
Vallum on the Souch-fide and where the ground was rifing^ I can hardly forbear think- 
ing chat there was a ftation in that neighbourhood, where now ff^i0-Brutgifird ftand$» 
(almofl dire£Uy over-againft Noitingbam^) a litde town not built dll many ages after» 
and chat from the remarkablenefs of the many caves in the oppofite rock they might 
give the ftation the name of Cauiennae or Cauienme» and what ieems to add to my 
conjcfture^ is what Dr. Sturely informs us of> that one Mr. Cooper, a man of 71 
years of age, told him, diat there was found at IVi^^rd a pot of Roman coins, a town 
which lies on dte fame fide of the river, and at a very little diftance from B^ridgrfard^ 
the high road only, pardng the panfhes/' 

We find in Dr Dsbrino's appendix, page a86, fome very fenfible and iudicious 
remarks, made by a cendeman reiatinff to Dr. Gale's opinion, that NHiimatnynAx 
Roman Station, occauoned bv hb peniial of Debrino's introdudion. Thtie remarks, 
altlio' connedbed with them, tnere be fome extra matter, I cannot withold from die public. 

<* Concerning Roman remadns, I have never yet met with any thing to induce me to be- 
lieve there are any. And Dr. Gale's endeavours to fix Antoninus's Caufennae at Not* 
tingham have not at all been agreed to by later writers, viz. Baxter, Stckely, Sal- 
mon, HoRSELY. His fubterraneous cavities you juftly difallow to have any of the Ko- 
man tafte in them ; and there are no appearances of a Roman road leading from the 
fouthward to Ncttingbam^ or from Undum {IJmpbt) northward. Nor peri^ps has the 
doctor any advantage over Mr. Baxter, from the number of miles in the iter : If I un- 
derftand you ri^ht, the miles you let down fiom Mr. Baxter are theprefent computed 
miles ; and antiquaries by comparing thefe with miles in the itinerary in places about 
which there are no doubts, have found that the itinerary miles are to be computed moil 
commonly at 4 to 3, but fometimes at 5 tQ 4, and according to this laft reckoning 105 in 
t|ic itinerary make 84 computed miles, which is within one of your number from 
Baxter." 

" Ifby the arguments which have been brought ajsainft Dr. Gale, Ncuingbmn be thrown 
out of the iter, they will hold equally ftrong againft Bridgififrd's being in the iter. And 
as to its havinft been a ftation, if ever it was one, it muft have been only zftaiio afiiva^ 
as it lies a coimderable diftance from any military ways but as. there are no indications 
remaining of any ftation thereabouts, except the pot of money found at Wilfinrd\ the evi- 
dence feems too flight to prove one ; and efpecially confidering that Dr. Stukely is a 
man extremely liable to miftakes. I have not his book here in the country, but I re- 
member three from amongft feveral, that have fallen accidentally under my obforvaci- 
^n. In fpeaking of the garden in Stoney-ftreet, he mentions it as belonging to one 
^i^rfti a.najQK never heard of there ; he fays that at Cb^mr there are but i^w churches^

^* Thefe inibuiees fliew how fuptrficiai an obferver he was ; and therefore in this ac- 
count of the pot of money, I Ihou^d be glad of a little fiirther fadsfadbion, as whether the 
old man who toU him of it, was one who could diftinguifh roman from any other anci- 
ent coin, and indeed whether he named any fort of coin at all> but. upon its being found 
in a pot, the doctor's own ftrong imaginadon, full of antiquarian ideas, might prefently 
convert the pot into an um, and die money inco roman coin." 

<^ Upon which I took the liberty with all due fubmifllon to offer to that mod judicious 
gendeman's fartherconfideration,-— — This Reply :*' 

<< I readily agree that Dr. Stukely commits many errors, where he has only caft a 
tranfitory eye upon places and things, or not maturely weighed -every circumftance. I 
could mention a number of miftalees« befides thole you have pointsed out, one only fkall 
fuffice at this time, which if it is not a wilful one, (hews the utmoft degree of indolence* 
He fays p. 1 13. That below Rocbe^er bridge there lie about 50 of our biggeft firft rate 
ijien of war : when by afldng any common failor he might have been informed, that we 
have but feven of that rate : Yet in other places where he has bellowed due attendoni 
his obfervations are not to be flighted, which I take to be likewife your opintoct of the 
dodor> fince among other late writers you are pieafed to make ufe of bis name againft the 
dean." 

** For my part I always read him with caution, as appears by fbme of my notes, which 
probably may have c(caped your nodce. So much of the doHor.'* 

I frankly confefs I never yet could find any roman remains ar Nhuingbam^ (tho' I 
Ivxvt feen a confiderable number of roman coins, iaid to be found in the parifh of Pbtm* 
tre) but I may notwithftanding be allowed with fome eminent antiquaries. Dr. Plot^ 
Somner, and othen, to be of opinion that diftance, and the neighbourhood of military 
way^i are not very flight proofe. All antiquaries agree that E^Ji-Bridgeford was a roman 
ftation ; they alfo allow that the diftance from one ftadon to another is commonly ob- 
ferved to have been 8, 9 to 10 miles, this being granted, would not one reafonably con- 
jeAure our Bridgrford conveniently fituated near the river 7rent, and not auite 5 itinerary 
miles N. W. of the Foffi^way^ and between 8 and 9 idnerary miles diftant from the 
other hridgefordy to have alfo been a fUtion ? The diftance from the Foffe-way ought not 
CO be looked upon as a great one, for the Romans did not always place their Aacions 
near dieir roads as is plainly apparent in UttUburgb^ which lies upwards of 9 computed 
miles N. W. of the Roman highway, and would perhaps not have been nuuie a ftation 
had it not been (ituated fo near the river ^rM^ which fame reafon favours our Bridge- 
fird^ and if befides the pot of coin Dr. Stukily fpeaks of) fliould prove to have been 
Roman, our title will noc be fo weak as k may at fifft appear \ nor is it very improbable, 
if we confider chat the roman coins found about Eaft^Bridgtferd and elfewhere are mod 
of them brafs, pretty large, and thick, and the Britiih and Saxon coins generally fmaller 
and thinner, and moft ofthe latter fdver or mixed metal, and that they ate commonly 

found 
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found fcattered and in fhiall quantitiesj and feldom in pots or urns ; to which if we add, 
that upon finding this pot, doubtlefs divers people were acquainted with it^ and the cler- 
gyman of the parifh, or fome perfoD more knowing than the old maii» might have told 
him that the coin was roman/* 

^^ As to what relates to the mUes, you will find upon examination that Gaub and Bax- 
ter ufe much the fame meafure, be they therefore itinerary or computed ones, the dean 
in this particular holds the faipe advantage over Baxter as before, and conlcquencly ic 
docs not clearly appear that NottiMgbam is fairly thrown out of the iter." 

<< In order to be the better fadsfied, which <>f thefe two learned gendemen's conjedure 
is the beft lounded, it will not be amiis to let Mr. Baxter fpeak for himfelf: p. 65. he 
fays:

^* Now having fet down the opinions of thefc two authors in their own words^ the cafe 
flands thus :" 

'' Dr. Gale with a very fmall and allowable alteration, changes CaMJknnas into Caufennasy 
and without draining makes the etymology fuit Nottingbamj he fupports this opinion by 
making his diftances agree with the itinerary, befides which it may be faid in favour of 
him, that the ftation, Eaft-Bridgefordy is at a proper diftance lor iVi?//iii|j/&tfi» or JVeft 
Bridgefcrd eirher, to be likewifc one, and that the Fofft^way coming from Undum (Lin- 
coin) runs at an inconfidcrablc diftance on the left hand of it, not to lay one word of the 
pot of coin."

" You mention that later writers have nor at ail agreed with Dr. Gale, this (with hum- 
ble fubmiffion) is pleading authority. I would willingly read thefc modern gentlemen 
with as little prejudice in their favour as I do thofe who have gone before them, efpeci- 
ally when I find fome of ihem commit groflcr errors than their predeccflbrs. 1 cannot 
help wondering to lee fiich a palpable miftake as a certain dignified luthor in his additi^ 
iins to Camden makes, about the fituation of Flatoford ckiMxuKi fpeaking o( Leffton he 
fays : " At a little diftance from hence there ftands in alarge field, a church widi a Ipire- 
« fteeple, called Ftazvford church, the burying place ofRuddington a great country town, 
«* above half a mile weft from it, &c."' whereas Lenton lies on the north fide oilrent^. 
and the church h:f fpeaks of ftands near three itmIcs fbuth of that river, and th^^t large 
country town is biit a village : befides talking of J/^>^ar^, he immediately nacntjonji its 
neighbour Clifton^- which neighbour is atkafr between ftvc and fix.ftatuce miles cUftwii; 
from it. Another antiquary would fain ma^e Lenton (a village amije diftaw from 
\'o*tingbamy known only for a priory of cluniae monks) the noted Lindum of toe Romans j 
I W4i\fc bringin-; any m jrc iaftances of this kinJ, tho' it were eafy for me to produce a 

many. 
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rnanyr Some of ilie late writers of ^Adqbicies are flxangely carried away by the fertility 
0f thfir 03¥n icna^nationt all are highly beholden to the old ones for the folid foundation 
of their inquiries, and it is too frequently feen that when a new antiquary is at a lofs for 
new diicoveries in certain places, rather than be thought a meer tranfcriber of the la« 
hours of other£t> he racks his brain to advance fomeithing contradi£bry to what has been 
faid by other men." , , 

" That yoii have obferved this in the courie of your reading of authors of this clafe, I 
dare not doubt. Wh^t I have (aid upon this fubjed: will I hojpe not draw upon me the 
imputadon of being tenacious of my own opinion, for far trom defiring that any one 
Lould acquiefce widi what J offer uiUcfe upon good grounds -, I am fo fond of the beau- 
ty pftruthinanyxefpedt, that I. would at all times gladly embrace it, tho' it Ihould lay 
Open to n^the yanity. and frwidefloefs of my application forfevcn years paft, and that I 
do not only fancy myftlf fo, but am really ot &at mind,. I conclude from thefc figns 5 
In the firifl: place, that I can look upon things as yet with an unaltered eye, and take in 
obje£ts as they really appear to thp fcnfes i and in the fecond place, that my imagination 
hitherto. is not over-fto$:k'd widi antiquarian ideas,, and xhat I fee myfelf ilill at a vaft 
diftance from the enthufiafm of that ftudy, which I look upon to be a great happinefs.**

Raph de Bunm had thirteen houfes of kni^ts, in one of thcie dwek one merchant. 
• Guilbert fi>ur houfes, 

Raph, fon of (or Fitz-) Hubert, had eleven houfes, in thefe remained (or dweky 
three merchants (fh'opkcepers or tradefinen.) 
Goisfi-id de AlfeUn had twenty one houfes. 

Acadus the prieft [Prefbycer] two houfes. In the croft of the priefl were fixty hou- 
fes, and in thefe had the king ti^ and foe. 

The church widi all things wliich belonged to it, was iocs, per annum value. 
Richard Freflc had fonx houfes. 

In die dtnrh [foffaia\ of die borough were feventeen houfes, and other fix houies. 
The king granted to William Peverel ten acres of land to make an orchard. 
In Snottingbam had king Edward one carucat of land, with the geld. The land two* 
caiucats. There (when the furvcy of Doomsday Book was made) the king had eleven 
villains (or hufbandmen) having four carucats, and twelve acres of meadow, in Dcmef- 
ne nothing. In the dme of king Edward the confeflbr, and then likewife the value of 
this was 3). which is now called SneUitm.^ 

It appears alfo by this valuable book that in Sneitingbamjbm, if any perfon fhould 
plough or make a ditch in the king's highway, via. the /dfi road to 73r*, within two 
. perches, he fhould be fined 81. two thirds to the king and one to the earl whofe office 
then was not only honorary but of great power. The Trful and the road was taken care of by 
Notiingbam. It appears by this bc^ alio riiat the Traii was navigable before the conqueft. 
And now wim the end'' of the Saxon government in Ei^land, ended alfo the Saxon 
name of this town, being thenceforth called NdiPigbami. e. from the time of William 
Peverel, natural fon of William I. was nude lord of it» who in his foundation deed of 
the priory oi Lenim calls it by that name, where he gives to that monaftery among other 
things ot greater importance the tythe of the fifh of the fifhing of Noitingbam.

A flight 
review of that period which has been noticed, in this introdu&ory feftion-i or rat£ef 
ttranfient gkuice.at theorigin^ cidndirion, &c. of our anceilors» may not be confidered 
as improper hcrc^ before we Ining into view, particulars refpeSing Npttkfgham fol^ 
qyeniiito the conqueff : 

1r4ie Eng^ifo are dcfoended, it is known, from a variety of nations : the JiUrinia dt 
riieisMlkd, the Romans^ Saxons Danes and Normans have relpe£tively had a ware in - 
the propagsfdon of that people, but none in fo eminent a degree as the SastoilB who 
were origimlly of the German race. The Welch in their native tongue ftili call them 
Saifimst die Scotch ^^ir/ and the Iriih&iA«ir/»^. c. Their language is a medley of naany; 
the Welch, only, retain rhat of the ancient Britons. ^

gave the name of England to all, fo the ^at Alfred divided the wh(de into flmea, dm| 
gave them appreciate names. This great man has the reputation of aflbciadng inra

jfXFTER the Norman conqueft Nottingbamjbirey as other counties were, was divided 
by King William amongft his kindred and thofe who had (hared in his vidoryj among 
whom we find the name of Pevercl, who had given him, in this county, 55 lordfliips 
and 48 tradefmen's houfes in Nottingham. Thoroton has given us an account of the 
confequence of this family which it feems was feated here : it is as follows, under the 
hiftory of 

Nottingham Castle. 

" There is no mention at all in this moft exaft furvey," (Doomsday Book) of the 
Caftle of Nottingham J a. which is therefore concluded to be built by William Peverel, 
or King William the firft, his father, though 'tis fuppofcd there might have been fome 
old fortrefs there before. He alfo builded the monaftery at Lenton, as it feems he did 
another at, or near Northampton, dedicated to St. James, the regiftry whereof certifieth 
that he died the fifth of the kalends of Fcbr. 11 13. 11 H. i. and the Lady Adelina his 
wife the fourteenth of the kalends of February 11 19. 18 H. i. and that Sir William, Ion 
of the faid William Peverel, died 16 kal. May, iioo. 12 William Rufus, ^, which 
cannot be true, except he had another fon William, for I find that William Peverell, at 
the intreaty of his faithful wife Adelina, gave to the monaftery of Lenton at (or nigh) 
the very foundation, the churches of Hecham and Randia: c. to which deed were witneffcs 
Robert de Ferrariis, Avenell de Haddon, Robert, fon of Drogo, Robert, (on of War- 
ner, Raph Hanfelin, &c. William Peverell his fon, by ill advice, took them away 
for a long time, but repenting, he for love of the worfhip of God, and for the fafety of 
the fouls of his faid father and mother, by the confent of his heir William the younger, 
reftored them again : d. the wicnefTes to this deed were Hugh de Burun, William Ave- 
nell, Adam de Morteyn, Oddo de Boney, Robert de Heriz, Gilbert de Macuinci, 
Norman de St. Patricio, &c." 

" In the fifth year of King Stephen, William Peverell of Nottingham gave account 
ofijl. 6s. 8d. of the pleas of the foreft. e. And the SheriflTinhis account that year of 
the dane-geld, faith, that Adelina, the mother of William Peverell of Ncttinghamy was 
pardoned 18I. by the King's writ, which (hows there is fome error in that faid regifter of 
St. }^n\tso( Northampton, concerning the time of her death, as tliere is alfo a manifcft

" About thofe times there were three Peverels of great note, viz. Peverel of Dovir, 
and Peverel q( Limimty and our Peverel of Neuingbam, who is certainly intended by the 
laft noted chronicle, as may further appear by an inftrument (yet remaining in Sir John 
Cotton's library) fealed by Henry Duke of Normans, &c, (afterwards King Henry die 
fecond) being then at the Divilcs, to Ranulph Earl of Cbefter, wherein he gave him, 
befides the faid Earl's own inheritance in Normandy and England, wholly as his anccilors 
ever had it (that in Normandy very particularly recited) the whole honour of Earl Roger 
Piftavenfis where -ever, and all the faid Duke Henries honour of fl/y^, where-evcr it 
vrsLsin England, and the honour of £y<f, as Robert Malet, uncle of the faid Earl Ranulph's 
mother ever had it. Moreover he gave him Stafford and Staffbrdefir, and the county 

Sor earldom) of *S/^r^ wholly whatever he had there in fee and inheritance, except the 
ee of the Bilhop of Cbefler, and of Earl Robert de Ferrariis, and of Hugh de Mortuo- 
mari, and of Gervas PaganelK and except the /(?r^? of Gi»^r, which he (the faid Duke) 
then retained in his hand. He gave him the fee of Alan de Lincolne, who was (alfo) 
uncle of the faid Earl's mother, and the fee of Ernis de Burun as his own inheritance, 
and the fee of Hugh de Scoteincy where-ever it was, and the fee of Robert de Chalz 
where-ever it was, and the whole fee of Robert Fitz- (or fon of) Odo» and the whole 
fee of Norman dc Verdun, and the fee of Robert de Stafford where-ever it was, and 30I. 
land which the faid Duke Henry had in Grimejbj he gave him, and Nottingham Cajile^ 
and the borough, and whatever the faid Duke had in Nottingham in fee and inheritance 
he gave to him and his heirs, and the whole fee of William Pever 11 where-ever it was, 
Unlefs he could \dirationare Je\ clear himfelf in the faid Duke's court of the wickednefs 
and treafon, except Hecham. And if Engelram de Albamarle would not take with the 
faid Duke, nor Earl Simon, and he the faid Duke could take the faid Hecham by force^ 
he would reftore it to the faid Earl Ranulph if he would have it, and Torchejei and 
JDswardebec fVapentac, and Derby ^ with all the appurtenances, and Maunsfeld with the 
5^r, and Roelar with the Soch, and Stanley by Coventre with the Socb, and of Behar he 
would hold him right as foon as he fliould be able as of the faid Earl's inheritance, and 
to the faid Earl's fix Barons he would give each an hundred pound land, which they 
Ihould chufe of thofe which the faid Duke ftiould happen to get of his enemies, and to 
all the faid Earl's friends, [parentitus'} he would reftore their inheritance, whereof he had 
power, &c. Howbeit the faid Earl Ranulf of Cbejier did not enjoy any long poflelllon 
of thofe places in this county, for the (heriffs anfwered to the King for the profits of the 
lands of William Peverell, and the fcutages of the tenants of bis fee, as in the pipe rolls 
of Henry the fecond, and the fucceeding Kings may be 4cen, and in divers other pla- 
ces of this book for the reft." 

" Margaret, the daughter and (at length) heir of William Peverell q{ Nottingham, 
was wife of William Earl of Ferrars and Derby, fon of Robert the younger Earl of Fer^ 
ran and of Nottingham, and fhe had a fon Robert Earl of Ferrars, who in the time of 
King Henry the fecond, perhaps* becaufe he could not inherit, was the more willing 
to burn Nottingham, which he did it feems, together with his fon William, grandfon of 
the faid William and Margaret, which faid William Earl of Ferrars the grandfon was

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t)uted of his earldoms of Nottingham and Derby by King Richard the firft, who gave 
them to John Earl of Moreton (afterwards King) his brother, who thereupon 'tis like 
grew more willing to intereft hinhfelf in thefe parts, which he did by granting a charter 
to this town of Nottmgbam, and fome way or other pleafing of the gentry of the country 
fowell, that he led ride moftof them into rebellion, as in fundry places of this booky 
concerning divers particular perfons of them, may be obferved/* 

" But of thefe Peverells I have found no more, faving that there was a fine in the 
King's court zt Nottingham the Friday after the feaft of St. Bartholomew, 4. Joh. before 
J. Bifhop of Norwic, Hugh Bardulf, John de Geftling, Mr Roger Arundell, Hugh 
de Bchly the King's Jufticcs, and others, then there prefent, between William Peverell, 
Petent, and Beatrice de Curcon, tenant, of two bovats of land in Palterton, thereby 
pafied to her and her heirs, paying 6d. per annum, &c." 

" 'Tis certain then that from the beginning of the reign of Henry the fccond, thJs 
caftlc of Nottingham hath for the moft part belonged to the crown, neither is there any 
place any thing near fo far diftant from London that I know of in all England^ which hath 
fo often given entertainment and refidence to the Kings and Queens of this realm fince 
the Norman conqueft." 

" It is faid that in the year 1 194, King Richard being firft loofed from his bonds, 
the caftks of Nottingham and 93-*^foi// relifted with force, but the caftles of Lancafier and 
Merleburghy and Mount Michael rendered themfelves/' a. 

** King John in the fixth of his reign commanded Reginald de Clifton, that imme- 
diately upon fight of his letters he fliould deliver to Robert de Veteripontc the cattle of 
Nottingham, &c. b. The like command at that time had Hugh de Nevill for the caftle of 
the Pec; William de Briewer for thdit of BoHe/bur ; and Samplbn de Straclee (Strelley) 
concerning the caftle of Harcefton.^* 

^' Raph Fitz-Nicholas, 10 H. 3. was warden of Nottmgbam caftle (he was fteward to 
William de Ferrariis Earl of Derky it feems.") 

<« King Henry the third being at Wind/oTy 29 April, 32 H, 3. committed to Robert 
le VavaiSur the counties of Nottingham and Derby to be kept, paying to the King lool.

" The fame King Henry the third by his precept dated at Weftminfter, O<5bober 18, 
56 H. 3. commanded his baylifFs and hmgefks of Nottingham, without delay, to "make 
a pofterne in the wall of the laid town near the caftle towards Lenten, of fuch a breadth 
and height that two armed horfcmen, carrying two lances on their ftiouldcrs, might gp 
in and out, where W. Arch-bifliop of Tork had appointed it, who made the King undcir- 
ftand that it was expedient for him and his heirs, and for the caftle and town." 

" Now for that the caftle, park, and medows belonging thereunto are not 
^ county of the town, I willexprefs what I mean touching them in thjs place^

" It appears, i H, 4, that Thomas Moubray Duke of Norfolk held 20I. rent out of 
Nottingham caftle, with the ftile and title of Earl o( Nottingham, granted by King Rich- 
ard (the fecond) and that Thomas Moubray, knight, fon and heir of the faid Duke, 
was then fourteen years old." 

" The exafteft furvey I find of this caftle, and the appurtenances to it, w the account 

* of Jefirey Knyveton, conftablc of the caftle, and dark of the foreft, 25 H, 6. Firft, 
^ twenty four acres of medow called the King's medow ; a clofe called caftle appleton; 

* a dole called the conftable holme; a piece of medow called the milne damme; a 

* piece of medow called the milne place ; two pieces of medow lying by the King's 

* bridge, and the roch-yard; the caftle hills without the caftle walls; the outer ward 

* within the caftlc w^lls ; the dove-coat; the pindage of the caftle; the caftle milnes; 

* the conygarth which I conceive to be the old park ; and the caftle it felf, which in 
^ that account anfwered nothing, being the habitation of the conftable/' ^. 

"The caftle and the park of Nottingham were granted to Francis Earl of Rutland, in 
the latter end of whofe time many of che goodly buildings were pull'd down, and the 
iron, and other materials, fold ; yet theie was left enough at the beginning of the late 
rebellion, to make it chofen by King Charles the firft, as the fitteft place f )r the fctting 
up his Royal Standard, which, as I remember, was there erc6ted on Munday, Auguft 
22. anno Dom. 1642. but Ihortljc after the King's departure Sir John Digby difmifled 
thofe fouldiers of the trained bands of this county which only were left there, and fo it 
foon became a garrifon for the parliament, which it continued till the end of the war, 
after which the laft governour Captain Thomas Poulton had orders and money given 
him to pull it down, yet fome parts of it though ruinous were not utterly demoliihed«at 
the return of King Charles the fecond, fince when the Duke of Buckingham (whofe 
mother the Dutchefs was only daughter and heir of the faid Francis Earl of Rutland) fold 
it to the Marquefs of Ncwcaftle, now alfo made Duke, who this prefcnt year 1674, 
though he be above eighty years of age, hath a great number of .men at work pulling 
down and clearing the foundations of the old tower that he may build, at leaft, part of a 
new caftle there. The park pale he repaired at his firft entrance." 

" The reftory of the caftle of Nottingham 9i2^ 6L Now I find nothing of it, but the 
brewhoufe yard is a conftablery, wherein there are many houfes, fome in the rock, 
others out of it, all which, being now of no parifli, are a great receptacle foi fanaticks, 
and other like people, who would not live conformable to the laws." 

Dherjkg treats Dr. Thoroton's account of the caftlc with fome degree of afpcrity. 
Some may think that the modeft and doubtful account, of the founder of it, which he 
has given, is quite as well as the former's pofitive afiertion, that it was built by Will f am 
the conqueror " to fecure a retreat in cafe of neceffity, and to keep the town in awe." 
All writers agree that it was built about the time of the conqueft, or an old caftle, which 
ftood on this bold rockj was then much enlarged and repaired. Very great additions both

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of ftrength and beauty it received by Edward the fourth' and Richard the third. 
Thofc works done by the conqueror were called the old works xhofe by the latter kings 
the new. a. 

Leland who vifited thecaftle fays « The bafs court is large and mighty ftrong, and 
« there is a (lately bridge (with pillars bearing bcafts and giants) over the ditch into the 
« fecond ward, the front of which at the entrance is exceeding ftrong, with towers and 
" port-cuUices," b. *« Within is a fair green court fit for any princely exercifc. The 
*^' fouth-eaft parts of the caftle are ftrong and well towered, within the old tower there is 
" another court tho' fomewhat lefs than die laft mentioned,*' c. "in themidft whereof 
" there is a ftair-cafe of ftpne, about fix orfeven feet above ground, in which there is a 
" door to enter and fteps to lead, (of late much worn) through the main rock to the 
" foot thereof and the bank of the river Leen\ by this paffage (the keepers fay) Ed- 
." ward the third's band came up through the rock and took Earl Mortimer prifoner. 
" The dungeon or prifon ftands by fouth and eaft, and is extraordinary ftrong et natura 
<« loci et opera '* d. In the firft court we go down many fteps with a candle lighted into a 
" vault under ground, and rooms cut and made out of die very ftone, in the walls 
" whereof the ftory of Chrift*s pajfton and other things are engraven, by David King of 
« Scotland^ (as they fay) who was kept prifoner there." 

In Leland's time it was partly in ruins. 

Tradition informs us that there were three wells, three chapels, and a college of fecu-^ 
lar priefts in the caftle. In the time of Henry the third there was a chapel dedicated to 
Sr. Mary in the rock under the caftle. e Deerino has preferved a curious piece of 
information from ** The accounts of Geffry Kny veton, conftable of the caftle and clerk 
of the foreft, the 25th of Henry VI. which I have taken literatim from a foreft book 
wrote for the ufe of the mayor of Nottingham^ Robert Alvie, by his fcrjeant at mace 
William Marflial, in the year 1588, the 30th of queei> Elizabeth, John Nody and Ni- 
cholas Sherwin being IherifFs."

Nottingham old cattle it feenns was in a ruinous ftatc at the breaking out of the civil 
wars ; at the reftoration it was nearly dcmolilhed. A copy of a plan taken by Smithfon 
in i6ijf of Nottinf;ham C3&lc is preferred by Deering. From 'the prclent building 
was ereftcd in 1683, K it was begun by William Cavendilh, Marquis, and afterwards 
Duke of Newca/ik, who purchafed it of George Villiers,- iecond Duke of Buckingham. 
It was finilhed by Hcjiry his Ibn, as appears by an infcription over a back door of the 
cattle which was not legible in Deer i no's, but prelcrved by a fervant in the houfehoid 
of Henry Duke of NewcaflU. 

" This houfe was begun by William, Duke of NewcaftU^ in the year 1674, (who 
" died in the year 1676,) and according to his appointment by his laft will and by the 
" model he left was finifhed in the year 1679."

" The ift Duke of Newcaffle and founder of the prcfent caftle of Nbuinghamj was 
William Cavendifh, fon of Sir Charles Cavendifh, (younger brother of William the fiffl: 
Earlof Devonihire) and Catherine daughter and heir to Cuthbert baron Ogle, married 
to him the 4th of Car. I." 

" This William had a brother Sir Charles, who died without iffue/' 

" He was the 8th of James I. made knight of the Bath at the creation of Henry 
princfc oflVaks. King Charles I. made him governor of the Prince his cldeft fon.*' 

'* In the year 1642 upon the great defeftion of the king's fuhjedts the i8th of Car. I. 
he firft manned and fortified the town of Newcaflle and the caftle of Ttmndutb for *iic king's 
fervice, and afterwards levjring other forces in the midft of winter, routed the greateft 
part of thofe rebels that had made head in Tvrkjhire^ taking moft of the ftrong holds in 
that county. His victories at Gainjborougb in com. Line. Cbtfterfield in com. Derh.

" Charles, who married ,daughter to Richard Rogers of Brianftcn in com. Dor^ 

fetf and died without iflbe in his father's life time." 

*' Henry his fucccfTor and three daughters, viz." 

" Jane, wedded to Charles Cheney of Cbe/hamboySy in com. Bucks, Efq." 

" Elizabeth, to John Eggerton Earl ofBridg^vater j and 

" Frances, to Oliver St. John, after Earl of ^(?/?;f^r^)t^." 

" He married to his fecond lady Margaret daughter to Thomas Lucas, of St. Jolin's 
near Colcbelier in Effexy Efq. a very learned lady and philofopher, buc by her had no 
iffue." 

" 7 lie fecond Duke of this family was 

« Henry Cavendift), Duke, Marquis and Earl of iViw^f^jff/^, Earl of 0^/^?, Vifcount 
Mansfield^ Bsiron Cavendi/h of Bol/overy Botbal znd Hepple^ alfo Baron Ogle and knight of 
the garter. He was in the reign of James II. one of the privy council and governor 
of Berwick, and Lord Lieutenant of the counties of Nortbumberland and Nottingbaniy and 
died 1691." 

•* He married Frances daughter of William Pierepont, fecond fon of Robert Earl of 

Kingjlofh 
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Kingston, by her he had ifluc : * 

«« Henry Cavendifli, ftilcd Earl of 0|^&, his only fon, (of the privy council to King 
Charles II.) who married Elizabeth daughter and heir to Joccline Piercy Earlof iViTr- 
tbumberland^ whereupon he affumcd her title and bore her arms, but died without ifluc 
at Londcn 1680." 

" The late Duke thus deprived of male ilTue, the ducal eftate devolved to 

«• John Holies, fourth Earl of Clare^ m right of his wife Margaret, 3d daughter of 
Henry Duke of Newcajlle. This nobleman appeared with a fplrit like his noble an- 
ceftors, and that with tae earlicft, in the juft alTertion of the liberties of thefc nations 
from the bondage of popery and tyranny ; in confideration of which he was in the 6th 
year of King William and Queen Mary 1694, advanced to the dignity of Marquis 
of Clare and Duke of N^wcadle^ having been before fworn of their majefties moft honour* 
able privy council i alfointhe loth of King William III. 1698, inftalled knight of the 
moft noble order of the garter." 

" In the year 1700, when the Lords in parliament framed and pafled an aft for au-

ble privy council ; he was alfo loid lieutenant of the county, and of the county of the 
town of Nottingham^ lord warden of the foreft ofShirwcoJ, lord lieutenant of the caft and 
north ridings of the county o( Tork, and governor of the town and fort o( Kingston upon 
Hu/L He had by this lady one only daughter, the lady Henrietta, now couhtefs dowager 
of Ox/J?r^ and countefs of Mcrtimer. Ihis Duke having likewife no iffue male, fettled 
the ducal eftate upon his nephew." 

•« Thomas Lord Pelbamy eldeft fon of Thomas Lord Pelham and Orace his fecond 
lady, youngeft fifter of John Duke o( Newcajile^ was born the aift of July, 1694. He 
had this large eftate lefc him by the laft will of his uncle, bearing date July 15th, 1711, 
and that he ftiould bear the name and arms o( Hclkj.*' 

" The Pelhams are an ancient and renowned family ; they took their name from the 
lordftiip of Peibam \vi UartfordJIAre^ and mention is made that thefaid lordQiip in the lift 
of Edward I. was part of the pofleffions of Walter de Pdham\ in the reign of King 
Edward IIL John de Pelham gained great fame, being with that King at the battle of 
Poiftiers, which was fought on Monday September 15, 1^56, the 30th of Edward III. 
He was compcntor with Sir \ ger de la Warrin taking Johm King of i^V^^ri? prifoner 
in the battle, and tho' above ten other knights challenged the taking of that King, yet 
it was found that Sir Roger and Sir John de Pelham were moft concerned, wherefore in 
me.Tiory of fofignal an adion, and chat king's delivering his fvvord to them. Sir Roger 
had :hc chain pet or chape of his fword, for a badge of that honour, and John de Pelham 
ufccrwarils knighted, had the buckle of a belt as a mark of the fame honour, which was 
fumctimcs ufo.. a^ a feal manual, and at others on each fide a cage, being the emblena of

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captivity of thef^id Kiitgjand was therefore borne for a creft ; the buckles were like wife 
ufed by his dcfccndants j and the fecond coat in his Grace's atchievement is charged with 
two belts having buckles to them." a. 

But to returij to the caftle. Whatever might be the intention of its noble founder 
in ereding this building cannot be certain. If for a family refidence its fituation is no 
ways fitted for that purpofe; as an objeft of admiration to the furroundihg country, in 
union [fviib the rock on which it Jiands^ it falls very Ihort of our wifhes and expcdbatipn. 
Could nature, in all her wanton fports, effcdled a better fite for a ftudy of architedlural 
harmony dian this ? Far and near it ftrikes the beholder with ideas of the fublime if not 
beautiful j when contrafted, at a near view, with the delightful meadows below, it is a 
venerable object, delegable from its apparent years^ Art (hould here have been in 
efFcd: as bold as nature ; a lofty and mally pile towering towards the heavens, with tur- 
rets andembatdcd walls, the tafte of ages paft, placed on its brow, inftcad of the prefent 
formal and fquat edifice, would have created a fc^ne of fplendour, not in fcemingly 
irregular order.

a. " In the year 17x4, the 26ih of O£lobcr, his Majcfty King George I. was plcafed to advance him 
(Thomas Lord Pelhamabo'vc named) to the dignity of Earl of Clarc'in com. Suffolk^ and Vifccunt Haughtoti 
in com Nottingham^ with remainder to the honourable Henry Pelham his brother, and to his heirs male/' 

*^ He was on the 28th of Ofi:ober 1714, conftttuted Lord Lieutenant of the county of Nottingham, and 
Cuftos Rotulorum thereof, the 16th oF November following. 

«' On the lOth of November 1714, he was conflituted Cuftos Rotulorum of the county of MUdltJixy and

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The views from this rock abound in variety, fome are extenfive and others beatitifu): 
The Trent forms a fine curve near fFilfvrJi in its paflage towards CUfiffft it prcf(?ntsa 
filvery broad bofom. On the Wollaton (ide, over the park, arc a variety of attradioni. 
A rich valley, interfperfcd with woodland, leads your eye into Derbyftnriy where diftance 
appears boundlefs. A vaft fpacc is fcen hence between Rnddin^ton hills and Cohvick, in 
which Behoir caftle appears majeftical. The bird's-eye view, over the town of Nci^ 
tinghamy is far from formal ; the romantic fcenery, juft hek)w, and many of the buildings 
create a pleafing variety. The town of Nottingham fcen from the terrace at the'louth- 
wardly angle forms a figure, taking in the little river Leen^ nearly t>»us. Sec fig. j, 
facing page 22. 

The architect of this caftle was March, a Lincolnjhire man, whofe name is now of no 
celebrity whatever it might have been. It ftands on a ruftic bafcment, the order Corin- 
thian. You approach the grand apartments over a double flight of fteps. An eouef- 
trian ftatue of W illiam Duke c^Newcaftle is placed over the door of the north eaft front, 
hewn out of a (ingle block of ilone, by one Wilfon. a. Ihe area, or rather the coupc 
yard, is encompaffed with a ftone wall breail high, where the air blows brifkly. " On 
the north fide there is a fpacious green court, much larger than that mentioned in the 
old works, becaufc the ftruftures of the new tower took up a great part of diis ground, 
which is likewife encompaffed by a ftonc wall, not fo high as 10 hinder any prolpeft; in 
this court, facing the middle of the north front, is a wooden door openijig into the park ; 
about twenty odd yards weft of this, there was a door leading by a ftair-cafe cut in the 
rock, into the great and ftrong tower built by Edward IV. which tower was half an

ilcward, keener and guardian of the forcft of Shirwood and park of Foiewoed in the county of 
Nottingham^ high Heward o\ Eaft-Ruford in the county of Sottin^^kam^ auditor of the receipt of his 
Maje{ty*$ exchequer for life, compttollcr of the cuiloms rn the port of LonJen, high ftcward of 
We/tmin/lery prefident of the fVtftminfter hofpital, doftor ot laws, and fellow of the royal fociety." 

" This nobleman was born the 20th of April 1720. He fuccocdcd to ihc title of Earl of 
Lincoln^ upon the death of his brother April 30, 1730. He fuccecded to the title of Duko of 
NezucafiU upon the death of Thomas Pel ham Holies, Duke of NewcaftU upon Tjyiw, in the county 
of NorihumbcrUnd, Marquis oF Clare, Earl Clare, and Vifcount Pdham, i*ho by King Georos 
the II, was created Duke of KtwcafiU under Line, in the county of Stafford, with lemainder to 
Henry Earl of tincdin fnow Duke of NewcajHe) and died November 17, 1768." 

" The Duke married Oftober i6lh, 1744, Catherine, daughter of the right honourable Henry 
Pclham, brothefr of Thomas Duke of Newcaflle, by which lady, wlio died July 29th, 1760, he 
had ifTue. ill. Henry Finnes Pelham, Earl of Lincoln, who married Frances, daughter of Francit 
Earl of Hertford ; by which Lady, who died in 1760, he had liTuc. His Lordfhip died Odober 
22d, 1778. ad, Thomas Pclhara Earl of Lincoln born in 1752, who had a chief command in 
America the lad war, and John Pelham who died in 1781." ^ 

" The family of Clinton is defcended from William Chamberlain of NffmiAndy, whofc three font 
cajne over to England with William the conqueror. They took their name from the lordfliip 
of Climpton, now GUmpton in Oxfordfkire,** Their defcendants have been long diftingui(hed for 
fheir honourable alliances, their diflinguifhed appointments as commanden by fea and land, and 
for holding, under the crown, high offices of truft.

«• <' Wilfon, DEKaiMG fays was an ingenious artift, of whom it is remarkable that after this perform* 

ance of his, he was for a time fpoiled for a ftatuary ; becaufo t LixafUrfh^t widow Udy, the Lady Putiey^ 
who was poiTcfFed of a very large jointure, falling deeply in love with him, got him knighted, and 
married him ; but he living up to the extent of h{s apron-ftring cfUte, and his lady dying before him. 
Sir W illiam returned to his former occupation, and the public recovered the lob of an eminent artift/' 
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oftagon, the walls of which were upwards of la feet thick ; this paflage Mr. Paramour 
remembred very well ; befides the bridge which goes over that part of the diech where' 
die ancient fbrrified bridge once ftood, another was built acrofs the mote more direftly 
oppofite to the old gate of the outer ward, after this new pahce was finifhed for the 
rtiore convenient driving a coach up to the caftle, but the foundation of this was fo badlf 
fecured that the north fide of it fell down fome few years after; this has lately been 
made good with earth and is railed on each fide and covered with green fods, and is now 
become apieafant way into the green court, between which and the north front of the caftle 
there are many fteps leading from eaft to weft down into a paved yard, by which, when 
his Grace and family are here, the trades people who fcTvc the houfe with provifions can 
go into the kitchen and other offices under the main building; at the weft end of this 
yard diere goes a door out of the rock where his Grace the prefcnt Duke in the year 
1720, caufed a convenient flaughter-houfc to be built, whither oxen, flieep, deer, &c. 
were brought immediately from the park, and when drcfs'd, by the juft mentioned door 
through this lower yard into the kitchen and ftore places; at the eaft end of this yard in 
to be feen a place walled up with brick, this opened the way into the dungeon of which 
Lelandfyc2i!kSi and alfoMr. Camderiy where thole figures we have fpoken of before were 
engraven on the walls His grace when at Nottingham in the year 17 20, as I am inform- 
ed, had this place opened, in order to fee whether any thing of them was yet to be founds 
but it being almoft entirely filled up with rubbilh, no difcovery could be made." b 

That celebr^ited paflTage in this rock, called Mortimer' s-boky is now much in the fame 
condition as in Deer!ng*s time. Much Credit appears to be due to the circumftantial 
account of it by Deer ing, and fome other things appendages to the caftle, which he 
carefully infpefted, and by his induftry has thrown much light on that dark tradition^ 
that tbefaffage noticed was cut as a biding place for tbe favorite Mortimer. I therefore think 
it but juftice due to his care that I infert here his account of it in preference of any re- 
lation I might fubftitute, obferving only that this fubterraneous paflage leads through 
the body of the rock to the bank of the little river Leen. 

" This vault undoubtedly muft have been in a much better condition in Lekmd'sy Cam^ 
den^s, and even in my anonymous author's time, than at prefcnt, wherefore I cannot help 
Vondering at their incurious infpeftion of it, which has led them into diverfe errors con»- 
cerning the name it bears. This way through the rock was provided with no lefs than 
fix gates, bf fides a fide one on the left hancf going down ; the fii* was above ground 
leacUng from the turret down to the fecond, the place where the turret ftood is now 
covered by part of the modern fabrick, and the paffage to the fecOnd gate is filled and 
the gate icfc^lf walled up with ftone, to this leads a new paflage cut out of the rock fincc 
the building of the prefent caftle, without the wall of the paved yard. The diftance 
between the firft and the fecond oate I take to have been about i6 yards ; from this wc 
ftep down 14 yards and meet with the marks of another, and 15 yards lower was a 
fourth ; about 45 yards below this on the left hand We obferved a gate bricked up, which 
v^ith feven or eight fteps did lead np into fome works of the old tower, (as the late Mr. 
Jonathan Paramour informed me) in whofe time it was bricked up ; about eigfit yards 
below this ftood a fifth, and the fixth and loweft which opened into the rock yard and i* 

n€fw 
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the Seels, when a prifuncr here. 
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now alfo bricked up, is ftill about nine yards' lower, fo that the whok length of this once 
well fecured fubteriancous pafTagc fioni the court of the old tower to the foot of the rock 
is 107 yajds or 321 feet: This vault is 7 feet high and lix wide, had all the way dowa 
broad ftcps cut in the rock, the which are at this tinie almoft entirely worn out in the 
middle, but may plainly be perceived at the fides ^ there are all the way down till within 
15 or 16 yards ot the bottom, openings in the fide of the rock to convey light into riiia 
paffage, and to fervc die foldicrs to flioot their arrows through upon'^the enemy, inr the 
upper part are cut out feveral regular port-holes, which ihew, that during the civil war, 
cannons were planted there^ which commanded all the meadows ; there are befides in 
this part of the vault obfervable, many holes or excavations about a foot in height^ 
breadth and depth, thefe feem to have been made to lodge cannon-balls in, to prevent 
their rolling to the bottom." 

** By this account taken from the prefent appearance of this place, it may cafily be 
judgtd, that it was contrived for a much weightier purpofe than to carry on a love-in- 
trigue, as a certain author will have it, viz. that Mortimer ordered this paflage to be cut 
out, for a private way to come to the Queen's apartments, and that from thence it got 
the name of Moriimer's-boU. A very ill grounded conje6lure. What occafion had he 
to come privately to the Queen, wlicn the pofts and employments the Earl was in, du- 
ring the minority of the King, not only furnilhcd him with fj cquent oppoi tunities of 
going publickly to her, but the urgency of affairs made it indifpcnfably neceflary that he 
Ihould often attend her Majefty". 

" Had Mr. Camden been more exaft in obferving the place we are fpeaking of) he 
would hardly have fallen into the error of imagining that it got its name, " becaufc 
" Mortimer had it made to hide himfclf in, being afraid of himlelf out of a confcioufncfi 
" of his own guilt." Is it not reafonable to fuppole, if the Earl o^ March \\zA ordered 
this place to be made for his concealment, he would likewife have taken care that it 
fhould have been made convenient for that end, whereas the whole vault is one conn- 
nued ftair'-cale without fo much as one fingle fheif in the fide of the rock for a perfon to 
fit down upon " 

« Befides if we lay afide the confideration of the ftruflure of this paflage, the opinion 
of Mr. Camden will hardly be approved by any thinking perfon, that that nobleman, 
generally known to live in the caftle with the Queen, fliould chufe to hide himfclf in a 
rocky cave, when at the fame time he could be in the royal apartment, and that with 
full as much fafcty, for the Queen had the keys of the caftle delivered to her every night, 
and laid under her pillow; moreover the Earl of March when the phce was furprized, 
was not found there but in the apartment of the Queen j in fliort had the Earl defigned 
this vault for his fccurity, it muft befuppofed he would have taken more parricular care 
that it fhould be fufficiendy guarded ajgainfl any fudden furprize, whereas it feems no 
extraordinary care was taken of it, elfe it would have been out of the power even of the 
. governor to have given King Edward the opportunity ef coming into the caftle that way**. 

" But there juft now comes to my hand a manufcript Englijh chronicle, which by the 
language feems to be wrote in the reign of King Henry VI. this pofitively affirms, that 
neither Mortimer nor the Queen knew any thing of this paflTagCi thefe are the words : 
Chap. 222". 

« And in haft ther came unto Kyng Eow. Sir William Montague, that he was in his 
'< caftell and pryvelyche told liim^ that he ne none of his companions ihulde not take the 

Mortimer 
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^ MorHmer without connfaile and helpe of William Elind> conftabill of the feme caftell* . 
'* Now certis quod Kyng Edward I leve you full well> and therefor I counfaill you 
" that ye goo unto the faide conftabill, and commaunde him in my name that he be your 
« frcnde and your helper for to take the Mori^mer^ all things left uppon peyne of lyfc 
« and lymmbe. Sir quod Mountague my lorde graunte mcrcye. Tho went forth the 
« faide Mountague^ and come to the conftabill of the caflell and told him the Kyng'a 
" wille, and he anfweted, the Kyng's wille ftiulde be done in all that he myght, and he 
« wolde not fpare for no manner of deth and fo he fwhore and made his oihe. Tho 
" faide Sir William Mountague to the conftabill in hcrynge of all them that were helpyng 
•« to the quarrel. Now certis dere fFrendes us behoveth for to worche and done by 
« your Queyntyfc to take the Mortimery fich ye be the keeper of the caftell and have the 
" kayes'in your warde. Sir quod the conftabill woll ye underftonde that the yats of the 
« caftell beth loken with lokys, and Queen Isabell fent bidder by night for the kayes 
*' thereof, and they be layde under the chemfell of her bcddis hede unto the morrow> 
" and fo I may not come into the caftell by the yats no manner of wyfe, but yet I know 
" another weye by an aley that ftretchith oute of the ward under the earthe into the caftell 
" that gooth into the weft, which aley Queen Isabell, ne none of her meayne, ne the 
<« Mortimer ne noneofhis companye knowithitnot, and fo I ftiall lede you through the aley, 
" andfoyeftiallcomeintothecaftellwithoutafpyesofany man that beth yourenemies, &c'*, 

" It is therefore much more probable, that as the King and his band came up this 
paflage on purpofe to feize Mortimer* s perfon, and as the Earl after he was taken priforjer^ 
was brought out of the caftle through this very fame paflage, it was in rcmembrdnce of 
this event called Mortintir^s-bole. There is no account when this vault was made which 
I have met with, except what Collins in bis peerage quotes from Drayton's barons war> 
viz. " This wonderful paflage hcid been hucd and dug during the Danifl) iovafion by 
«« fome of the Saxon Kings for the better fecurity in cafe of a ficge". l-or my part if I 
confider how ftrongly this place was provided with gates, I cannot help thinking that it 
was defigned to relieve the caftle with men and provifions, in cule an enemy fliould be in 
pofleflion of the town, the opening of it being both wichoucthe town and caftle ^ alls, and 
the rock yard being covered with two round baftions, in the outer wall of the caft-e facing 
the fouth, of which a good part is yet ftanding, and that after the Ncrman conquefl, it 
was made ufeof in time of peace to convey the meal and beer, which was ground (elpe- 
cially after the Leen was brought to run by the caftle) and brewed for the garrifon, the 
ncareft way into tie caftle". 

" The rock-yardinto which the laft and lo weft gate in Mr/w^rrV boieo^^my is called 
in old writing? the brewhoufc of the caftle, and indeed it had no other houfcs in it but 
fuch as fervcd for the conveniency of brewing for the garrifon ; until King Jambs L by 
a particular grant under the broad fcal, Icparated it from the caftle." 

<« This grant was made to one Edward Ferres, of London^ mercer, and Francis 
Philips, of London^ gent, exemplify'd to John Mitten, and VVilHam Jackfon,, bearing 
date the i.Sthof King James o( Englandy and the 55th oiScotlandy annodom. 162 1; fince 
which time a pretty many houfes have been built in it, efpecially in the clofe, which in 
the grant is called Dovecoat clofe. In this yard ftood alfu the mill of the cultle, which 
ufed to grind all the corn for the fupport of the garrifon.** 

<« Farther weft in the yard within a piece of ground now turned into a kitchen garden> 
axe to he fcen the remains of a ftair cafcj, opening to the caft and leading up imo the 

rockj^ 
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rock, wherein fcvcral rooms are formed with pretty even floors. Here formerly was 
the malt -office bctonging to the cafllc, as appears plainly by die kiln, which to this day 
is to be feen". 

« The brewhoufe-yard was lately part of the jointure eftate of Mrs. Collin, rclift of 
the bte John Collin, Elq; alderman of Nofiingbamj* znd mother of Longford CoUiot 
Efq. one of his Majcfty's Juftices of the peace for the county of Nottingham i the kitchen 
garden and an houlc on the right hand going into Brewhoufe-yard, only excepted, which 
houfc and garden were given by Mr. Peacock, to a fociety of people who formerly ufcd 
to meet here and called themfclvcs the family of love ; thefe prcmifes are at this time in 
the poffeflion of mailer Ring, an infant, and grandfon of the late Thomas Smithy 
Efq". 

* " It is a conftablery which Dr. Thoroton with Mfs J. M. is pleafed to call a recep- 
tacle for fanaticks, and other like people, who would not live conformable to the laws. 
This cenfure fcems to me too fevere, inafmuch as it not only favours of a perfccuting 
fpirit, but is founded on a falfe fuppofition, as if this place (being in the county at large) 
were any more exempt from the obedience to the laws of the land, than any other place 
in the county, and that in a reign where no vifible corner of the kingdom could (hcltcr 
any number of perfons from the rigorous execution of that coercive law the Aft of 
Uniformity". 

" From the baftion of the eafl. corner of the Brewhoufe-yard, the ruins of the outer 
walls 6f the caftle run north, and over againft a ftreet called Caftlegate are feen the ruins 
of the largeft round baftion, in the middle between this and the outer gate in the wall 
which bends a little weftward, a low gate is obfcrved, which I dare venture to fay was a 
faHy-port. The main gate is placed between two baftilles : From hence the wall almoft 
due weft to the park, there, make an angle, and extending itfelf in a line northward did 
join the poftern, of which notice has been taken. 

'* The outer- ward within the outer-wall, is fpacious, on the right hand of which was 
the pindage of the caftle, and on the left where now a garden and nurfery of trees is 
planted was the dove-coat, as I am informed by the above-mentioned Mr. Jonathan 
Paramour, who lived with duke William when th^ foundacion of the new caftle was laid*'. 
" The ditch round the caftle was a dry mote of a ccnfiderable depth and breadth, as 
may cafily be difcovered even at this time". 

" On the other fide of the ditch ar the farther end of that part of the rock whereupon 
the new tower ftood, there was till within thefe 1 8 or 20 years, an hole opening fome- 
what towards the eaft, called by the common-people James Hcol's hole, which as the 
tradition goes, did lead acrofs rhe park, under ground, quite to Lojtcn, a good mile in 
length; this being a vulgar error, I will here take an opportunity of clearing up the 
matter. Had (uch a parage ever been made, it would be hard to find out a ufe for it 
adequate to fuch an herculean labour, and whofoever confiders how low the valley is 
betv/een the caftle rock and the high hill where Leraon ftilc is placed, will with much ado 
allow it polfiblc to be done, but hardly deem it probable that fuch a piece of work fhould 
ever h:ave been undertaktn: To bt: ftiort, let the reader but call an eye upon the plan of 
the oldcafHe here annexed, and he will readily be convinced that the truth of the matter 
is chij^: When by crderof his Cira^e VVilJiiim Duke o( NewaJHe, the old work* ol' the 
ntw tower were clearing, tlic luhonrcrs by flinj^ing fomc pictcy large ftonesdov^n the 
fide oCthc rock, beat in the ground and made LCcidentaJIy thi> hole, which (hewed the 
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curious a way into the rock> Uus turning at firft a little to die right and the quamity of 
rubbifh reoderiiig the going far ioto the rock rcry difficult, has made them fancy that 
paflage went direftly weft and confequently to LenStm, tho* nobody has ever offered to 
iheiw any opening at Lenlon, to anfwer this pretended fubterraneous way, and the above 
mentioned plan clearly Ihcws, that the hollow in th^t place was nothing clfc but a way into 
t ran^e of cellars under the feveral royal apartments and buildings on the north and weft 
fw.rt of the rock. The name of James Scoi's hole proceeded from a miftakc of the Scottip 
King David II. who is faid to have been prifoncr in this caftle, which moves me to 
rxamtine how far the ftory related of that King is well or ill-gPOuiided'\ 

^* The dungeon orprifon of the caflle was widely diftaiit from the hole we have been 
^^eaking of, for according to Ltknd it was fouth from the hole, i. c, under the firft fteps 
which lead up to the paved court of the prefcnc caftle. That there were fuch rooms as 
Mr. Camden fpeaks o\\ many fteps deep in the rock, into which perfons were obHged to 
go with a candle light, and that thefe fteps went from the firft court, as alfo that the 
paflion of our Saviour Cbrijl and other things were engraven on the walls ofthofe rooms, 
we may credit him who relates it as an'eye-witnefs ; but that thofe figures were made by 
David King of Scots, is not quite fo clear: For that great antiquarian does not afTert it 
diredtly, but with thefe cautionary words, (as they fay). 1 will not deny that that King 
might be a prifoner in the caftle of Nottingtamy tho' Stow takes notice that he was 
brought to JVeJlmiafter the 2d of January 1 147, and thence in the fight of all the people 
conveyed to the tower, and there lodged in the black nuck near the conftable's guard, 
and that he was afterwards removed to Oldijham caftle, where he remained prifoner tiJl 
ranfomed; becaufe as he was taken prifoner the lythof Odtober 11 46, according to the 
fame author, and could not be brought to Ijondtm wiih the reft of the prifoners on ac* 
count of his wounds in the head ; it is very probable that he was brought to Noitingbam 
and remained confined in the caiUe till he was able to travel : But all this is ftiU fo far 
from proving that King the author of the above-mentioned figure?, that it rather creates 
a fufpicion to the contrary, becaufe his wounds in the head would not admit of fuch a 
work if they difabled him from travelling." 

*5 On the north-fide of the caftle without the wall, is a dofe which takes in the major 
part of the caftle hills, and went from thence by the name of the hill-clofe, in the middle 
of this on a flat and round Ipot was fet up King Charles the ift. ftandard, fiiice which 
time it bore for many years the name offtandard clofe, *rill of late fome of die Ncvil's 
having rented it, the town's people call it Nevirs-clofc 5 where the ftandard was fixed 
there ftood a poft for a confiderablc number of years, in the room of which when pulled 
up, •the father of John Nevil, Efq, to perpetuate the memory of that remarkable event, 
planted feveral elms fuccefiively, none of which elbapcd the unrulinefs of die lads of 
the town." 

" It is a commonly received error, that the royal ftandard was crcfted on a place 
called Derry -mount, a litde farther north than the juft mentioned clofe j for it is an arti- 
fieial hill raifed on purpofe for a wind mill to ftand upon, which formerly was there; 
befidea this hill is not within the jurifdidtion of the caftle." 

" This our caftle when in its glory (fays William of Newborougby) was made fo ftrong 
both by nature and art, that it was efteemed impregnable except by famine, it it had a 
(ufHcient garrifon in it, that it had never undergone the common fate of great caftles, 
being never taken by downright ftormj once it was befieged by Henry Duke Qijnjou, 

but 
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but in vaiHj at which time the garrifon had burnt down ail the buildings about it; it was 
once alfo taken by furprize^ by Robert count de Ferrariis, in the barons war, who 
burnt the town, and deprived the people of all they had/' 

Within the caftlc I found nothing to attradb -, the pi^ures, which once adorned the 
walls of the apartments, are removed, and the chief of the furniture. Here remains only 
fome ftarved tapeftry, in feme of the rooms, that require notice. In the ftate bed-room 
I judge it to be moft excellent. I remember being (hewn a (late bed in this apartment 
thirry or forty years ago, faid to have been flcpc on by Queen Anne; but that has 

{'ourncyed hence, probably to return no more. Some of the rooms I found occupied 
)y a Nlifs Kirkby -, lately a part of the caftle was ufed as a boarding fchooL 

Some eventful periods, refp?£ting Nottingham caftle, may be found under their 
refpeftive dates. 

The park belonging to the caflle is fmall, and the furface very uneven, it is a great place 
of refort in the fummer feafon. It has now no deer, and fcarcely any trees in it. In 1 793, the 
barracks thereon, was built by a grant from the Duke of NewcaftU. Near the rock-holes, 
which are mentioned page 4, is a celebrated echo, "which repeats, " Desring fays, « every 
word diftinftly, tho* beginning with a confonant, unlcfb it be with an M, N, S, or V." 

Nottingham Bridge may next claim our attention for its antiquity. 

GouGH, from M S Cott : Tit. A. xxiv, fays, That it was antiently called HeitbebUbe* 
hidge. It at prefentconfifts of 20 irregu'ar arches . apparently repaired at a variety of periods. 
This bridge fpans the river '-Trent^ which river Stow's chronicle informs us, was dried up in 
1 1 10. Knighton, alfo notices this event. There was a bridge built over the Trent (o long 
back as the time of the elder Edward, which had llone piers and the reft wood ^ but it was 
in a great meafure deff royed by the ice after a very fcvere froft which began in Septem- 
ber,- and lafted till the February following. In addition to what is noticed above of the 
name it anciently bare, it is fpelt in old writings various ways, as Heatbietb^bridge, 
Heatbbetbebriggj Heatbbet, and Heietbe-hvidgc. a Hereafter the reader will perceive 
ih .t Thoroton mentions a chapel that formerly ftood upon this bridge, an arch of which 
was remaining in his rime. There have been many gifts and legacies towards the 
reparation of this bridge, now called 7r«f/ bridge; ihe crown alfo, it appears, have> at 
divers times, been bountiful in this refpeft. The corporation of Nottingham has the 
fole difpofal of the money arifing from thefe benefactions. The bridge now is much 
too narrow for the numerous paffengers that go to and from Nottingham, b. 

Of eventful periods the following have been handed down by hiftorians. Nottingham 
by Stow's account was nearly deftroyed by fire in the year 1 140, by the forces under the 
Earl oi Gloucejier^ who plundered the town when the inhabitants were incapable of defence, 
flew many of them with the fword, and others he burnt in the churches, whither they 
had fled for fafety. Henry, fon of the Emprefs Maud, afterwards Henry II, in the 
yt- ar 1 1 53, alfo befieged and took Nottingham caftle, which place continued in the hands 
of the crown, till Robert Earl of Ferrers and Darby ^ being in the fervice of youngf 
Henry, againft his father, came fuddenly and drove the King'b forces from thence, burnt 
die town, flew many of the inhabitants, and divided their goods amongft his foldiers.

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*• Nmingham^ after thts afflidmg circumftance, hyiTT niin, untal Hemry II. was peace- 
ably fcccled on his throne, by the dcatlj .of his fonj This monarch was exceedingly 
bountiful to the inhabitants; he 'not dnlymade them confiderable prefents towards the 
rebuilding the town, but granted them a new charter, which is (hewn in the next feftion. 

In 1 179, Henry, for the encouragement of the town, kept his Chriftmas here with 
William Kin^ otScciland.' a John, the 4th fon of Henry II. was in pofleflion of the 
caftle, and had -the ^itle. of Earl of N'oningbami in. which place he refided with regal 
dignity in the abftnce of his brother Richard I,, who 'v^as gone to the holy wars ; but 
afpiring to the crown he loft his power in this place. However, in the year 1 1 93 he 
recovered it by force of arms, b At Richard's return from the holy land he fubdued 
John and his forces, and retook the caftle in periTon, "A. D. 1194. Here Richard 
called a parliament, and charged his brother John, and his adherents, with high crimes 
againft himfelf and the ftate, and in confequence demanded immediate judgement a^ainft 
them. A proclamation b^iog ifTued forth» that if Earl John and his adherents did not 
appear in forty days, that Johnihould forfeit all his'poflefllons, and his adherents fhould 
be fubjeftto fuch penalties parliament -fhould award againft them. John not appearing 
, he forfeited \{\% poiTelfions, and was judged incapable of lucceeding to the crowii.'^ At 
thi? parliament or counicl Eleanor, Queen mother, H^nryIIs. widow, fat on the 
right hand of the king. 

John, after the death of his brother Richard, being King, often honoured Netting- 
ham with his prefence. In 12 12 he marched to Nottingham^ and there hanged fome 
, hoftages, wli^ich, but the year befoce, he had received from the Welfh who had offended 
him. John, ever timid and fufpioious, the fame year, (hut himfelf up in the caftle^ 
with an hired armed force, in dread ofa plot againft him which he had received informa- 
tion of. NoUingbam was a favorite place of this prince to which he was a confiderable 
benefaftor. Here he kept his Chriftmas fcaft in 1215. Nyhen the dauphin of France^ 
: contended with King John for the crown, NoUingbam was highly in the King's intereft. 

Henry: III. and Edward I. and IL were frequently at Nottingham ; as have been 
< atfb many of the prime nobility and diftinguifhed perfons of the landj at this early period 
ofourhiftory.

E come now to fpeak of the civil govtmmcnt of Nbttiffgbam^ its fucctflive gmnft. 
privileges, hiftory, &c. 

In bans 490 and 491 we find in Thorotok the following account. 
«* ft Teems the Conciucrour, or one of his fons, garc the Dominion of NMmgbam^ 
and the Foreft, to William Peverel his Baftand fon^ and in that time it change the 
name from Stmirngbtfrn to Nottingham. For William Pcverell in the Foundation of the 
Priory of Lent$n (which was Founded in Henry the firft his rime, before the death of 
William, Henry the firfts fon) where the words arc, Prajalhte Domini mH Heneriei 
Rcgisi &? Matiidae R€gina uxoris ejus, &flH eorum Willielttii, i^ flU ewrum Matildip, 
he gives to thi'i Monaftery the Tythe of his Filh, of the Fifliing oi Noitifiibcm s and 
fur&r gives them (Concedente Domino meo Henrico) the Church of St. Mary, of the 
Englifti Borough of JVc;//ttr|/?tf«», the Church of St. Peter, the Church of Sc Nicholas, 
the Church of Radford^ with nftany others. 

« The firft Charter to this Ancient Borough appearing on lleeor^ 'Or that I coold 
ever hear of, was made by Henry the fccond^ and it w Enrgenfikus ds Nottingham^ 
and he thereby gives them all thofe Free Cuftoms t^^ch they had in the time of Kijig 
Henry his Grandfather, viz. Tbollf and Them^^ and hfangtbeife, and Tctf fxxmi the 
( DuSuJ way beyond Rempjlon unto Redford in It N'irtb, and from Thurmefton unto 
Newarke, of all palling the "Trtn! j by the lame Charter he grants to them. That all 
men coming ad forum de Nottingham cum quadrigis ^ Jummagtis fuU a vefpertdiei veneris 
uj^ue ad v^erum diet Sabbati mm namentur nififrofrma Regis. 

< By all this it clearly appears they were a Corporation before, and had thofe Free 
Cuftoms, kept a Market, and paid a Ferme to the Crown. 

« King John, when be was Earl Mortajne^ had all Nottingbamfhire^ and the Foreft, 
in a kind of Regal manner, and in that time he granted to the Burgefles of Nottingham 
a Charter of Liberties to the fame eflPed, as he did in the firft year of his Reign, fcr 
that when he was King hath relation to the Charter he granted, cum ejfemus Comes 
liortayric j and I have fcen that old Charter without a Seal In his Charter as King, 
he grants them in efFeft, what his father had granted, and what th^y held in the time 
of his great Grandfather i and further gives them Gildam mercatoriam, and appoints 
that whoever Ihould by them be conftituted (Pr^ojitus) Bayliffof that Borough, 
fhould pay the King^s Ferme at his Exchequer at Eafter and Michaelmas^ and forbida 
the infringing of thefe Liberties upon forfeiture of ten pounds.

* they continue at this day." 

In fupport of the above, De^hin-o aflbrts that JV«r/Mr^i(Mr was, doubtlefs, an ancient 
borough by prefcripcion long before the conqueftj and governed by a Reave or Bayliff 
{prrpojitus) for :ri)Ove the fpace of aoo years, reckoning no firrher back than the con- 
qaeft. DEBRtNc took nrxuch pains to procure a correA lift of the mayors of this j>liK:e'.i 
but his attempt wa^ meffeftusdi particularly- of tbofe who ieryed prior to i6cb. The 
firft given in bis lift is

Abotit this time the 5th of Edward III. a great council met here for the purpofe of 
Dverthrowing die great favorite of the Queen Mother, R<^r Mortimer, Earl of Marcki 
a ftory too well known to be recited here, particularly as the tranfa^ion is related hx 
the defcription of Mortimer's boloy page 28. It appears however, upon good authority, 
that two of the Earl's friends were (lain in the ftruggle when iurprized : vis.

Prcfent the Archbifliop of Tcrk^ the Duke of Inland, Earl 
Stalky the two chief Juftices Trililian and Belknapp, with others their brethren of the 
feveral Benches. Here many weighty matters were fettled refpedting his regal dignity. *

The 15th of RicHARt/s reign alfo, that King held a great council here, and fcnt for 
(bme Londoners to lend him ^1000. which they not only refufed themfelves ; but beat 
ahd abuied an Italian becaufe he offered to lend the King the fum required. The King 
however foon humbled the pride and infolence of the citizens, for he fcizcd their liberties 
and their power, appointed a governor of the city himielf > and before they recovered 
their franchies he made them pay ten inftead of one thoufand pounds. 

In 1397 the fame King was at Nottingham on fpccial bulinels.

Here it may not be amils to introduce, as kt down in Thoroton, thofe tranfaaions 
he has noticed refpeding Nottingham, during the period we have been fpeaking in this 
feftion. In which, the reader will obferve, feveral of the names, of the mayors above 
mentioned, recited; referving his account of the religious houfcs and hofpitals, and a 
forther account of the corporation to be infcrted in their reipeftive places, to which'they 
more immediately belong.

In 1483, Richard III. was at this town, in the month of Auguft, whence he took a 
circuit, northward, while the murders of his nephews were accomplifhed. He alfo was 
here in 1485, with his brave little army, immediately before he fought the renowned 
battle of Bofworthy which coft him his crown and life. Hutton is of an opinion, that 
his army, when they marched from Nottingham^ muft have cosrered at leaft three miles 
of the road. His forces, chiefly confifting of foot, he fepaiated into two divifionsj the 
firft marched five in rank, then followed his baggage, then himfdf Upon a large white 
courfer, richly caparifoned, attended by his bodyguards. The fecond divifion marched 
five abreaft alfo. The horfe formed the wings and kept the centre. Such was the 
manner that this great General, but murdering Prince, ktt Nottingham, and approached 
Leicejlery on his paflage to his grave.

Between the mayoralty of Pickarde and Melle^Sy is another unaccounted for (pace of 
years, refpe£ling the lift of Mayors, It is, however, no unpleafant thing to obfcrve, 
that in t!>is intermediate fpace of time, the widow of the opulent Bell-founder, MelUurs 
or Metiers^ who was Mayor in 1506, founded a grammar fchool in this town, A. D. 
1513. The indenture, by which this female, (who was avowefs, and often called Indy 
Mellers) fettled the free fchool, being of a cunous nature, we give it a place here without 
fcruple. 

" To allchriftian people, to whofe knowledge this prefent writing triplicate indented 
(hall come to be feen or read, Agnes Meller, widow and vowefs, fendeth greeting, in 
him that is the root oijcffe^ produced to die falvatlon of all people." 

" Whereas die moft excellent and famous prince king Henry VIII. of his right 
blefled difpofition and meer mercy, by his letters patents fealed under his great feal, has 
licenfcd, authorized and granted, to his well beloved counfellor Thomas Lovel, knight, 
treafurer of his moft honourable houfliold, and me the faid Agnes, and to our executors, 
and to every one of us, licenfe, power and authority, to begin, found and ereft, unite, 
create and eftabliQi, one frce-fchool, of one fchoolmafter and one uftier perpetually ro 
be kept in the parilh ofour lady in the town of Nott:ngbamy for evermore to endure 
after the ordering, inftitution and will of us the faid Thomas and me the faid Agnes, or 
one of us, our execucors or afTignes, or the executors of either of us hereafter to be made, 
and further things, as in the fame letters patents more plainly appeareth.'* 

" Know yc that I remembring how the univcrfal faith catholick by clergy and com- 
mons moft firmly corroborated, and by learning the public wealc commonly is governed, 
ardently have defigned to the honour of almighty God, laud and praife to the tdeft and 
chofen mother of mercy and virgin, our lady St. Mary, to accomplifli the fiid virtuous 
and blelfed Grant, and by force thereof, begin, erc6V, found, create, eftablifh and 
make one free-fchool, of one mafter and one uflier, ro teach grammar, evcrlaftingly to 
enJure, and to be kept in the parifli ofour blefled lady St. Mary the virgin >^ ithin the 
to^n of t<ottinghamy willing, ordaining and eftabliftiing, that the faid fchool be evermore 
called the free-fchool of the town of Nottingham. And John Smith parfon of Bilborovj 
I make fchoolmafter of the fame, as long as it fhall feem to me and the mayor of the 
laid town of Nottingham for the time being convenient. And to my right trufty friends 
Mr. William Englilh and William Barwell, I make deputies, and ordain guardians, 
kcep^MS and furvcyors of the faid free-fchool during their lives: 1 will alfo, ordain and 
eftablilh, that the mayor, aldermen and common-council of the faid town of Nottingham 
and their fucceflbr?, after the dtceafe of the faid Williams, ftiall yearly from year to year 
on the feaft of the tranllationof St. Richard the biftiop, chufe two difcreet pcifjns, bur- 

gclTes, 
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gcflcs, to be chamberlains, guardians, keepers and furvcyors of the l:nds and tenements 
and poffcflions, pertaining and bequeathed, given, or hereafter to be given and be- 
queathed and belonging to the laid free-fchool, to rule, govern and fupport, the charges, 
payments and bufinels, of the fame, from the fame fcail of trandation, to the faid fcaft 
of St. Richard next following, at which feaftor within eight days then next following, I 
will that the faid guardians, now by me named, or hereafter to be named, made and 
cleded, fhall make account to the faid mayor and aldermen, and their lucceflbrs, of all 
things by them received or taken to the ufc of the faid foundation, and after their ac- 
counts fo made and finifhed, new guardians, or elfe the fame, by the advice and difcre- 
tion of the faid mayor and aldermen to be eledted and chofen, and that the fame guardians, 
keepers and furveyors, by the name of the guardians of the free-fchool o( Nottvlgham 
may plead and be impleaded before all judges of every court, and alfo writs and actions 
maintain and have. Moreover I will that the faid mayor, aldermen and common-coun- 
cil ot the faid town of Nottingham^ with the guardians that now be of he faid fchool, or 
hereafter fliall be, or eight of them at the leall, whereof the mayor and guardians of the 
fame free-fchool, I will, fhallbc three, after the deceafe of the faid Mr. John Smith, 
.parfon of Bilborow, or after fuch time as it IhaJl fortune that the fiid Mr. John Smith, 
Ihall leave or be removed ftora the faid office of fchoolmafter, fhall conduft and hire one 
other able perfon of good and honed converfation, to be fchoolmafler of the faid free- 
fchool, and one uflier, at fuch time, and as foon as the lands and poffelTions given to the 
faid free-fchool, will fupport the charge thereof, and the fame fchool matter and ufher, 
for good and reafonablc caufes, oreithcr of them, to amove and expel, and ochers in his 
or their (lead, to take, retain, and put in, from time to time, as often, and when they 
fliall think requifite and neceffary." 

" And furthermore I will and ordain, that the fchoolmafler for the time being, and 
his ufher, or one of them, fhall daily when he keeps fchool caufe the fcholars every 
morning in their fchool- houfc e're they begin their learning, to fay, with an high voice 
the whole credo in deiim fatrem^ Gfr," 

" Alfo I ordain and eflablifh, that the guardians of the faid free-fchool for the time 
being and their fuccefTors, fhall yearly on the feaft of the tranflation of St. Richard, 
which is the i6th of June, keep or caufe to be kepr and done folemnly in the church of 
St. Mary in 'Nottin^am^ the obiit of the faid Agnes Mellcrs, my hufband's and mine 
after my deceafe, and give, pay and expend, of the rent-, iffues and profits, given and 
bequeathed, pertaining and belonging to the faid free-fchool, for our foul's health 20s. 
in form following: That is to fay, to the vicar of the faid church, perfonally being pre- 
fent, from the beginning of the dirge and mafs of the fame obiit to the ending thereof^ 
for his attendance, and for his lights at that time burning 3s. and if he occupy by deputy, 
then to have but 2s. and to every prieft of the fame ghuich and either of the clarks of 
the faid parifh there alfo being, for fuch like time 4d. and alfo the mayor of the town of 
Nottingham^ for the time, being perfonally prefent at the beginning and ending of the 
fame mafs and dirge, 6d. and to every alderman of the fame town, there alio being 
prefent, for fuch like time, 4d. and the mayor's dark and his two ferjeants being and 
attending on their matter and aldermen at the be^nning of the faid mafs and dirge, and 
for ferving fuch things as fnall be prepared for them at the faid obiit, to each of them 2d. 
and to the parifh clarks for the great bells ringing eight peals, and after the accuflomable 
lengths 3s. and that the faid guardians fhall retain and keep in their own hunds for either

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of them for their own ufe ■ * for their bufinefs and attendance, in providing 

bread, ale and cheefc, and towels, cups, pots, and ncceffary things at the faid obiit ; and 
there fliall expend in bread, to be fent to the aldermen, &c. according to the cuftom in 
the church 2s. in cheefe 8d. in ale i6d. and the refiduc remaining over this mine ordi- 
nance and will performed, if any be left, I will Ihall be diftributed to the pooreft fcholars 
of the faid free-fchool, to pray for our fouls and all of our friends." 

" I willalfo, ordain and eftabliftiand ftriftly enjoin, that the fchoolmafter and ufhcr 
nor any of them, have, makenorufe, any -potations, cockfightings, nor drinking, with 
his or their wife or wives, hoftefs or hofteffes, but once or twice in the year, nor take 
any other gifts or vails, whereby the fcholars or their friends fhould be charge d, but at 

the pleafureof the friends of the fcholars. Wages to be paid by the faid guardians." 

" And here if it fortune the faid mayor, aldermen and common-council, to be neg- 
ligent and forgetful in finding and choofing of the fchoolmafter and the ulher, forty ciays 
next after fuch time as it (hall fortune him to be amoved, or deceafcd, keeping and doing 
the obiit yearly, in manner and form above exprefled in fuch like time ; or the lands 
and tenements or hereditaments, and other poffeflions, or the yearly rent of them into 
other ufes than finding of the faid free fchool, to convert ; then I v. ill, ordain and 
eftablifli, that the prior and convent of tne monaftery bf the holy trinity of Le^ton, for 
die time being, and their fucceflbrs, ihall have as a forfeiture, the rule, guiding and 
bverfight, of the faid lands, tenements, or hereditaments, &c. fchoolmafter, with all 
other things to the premifies in any wife appertaining, to the intent above exprefb'd, in 
as ample and large wife as the mayor and burgefles have or fhould have had the fame, 
by this my prefent conftitutiori and ordinance." 

" Alfo I do ordain and eftabKlh, that the ordinances, ftatutes and eftablifhments and 
conftitutions, for the good governance and rule of the Hiid free-lchool, by me made in 
my life, under- my feal> by me determined, everlaftingly to be kept, and each one of 
them ftedfaftly fliall be holdcn, obferved and kept for ever, wichout any diminution or 
abridgement, or changing of them or any of them any wife, and that it fhall be lawful 
to the faid mayor, aldermen and common council and tht?ir fucceflbrs at all times here- 
after, from time to time> at their liberty, other conftitutions, ftatuces, and ordinances 
for the' good governance and continuance of the faid free-fchool to make, them or part 
of diem by their difcretion to repeal, and admit at their pleafures as often and whenfocver 
they Ihall think it moft neceffary and convenient, fo that fuch conftirutions, ftatutes and 
ordinances, of new to be made, nor any of them^ be in any wife contrary or repugnant 
to the ftatues andeftablifhments and ordinances by me, in my life, under my firai, made, 
written and determined. In witnefs whereof, &c. &c &c." 

To the above have been added fcveral gifts and benefac5lions, at vanous periods, 
befides thofe given by her fon, mentioned by Thoroton, page 40. The fchool was 
repaired in 1689, ^^^ ^^ 1708. ^ 

A curious becjueftalfo took place in 1524, that of Mr. Thomas Willouffhby, otte of 

the aldermen ot Nottinghamy an abftraft of which Is inferted, in fome meauirc, to fliew 

the C( mpledicm of the times, with refpcft to religious ceremonies. Hih gifts to his 

-kindred, and things of lefs coofequence to readers in general,. I have purpofely omitted.

I bequ>^th 28I. to be difpf^if d in manner folloN^ing: I'hat is to fay, that 
m^n executors fhall have the keeping theieof and to give yearly to a prieft to i\r\<y for 
my fi>ule in St. Mary's church of Notthigb. for the fpace of fix years next after my deceafc 
and ever) year 4!. i jPa. 4d. to be given to the fame prieft. If it fortune my wife to 
marry and take an hu(band, then I will that the refidue of this xxviii pound unto the 
prior and covent of the a'^by of Ncivfiui^ there to remain to fmd a prieft as is aforefaici 
in the church of faint Mary'b in Nott. and rhe faid prior and covent to bee boundcn to 
my executors by cheir covent feale forperformein^.e of the faid priefts fipdinge." 

It has been laid that Henry the VUI. was at Nottingham on an affair of gallantry; 
but to this little credit is due. Of this king, however, (whofe attachment to the fair 
was generally, of Ihort duration) the corporation have in their poffeflion a note for 
^147. 13. 4^ which he, by leave, obtained fiom the inhabitant^, in and for the war 
againft Prance and Scotland, a. By this, it fhould feem, notwithftanding the immenfc 
riches, which he obtained from the plunder of the religious inftitutions, that he had not 
comnion'honefty.

Dr. Plot mentions a violent tempieft which happened in this neighbourhood, in 1558, 
that was terrible in its confequence. All the houfes of the little \i7ivc\\ct o( Sneinton^ 
which adjoins to Nottingham^ and thofe ofGe^UHg^ with both tPeir churches, were blown 
down ; and the water and mud from the 7rentf was carried a quarter of a mile and caft 
againft fome trees with fuch amazing force that they were torn up by the roots. Stow 
notices this event, and fays it was on the- 7th of July. A child, he fays, was taken 
forth of a man's hand,' two fpear length high, and car/ied an hundred foot and then let 
fall, wherewith the arm was broke, and fo died. Five or fix men were alfo flain, by 
this tempcft, and the hail ftones that fell, during its cxiftence, meafured 1 5 inches 
round. 

The 15th of Eliz. the mayor of Nottingham received a commiflion to mufter the 
militia ; but as this was common to moft places, it is confidered more a national than 
a provincial concern to relate.

The inhabitants of Nottingham, as well as thofe in other places in the kingdom, about 
this time, were tinflared with religious frenzy. Reports were every where fprtad abroad 
that the pope and the king oi Spain had confpired to conqurr England. Difpurant ca- 
tholics in confcquence challenged proteftaacs^ and protcilants pcrfonally abufcrd the 
catholics, in a manner not juftifiable t3 a fallen enemy. A proclamation as harfli, as 
fome of the fanguinary laws of France at this period, were iiib d forth at length, for- 
bidding anyone to harbour anyjefuit or popiih pried on pain of being punifhed as rebels.

William Willoughby, by will this year, gave a fum of money to buy gowns for four 
poor perfons, and 20s each to fix poor men every five years for ever,

1589, the year after the defeat of he Spanijh armada, the {locking frame, which has 
brought fuch wealth to the inhabitants of this place, was invented. DtERjNO-fays: 

" The inventor of the Stocking Frame was one Mr. William Lee, M. A. of St. 
John's College, in Cambridge^ born at froodbo^ougb, a village in Nottinghamjhire^ about 
feven miles from rhe toWn oi Nottingham. He was heir to a pretty freehold tftatc ; of 
whom the traditional ftory fjys : That he was deeply in love with a young townfwoman 
of his, whom he courted for a wife, but Ihe, whenever he went to vifit her, feem.ed 
always more mindful of her knitting, than the addrcffes of her admirer i this flight 
created fuch an averfion in Mr. L*ee, againft knitting by hand, that he determined to 
contrive a machine, that Ihould turn out work enough to render the common knitting 
a gainlefs employment : Accordingly he fct about ic, and having an excellent ma hanical 
head, he brought his defign to bear, in the year 1589 ; after he had worked a v/hile, he 
taught his brother and feveral relations to work under him. Having for lomc years 
praftifed this his new art, at Calverton, a village about five mile, from Ncftingbcm i 
cither himfelf orhis brother James, worked before Queen Elizabeth, in order to fliew 
aix experiment of this kind of workmanlhip, offering at the fan.e time tl.is difcovery of 
his to his countrymen, who inftead of accep:ing the offer, defpifcrd him, and difcourag- 
cd his invention : Being thus difcountenanced by his native country, and foon after in- 
vited over to France wi:h promife of great rewards, priviledgcs and honour, by King 
Henry IV. he embraced the feeming fair opportunity, and went himfelf, with nine 
workmen his fervancs, and as many fiames, to the city of Rcan in Normandy^ where 
they wrought with fo great applaufe from the French, that in all likelihood the trade was 
to have been fettled in that country tor ever^ had not the fudden murder of that monarch 
difappointed Mr. Lee, of his expcded grant of privilcdgr, and the fuccccding inteftinc 

trpublcft 
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troubles of that kingdom, delay'd his.renewcd'fuit, and at laft friiftrared all his hopes, at 
which feizcd wich grief, he ended his life at Paris. Afrcr his deal i feven of hi^ work- 
men, (being left ro Ihifc for themfeivcs) returned with their frames to England^ two orjiy 
remaining behind." 

" Thefe feven with one Afton, who had been an apprentice to Mr. Lee, and by him 
was before left at home, and who alfo addetl fomtthing to his rnafter's invendon, did lay 
the foundation of this manufacture in Vn'^land^ and in the fpace of fifty years, this art was 
fo improved, and the number of able workmen became fo great; that the heads among 
them thought it neceffary for the better regulating their members, and keeping this va- 
luable bufineh fromfpjeading abroad, to petition Oliver Cromiweil, toconftitute them a 
body "corporate, which however, for what reafon I cannot tell, they did not obtain at 
that time." 

" King Charlhs II; after the reftoration granted them at laft a charter, by which 
their jurifdiftion extended to ten miles round Land n,'* 

"In procefs of time, when the trade fpread farther into the country, they alfo in 
proportion llretch'd their authority and eftablifhed commiflioners in the Icveral principal 
towns in the county wliere this trade was exercifed, there they held courts, at which 
they obliged the country framework-kniiters, to bind and make free, &c. whereby, 
they, (for many years) drew great fums of money, till fome perfon of more fpirit than 
others in Nottingham brought their authority in queftion and a trial enfuing, the company 
was cad, fince that time the ftocking manufafture has continued entirely open in the 
country."

About this time the burgefles of Nottingham began to benefit by the bounty of Sir 
Thomas White. This Gentleman, whofegood intentions ro pofterity has far exceeded 
his moft fanguine wifhes, was a cidzen of London j and once lord mayor of that place. 
He belonged to the merchant taylors company. In the year 1 546, he placed into the 
hands of the mayor and comrnonalty of the city of Coventry y ^^1400, to purchafe lands, 
the rents of which he was to receive for life, and after his death it was to be applied, 
agreeable with his will, as under. This fum of ^^ 1400, bought land which brought 
him in £10 per annum. Sir Thomas dying in 1556, it was found that his will direfted 
the whole to be applied to charitable ufes. Out oF this ^70 per annum, ^^40 the 
will ordered to be paid to four young men oi Coventry, £\o each, who could find fecu- 
rityforthe money, free of intereft ft>r nine years. After the expiration of the nine years 
the faid truft was direfted to pay to two young men, free of Coventry y the like fum to be con- 
tinued for thirty years, each holding the money for nine years as in the firft inftance. After 
this the towns of Northampton, Leicefiery Nottingham, and /^^na/V*, refpeftively were to re- 
ceive the ;^40, as in the firft cafe. He willed alfo that no perfon Ihould receive this ^benefit 
twice. The income now to each of thefe places is amazingly increafed, and it is lent out 
inftead of £10 as heretofore, in fums of ^{[40 and ^50 to each perfon. 

In the town-hall parlour, m Leicelier, is a portrait of Sir Thomas White, in his alder- 
man's gown. Under his arms in the fame place is written :

" We heard long fince reports and faw printed papers of the great dangers of papifts, '

" We heard great rumour of a foraigne .force from France khd Denn^arki bur thanks 
be to God wc fee no fuch danger : and yet under ihcfe pietences, there is great prepa- 
ration of putting us in a poftufe of defence and a great ncceflity pretcfided of fetding the 
militia : but we fee more caufe to fear the remedy, than the difeafe, for this pofture (as " 
you call it) of defence does carry a face oi war with it, even among ourlelvcs^ and con- 
cc;;;nipgir, wcarcdiftraaedwh cpn.fary command^-. The Houfe ofParllambnt com^ 
mand one thing, the .King forl^id^ that cummand,. and we are at a ftand Atxd yet wc are 
evqr ready co.yield obedience ,10 all ;h/?'known*lawaofeha land, and w« have ever been 
taught, that ail thofe laws made ia parliament confiil; of three eftates, the Commons,

*Thc King came to Notihtgbamjuly the i oth following, and there promifed to a£t according 
to, the proteftation at Torki and in Auguft 0.2 he ereftcd his ilandard at Nottingham, a 

<' Nalfon in his trial of King Charles I. mentions the evidence of one Samuel Law* 
fon, otNottingbamy maltfter, who depofed that about Auguft 1642, he faw the Ring's 
flandard brought forth of Nottingham caftle borne upon divers gentlemen's ihouldtfrs« 
(who as the report was) were noblemen, that he faw the fame by them carried inta the 
hiti-dofe adjoining to the caflle, with an herald before it, and there the faid ftandard was 
erected, with great (houdng, acclamations and found of drums and trumpets, ami that 
when the faid ftandard was fo ereded, there was a proclamation made,. and that he £iw 
the King prefent at the erefbing of it, &€.•" 

<^ This diflference of time and place may eafily be reconciled by the unqueftionable 
tradition of perfons yet living, who heard their fathers fay, that the ftandard was firft 
eredled on the higheft turret of the old tower, (which Thorotom attefts as his own re- 
membrance, to have been the aad of Auguft, in the caftle,) but that after a few days» 
people not refordng to it according to expedadon, it v^as judged that upon the account 
of the caftle being a garrifon, where every body had not fo free accefs to the ftandard at 
if It was ereftcd in an open place, it might be proper to remove it out of the caflle^ 
which was accordingly done on the 25 th ofAuguft, into the clofe adjoimrig to the north

<' The following other particulars remarkable> happened during the king's day at

" The day after Jiis arrival at Nottingham he reviewed his horfe, which were 800, and 
no fooncr was this review over but the king received informacion that two regiments of 
foot were marching to Coventry by the earl oiEJfex^s order; whereupon he hafted thither 
with his cavalry, in hopes of preventing the parliament's forces, and poflfeffing himfelf of 
that city, before which he accordingly arrived a day before the two regiments, but the 
mayor of the city, tho* without agarrifon, (hut the gates againft him, and fired upon 
his • men ; the king was very fenfibly touched with this indignity, but as there was no 
remedy he was forced to return to Nottingham^ leaving the command of his cavalry xn 
commiffary-general Wilmot; Rapin adds from Clarendon: that on the ad of Auguft 
the king imagined that fetting up his (tandard at Nottingham would draw great numbers 
of people, thither, but was very much difappoiuted j he had with him but 300 foot and 
fome trained bands, drawn together by Sir John Digby, (herifF of the county 5 his horie 
(as has been faid) contifted only of 800; his artillery was ftill at Tork^ from whence it 
was difficult to bring it, many things being ytt wanting to prepare and form it for march* 
Hig i neverthekfs he had given out many commiOions and ordered his forces to repair to 
Nofttngbam-, he expefted them in that town, tho' not without danger, the parhameat 
having at Coventry^ focx^foot, and 1500 horfe/' 

«« The king was certainly in great danger at Nottingham^ the town was not in a con- 
dition to refill long, the king having fcarce any forces and the parliament troops were 
not above twenty miles off, which h d they marched dirc^ly to Nottingham^ the king 
fnuft either have retired with difhonour to Tork^ or elle have hazarded his being made 
prifoner i this danger was evid|;nr^ and yet quitting Nottingham cotild not be very pre- 
judicial to him : He was therefore adviled to fend a meflage to both houies with iome

" The fame year about Chrftmars, Colonel Hutchinfon, governor of Nottingham caftle, acquainted the 
parliament with an offer of the Earl of New€aJ?U to pay him lo.oool. and to mi^kc him a Lord and governor

Dr. Calamy gives an account of three clergymen who fettled at this place, this year, 
who, while living, fhiditd together, lived together and preached together. One of them 
of the name of Whitlock, a difTenting miniflcr, died in 1708, aged 8j. Reynolds and 
Barret, the other two, fettled at Netiingbamy in confequence of an invitation from the 
churchwardens and fome of the principal inhabitants of St. Mary's parifh. In 1660 the/ 
were indided for not reading the common prayer of the church, and Reynolds was 
excommunicated. After this they were feized at a mecting-houfe at Colwick^ near 
hoUingbam, and again in 1665. In 1685, on the Duke af Monmouth's landing, they 
were imprifoned. In 1697-8, Reynolds died peaceably at Nottingham^ aged 73. Bar- 
ret, during the troubles, was fome time minifter of St. Peter's church, where he met 
with much oppofition. We have no account of his death, We may readily give the 
Doftor credit for his afTertion that thefe three puritans ftudied together, and lived to- 
gether (perhaps in one houle) but what he means by their preaching together is not 
eafily accounted for.

In the 
fucceeding reign this town received a full confirmation of all their rights, privileges, and 
immunities.

George Langford, the mayor> was a diffenter, firm and manly, but refpedful to his 
fovercign in thofe trying times, when a great and extraordinary event was upon the eve of 
prefenting itfelf to Europe^ the revohuion of 1688, which dethroned a native prince, and 
brought an alien, without a pretence to hereditary claim, to weild his feptre. 

On the 20th of November, the earl of Devmjhirey at the head of a great number of 

gentlemen, at Derby ^ declared for a free parliament, agreeable to the prince of Orange's 
eclaration. On the 23d the nobility, gentry and commonalty,, who had collefted in 
confiderable force, from all the northern counties, in the intereft of that prince,, fub- 
fcribedto a declaration to join the prince of Orange, " whom they hoped God Almigh- 
" ty had fent to refcue themfelves and their pofterity from the tyranny of a jefuitical privy 
** council and an arbitrary government." 

D£ERiNG, whofe book was publilhed in 17 51, fays, " There are men ftill living in 
this town who well remember, that above ten days before the foregoing declaration was 
made public, the duke oi Devenjhirey the earl of Stamford^ the lord How, and other no- 
blemen, and abundance of gentry of the county of Noitinghamy reforted to this town and 
went to meet one another at their rcfpeftive inns, daily increafing in number, and con- 
tinued at Nottingham till the arrival of lord Delamere, with between 4 and 500 horfe ; 
this nobleman quartered at the feather's inn, whither ail the reft of the noblemen and 
gentlemen came to meet him; and 'till this time the people of the town were unac- 
quainted with the refult of thefe frequent confultations, when the above-mentioned lord, 
after he had ftaid a while in the town, having a mind to try the difpofirion of ihe popu- 
lace, on a fudden ordered the trumpets to found to arms, giving cut that the king's" 
forces were within four miles of Nottingham^ whereupon the whole town was in alarm, 
mukitudes who had horfes mounted ami accoutred themfelves with fuch arms as they 
had, whilft others in vaft numbers on foot appeared, fomc with fire locks, feme >^*uh. 
fwords, fone with other weapons, even pitchforks not excepted, and beiitg told of t\\c 
neceffity of fecuring the paffage over the ^rrent^ they immediately drew all ti»e boats v\\:it 
then were near at hand, to the north bank of that river, and with the m, and fome I'mriViet 
and boards on the wharf, with barrels, and all the frames of the market-ftalls> barrier ^^^^ 
the north fide of the Trent. My lord Delamere and his party, well pleafed ^'i^*2. ^ ^^ 
readinefs of the people to give their afiiftance^ his lordfhip fent his men and fome ^^^^^ ^^ 
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to the prince of Orange, but himfelf with, a few officers ftaid till the next day, being 
Saturday, which is the principal market-day, when he, the duke of Drjonjhire^ the lord 
How, &c. appeared at the malt-crofs, and in the face of a full market, the lord Dela- 
merc in a fpecch declared to the people, the danger their religion and liberty were in 
tinder the arbitrary proceedings of the king, and that providence had fent his highnefs 
the prince of Orange, under God, to deliver them from popery and flavery, for which 
reafon according to the prince his declaration, they were for a free parliament and hoped 
their concurrence ; this was leconded by a fpeech of the duke of Devtmjbirc^ and alio of 
the lord How, which was followed by the fhouts of the people^ who crycd out a free 
parliament 1 a free parliament t This done lord Delamere depaited to follow his troops, 
whilft the duke and lord How, n^adeit known that they were for railing horfe in defence 
of their liberty, and would lift fuch as were willing to be entertained, whereupon upwards 
of an hundred men who offered themfelves, were entered that fame d^. 

In this month of November, princefs Anne privately withdrew from court, kavinga 
letter to the queen behind her, to fhew the reaibos of her retreat, which if it had not 
been produced, the king's own guard would in all probability have joined the enraged 
mob, and have torn the popifli party to pieces,, upon a furmifc that they had cidler 
made away with her or confined her to the tower* Tliis princefs with the lady Churchill 
and the lady Berkeley, took coach privately at the bifhop of London* j home and went 
dircftly to Nottingham^ attended by tliat prelate, the earl ot Dorfet^ and about 40 horfe- 
men; but there the earl of Devon/hire (after (he had ftaid feveral days in Nottingham) 
gave her a guard of 200 , from whence fhe retired to Oifori^ where prince George 
foon after met her, with a detachment of rhe ppnce of Orange's forces."

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* William Andrew Hornc, of Buiteriey hd\], Derhyjhin, E(q. aged 74, was exectited at 
NcUingbam^ December \ i, for the murder of an illegitimate male child, three days old ; 
which crime was committed thirty-five years befope ! He was convided the preceding 
Tummer afliie, before the Right Hon. Lord Chief Baron Parker; J^ut relpitcd from 
time to time, on account of the extraordinary* circumftances attending his cafe. The 
principal evidence-was Mr. Home's brother, who hpd fome Ihare in the tranfaftion, and 
difgraceful to tell, it appeared upon the trial, had repeatedly threatened the fufferer that 
he would hang him if he refufed him money, as often as he wanted it. He had, how- 
iever, fome years before the murder came to light, feemingly, confcientioufly, applied 
to a magiftrate, and related the whole tranfaftion, who perfuaded him, for the credit of 
his family, not to reveal a crime of that heinous nature done fo many years before. It 
appeared upon the trial, that the crime was committed in the following manner. Mr.

Marcli 2, An alarming Ihock of an earthquake was felt in feveral of the midland 
counties ; but particularly at Nottingham^ where many of the inhabitants fled from 
their houlcs into the ftreets, expefting their habitations to fall upon them. The (hock 
was preceded by a rumbling noifc like the rolling of a cannon ball ort a boarded floor. 
Tliis {hock happened 20 minutes before 9 o*clock in the evening. 

May 12, a riot of an alarming nature broke out on account of the high price of 
butchers meat. The people in a frantic fit broke the doors, fhutters, &c. of the fham.- 
ties, and the books they round in the fliops they dcftroyed by fire, in the market-place 5 
^ut by the well-timed order of the magiftrates to the military, peace was refl:ored for 
that time ; but on the Sunday and Monday following, fymptoms of the fame diforder 
lappearedy which was prevented coming to a ferious head by the vigilance of the ma- 
giftrates. 

An extraordinary occunence happened this year in St. Mary's church yard. It was 
found neceflfary to improve the paflage by the fide of the church yard leading to the 
"county hall, which could not be eftefted without taking down fome houfes, and the 
churth yard wall which ftood on the fouth fide the church ; and the better to widen the 
wad It "was alfo neceflary to ufe a part of the church yard. The ground being mudi 
higher h^ere' than in the ftfeet, When the fence wall was removed, there happened, orte 
night, a heavy Ihower of rain, which walhed away a confiderable portion of the earth 
from the church yard, in confequence feveral coffins were left bare of covering, and 
fome removed; amongft which was one that, contained the remains of Mr. William 
Moore, who fometime lived at the fign of the Black Swan, near the church, nnd who 
iiad been bUrll-d abdut 1 2 years Thfc coffin being broken there wiis found in his re- 
mains a concretion not unlike a -pumice ftone, but rather whiter, and as large as the liver 
Sf ah ox, pieces of which are In th^ pofleflibn of feveral people of Nottingham. Mr. 
/i66ve was a remarkable mah for having a large belly, which projedled rfiore 6r\ one 

* fidd than the oth^r. He often obferved to his friends that he perceived a ha^d fubftaitce

In May* an aA for improving the navigation of the river TrcH^ was obtaiiiedj and 
for aukiqg a navigable canal to join the NHtingbam canaL 

July the ad, towards eveniii^, a ferious difturbance took place, in this town, ifi con^- 
fequence of fome people, evil affe'fted, Ihewing figns of pleafure on the arrival of fome 
diiagreeable news from the continent, wearing in their hats, emblems, " the meaning 
of their hearts." b A party, compofed of royalifts, in confequencc, ducked ftveral 
fuppofed difafFcfted people in the river Leen. But not flopping here^ the mob at night 
fct fire to fome outworks of Mr. Denifon's cotton mill, where fome Jacobins, as they 
were called, had taken (helter, whence fome (hot were fired. The. vigilance of the 
magiftrates and their friends, however, and the light horfe, from Nottin^am barracks, 
prevented further mifchief than burning fome premifcs which were fufFered to blaze out. 
The next day alfo was a day of ducking and diforder.

afflifting, for their ' little all' were literally fwimming away!— As yet, no idea can be 
adequately formed of the calamiricis that have happened ; we are afraid the mournful 
catalogue we (hall have to prefcnt to our readers die enfuing week will develope fcenes 
that will agonize %cvery humane bread. The affluent^ no doubts on thii lad cccadonj 
will be ready to afford confolation and alTiftance to the indigent fufferers. — The 
accounts we have for the prefent, arc, that many families, not only in this town, but in 
all the villages bordering upon the Trent, have been very great fufferers, in the lofs of 
cattle drowned, and goods damaged j-^the new gravel road from hence to the Tnnt^ 
bridge, whkrh was heightened and improved at different times, at aconfiderable expence; 
the beautiful canal cut^ which forms a collateral branch with the Leen, have received 
fuch immenfe fraftures, as will make their repairs amount to a confiderable fum on the 
whole ; — the new Z>^«-bridge, the arches to drain oft the water from the road, are alfo 
materially injured ; but, by the timely exertions of the corporation, in fctting a number 
of hands belonging to the Grantham caaal immediately to work, under the diredtion of 
Mr. Oldknow, bridgc-mafter, and Mn Green, furveyor, it is hoped part of the damage 
will be repaired, fo as to admit paflengers in a day or two.-— The mail, which (hould 
have arrived on Tuefday, did not arrive till this memingi(Frklay) which alfo brought

On Wednefday March 25th, was executed at Nottingham gallows, David Proffer, 
for a rape on his daugliter-in-law ; what is remarkable, he denied the charge with hislafl 
breath. 

April the X9th, a mob arofe in confequence of the high prke of provifionsi but no 
very ferious confequences attended this tumult. The troops of Nottingham f^cntXemtii 
Yeomen affembled on this occafion, fully accoutred, with a troop of heavy Dragoons, 
who fecured about 13 of the ringleaders, which reftored peace to the town.

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SECTION IV. 
Religious Houfes^ Churches^ and Hojpitah. 



YY E are now arrived at that portion of our Hiftory which from man claims 
particular attention. As beings of a fuperior order in the creation, and being highly in- 
tereftedin the revealed truths of our religion, it is our dutjr, as profefforsof chriftianity, 
to trace itsprogrefs, to view itsefFe6b, and confole ourfelves in its eternal promifes. 

The county of Nottingham affords a fine field for contemplation, in the Notitia 
Monaftica are noticed 25 religious foundations of no inferior note, many of them of a 
fuperior order, among which we may enumerate Lentotiy Newjieadj Rufford^ Sbelfcrd^ 
Tburgarton^ Southwell, Felly, Welbeck, and fVirkefoppc. Altho' in Nottingham town the 
foundations of this lort be of a clafs inferior to thofe nnentioned above 9 yet they do honor 
to the memory of thofe who, from difpofitions truly pious, erefted and endowed them. 
In fuch pious foundations, generally, an ample provifion was made for the fouls as 
well as the bodies of the poor and humble in fpirit. 

Let the proud revilcrsof the prefentday, who boaft of their enlightened underftandings, 
at the expence of their good and charitable fore -fathers, feoff at and deride fuch eftablifli- 
mcnts as inftitutions unworthy modern philofophy, or modern reafoning. Let fuch felf 
exalted charafters rail againft monks and monkifli inftitutions j agaiafl religion, and 
even Impioufly againft its great author ; while the religious votary and the charitable, 
which, thank God, are to be found in thefe our days of defeftion from the Gofpeland its 
moft holy truths, behold the religious ruin, the folitary hermitage and the cell ; the 
tombs of religious warriors, the holy fanftuaries, the uplifted hands of figures on monu- 
ments and on braffes therein, with folemnity and a pleafing gratification. They, amid 
the din of war, amid the clafliing of difcordant paflions, will find confolation in retire- 
ment, in the folitary village churdi, where the pious in former times trod with reveren-' 
tiai awe, and where they now reft, entombed in peace. Here we may learn lefTons that 
may adorn human nature with the pleafing coverings of humility and rcfignation. Here 
we fee, as in a glafs, not faintly, a true pifturc . of our nature by contemplating on 
graves, vaults, and epitaphs. In fine, here man may be himfclf, and prepare for his 
awful exit. 

** Oh ! death how fhocking muft the rummons be 

To him who is at cafe in his pofTefTions, 

Who counting on long years of p'cafure here. 

Is quite unfurnifh'd for the world to come. 

In that dread nnoment how the frantic foul

Some rocky cavities about Nottingbam^ as has been noticed in the firft feftion^ have 
been confidered as druidical^ or abodes for fome of the carlielt followers of the chriftian 
religion ; but of opinions merely conjedural we will iay no more, but pafs to thofe re- 
ligious foundations^ in this place> of which we have indifputabU proofs. And as it has 
been my general praAice, heretofore, to preface the different heads of this hiftory with 
what Thoroton has written on each fubje£l;» I will d!£o in this inftance do the fame. 

<< There was a Chapel dedicated to Sc James» wherein the Court of the Honour of 
<< Peverell^ as it ieems, ufed to be kept, but King Edward the iecond, in the ninth 
*' year of his Reign, difcharged it from that burden, by his charter to the Friers Car- 
" melites. There is a Lane in Nottingham called St. James's Lane at chb day, where- 
" abouts that Chapel ftood." 

«* This rloufe of Friers Carmelites, called the White Friers (whole fcitc is betwixt St; 
'< James's Lane and Frier Lane> and denominates that Row of building towards the 
<^ Market place to be the Frier Row) was, as I conceive, fbme Religious Houie of 
f' Monks before Hbnry the lecond's time, for in the firft year ofHjSNRY the.fecond, 
^ [rather c Steph.] there is mentbned Monacbi de Nettingbam^ ^hich mult either be 
<< the Monks of Ltntan^ or Ibme Religious perfons here» who after became Friers Car- 
<< melites, whofe Order was inflituted /Imw Dom. 1161, which fell to be about 7 H. 2. 
«< They arc called Carmelites, i Monte Carmel^ the place where Elias lived, and they 
<* pretend to imitate the ftrifbiefs of Elias his life.*' 

^' The Scituation ot this Town, with the Streets, Lanes> and remarkable places, is 
«' moil apdy defcribed by John Speed's Map, to whom I refer thofe tbat defire more 
«* ejcadtly to know it." 

" Befides the Friers Carmelites, before obferved, there was in Nettingbam^ near the 
<^ Lcene^ in a place called the Broad Marfh, an Houfe of Friers Minors, otherwife 
^ called Gray Friers, that were profefied to live after the Rule of St. Francis.'* 

<* There were three Rules of this St. Francis, two of the Minors, and the third of 
** the Capuchins that pretend they imitated their St. Francis in his ftriftcft way. The 
^ two Minors do not differ in Rule, nor other wife, fave that upon a Garboyle amongft 
^^ them, fome of them would needs have a Difpenfation to take Lands and PoffeffionsA 
'^ as Abbies, and other Priories had, and the reft would not: whereupon thofe tha( 
'* took Difpenfations were called Fratres Gaudmtia \ and thofe that would not, had the 
•• name of Fratres Objervantia.^* 

«« There was befides an Hofpital Founded by John Plumtre about Edward the 
" third's rime, confiding of two Priefts and divers poor men, and the Scite of it is near 
<* the Bridge of Nottingbam called Towne Bridge, or the Leene Bridge, which is to be 
•• repaired at the charge of the Town and the whole Country, for in the Eyre Rolls of 
•« 3 E. 3. called Ragman, there is this prcfentment, Pans de Nott. vccat. Tunebridge tn 
^ drfeH. vilia dS totius Cmitatus.'' 

^ «* There was alfo an Houfe called St. John's on the North fide of the Town, parcel 
^ of die Poffeffions of St* John's oi Hierufalem^ who were Knights of a Religious Order 

** vowing 
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« vowing Chaftity, and moft of their younger time living in Wars againft the Turks «nd 
*** Saracens, before the Turks grevr great." 

« There was alfo in the Church of St. Mary a Guild or Fraternity ot fix Pricfts, 
" dedicated to the Holy Trinity, and their Houfe in the high Pavement is called 
" Trinity Houfe at this day. There was in the fame Church the Chantry of St. Mary, 
« the Chantry of St. James, and Amyas Chantry, who was a man of value in this Town, 
«* about Edward the third's time, his Houfc was on the long Row, and from him called 
*^ Amyas Place, from whom it came to AUcftree, a Merchant of the Staple, and is 
«« now the Inheritance of Henry Sherwin/' 

" There was in St, Peter's Church the Gild of St. George, and the Chantry of St. 
•* Mary in St. Peter's Church, and another Chantry there, and in the Church of St. 
« Nicholas there was the Gild or Fraternity of the bleffed Virgin Mary." 

" Befides thefc Seated in the Town, Thefe Religious Houfcs had Land and Houfes 
*^ in Noningbam. The Reftory of St. Mary's was appropriated to the Priory of Ldnton, 
" the Monafteries of Ruffard, Newftede, fFtrkefoppe, Tburgarfon, BevaU, and Sbilford,, 
** in the Co\xtiXY o( Nottingbam : Svt/infhead, and Semprwgbam, in Uncolnejhire : King's 
** Mede^ Dale, and Darley, in Darbyfhire: and G^rMc;//if» Monaftery in LeyceJlerJhireJ* 

Deerino notices moft of the places, but with little additional information s butipeak^ 
ing of a monaftic life he fays : 

« Dr Thorotom takes notice, that in the 5th of King Stephen, mention is made of 
the Monks of Noittngbam, this was before any particular denomination of Regulars were 
in this townj eUc they would have been called oy the peculiar Name of their profcflion^ 
but what puts it out of all doubt is, that the Francifcans, of which the Minors are a 
branch, did not come into f;r^/j;ri/ till 1210, and the Carmelites not till 1240, whereas 
the 5th of King Stephen is fo early as 1 1 10, it will therefore I hope not be ungrateful t^ 
many of my readers if I here briefly touch upon the origin of a monaftic life." 

•* In the firft centuries of chriftianity during the fevere perlccutions the Chriftians en- 
dured, fevcral of them to avoid a cruel death, and the better to give themfelves up to 
fafting, prayer and contemplation, retired by themfelves into defart places ; fuch were 
called Hermits.'* Hence Deering fhcws, what is pretty generally known, that the 
words Hermit and Mmk are derived from the greek langus^, and that the firft folitary 
exiles from the community of their fellow creatures, who bare thofe names, lived iit 
unfrequented places, deftitute of many of the ordinary conveniences of life. He next 
enumerates fome of the firft pious chriftians who preferred folitude to an intercourfe 
with the world, 

« The firft of thefe we read of, was Paul ofTbehan about the year of Chrift 260, who 
having loft both his parents in the perfccution of Decius, and fearing to be betrayed by 
hisfifter's hufband, betook himfclf to a cave at the foot of a rocky hill at the age of 15, 
wliere he continued till his death, at 1 13 years old/* 

*' The next I meet with b Antoninus, who fet up this fort of life in Egypt.** 

" Then Hillarion in Palejiina and in Syria Paul fir-named the Simple-Ammon." 

*' After the perfccutions of the Chriftians were c;ver and the church enjoyed peace, 
thefe Hermits by degrees returned to towns and cities, and afTociating together they 
lived in houfes called monafteries, and confined themfelves to certain rules agreed upon 
amongft themfelves.'^ 

« Tic

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«« The firft Monks ufed to work when occafion fcrved, to cat and drink fobcrJy, to 
go decent in apparel, to faft and pray often, to poffefs all in common, to read, medi- 
tate, preach, and hear the word of God, to ftudy temperance, continence, modcfty,. 
obedience, filcnce, and other virtues.** 

" In thcfe primitive monafteries it does not appear that they were tied to fet fafts to 
the three vows of Chaftiiy, Poverty, and Obedience, or to the different cloaths and 
colours, or to day in the monaftery any longer than their own liking." 

" 1 here were alfo primitive Nuns, for we read of Marcella, Sophronia, Principia, 
Paula, Euftochium and others, who did profcfs Chaftity and contempt of the world, and 
had an earnell defirc of heavenly things." 

•* The firft Monks of all were called Thabenenfii from Thabenna, an ifland in the 
province of J heiais J about the time ofCoNSTANrius the fon ofCoNSTANTiNE." 

" Afterwards the firft we find nrentioned who gave a certain rule to his difciples to 
regulate their conduft by his St. Bafil. The Monks of this Saint were gathered by him 
and lived about Pontus; much about his time St. Hyerom collefted a number ot 
Hermits in Syria*

** The only abfolute reflraiat their founder (whofe rule confifted of 95 articles) laid 
them under, was not to return to their parents houfes, except to inftrudt them, and by 
their fuperiour*s leave." 

" The moft material parts of this rule are thefe." 
' « He earneftly recommends the love of God and one's neighboirr, together u ith the 
cxcEcife of all chriftian and moral virtues, and denial of the world." 

** All contention of fuperiority at the table is forbidden, the Monks are to wear phin 
and homely apparel, and a girdle in imitation of St. John the Baptift, and that no man 
fcorn to wear an old garment when it is given him." 

" All things to be in common, and that tho' in refped to themfclvesf they muft not 
care what they eat or what they drink, yet that they may be helpful to others, they muft 
labour with their hands." 

** Obedience is enjoined to their fuperiors> but chiefly to God." 

•« He fpeaks of the behaviour of the governour, &c." 

*« He advifes that men ofeftates beftow on their kindred what is their due, and the reft 
to the poor." 

" He prcffes his difciples in imitation of God and Chrift to love their enemies." 

" That they who defame, or patiently hear their brother defamed, be excommuni- 
cated." 

" That no brother alone vifit a fifter but in company, and that by pcrmiflion, and 
for edification." 

" That they labour not for faith, (as fome do) without charity." 

" That children may be admitted into this order, but not without the confent of their 
parents." 

<* That Satan is not the caufe of fin in any man, but as he confents to it, therefore the 
more watchful Jhould every man be over his own heart, &c." 

" Thus 
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«« Th\is we fee that the firft Monks were in jtfiay and that fto particular denominatioa 
of regulars were known in Europe^ till die latter end of the fourth or beginning of the 
fifth century : when the Benediftins were the firft, and continued long without any 
rival, the Carthufians were the next, then the Auguftinians, after them the Francifcans> 
who were followed by the Carmelites." 

FRIARS CARMELITES, OR WHITE FRIARS : 

Which Thoroton fays was fituate between St. James's lane and Friar lane, Deerino 
informs us was in the parifti of St. Nicholas, between Moot-hall gate and St. James's 
lane. In 14393 John Farewel was prior. It furrendered February the 5th, 1539, 
when there remained thepcior Roger Cropp, and fix Friars, a The convent of thefc 
Carmelites was founded, it is faid, by J. Regnald, Lord Grey, of Wilton^ and Sir 
John Shirley, Knight, A. D. 1276. The fcite was granted to James Sturley, ^Z 
Henry VIII. 

grey friars. 

Was fituate in the weft part of the town, in a place called Broad-marffi. The wall 
which encircled the garden reached as far fouth as the river Leen. b Thefe were men- 
dicants. It was founded by Henry III, A. D. 1250. c This houfe was granted 
a Edward VI, to Thomas Henage. At its furrender February 5, 1539, there re- 
mained feven or eight Friars. 

THE HOUSE OF THE HOSPITALLERS, 

Stood without the wall at the extremity of the north fide of the town, near the north 
road j this and the lands belonging to it were, after the diflblution by Edward VI, 
granted to the mayor and burgeflfes, who converted the building into a houfe of correfti- 
on. It is corruptly called St. Jones's, d It was dedicated to St. John Baptift, and wss 
in being at the time of King John. It had a matter or warden, two chaplains, andfcveral 
fick poor people. It was found to be endowed with 5L 6s. 8d. per ann in the time of 
Henry VllL 

<' Walter Gray, archbilhop of Tork^ A. D. 124T, ordained that the matter and 
warden of this hofpital, (hould take care that there lliould be always in it two priefts> 
to perform divine office, that all the brothers (hould rife early to fing Mattins, that they 
might be ended before the break of day, afterwards to fing the other Hours at the pro- 
per times.'* 

*^ That they Ihould be obedient to their matter, and that none keep any thing he 
could call his own, and if any did fo, during feven days, to be then excommunicated:. 
The matter to convert any thing he had of his own to the public ufc, and if any one died 
poffeflcd of any thing particular, to be denied chriflnan burial, and the brethren to caft on 
him what he had, faying : "Iby money id be with tbee to pefaition. None to have a cheft 
locked, unlefs it belonged to his office i all of them to eat, cloath and drink alike, and 
to eat flefti only three times a week : viz. on Sunday, Tuefday and Thurfday, without 
leave of the matter ; all to eat together in the refeftory in filence, unlefs neceflity re- 
quired them to whifper any thing. All to lye in one dormitory in drawers and fliirts, or 
fuch garment as they ufed inftead of fliirts j all of them to be chatte, and fober, to be 
temperate in diet> and apply the revenues and alms to the poor. To wear a regular

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habit of ruflet and black cloth ; not to admit more brothers and filters than are requtfite 
to ferve the fick and look to the affairs of the houfc ; any brother being a drunkard or 
lewd^ if not mending, to be expelled. No brother to wander abroad without the mafter's 
leave. To pray for the dead." 

ST. MARY^S CELL. 

In the time of Henry IIL here was a cell for two Monks in the chapel of St. Mary^ 
on the rock^ under the caftle. {a) Inftipendiis diiorum monacborum nUniftrantium in capUla 
St. Marue^ (U rufejubtus cajtrumde Nottingham^ 61. is, 8d. b.

About the fame time alfo it fbems there was a college of fecular priefts in the caflle. 

ST. Leonard's hospital 
Noticed by Thoroton above, was of the age of Henry III. Deering informs us 
that he found this place noticed in a foreft book, written the 30th of Eliz. by Wm. 
Marfhaly ferjeant at mace, for the ufe of his mailer, Robert Alvie, then mayor, A. D* 
1588. 

" That William Chaundcler, of Nottingham, keeper of the houfe of St. Leonard of 
the lame time, viz. the 31ft of Edwaru III, made one preprcfture of half an acre of 
ground in the king's demains within the court of the town of Nottingham in the ermitage 
that is called OwfmdU and it belonged to the hofpital of St Leonard of Nottingham*^ 

<« I have made all the enquiry I was able, to learn where this hofpital might have 
flood, but could Qot get any intelligence concerning it \ I therefore confidering that this 
kind of holpitals were never placed within the walls of towns ; after moft diligent fearch 
about the out-parts of Nottingham I did not fee any foot fteps which feemed likely to have 
been fuch a houfe, except the ruins of a (lone building at the fouth-weft end of the Nar- 
row-mar(h, which is without the confines of the ancient wall of the town. My anony- 
mous author not mentioning this hofpital, makes me judge that in hisdmej viz. 164 1, 
the foot-fteps were full as obfcure as at prefcnt.'* 

plumtree hospital. 
John Plumtree of Nottingham^ 16 R. a. obtained the king's leave to found an hof- 
pital in this place. His will bears date in December 141 5, in which he remembers the 
poor of this houfe by a legacy of 20s. •* Ltgo cuilibejt vidm infra HoJpitaU adfinempnt. 
Nott. p. me fundatum manenti ibidem Beo Jervienti et pro me orwfti aoj. exinde/ua propria 
eommoda faciend Jecmdum ordinationem et/up vijionem executor is mei.'* 

Thoroton*s account of this hofpital and chapel which adjoined it; and of the founder's 
refpedable and ancienc family is as follows, d.

" whereof one fliould be Matter or Warden of the feid Hofpital, or Houfe ot God, 
«* and of (or for) thirteen Widows broken with old age, and depreffed with poverty, in 
" a certain Mefluage of the iaid John, with the Appurtenances in Nottingham^ and to 
« give the faid Meffuage, and ten other MefTuagesy and two Tofts, with the Appur- 
« tenances in the faid Town^ to the faid Matter w Warden, andhis fucccflburs, viz. the 
« one Meffuage for the habitation of the faid Chaplains and Widows, and the reft, for 
«< their fuftentation, to pray for the wholefome eftate of the faid John> and Emme his 
" wife whileft they fhould live, and for their Souls afterwards. In the year 1400,

" perpetually to pray for the ftate of the King, of him the faid John de Plumptre, and 
« Emme his wife, and of the wRole Community (Sf Nottingbam^ &c, who with the prior 
" of Lenton^ after the death of the faid John the Founder, were to prefent to it, and 
«* each of the faid two Chaplains were for their ftipends to have iocs, yearly paid in monejr-

« Fines he received, made fomc reparations, and brought in Ibme poor, but after his

" and Nicholas Plumpcre, Gent, and Huntingdon Plumptre, Doftor of Phyfick, his 
*' fons, and the reft of the inhabitants of that Houfe to hear Divine Service, Pray, and 
" Bury in, by Richard then Arch-bifliop of Tor k, under the Hand and Seal of Francis 
" Withingion, Mafler of Arts, Surrogate of William Eafdale, Dr. of Laws, Vicar 
«^ General in Spirituals of the faid Arch-bifliop." 

The maflerfhipof this hofpital having returned to the founders defcendant, as men- 
tioned by Thoroton above, it was held, during the minority of John Plumptre by 
friends, as it had been heretofore in one or two inftances, till A. D. 1703 — 4, who 
added a ton of coals per annum, to each of the feven poor widows. 

The prefent building is that erefted chiefly by Huntingdon Plumptre, in 1650, it is 
moftly of brick, and now irregular. Some of the old building remains, which is of 
ftone; on one of the entrances, which remains, are the Plumptre arms. The weft front. 
Deer iNG fays, was 74 feet in length, and 6.3 in depth. By his obfervation he imagined 
that fome little of the chapel was difcernable, and that it was originally 58 feet long and 
3a broad. 

Its income the 26th of Henry VIIL was valued at 13I. 9% 4d. Over the entrance 
now is the following infciiption,

Befidcs other great improvements four new tenements were added by his grandfon 
John Plumptre, Efq. dcceafed, in 1751. 

His fon, John Plumptre, Efa. repaired the old building and added two new tene- 
ments, thus completing the charitable defign of the benevolent founders, A. D. 1753* 
The alms houfes and hofpitals, whofe foundations cannot be confidered fo much ia 
the light of religious houfes as the above, and whofe dates arc fubfequent, the reader. 
, will find noticed aftcf the account of the churches. 

CHURCHES. 

Thorotow prefaces his account of the epitaphs in the three churches, in his timCj. 
in the following brief manner. 

" The Vicarage of St. Marie's was twenty Marks, and fo was the Reftory of St,^. 
** Peter's i and the Redtory of St. Nicholas ten Marks when the Prior o( Lenton was 
" Patron : St. Marie's is now lol. 5s. value in the King's Booksj and the Marqucfs of 
" Dorcbejier Patron. St. I^eter's 81. 8s. 6d. and the King Patron, as he is alfo of St. 
" Nicholas, which is but 2I. i6s. 8d. value. This Church is now almoft rebuilt of 
„ Brick : it was dcmolifhed in the Rebellion for the fafety of the Caftle." 

• ST. MARY'S CHURCH. 

The principal and the largeft church in this place is fuppofed,. by Deering, to be of 
Saxon origin j but for my own part I cannot diicover the leaft trace of Saxon architefburc 
to warrant the opinion, a. 

This, as well as the other two churches, is mentioned in the foundation deeds of the 
priory oi Lent on. 

St. Mary's ftandson a bold eminence, and looks majeftically on the (buth weftwardly- 
afpcft. lis form is that of a crofs with a fine tower in the centre, which contains 10 
mufical bells, which fing fweetly, heard in the meadows below. Its model is colle- 
giate, its age, if we may judge from the moft ancient remains of its exterior form>, 
about that of Henry the Vllth. But this opinion, it ftiould be underftood, is in no 
degree derogatory to that of a church ftanding on the fame fite ages before. An ex.- 
cellent organ with two fronts adorns it, built by that great matter Snctzler, in 1777. 
The old organ which was taken down at this time was built in i704» 

Within this church is a chapel of note,, dedicated to All Saints^ now the burial place of 
the Plumptre family: It is lighted by one of the nobleft windows in the church; but. 
that light ferves to fhew, what the tbougbtful poor, in particular, muft lament, a con- 
temptuous difrefped to a family one of the brighteft ornaments of the town of Not ting- 
kami as honourable to the interefls of this place as it is venerable in years. 

Whoever 

«, This gentleman takes notice of a workman who told him that he being employed in repairing the timber 
at the weft end of the church, found a date, cut in wood, which tho' he could not remember, yet he 
was fure it made the church 1100 years old. This afTertion comes in a very queftionable ihape. If 
there were a dale of that age it rauft have been in cbaraftcrs not eafdy made out by an ordinary carpen- 
ter. If the carpenter were a learned antiquary, or verfedin Saxon charafters, the difcovery would have 
been a treat to himfelf and many others. A copy of the charafters would doubtlefs have been preferved 
as a relic of no flight note. 
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"Whoever might have been led to this religious receptacle of the dead either from mo- 
tives of curiofity, or kindred afteftion, about two years fince, need no explanation of 
the very numerous improper things in this place. To others it may be only neceflary 
to obferve that thofe who hold annual offices in the church fhould be guardians of decency. 

The monuments of the Plumptre family, or rather the battered remains of thofe once 
fplendid efforts to preferve the name of a good family, are here. In better times they 
looked relpeftable. See plate page 87, from Thoroton. That flight (ketch, fig. 1. 
facing this page, fliews imperfedlly the abufe of one of them. 

Oppofite to this chapel was another dedicated to the virgin Mary. Behind a feat 
or pew, in a recefs of the wall, on this fide the church, is aftone figure proftrate, (Sec 
fig. 2.) in a place very aifficult to be feen ; no infcri prion. 

The painted glafs that formerly adorned the windows is now chiefly gone. The 
figure of St. Andrew, however, ftill remains perfeft, in a north window ; the infcrip- 
tion round the head and part of the figure, in black letters, feems mutilated. Without 
the figure of St. Andrew I have given every letter that remains, in the flrate it now ftands 
in the window, in the fame plate. 

Deering fays fomething of an old painting on the wall, over the vefliry door, whicih 
he took for a figure of St. Chriftopher, who was faid to have an extraordinary power 
over tempefl:s and earthquakes 1 this fhadow has vanifhed with the opinion. I will not 
fay altogether, for the lall time I vifited this church, being a bright day, I did fee, 
on the left, near the arms, ihe head of a figure, faintly looking upwards; and juft over 
the vefliry door the figure of a duck and a ftlh, on the fame wall a

ST. PETER'S CHURCH, 
Is much inferior,^ in every refpcdt to St. Mary's. It has an ordinary fpire upon a tower 
propt at the angles with clumfey buttrefles. The mahi building has had its viciflitudes^. 
vifible by its internal appearance, k was materially injured, in the laft century, during, 
the fiege of Nottingham, by the forces of the Parliament. A bomb fell, at that time^. 
upon the veftry part of the church, which deftroyed it, and ibme portions of the adjacent 
building. 

As to the age of this church, it is as little afcertained as that of St. Mary's, no part 
of either, in my opinion, is fo old as the co;iqueft ^ in neither is the Saxon column united 
with the acute pointed arch, which was introduced into this kingdom by the Knights- 
Templars. St. Peter*s, however, is a well lighted and roomy church, it has a nave- 
and two fide aifles. In the Catholic times it had two chapels within it, St. Mary's and^ 
All-Saints. 

Within this church was the guild of St. George, and a Chantry of the ble fled Virgim 
Mary. The fpiritual.court ik held witbin.ihis church.

— In the 
jear 1739, in the month of July, Mr Abel Smith, Banker of this Town,caufed a vault 
to be built for his family in this Chappel, the workman digging to come to the rock for 
a foundation, met with an arch in the north wall about four feet high,, from the found- 
ation of the Church, which in all is not above five feet deep, in this place, and near ten 
from the rock. At the bottom of this arch, they obferved a ftone trough, part of which 
advanced into the Chappel, the reft was under the arch, juft broad enough to hold a 
Coffin, and long enough for the fame purpofe, in itthey found the Bones of a Corpfc 
-which were all firm and found, whereof myfclf was an eye witnefs, and a red Tile ghzed 
MTith Crofs Keys upon it. Divcrfe were the conjeftures concerning this tile, when John 

f M Plumptrc, 
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PIumptre» E(^. then one of the Members of the Honourable* Houfe of Commons fbf 
Nottingham, coming foon after from London, upon my relating to him the ftory, fhew*d 
me a like tile, which be had found entire, amongft fcveral broken pieces in the Burial 
place of his anccftors, in St, Mary*^ Church, at his making a vault ther*. 

It is a red tile of a very hard compofltion, juft four inches and a half fquarc, and one 
inch thick, the upper furface of it glazed of a brownifh colour, and on it the figure of 
bell in yellow, placed diagonally, and of as large a dimenfion as the tile will admit of, 
on one fide of the bell the figure of a key, and on the other a broad fword, the fymbols 
of St. Peter and Sti Paiih Mr. Plumptre, with v6ry great probability is 6f opinion, 
that theft charadtcrs (hew fuch tiles to have been deftin*d at their making for the ufc of a 
Church •, and that probably thefe were the original pavement round the Altar, which wai 
on the eaft fid© of the faid crofe iflc, and feparated from thereft of the Chappel of All- 
Saints by the Cancelii, which remained (landing till the year 1719 of the farpe form witiv 
thofe that ftill cnelofc the whble Chappel, That the originaiiavement was probably ia. 
procefs of time broken up for graves, and the pieces of it thrown rtegligently in withthft 
earth, that had been taken out, and as this Cnaj^l had been dedicated to A!l Saints^ 
and on this tile here are the fymbols of two SaiAts, it is not unlikely that if more of thefe 
tiles had been pitfeived, the fymbols of other Saints micht have a^^iearcd thereon. 

The juft mentioned gentleman informed me, that the Dones found in the arch were thfe 
rtrhams of John dc Plumptre, founder of the Hofpital at th^ Bridge-end, who defired to. 
be burifed in this Chappel, under the wAlI of this ChuVch, and thatneat this place Henry 
Plymptre, and feveral others of the family were buried. And Dt*, Thorotbn, p. 497,, 
mentipns, " That Henry Plumptre, (brother of the foU'ndfer) by his Witt dated the 1 1 th 
of Henry iY, 1408^ ordered that his Body (hoiild b^ buried in the Chappel of All-Saints, 
beneath, or in the Church of St. Peter in Nottingham.

Town, fon of Beojaroia 
Rickards, late of this Town, who married Anne the daughter of Jofeph Clay, by whom 
he had iffue three fons Parker, Benjamin, and John, and three daughters Anne, Ejizal^th 
and Anne, whereof Benjamin, Elizabeth and Anne,, furviycd him, he died the 2Qtlu of 
April, Anno Dom. 1763. 

Over againft the before- mentioned monument m the ifleupon a flat graveftone: — 

Here lye the bodies of William^ Ayfcough, Printer and Bookfeller of this town : an4^ 
Anne his wife, (be was daughter of the Rev. Mr. Young, Reflor of Catwick in the coun- 
ty of York ; he died March 2, 1 719 •, (he died December 16, 1732. The above Mr» 
Ayfcough is remarkable, for having, firft introduced the art of Printing in this town, 
^bout the year 1710. 

In the church-yard which^abounds ^ith grave and head-ftones, I find nothing remark- 
able except the following loco-ferious one, upon a man who was a great champion of the 
high party in this town, and who had a ftrong inflyence upon the nfK>bile, and all this zeal 
©f his did not proceed in him from any mercenary views, but his own choice. He was 
©therwife, tho* bred in low life, (for he was a ftocking needlemaker) a perfon of good na- 
tural parts^and peculiarly remarkable for his filial duty to his mother. He died on the 
Election day of members of paliament for the town of Nottingham, foon after be had feen^ 
that gentleman chaired, in whofc behalf he had exerted himfelf in an extraordinary man^

An ipgeniou^ man, at this time of fcarcity of provifions^ might amufe* himfelfT with 
writing, and his readers with: reading (September 1795) fomething pertinent on this fub^ 
je^, of i-eligioiis forbearance ; and falling thrpogh ncceffity io timp^s like the prefent. It 
might be afked, would falling ihtted days in the "week, through necefllty, not from re- 
ligious motives, do away, in fome meafure, the exorbitant price of the ncceflaries of life? 
It Is to be feared not ; there is a. ftubborn evil deeply rooted fomewhere that dcfiesj at 
prefent, all application, and, I fear, may produce fome Xerious conieqnences if fomething 
efficacious be not immediately .done« Praycrghave been offered up to heaven, by the* 
poor for -plenty, plenty hath been fent us j but alas! that plenty is placed, byahci 
hand of avarice, almoft* beyond the reach of' the necelTitous* 

Some have thought that the high price of prOvifibhs, of late years, docs but keep, 
pace with the incrcafe ot the wealth of the kingdom, it may be fo j but let fuch be told 
that hence is the great caufe of the fufiferings of. the lower orders of the .people j for a& 
riches iacreafe, monopclizers^ fordtallers^ and regraters^ alfo become more powerful, juid 
confequently more capable of endangering tHe common weal. A rich /^naff/r;, perhaps, 
may be added to the lift of evils, France, before her late fhocking revolution, faw,

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wtdiin hcrfelf, but twd claffcs of the people, the wealthy and the extreme poor. England 
aaay be happy ii fhe never experience a fimilar divifion. The awful picture held up to 
the view of Europe in that country, will furely fave us from a fimilar fate, by fhunning 
the rock which has fhook that mighty empire to its foundation. Thofe who arc ac- 
"cuftomed to mingle wiih the world, muft find, it is to be lamented, that difcontent, the 
origin of national evils, every where prevails, foftered by ambitious and defigning ihen, 
ready to dafh to pieces the fabric of our conftitution* raifed by the wifdom and experience 
of ages. It need not then be aficed. Can any thing afllft the pending mifchtefsfo mueh 
as the dearnefs of the ordinary necefiaries of life» particularly after the moft abundant 
harveft man ever belield ? 

It is to be feared that fome men now, and during the \zx,tfeemng fcarcity of bread corn, 
took advantage of the arming the provincial corps, raifed for purpofes widely different 
from ihat of aflifting avaricious men in oppreflion, the moft cruel, the moft bafe and de- 
generate CO human nature. 

It might be right to make fome apology for this little digrefllon, but feeling as a 
fiiend to order, and dreading the evils likely to ariie out of a continuance of the prefeoc 
high price of provifions,. I wave the ceremonious talk. 

On leaving the veftry» after copying the above from the regifter, I caft my eyes upon

ST. NICHOLAS'S CHURCH, (a) 

Thoroton gives us but little information refpeftino; the old Church, which was demo^- 
Ufhed during the troubles in the laft century, the prelent church he ob&rves was building; 
when he wrote his hiftory. Deering, fpeaks of it thus: — 

*• The old Church Iharing in the Civil War the fame fate with that of St* Edmund oi 
Dudley, both which where pulled down (by reafon of their nearnefs) for the fafety of ther 
Caftle, it was fomewhat larger than the new one, of (lone, the materials were mo(Uy con^ 
verted to private ufes, the Boxes in the Kitchen of a certain Ina in this Town were made- 
out of fome of the Pews, and the Bells were by order of Col. Hutchinfon, (whowas Go^ 
vernor of the Caftle of Nottingham,) removed to Outhorpe. There goes a Tradicion;^ 
among the people of this town, that St. Nicholas is the Mother Church, but for mypar^ 
I cannot find any foundation for it unlefs the difl^erence was paid to it by way.of complio^ 
ment, it being in the kings demefne before and after the Conqueft. Wherever I find the 
three Churches mentioned, St. Mary's is always named firft,.and St..NicholasV>laft„ nev^ 
is it reafonable to fuppofe that the leaft of thefe Churches Ihould.be the Mother, and^taker 
the rank before St. Mary^s who had a Sufiragan Bifliop, befides all public Solemnities^ 
as the Elefhon of the Mayor, Sheriffs, &c. were, and are, performed at St. Mftry's,.wheFor 
alfo the Afllze Sermons are preached before the Judg^s^not on account of their Lodging^, 
being near that Church, but time immemorial, when they ufed to lodge in the heart oS 
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the town. One might upon much ifettcr grounds conjcfturc that the Collegiate Church 
fof Southwell, was once the Mother Church of our Parifhes, becaufe before the tow^ was 
made a County of itfelf, the Corporation was obliged once a year to make a ProceHion. 
thither in their Formalities, to hear Divine Service." 

The following copy of a paper found in the parj(h book, is important^ fefpe^ng the 
demolition of the old church, which, it Ihould fccm, neither Thorptoa or Peering, had 
a knowledge of: — 

*• In or about Chandlemas 1714-15, one or more of the Pinnacles of the Tower of St. 
Nicholas's Church, Nottingham, were blown down, which occafioneid a break of aMsun- 
piece of wood, between the ftceple and the bpdy qf the faid church. On the plaifter of 
which beam were wrote thefe words : — 

** This Church was burnt and pulled dowm 1647, begun again 1671.**

The prcfent church is of brick, ornamented with (lone and was finiflied in 1678, and 
Hands on the fite of the old church, which wasof ftonc, and much larger. Its little 
tower contains two bells only, (b) St. Nicholas's, fincc the tirne of its being rebuilt, has 
been con/tderably enlarged, and beautified. In 1 756, the foutii fide was extended con- 
iiderably by voluntary contribution. And in 1783, a fubfcription was raifcd to the 
amount of nearly 500I. to enlarge it in a fimilaf njanner on the north fide, when it was 
in a great meafure new pewed, a hamdfome pulpit and reading defk ereAed, and a gallery 
built on the north. The church, now within, has a handfome appearance, and i& well 
lighted. It has a fpacious naye and two fide aifles, and will contain a large congregation, 
fuitable to the great population of the parifh of late years. * St, Nicholas's parilh npw 
is fuppofcd to contain more inhabitants than that of St. Peter's. 

. In fupport of the tradition of the old church, (which it; is faid had a fpir^. fteeple^ 
icing deftroyed .or damaged in the civil wars, part of an old bell was found, fometiaic 
fince, in digging near the foundation of the prefent tower, which it is probable, w^ 
broken to pieces at the demolition of the church. 

From this church-yard there is a fine prolpe6l of the difl:ant and adjacent country, — . 
Belvdir-Caftle, which muft be at the difl:ance of twenty milps, is anobjedt of beauty, op. 
the left, and near objefts, fuch as have been noticed^ page 26, froih the caftle, are de- 
lightful attradions. Ihaveon my vi fits to Nottingham, frequently, on a funimer's dajr^ 
walked- to this church-yard for the benefit of its refrefhing and jfalutary air, as vi^eil as for 
its extehfive profpeft. 

St. Mary's church-yard is certainly on a bolder eminence-, but the views thence, ia 
general, are confined by .buildings in almoft every dirjCdion -, and the, air, on that acr 
cdunt, is Icfs pure and falutary. As I have. been led by obfervation to fpeak particularly 
-of the fite of St. Nicholas's Church, I may, I apprehend, with juftnefs o^ferve, in general^ 
that the Town of Nottingham, both for air and prpfpefts, particularly- fouth- weft wardly, 
h^ not many equals in the interior of the kingdom. But ,when it is faid, thai the fite of

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. Nottingham i$ delightful, the air falubrious and thfe Town one of the pleafantcft in the 
kingdom, it mud be lamented, which in fome meafure, is done in another page, 
that the New Buildings v/hich extend much in that part of the Town marked in th^ old 
ground plan, page 6b, are eredled, many of them, without any defign of* forming re- 
gular ftreets. Well contrived ftreets and paflkges are highly conducive to health and 
cleanlinefs ; but here, if one may be allowed the exprefllon, is a refurreftion of buildings, 
generally without order, feated like clutters of mufhrooms in a field, caft up by chance. 
H^rethe gathered fiith within doors is fcattered, daily, in the dirty paffages without, in 
front of the dwellings, delightful to the fight and odorous to a fenfitive nofc. Yards, in 
which fuch good things fhould be treafured for agriculture, are not, it may be fuppofed, 
always thought of, when buildings are ereded here. What may be denominated ftreet$ 
or lanes before iome of thefe new eredions, are, many of them, without any fort of 
pavement, xonfequently without regulated water-courfes, and confequently pregnant 
with mifchievous effed.

John> Lucy married William Herrick, Efq. of Beau Manor* in the County of Lcicefterr. 
by whom (he had iffue, three fons and three daughters, two of which died in their Infancy,.

Many of tbeoldeft ftones m the fide aifles^ihe infcriptions of which being wore away^ 
are replaced with brafs infcriptions. — Sonip families in this parifh have vaults within th4- 
church : ^ne before the enlargment o^tht ehurch was without. It was made for Mr.Rr 
Price, who died in 1 778, aged 62^ 

On the floor-ftones- are infcriptions for tht following aged people of the fame name i 
John Radford, gent, died in 1774, aged 71. — Rev. Mr. Ogle Radford, died in 1757, 
aged 80. — ^William Radford, died in 1770, aged 78. 

Two paintings, which are placed at the altar hfere reprefent the G^od Safnariian and 
the Return of the Prodigal Son. The defign and execution of each appear decent ; but 
they are placed in a very bad light to judge of efFcft. However, I find they were given^ 
by a Mr. Elliot, a gentleman oi Nottingham, who fometime fince changed his name; 
from Stanford, to that of Elliot, for what, I am apprehenfive, no man in his ienfes* 
would fcrupk to do, when a good eftate was to be the compenfation. 

In the Church-yard, on a tomb :—

to allude to his unwearied inauftry. The lines above call to my recolledion an extra- 
ordinary perverfion of the fenfe of them^ by ignorance; In.Cuckney church-yard they 
ftandihus:' —

Could It be fuppofed that thefe Imes, as they here ftand;. were intended to inform us- 
that in this life the wichd have no trouble, and that the cunning have complete reft?

Among the almoft numberlefs graveftonc infcriptions in the church-yard, one is 
fliewn as a curiofity. It it placed to the memory or a Thomas Booth, a great dcer- 
ftealer, who died in 1 752, aged j^^ and efcaped the gallows. Old Tom was fo pleafed 
with the epitaph, written for him by a friendly humble poet, that he, it is faid, had the 
graveftonc by him lome time before he died, with the following lines thereon : — 



Here lies a Markiman, who with art and (kill, 
When Young and Strong, fat Burks and Does did kilU 
Kow conqucr'd by grins Death (go Reader lelj it) 
He'f now took leave of Powder, Gun, and Pellet

Many of his exploits were recorded in the memories of thofe who were his companions, 
in his hours of jollity. From them this hero's atchievments have pafled current, in 
the public-houfe circles, in Nottingham, where they will, probably, long afllft, with a 
little enlargement and amendations, to give eclat or renown to the memory of this dear 
lover of venifon, as the pretty tales of Robin Hood, have done to that renowned hero. 

One (hort ftory of our hero I will record. In Nottingham park at one time, was a 
favorite fine deer, a chief ranger, which Tom and his wilcy companions had often caft 
their longmg eyes on •, but how to deceive the keeper, while they killed it was a talk of 
difficulty. The night however, in which they accomplifhcd their purpofe, whether by 
any fettled plan or not it is not known, they found the keeper at watch, as ufual, in a cer- 
tain place in the park.^ One of them therefore went to an oppofite direction, in the park, 
j!'nd hrcd his gun to make the keeper believe he had fhot a deer ; upon which away goes 
the keeper, in hafte, to the fpot, which was at a very confidcrable diftancc from the place 
where the favourite deer was, and near which Tom Booth was fculking. Tom waiting 
& proper trme, when he thought the keeper at a fufficient diftance for accomplilhing his 
purpofe hred and killed the deer, and dragged it through the river Lccn undifcovered. 

Booth, it is faid, was a flout man, and by trade a whitefmith.

Diflenting places of worlhip are numerous in this place, partly owing, it is faid, to 
the vaft population of Nottingham, efpecially in the parifh <rf St. Mary^ fince the Ame- 
rican war. In that populous and extenfivc parilh, there is no chapel of eafe, a plact 
much wanted, and repeatedly attempted to be obtained, but without cffe<ft. Terms 
have not been offered altogether fuitable to the prefent incumbent's wifties, who in a 
^ufinefs of this fort, cannot be fuppofed to be afting fp much for hi/nfelf as for his fuc- 
-ceilbrs^ of whofe benefits and rights he is guardian. 

HIGH-PAVEMENT MEETING. 
' The congregation here are'called Prc(byterians. This building forms a fquarc of 
brick, and appears of no long ftanding. It is fpacious and well galleried. The con- 
gregation confifts of many of the mod refpedable inhabitants in Nottingham, either 
with refpcA to opulence orcharader. (b) 

CASTLE-GATE MEETING. 
Thia congregation are Calvinifts. This building alfo forms a fquare of brick. It is 
a commodious place of worfhip, and is galleried. 1 he congregation is numerous. 

The BAPTIZING CALVINISTS 
Have a Meeting- houfc near Collin's Hofpital. This building alfo is ipacious> well 
lightedj and appeared well attended. 

The QUAKERS 
Houfe of worfliip is facing the north-eaft end of Collin's Hofpital, and almoft adjoining 
it. This building, like the people who affemblc in it, is' neac within and without.

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HOCKLEY-STREET MEETING, 
Was Iniilt lately for Wcftley's people, and appeared to me the largcft of all the diffenting, 
places of worAiip I viliced in Nocctngham. This building is lofty and croudedly at-- 
tended. Anefcutcheon for the late lady Huntingdon is placed over the head of the 
preacher. 

GENERAL BAPTISTS, 
Have an odagon fmall building of brick, ereAed originally for Mr. WelUey's people i 
it was buiit about 30 years fince. 

PAPISTS, 
Have a fmaH place of worflrip in Storey-ftrcct, KingVplace. 

I vifited the above places of worfhip, on Sunday, March 29, 1795, in (bmc of which 
I confequently could make but a (hort ftay. AH the preachers, that I found teachings 
iecmed to have the fame end in view ; but all appeared in one way or other difllmilar ia 
the means of obtaining it. The peculiarity of the Quakers formed the grratcft con- 
traft. I found them filent, plain, but coftly drelTcd ; many of the men fupporting their 
reclined heads, like foldiers, with their miflive weapons, inverted, at the grave of a com- 
rade ; the lovely fair fat penfive, but had lefs of ieemingdeprcflioB. 

Some teachers, at thefe fevcral places, were impreflive if not eloquent. A young, man 
in Caftle-gate meeting, where I attended in the morning, had an amiable manner^ cor« 
reft in his hoguage, ready, and often jufb in his conclufions. 

I was at Hockley-ftrect meeting in the evening, and heard a preacher, whole manner 
had to me, who am but little accuftomcd to ufc fuch places, peculiar attractions. The 
preacher was a middle aged man, and we muft fuppole, taught from the beft motives : 
his text — M Time to Die. 

He began by exhorting all to conGder that they were to die. Although it was no novel 
information, yet this exordium to his difcourle might not be unprofitable to fume ; but 
when he particularized, he was far from being charitable or happy. His portraits of 
human life polTcfled no metodlous fweetnefs, no harmonious ray of light, all fcemed pen- 
ciled by a gloomy imagination, d^rk and difguftful. He difplayed the charafter of a 
mifcr coarlcly. **• This man loves gold and filver, — houfcs and land, — is rapacious,— 
covets more than he has got. — He loves guineas and (billings, and went part from a 
penny to fave a poor creature from ftarving. — He has no God but his money, good 

folks. — He never thinks of dying, no not he. What do you think will become 

of him when htdoesAxtl Ah! — Why he'lt be tumbled into the bottomlefs pit, by 
the devil, or fome of his agents, a place full of fire, fmokc and brimltone ; and there he 
muft remain for everlafting. 

Thereareothcrs, good folks, no better than he is, and will fare no better; for what 
do you think will become of card-players, people that go to plays, malquerades, balk, 
dancings, routs, aflcmblies, and drunken clubs, my brethren ? — Why they'll follow the 
mifer, they'll all be jumbled — in the fame place of mifery and darknefs." 

After difplaying much ingenuity in this way, the fine lady was a chara6icr he placed, 
on the fore ground of the pi^Kire; of whofe beauty, form, and drcfs, he fpoke in his ufual 
manner: in which attempt he rather, indelicately, expofed the female. He ftripped her, 
piece-meal, naked, before his congregation (fgme of which, perhaps the youth, feelings 

the 
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the impulfe of nature, might not keep their thoughts over chafte, even in this holy tabcr* 
nacle)and then wrapped her in avinding-lheet j then compared her botiy and all that 
die to a dead dog in a diich, and there unfeelingly left her a prey to magt— t»and worms.. 
Oh I indelicate idea. Could a manly admirer ot the fineft forms of the Creadon, even 
at the cool age of fifty, but mark fuch indignity with a contemptuous abhorrence. — — 
Lovely fexl Thou on whom the Creator hasbeftowed fo much care and fo much 
beauty in thy formation : Thou-! without whom man would be a comfortlefs fojourner,. 
here, amidft all the other beauties of the Creation, with what indifference art thou treated 
by fQch/ublime imitators of the great St. Paul. 

This very learned and comforting preacher Introduced the carcaie of a dead (linking; 
animal, I had almoft faid*,to the very nolc of his congregation, *' I never fee a dead dog in 
a ditch but I think of my own mortality. I often ftop and look at fuch objefls full of 
mag— ts, and there contemplate on my own mortality.*' Hence he inferred,, that. our 
bodies would perifh, and be eaten by worms like that of a dead dog in a ditch. 

Here I left the preacher and his hearers, with no great appetite tor n)y fupper. 

Befides Plumptrec Hofpital, noticed as a religious houle above,, here arcfeveral alms 
houfes for the poor» 

WOLLEY's BEAD-HOUSE, 
Is fituate in Beck-lane. Thomas Wolley, the founder, in 1 647, gfve tw^o cottages, .&c. 
for the ufe of three poor people. The minifter, churchwardens, and overfeers, of the 
parifh of St. Mary) who are in truft, have fince added apartments for two more. 

HANDLEY's ALMS- HOUSES, 
Stand in Stoney-ftreer^ over the middle of the building is this infcription, which will 
l«vc for information : — 

•* Henry Handley, Efq^ whofe body is interred in the church of Bramcote, in the 
County of Nottingham, cauled this Alms-Houfe to be eredled for 12 poor people, and 
did give one hundred Pounds yearly, forth of his ancient Inheritance, Lands at and 
near Bramcote aforefaid, for pious and charitable Ufes, to continue for ever. Namely,. 
XhL for the Maintenance of the faid 12 poor people; xx/. for a weekly Lcdburc in this 
Town; xx/. for a preaching and refiding Minifter, at Bramcote ; v/. for the poor of" 
Bramcote ; v/. for the poor at Wiiford ; x\s. to the poor of Bcefton ; xx/. to the poor 
of Chilwell i xx/. to the poor of Attenborow and Toton ; xxs. to the poor of Stapleford ^ 
xx/. to the poor of Trowell; xx/. to the poor of Woollaton; and iv/. to the poor pri- 
foners in the Gaols for the County of Nottingham yearly for ever, and one third Bell to* 

the afocefaid church of Bramcote. This pious, moft charitable,, and at this time mod 

Icafonable donation, as it defervedly perpetutates his Memory to be honoured by: all 
pofterity, fo it gives a;.moff worthy example for imitation. He died the lorh day of 
June 1650/* 

WARTNABY's ALMS-HOUSE, (a) 
In Pilchergate, was founded by Barnaby Wartnaby, in .1672. The mayor of Notting* 
ham is of the truft. It was founded for three men and three women, and amply en- 
dowed. Upon the alms-houfe this infcription : —

COLLIN'S HOSPITAL, 
h a noble foundation. Decring's account of this place : — 

" Mr. Abel Collin, by his will dated February 4, 1704, left the remainder of his per* 
fonal cftatc, (after all legacies and bequefts were fatisfied) to his nephew Mr. Thomas 
Smith in cruft for his building and endowing of Alms-Houfes, all which the faid gentle* 
man like a good and trufty fteward, has faithfully performed to the utmoft, in building 
an ornamental, yet at the fame time fuitable fabrick, for the habitations of 24 poor men 
and women in Fryer-lane in the year 1 709, commonly called the New-Hdpital. Thefe 
poor have bcfides two decent rooms and as many light clofcts, 2s. a week paid to them 
duly every Saturday morning, and annually a ton and a half of coals. On the north 
front of this light and airy building is this infcription : — 

** This HofpitaU by the appointment of Abel Collin, late of Nottingham, mercer, 
deceafed -, who in his Life was of an extcnfive Charity to the Poor of all Societies, and 
at his Death by his laft Will and Teftament, left a competent Eftate for ercfting and en- 
-dowing the fame ; was by his Nephew and Executor Thomas Smith, begun and finifhed 
in the year 1709.** 

BILBY's ALMS HOUSE, 
In Coalpit-lane, was founded in 1709, for eight poor people, by William Bilby, a (hoe- 
imaker, on the front of which is this infcription : —

LABOURER'S BUILDINGS 
Stand without Chapel-Bar, was built for fix decayed ftockingmakers, out of the fortune 
left by Jonathan Labourer, to Thomas Smith, Banker in Mottingham, for charitable 
ufes. 

WILLOUGHBY's BEAD-HOUSES 
On Malin Hill, are for five poor widows. Thomas Willoughby was the founder of this 

charity which he properly endowed in 1525. Befides the above are fomc others of 

inferior note. 

The COUNTY HOSPITAL, 
Is a noble inditution, which take$» within iu healing wings, the fick poor, and lame, 

from 
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from any county or diftrift 5 it flieds its moft comfortable influence far and near; it is 
a fpkndid ornament to thd tbwn, and *dpfer^es a jmpre partici4ar notice than thp limits 
of our piirpoie can indulge us iwith; but as flmiJar imUtutions, to the honour df this 
coubtry, are epmmpn, j)crhap$> a miiiute defail of its hjiiory and its cffedts, i|» but little 
neccffary. 

February 12, 178 1, was laid the firft foundation fto)[ie,of this H.ofpital er Jnfirwary. 
On this occafioA anuniber of gentlemen who had affemblcd at the county^hali, .yenc 
thence, acqoinbapi^d Ijiy thcnj^^yw and corporation ^in their fprmalicies to attend af the 
ceremony, where an amazhig concourle pf people had previo«fty affembted^ John 
bmeflie, pfq. the then niayor, addreflfed che people in the words foflio^ying .:— 

*' I now come here, at the requeft of thcCommittec^f the general Hpi|ntal, to lay 
the firft foundatioA ftone of chat charitable InftituHon. I am well fatisfied it will be of 
confiderable advantage to many fick and iaree poor, in the prefent age. When I con^ 
fider the npble beneiafUons and generous fi^fcripttons that ha^ been prefented, it af- 
fords a pleafing profpeft of its utUity being continued to pofterky. Therefore, in my 
official character, I thkik it my duty m givis countinaoce and prote&ion to to laudable 
an .undert20u^g. I (hall be happy ifmycoi^duft meets with your ^probation, and I 
can aflute you that the rnpft acceptable return jrou can make to me, wtll be to preferve 
peace and good^cder on this iblemn ocqafiop. ,^ q^ ^^^^ ^^ KXr^g^'^ 

This being ended, the firft ftone was laid ;by t!&e Mayor in the Ibuth-eaft butinent.-*- 
Silver coins vf his prelcBt Majefty w^rc pla<;ed under it, together with the following in- 
fcriptiofi engraved on a brafs plate :«~ 

•* General Hofpital, near Nottingham, open to the fick and Poor of any Country. 
On the 1 2th day of February 1 78 1 , John ijmellie, Efq. Mayor of Nottindmm laid the 
firft ftonc of the building. The corporation gaye^;he ground for tlje faid J^ofpits^l. — 
John Simpfon, Archiiea:.*' 

The chaplain, then read a prayer f^itable to the occa(ionv yifhiah being ended the 
'multitude ^ve three cheers, then the pcocefiion returned. 

From the igfih annual report of the ftatc of this Hofpital A. D. 179^* I h^erhere 
infert^d the Benefactors and Legacies which the charitable ^izyt bcftowsd on this found- 
ation.

There certainly appears a wonderful increafe in the population of Nottingham <fince^ 
d&e:tiine of the oldell pari(b Rcgifters^ .but the number ot fouls in Nottingham, at this * 

timei* 
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time, cannot, accurate]^ fforo them, by calculation, be afcertaincd, partly, on arcetsnt of 
the variety of religious fe£fcaries now in this place, feveral of which baptize and bury 
a-part from the refpe£tite parilhcs they live >vichin. I will therefore content myfclf 
with dating from each pari(h regifter, an average of one of 5 years from the earlicft infer- 
tibns therein, and alfo a (latement of the average of one of 5 years of the lateft infertions. 
Gentleman who are curious, may in confequence, draw therefrom their own conclufions. 
The opinions which prevail now in Nottingham refpe£ting the number of fouls in that 
place are a little various-, but^iot materially fo : they are ftated from 25000 to 27000. 

The regiflers, notwithftanding the great number of religious leftaries in thi3 place 
who baptize and bury a-paft from the eftablifhed church, mew an aftonxQiing increafc 
of inhabitants in a little more than 200 years. Perhaps it may be attnbut^d» in a greac 
nneafure, Ito the manufi^ory of hofe, which was eftablifhed here foon after the dafie 
of the oldeftxegifters.

A brief Hiftory of the Noblemen who have been dignify d with the 
Title of Earl of Nottingham^ from the Conquefli to which is added 
a Lifi of the Members of Parliament both for thi^ Town and the 
County at large — continued from Deering to the prefent time. 



^f ift FERRERS. 

X HIS family owes its original to Walchclin de Fcrrxcrs or Ferrariis, a Norman,, 
^hofe fon Henry de Ferrariis to whom king William the Conqueror^ gave Tutbury 
caftle in com. Stafford, alfo large pofieflions in that county, Berks, Oxon, Wilts,. Lin*- 
coin, Bucks, and Gloucefter, which Henry founded the Priory of Tutbury,, He wa^ 
fucceeded by 

Robert hrs third fon, (the twoeld<;r Eugenulph and William died durmg their father^s- 
life) he was earl of Derby 5 one of the witncflcs to the laws made by king Stephen in the 
' firft year of his reign •, he commanded the Derby ftiire men at the famous battle at North- 
allerton, where the barons gained a glorious viftory over David king of Scots, for 
which his fervice he obtained the earldom of Derby but died, the year following,, 1 139, 
and was fucceeded by his fon 

Robert de Ferrers, earl of Ferrers and Derby, he ftiled himfelf according to DugdaJfc,. 
Robertus Comes Junior de Ferrariis, and likcwifc Comes Junior de Nottingham, (a) as 
appears among others by an ancient charter of his bearing date A. D. i H'» i*^ which he 
confirmed to the church of St. Ofwald of Notle, whatfoever Henry do Ferrers his grand- 
father, Eugenulph de Ferrers his uncle, Robert his father or any of their wrvesor. barons 
had given oeibre-time to that church-: He was a benefaftor to the monks of Tutbury 
in com. Stafford, to the canons of Notle, as hs^s been faid, in com. Ebor, to the monks 
of Geronden, in com. Leicefter, and Cumbermere, in com. Chcfter; moreover.he found- 
ed the priory of Derby, ( which was afterwards tranflated to Dciley in that county) and

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the abbey of Mereval or Murval in conir Warwick. He died the 12th of Henry 11, 
ii^S^ and was fucceeded by his only fon 

William de Ferrers, earl of Ferrers and Derby; he certified the (econd of Henry II, 
the knights fees he then held to be 79 in number; he confirmed his anceiVors grants 
to the monks of Tutbury, and was a benefador to the knights hofpitallers. (a) • ^^ He 
was married to Margaret daughter and heir of William Peverel, whofe grandfather was 
natural fon to William the Conqueror. The marriaee rites of him and his countefs, 
were performed by Thomas a Becket, archbifhop ot Canterbury at Canterbury." He 
died the 19th of Henry II, 1172, fucceeded by his fon 

Robert de Ferrers, earl of Ferrers and Derby^ as hctrto his father, and earl of Not- 
tingham, as derived by his mother,. (who died the igth of Henry. II, the fame year and 
month with his father.) He joined with the rebellious barons, the eafls^of Chefter, 
JbeiceAer, Norfolk, and others, taking. part with kir^ Henry the younger (Whdm king 
Henry II, had caufed to , be crowned in his lifetime;) ^nd manned his caftlcs of Tut- 
bury and Duffieid agaictftt the father, aUb entered and deffroytd Noitkighaim thetfi^ held 
for the king ; but the old king prevailing over his enemies Robert made his fubmiiTion, 
rendering up his caftles of Tutbury and Duffield, and giving fecurity for his future 
fidelity; but the king did fo little JtculkJum that he forthwith demolilhed thofe forts.— 
He founded the priory of Woodham- Ferrers in com. EiTex, and died the firft of Richard 
I, 1189. ^^^ i<^<^ 

William de Ferrers, carl of Ferrci^ fecceeded him as earl of Nottingham and Derby, 
but was the fame yearouted ofihele two earldoms by Richard I, who befto\ped them 
on hi^brpthflr John; earl of Rdorcton.. This William wasatthe burninapf Nottingham 
Vhcn.his father .m^^dcth^^fpoil, there 5 he did nQDcontinaedifpofleffea long.bofore his 
djeath, for anendi/tg the king^to tbq holy-rland he died at the fiege of Affon eh^' gd-^^ 
Ricbard I. He fon .Wiyi^w fuqceeded him,,but not in the titles of Nottingham and

The 
Peerage vol. x, p. 3 10, fays, *• That he afterwards adhering to the duke of Bukingham 
infaisdefignoF pulling down king Richard, he fled into Brittany to Henry duke of 
Riclimond,** (after king Henry VII,) by whom he was conftitued earl Marfhal of Eng- 
land, the 26th of Oftober, thefirft of his reign, with limitation of that office to the heirs 
male of his body?' .[Peerage, ibid, " He was alfo advanced to the dignity of mar- 
quis of Berkley, the 4th Henry VII, January 28tb. * He was famous for his great difpute 
with Thomas vifcount Lifle, about certain lands ^ in conteft between them, who upon^a 
chaltetige fent him by the faid Vifcount, meeting with others on both fides^ the vifcount 
iRras flain." He ^married three wives, bucleft ifluc by none of them, and taking occa- 
.' fion to except againft his brother Maurice as his fucceifor, becaufe hie had not married- 
with aperfon of honourable parentagt, gave all his lands from him, particularly the

In which year alfe he was made juftice itenerant 
of all the forefts fouth of Trent for life 5 and hot many months after in confideration of 
his eminent ftrvices againfl the Spanifh Armada^ as alfo for facking Cadiz in Spain, 
and deftroying the Spanilh fleet in harbour there i he was advanced to the dignity and 
title of earl of Nottingham, as defcended from the family ot Moubray, lome of which 
had been earls of that county before. In the 41!? of Elizabeth, ftill continuing in high 
reputation at courts the Spaniards again ftirring, he was conftituted lieutenant-general of 
the queen's land forces and in the 44th of Elizabeth he was made one ot the commiC- 
fibners for executing the office of earl Marftial of England. 

In the firft of James I, preceeding his coronation, he was made Lord Great Steward 
of England for that occafion, and the next year renewing the commifljon to feven of the 
great lords, for executing the office of earl Marfhal of England, he was continued one 
of that number, but in the i 7th of James I. he furrendered his patent for the office oi 
lord Admiral, which was given to the marquis of Buckin^am.

To his fecond lady he married Margaret daughter to James Stewart earl of Murry in 
Scotland, which Margaret was naturalized in the parliament of the ift of James I. by 
whom he had ifTue two fons, James* who died young, and Sir Charles Howard, knight^ - 
anddied the zid ot James 1, having been knight ot the garter 52 yearsybeing tben» 88 
years of age. ' ; 

Charles, his fecond fon fucceeded, (the elder as has been faiddying before the father 

without iflTue male) he firft took to wife Charity daughterof >^/hite, and widow of 

Leche of the city of London-,, afterwards Mary daughter of Sir William Cockaine, kc. 
and alderman of London, by whom he had no iffuc; thirdly Margaret daughter to 
James earl of Murry in Scotlandvby whom he had iffUe James, who died unmarried.

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IMajefty king-George, be was appointed a gentleman of the bedchannA)er to the Prince <af 
Wales, at the fame time his father was declared lord prefident of the council, alfo the 
loth of Odober 1 715, he was conftitued one ^of the lords commiffioncrs (^ the treafury^ 
and refignedall his employments on the loth of Fd>ruary 17 15. His lordfhip was 
made comptroller of his Majefty*s houfhoid May 24, 1725, which office be roluntarily 
refigned alter he fucceeded his father as earL In the year 1729, his lofdlhip married 
Frances Fielding, daughter of the right honourable Bafil, earl of Denbigh, by whom he 
hadiflueone daughter, lady Charlotte, and her ladyfiiip dying in Cqitember 1734,31 
Wentworth-houfe, in Yorkfhire, the fiat of his brother-in-law Thomas earl of Malton.

The view annexed, was taken on th^ bank^ of the river trent, near the bridge *, from 
which the reader, unacquainted with the profpeft, will form his own judgment of the 
propriety of the aflertion. In the early pages of this hillory, we have fpoken of its an- 
tiquity.

It has been noticed early in thefe pages, that the Peverel Court, which was cf ancient 
inftitution, and of great jurifdiiStion, was held in Nottingham, in a chapel dedicated to 
St. James, and that this town was within its jurifdidlion till the 9th of Edward 11.-^

Refpe6ting the ciyjl government of the town, under a body corporate, Thoroton has 
given the following : — 

^* The Town is now governed by a Mayor, a Recorder, fix Aldermen, two Coroners, 

two Sheriffs, two Chamberlains,' and a Common Council of perfons, whereof fix are 

by a late order to be fuct* as have not borne the Office of Sheriff or Chamberlain. The 
Mayor harh a Clark called the Mayors Clark, and commonly the Town Clark. The 
Sheriffs have an Officer called the Steward. The Mayor hath a particular Court of Pleas 
of Land, hath two Serjeants at Mace. The Mayor and Sheriffs have alfo there an or- 
jlinary Court of Pleas befides, which they keep on Wedncfday every fortnight.. The 
Sheriffs have each of them two Serjeants at Mace, and a more inferiour Officer called a 
Bill-bearer. There is an Officer ot the Town called a Scavenger, that looks to tHe pave- 
Vnent and ftreets of the Town, and attends upon the Mayors wife. There is a Cook at- 
tends the Mayor at the Provifion of the Town, and two Pinders pt the Town, the one 
of the Fields, the other of the Meadows -, he that is of the Fields, is alfo Woodward for 
j:l)e Tpwn, and attends and anfwcrs at the Fureft Courts. The Town is within the Metes 
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and Bounds of the Forcft, but not wirhJn View and Regard: The Town hath Ipng nnado 
that claim of difcharge, and it hath been allowed them in Eyre, 

There are very tidr pofleflions belonging to the Corporation, fome in general, and, 
fome for particular ufes, as for the maintenances of their Free- School, and their coftly 
Trent Bridges, called Heathbet Bridges. 

It was a rich and flourifhing place when the Staple was up at Calaysy (ince ii;. hath been 
deftitute of any gainful or beneficial trader 

Yct'fince the late war, wherein thisTown happened to be of the conquering fide, there 
are many houfes new builded, and the greateft part of the good Barley which grows in the 
Vale oiBelvoyr^ and the adjacent parts, is there converted into Malt, yielding thereby, 
as I fuppole, more profit to the place than ever Wooll did heretofore,, or the Manufadure 
of coloured cloath> which it was famous for long before Calais became fubjedt to thi$ 
Crown/' 

The body corporate of Nottingham now, 1795, con fift of a Mayor, from the Alder-^ 
men, Mr. Caunt\ Recorder, Duke of Portland \ Mr. Hutbwaitj Mr. Howitt, Mr. Green^ 
Mr. Oldknow^ Mr. Lozve^ and Mr. Hombucle^ Aldermen, feven including the Mayor ; 18 
Senior Council, chofen from the Burgeflcs at large, who have ferved the Office of SherifFj 
and fix Junior Council chofen by the Burgefles at large. The Chamberlains and Sher 
riffs are chofen annually ; the Coroners fometimes hold their office for feyeral years. 

The Mayor of Nottingham is nominated the 14th of Auguft, out of the body of Al- 
dermen, and takes place the 29th of the fucceeding month, on which day the Sheriffs^ 
and Chamberlains are chofen. Of courfe, fome good eating and drinking follow: (he 
dinner is a cold collation^ with plenty of good wine, &c. Deering fpeaking of this en- 
tertainment, in his time, fays, *' that the Mayor and. Sheriffs welcomed their gueft. with 
bread and cbeefe^ fruit in feafon, and pipes and tobacco.^ I apprehend that 'there are very 
few corporation feafts now, where bread and cheefe are taken as the principal fare, 

Deering has this paragraph refpefting the ceremony on the 29th of September : — 

** Divine-Service ended, at St. Mary's Church, the whole Body goes into the Veftry, 
where the old Mayor feats himlelf in an Elbow-Chair, at a Table covered with black 
Cloth, the Mace being laid in the middle of it, covered with Rofemary and Sprigs of 
Bay, (which they term burying the Mace) then the Mayor prefents the Perfoh before 
nominated xo the Body, and after it has gone through the Votes of all the Cloathing, the 
late Mayor takes up the Mace, kiffes it, and delivers it into the Hand of the New Mayor, 
with a fuitable Compliment, who propofes two Perfons for Sheriffs, and two for the 
Office of Chamberlains, thefe alfo having gone through the Votes, the Mayor and thq 
reft go into the Chancel, where the fenior Coroner adminifters the Oath to the New 
M^yor« in the prefence of the Old one, next the Town-Clerk gives to the Sheriffs and 
Chaml^rlains, the Oath of their Office, The Ceremony being thus ended, they march 
io Order as before, to the New Hall, attended by fuch Gentlemen andTradefmen, as have 
been invited by the New Mayor and Sheriffs ! In their way at the Week day-Crofs, over^ 
againft the ancient Guild- Hall, the Town-Clerk proclaims the Mayor and the Sheriffs, 
Vid the next cnfuing Market*Day, they are again proclaimed, in the Face of the wholo 
Market, at the Malt-Crofs.'* 
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The fubftancc of the charter of Henry the fixth, by which the corporation at this day 
regulate their affairs, or aft under, is given thus by Dcering :— 

^^ He incorporates the faid Town by a new name : To wit. Mayor and BurgefTes of 
ihc Town of Nottingham, on the date, to wit, zSrh of June 1449. 

The Town from the 15th of September 1449, ^'^' ^'^^ *^^^ of Henry VI. to be fepa- 
rated for ever from the body of the County of Nottingham, except the Caftle and the 
King's Hall) wherein is the County Gaol : And to be for ever called the County of the 
Town of Nottingham. 

And inftead of two Bailiffs, to chufe two Sheriffs, who (hail continue from the 15th of . 
September till Michaelmas-Day next, and till two new Sheriffs ihall be chofen for the 
then next year. 

The Mayor and Burgefles on Michaelmas-Day yearly, (hall chufe two Sheriffs, as 
they were wont to do Bailiff's, who fhall take their Oath of Office before the Mayor, 
who (hall the Sheriffs nannes return, under their Seal, within twelve days after the 
Eleftion. 

The Mayor (hall be the King's Efcheator, in the faid Town, and no other. 

And that the Mayor and Sherifi^s, and their Succeffors, (hall have for ever in the faid 
Town, the power, jurifdiftion and authority, that other Efcheators and Sheriffs have, 
clfewhere, in the kingdom of England. 

And that all Writ, &c. which before had been wont to be executed by the Sheriffs of 
Nottingham, or Bailiffs of the Town, within the fame, (hall after the faid 15th day of 
the month of September aforefaid, be direded to the Sheriffs of the faid Town. 

The Sheriffs to hold their County Court for the faid Town, on Mooday, from month 
to month. 

That the faid Burgefles and their Succeflbrs, fliall for ever, have a Court there at plea- 
fure, of all contradls, covenants, trefpafles againft the King's Peace, or otherwife, and of 
all other things, caufes, or matters arifing within the faid Town and Precinfts, from day 
to day, in the Guild-Hall of the faid Town, to be holden before the Mayor, or his De- 
puty, and the Sheriffs. 

And that the Mayor for the time being, or his Deputy, and the Sheriffs, (hall after the 
faid 15th day of September, 1+49, the 28th of Henry VI. have power |ind authority, to 
hear and determine in that Court, all manner of pleas, &c. as welHn-the King's prcfencc 
as in the King's abfence. 

The Sheriffs to have the profits of the Court. 

The Mayor and Sheriffs, yearly to account before the Treafurer of the Exchequer, by 
their Attorney. 

Every Efcheator, immediately after his Eledion, to take the Oath of his Office before 
the Coroners. 

Within twelve days after the choice of the Mayor^ the name of the Efcheator is to be 
^certifytd into the Exchequer, under the Mayor's feal. 

The burgeffes to have the chattels of all convifted of Felony, Murder, &c. all Amer- 
ciaments, Pod- Fines, Iffues of Fledges, and Bail, though they hold of the King, and in 
all other Courts whatfoever, and before all Juftices and Minifters of the King, as well 
in his picfencct as in the King's abfcnc€. 

The 
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The Burgefles may from time to time, chufe out of themfelves, fcven Aldermen, one. 
of which may be always chofen to the Mayoralty, and be Mayor of the I'own, and to* 
continue Alderman for life, unlefs at their own Ipecial requeft, or for (ome notable caufe,« 
they be removed by the Mayor and Burgefles, 

The Mayor and Burgefles may have full power, on- the death, departure, or removal 
of an Alderman, to chule from themfelves another Burgefs to be an Alderman^ So^from- 
time to time for ever, ^ . 

The Aldermen for the time being to be JuftTces of the Peace, wkhin the Liberties of 
the Town, and feven, fix, five, four, and three, of which, the Mayor to be one prefent, 
have power to punifh all Felonies, Murders, &c. as fully as other Juftices ot the Peace 
have, or hereafter (hall have. 

The Burgefles to have all fines, &c. fet by the Mayor and Aldiermen or any of them. 

The Burgefles to levy thefe fines by their own feryants, towards defraying the charges 
incumbent on the Town. 

The Burgefles to have the forfeiture of all viftuals. 

The King's Steward, or Marlhal of his Houfliold, not toexercile their Offic* within 
the faicl Town. 

The Aldermen to have licence t» wear gowns, with collars and half fleeves, of one 
form a^d livery,, with furs, facings, and robings, when they aflemble in* manner and 
form, as the Mayor and Aldermen of the City of London are ufed to do. Any ftatute 
againft wearing of doaths notwithftanding. 

The Efcheator and Sheriffs toaccompt by their Attorney before theTrcafurer and 
Barons of the King's Exchequer, and of all fuch things, (not in the Charter a^-fore ex- 
cepted which were before accounted for by the Efcheator and Sheriffs of the County 
c»f Nottingham. 

The Burgefles not to be barred any former rights or priviledg^s, by their acceptance 
©f thefe prefents. 

The King will's, that the Burgefles fliall have and ufc allthe jurifdidions and fran-^ 
chifes, &c. herein exprefled, or in tny former grant, wholly, and without any moleffation,. 
. &G. Notwithftanding there is not exprcfs mention there, of the value of the Chattels,. 
Amerciaments, Iflues, Fines, or other the Prcmifles. 

The Charter of Confirmation granted by the fucceeding Kings and Queens above^ 
mentioned, inclufive of that of King James L neither alter nor add any thing, new."

Nottingham is divided into feven wards viz. Caftle-ward^ Market-wardj Chap$l-ward^ . 
Korth-wardy Bridge-ward^ Middle-ward^ and Moni-all-ward^ over which the Aldermen 
and Mayor refpeftively prefides. 

Among the ancient cuftoms of the corporation are thefe :- — 

On Whitfun- Monday the Mayor of Nottingham and his brethren the Aldermen &c. 
ufed to rjde in their bed liveries to Southwell, and fo in proceffion to the church, (a) 

Here was an ancient watch kept fo late as the reign of Charles the firft, to which every 
inhabitant of note, fent a man on Midfummer-day, many of them accoutred in armour and 
wielding mifive weapons. At the fetting of the fun the mayor's ferjcant adminftered a 
fuitable oath to them. After parading the ftreets, adorned with neat garlands of flowers, 
they feparated into companies and were (lationed till the rifing of the fun, and then were 
-difmifed. This was a kind of annual muftcr-day, or time to (hew the arms and armour 
belongifig to the town, in order. 

It was a cuiiom, inftltuted long fince for the mayor and aldermen of the town, &c, 
and thejr wives to vifit St. Ann's Well, (noticed p. 170,) on Monday in Eafter-week, 
having the town waits playing before them. 

The butchers, formerly, prior to their killing a bull in Nottingham, were compelled to 
bait him in the market place, for which purpofe, Deering fays, ** there ufed to be a ring 
fixed in the ground, and Mrs. Mayorefs was to find a rope, for which (he has the confix 
deradon of one (hilling of every one who takes up his freedom." 

The counties of Nottingham and Derby, the 10th of Elizabeth, had but one fheriiF, 
the a(r]ze was fometimes held at Nottingham, and fometimes at Derby. The gaol for 
both counties was at Nottingham till the 23d of Henry eight. 

TRENT RIVER, 

This bountiful and lovely dream, pafleth within half a mile of the town of Notting- 
ham. Its jiame, according to Camden, is from the Saxon word Treanta^ which time had 
reduced to Trenta the name it bears in old records. It is one of the four greateil: ri vera 
in England. It partly divides the kingdom in two parts, north and fouth. Others 
have laid it received its name from Trentham Abby. Some, from the French word 
$renta^ on account of its producing thirty forts of fiih, which it is reputed to. do*'

Both thirty forts of fSk^ and thirty fundry ftreams/*

have thought St. Nicholas's, the moUier-cburch. 
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Various as may be opinions about its origin, we may fafely advanee that the river i^ 
coeval with the flood, and that its fources-fmall and great are many, (a) 

To enumerate its benefkient and extending influence, we might fwell the work far be- 
yond its intended limits. It may be fuflicient to obferve that this fine river is navigable* 
upwards of loo miles, has a communication with the fea, and, in confequence,^ lerves to^ 
convey the produftions of the country from its bofom for general benefit } and likewifc 
to bring hither fuch things, for common ufe, which are neceflary for the welfare of its 
inhabitants. Some of the imall produAions of the ocean are, at times, found within it. 
Befides the ordinary fifli, common to inferior rivers, falmon and fometimes fturgeon arc 
caught in the trent. Deering, who often fpeaks of his anonymous native of Nottingham, 
who wrote about the year 1 640, and of which he has made confiderable ufe, has intro- 
duced this paflfage from his M. S : — 

*' This river, from the head thereof fome four miles about Stoke, in Staffbrdftiire, to 
the midway between Gainfborough and Newark,runs upon gravel, pebbles and boulders^ 
with which it feems, efpecially with boulders, to be naturally paved. There are in the 
channel of the river divers hurfts or Ihelvcs, which in fummer time lye dry, from whence 
the bordering inhabitants gather great (lore of theie boulders,, as they have occallon, and 
with which the whole town of Nottingham is paved.** 

TRENT BRIDGE, 

In Nottingham called Treftt Bridges^ which fpans the Trent leading into Nottingham^ 
was called, in ancient times, Heathbetbe-brigge^ as has been noticed in the former part o£ 
thefe pages. This bridge is an irregular link of arches, originally formed of rough done,, 
but now it is disfigured with brick and the ordinariefl: materials ; from being repaired ar 
a variety of periods it is fcareely left with one trait of uniformity. The bridge indeed is* 
now grown into difrepute, partly owing to its narrownefs and its confequent infufficicncy,. 
as a paflage, to convey the vaft increale of palfengers, and extended commerce to and 
from Nottingham, with eafe and convenience. It has become, alfo, dangerous,, from the 
fame caufe to carriages and paflTcngers that meet thereon. The time, it is conje(njed, is> 
not far dift:ant, when gentlemen may turn their thoughts from war to local improvements;- 
when peace fhall return fmiling with areflioration of happinefs \ then we may reafonably 
cxpeft a paflfage over the venerable trent, here, an ufeful ornament to this flourilhing,. 
oppulent, and improving town. 

RIVER LEEN. 

This ufeful little fl:ream rifes above Newftead, in the forefl: of Shirewood. In its pafl[^ 
age to Lenton, from whence it takes it name, it waters feveral villages. Its natural courfc 

was 

a " This river rifes in the Morelands near Biddulph, out of Nev^pool and two fprings near Molccop. At this pUce it is an in- 
confiderable ftreani, becomes navigable at Burton-upon-Trent, and after flowing through ihii county (which it almoft equally 
divide ^) that of Dcrhy, Notiingham, and Lincoln, it lofes its name in the llumber, the great receptacle of the northern rivers." 
—The name is Saxon, Tk^nta, Treonta, and formed from the word drib (three) on account of its rifing from three 
heads " PiNNANT.

LEEN BRIDGE. 

In fome inftances has been noticed in the preceding pages. Thorotxsm, page 174^ 
has (hewn us by whom it has been repaired, &c. This pafTage, over the Leen, snco 
Nottingham, was made a few years (ince very commodious, and was an ornament to the 
entrance into the Town ; but the late great flood, in March 1795, which will be memor- 
able for its devaftation on this fide ot Nottingham, has partly deftroyed k. 

Under this head I will juft notice this great calamity fo far as relates to the approach 
to Nottingham. 

In confequence of making a cut from the Erewafli Canal, near Nottingham, to com- 
municate with the Trent, near Trent bridge, the old road from the bridge to Notting- 
ham was in a great meafure cut away for that purpofe. The high new road was there- 
fore made in a ftrait line, it was imagined, at a vafl: expence, rampired and made lofty, 
above the level of floods, as from Trent bridge to Leen bridge, on the left of the old 
road, which was more in a ziz-zag form, than the new road. The new prcyeft confo- 
lidared, if I may be allowed the cxprefljon, a number of little bridges, which you tx?- 
fore pafled over, into one grand, light, fpan of arches over the fwampy, our 
tleepeft wattry currents, which you had to pafs, in entering the town of Nottingham, 
from the London road. All this excellent improvement, in left than a year after its 
tompletion, was by the mighty torrent of waters, which broke forth after the thaw in 
1795, deftroyed, the whole bridges and roads, which builders deemed of fufikient 
tfrength to contend with floods of any magnitude, gave way ; this mighty inundariont 
fwept all -before it. In many places the lofty road was levelled with the meadows below; 
and the foundations of the^ bridges were fhakenfo mightly, that their arches fell, and 
became an heap of ruin ; portions of which appear like a broken rock, lying in all 
^iredbions, fhivered by a tremenduous dalh of the watery elements The damage is 
^ftimated at about 2000I. 

EREWASH CANAL. 

Takes ils courfe by Nottingham, at a little* diftance from the river Leen, This 
^emc, which was projeifted in times highly favourable to works of th(s fort, promife 
fair to be extremely ufeftilto this place. Future times, however, muft determine on this 
point. The line of the canal pafles through that part of the county which abounds ia 
coal and iron-ftone, to the Town of Nottingham, where a branch is made to the Trent, 
as has been obferved under thelaft head, near Leen River, by the fide of the high road tQ 
Trent Bridge. 

This work, like many others of this kind, projcfted in more favourable times, is in am 
*unfiniflied ftate ; (a) It perhaps waits its completion from a return of peace and its com* 
comitant bleflings, plcnteoufnefs. 

R MEADOWS 
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MEADOWS^ 

The fine extenfive meadows which lie on each fide the road from London, are dcIigT)t* 
ful, in the fummer feafon, and as fruitful as beneficent to the health and pleafure of the 
inhabitants of Nottingham. On the right and on the left, thefe meadows are watered 
by the Trenr, on which are almoft always in fight veflels of burden carrying 
merchandize to Tarious parts of this, and ocher«counties of the kingdom. The feat of 
Mr. Mufters on the right as you approach Nottingham^ and apparently at the extremity 
' cf the meadow on this fide, and the romantic village of Sneinton, are pleafing objeds. 
On the left the meadows are as richly adorned with objects at the extremity. The beau* 
riful little church of Wilford, and Sir Jervas Clifton's towery embowered dwelling, 
over the Trent, are delightful fcenes which prefent themfelves in your meadow walks near 
Notdngham. In an oppofite dire6Uoa Wollaton-Hall and Nottingham are a fine con* 
traft. 

WALKS- 

Before we proceed to a defcription of the Town, it may be neceflfary to notice (bme of 
the moft principal Walks frequented by the inhabitants. For exercife and air, in its 
▼icinity, as an inland town, none exceeds it. The meadows, the park, the Trent fide, 
on the banks of the Leen, about Colwick, at Clifton, the Race-ground and other places 
which might be enumerated, are all highly ufeful and, in general, extremly pleafant. In 
>he park, (a) lately, have been built, very fpacious and handfome barracks for horle 
/Qldiers. 

The burgefles' grounds are alfo frequented in the fummer feafon, and are beneficial to 
iibout 300 burgefles of this place -, fome portions of them bring in, to each pqfleifor, jl. 
per ann. which they not only enjoy during life, but the benefit defcends to their widows* 

WATER. 

The Wells, like the Cellars of this place are deep, in general, 36 yards, one well is 43 
tlie whole is through the rock, not at all fubjeA to damps. But a great part of the 
Water which is ufed in Nottingham, is fupplied by water-works, which fupply all the 
jiown but Parliament ftreet and the New -buildings. There is a Company of Proprietors 
Xo the w^ter-w^qrks who have brought this fcheme to ,a profitable UTue* 

BUILDINGS M MANUFACTORT, 

Before we notice any particular building, in this place, it may be obierved, in general 

*that Nottingham exceeds all the neigbouring county towns, with which it is conneded, 

jn the manufaAory, both in the.ftile and magnitude of its buildings. Leicefter and Derby 

fireplaces of great commerce •, but equally inferior to Nottingham both in one and the 

- others^

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^her. The Houfes of Leicelltr in general, are not fo lofty as thoie of Derby, owing 
xhiefly to the great fpace of ground it Oands on, .or rather not being fo connned for room 
in building. The ground on which Leiceller ftands, is equal, I apprehend, to that on 
which Nottingham (lands, which contains, at lead half as many more inhabitants. 

The Hoflery bufinels is the chief employment of the Towns of Leicefter and Not^ 
tingham ; Derby, irt a comparative point of view, employs but fewhands, in this bufi- 
nels *, but it has other commercial advant^^es equally profitable, and beneficent to the 
labourer. 

The Nottingham branch, which is in general the fineft, and confequently of the moft 
valuable goods, has rapidly increafed ot late years. An enterprizing fpirit pervadea 
every branch of the ftocking manufactory, and induftry is a marking feature in the place. 
In 2641, Dcering ink>r<ns us that there were only two framework- knitters in this place i 
in his time fifty ; now fifty times fifty may be computed, there and in its neighbournood. 
The invention of the Stocking- Frame, which has been fo bountiful and productive heret 
is noticed page 47 of this volume. 

it apjpears that formely Lenton Martinmas fair, was of eminence, that It neaily ferved 
aH the ihop keepers of Nottingham with every necelTary of life, fold in Ihops ; now Lon-< 
^n, as it does other places, ferves this town chiefly with fuch articles. 

The Woollen ManufaiSlory was carried on here foon after the conquef^r ICing John 
tofc^rJt save a Rcfyal Charter dated March 19, 11^9, wherein all perfons within ten 
miles round Nottingham are forbidden to work dyed cloth but in the borough. .This 
branchofbufinels was the immediate rife to opulence of feveral great families in this 
friace, merchants of Calais, among which may be enumerated the^^i^i^fl^^/V/j Binjflfmfsj^ 
Tatttiijltfs^ PlumptreesandTbwrlatul^s. 

The Normans introducing malt liquor into this kingdom, the Town of Nottingham 
loon became eminent in the Malting line. In this branch it had fcarcely a competitor in 
the Midland Counties, for a fuccefiTion of years. Now its malt liquor is famed far and 
near, but the malting bufineft for other mm'kets is dnconfider^ble. Newark now does 
much in that line of oufinels. 

' The Tanning bufinefs was carried on here formerly, alfo, with great advantage to the 
])laeei ixit 1^ in a comparative point of view, that bufinefs is of little importance. 

This Town- has been a place of confider^le note in thetron branch, on account of the 
^rcat plenty of coal and iron par in its neighbourhood, now that bufinefs is of no confi- 
iderable confequence. 

CHAPEL-BAR. 

The (ketch of Chapel-bar, page 14^ is taken from an ordinary engraving inDeeringfs 
-book, drawn by T. Sandby. By the reprefemation, there was nothing in the building 
to attraA notk« : It was neither dignified by defign nor bold in features of antiquity : 
The celebrity of the name <^i Sandby, has had more attraftion, in giving this (ketch, than 
any thing itlelr could fet forth. 

Although the Gate be removed the fite retains its name at this day. On fhis fubjeft 
J will ufe Deering^s words who lived while it was fhmding: —

•« Chappcl-Bar was the only ancient gate which had cfcaped the injuries of Hme, and 
was preferved entire •£{!! the year 1743, when it was pulled down ; under it or* each fide 
'was an arched Room of a Pentagonal Figure, of which thac which had a door opening 
ounder the middle of the gate was a Guard- Room, the other, the door which facedthe 
E«ft, was a chappel for the convcnicncy of the guard, this had given the Gate the n^me 
of Chappel Bar ; it was long fince turned into a Brewhoufe, late in the tenure of Mr.' 
Thomas Hawkfley, once ah Akfcrman, and for fome time Mayor of Nottingham, to 
whofe own houfe it was contiguous. In fomuch that where fcveral Altars ftood, Ma(h- 
iTubs and other utenfils fill up the room, which has given occafion to the following linesr 

Here Priefts of old turned Wafers into God, 
And gave poor Laymen Bread, for Fiefiiaild Blood, 
But now a Liquid My(Pry*s here fet ap. 
Where Priefls and Laymen both. Partake the Cup. 
< 
Onthe top of this gate at the eaft end, exaflly in the middle, did grow one oftbe.grcat* 
cr fort of Mj^les> vulgarly called a Sycamore Tree, part of the branches of which covered 
an arbour where fix people might conveniently regale themfelvei.. The north half of 
this top was very neatly difpofed into beds of various Bgures and turned imo. a pkMant 
garden, where befides many different kinds of flowers^ a beautiful variety of IXilij^.iuii 
formerly, from high, challenged all the gardens in Nottingham. Had the other hjftUf 
which was indifferent hands and did lie uncultivated, been mans^ed in like manners 
both would have made a garden of a confiderabie extent, aad given a pretty lively tdot 
of the Babylonian hanging Gardens." 

HOLLQW STONE, . . 

Deering fays, ^' A narrow pafTage cut put of the rock, the fouth entrance into the 
town, was fccured by a ftrong Port-cullice, of which not long ago there were plain n!iarkf 
to befeen j within this gate on the left and going up to the town, juft turnif^ thedbow 
of the Hollow Stone, there was a cavity cut into the rock, aWe to hold about twenty mem 
with a fire place in it and benches fisced, befides a flair-cafe cut out of the fame i-ock ; this 
bad been a Guard-houfe, and the flair-cafe leading to the top of the rock, vcas lor fenti*- 
nels to fpy the Enemy at a diflance ; this was ho doubt of good fervjce to the Farhament 
party during the Civil War, if it was contrived by them. A little farther up the Hollow 
ftone, againfl and upon the rock there flood an houfe the property of his Grace the Duke 
of Kingfton, who upon application made to him, gave leaVe to the <;brp6tdM>ti to 
pull it down, being generoufly willing to forward their defign of making the Hollow^ 
ilone a more gradual defcent and enlarging the fouth entrance into the Town,;fo thattw# 
or more carriages may conveniently pafs each oi:her, to which purpofe men were let tO 
work on Tuefday the 17th of December 1740, and this ufcful and pleafanc way into the 
Town was completed in a few weeks. On the top of the rocks, on the left fide of the 
jpafTage into Nottingham Town, the workmen n^et with a portion of the Town-wall, 
^ Hones of which were fo well cemented, that the mortar exceeded them in hardnefs." 

- " BRIDLE 
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BRIDLESMITH-GATE, 

Ovcr-againft Biidlefmith-gate, T)ecring fays, " Stood an ancient Poftern, 'till with* 
in thcfe ten years, on the eaft fide of which, where now the BuU's-head is, was a Gate* 
iioufe, where a guard was kept, as is to this day plainly to be feen; on the weft fide (tood 
an houfe formerly called Vout-Hall, the Manfion^Houfe of the family of the Plumptres. 
Vout-HaU had its name from very large Vaults which were un^cr it, where in the time 
4}f the Staple of Calais, great quantities of Wool ufcrfl to be lodged. In one of thefe 
Vaults, in the reign of King Charles the II. the Dcfcnters privately met for the exerciife 
of their Religion, as they did after the A6t of Toleration publicly, in a Houfe at the 
supper end of Pilchergate, which is fince pulled down and a new one built in its room^ 
the Property and prcfent Manfion-Houfe of John Sherwin, Efq. This place, on account 
of Whitlock's and Reinold's (difplaced Minifter of St. Mary's J officiating in it, obtained 
•the hy-narac of Little St- Mary's." 

THURLAND-HALL, 

Or Clare-Hall, ftands joppofite to the Black-a-moor's-head (tables; it is an ancient build- 
ing of ftone, eredted by Francis Pierepoint, third fon of Robert Eatl of Kingfton, who 
died in 1657. The rooms are fpacious but gloomy, the walls are caftle-iikc; thick. — 
Here, on particular public occafions, the noble and gentlemen of the county dine in the 
great room. 

Mrs. NEWPEGATE's HOUSE. 

In Caftle-gate, Deering mendons as being the abode of Marlhall Tallard, taken by the 
Duke of Marlborough. 

Marffial Tallard who was fometime aprifoner at Nottingham, was taken by the Duke 
of Marlborough at the battle of Blenheim; during his Captivity here he made very fine 
^gardens. There were alfo taken at the fame time, and fent Frifoneis to Nottingham, 
the Marquis de Montperroux, General o£ Horfe, Cbmpt^de Blanzac, Lieutenant General, 
Marquis de H$utefeuille, General of Dragoons, Marquis de Velfeme, Marquis de Sep- 
peville. Marquis de Silly, Chevalier de Crovffy, Marquis de Valliere, Major Generals, 
Monf. de St. Second, Brigadier, Marquis de Vafley, Colonel of Dragoons, and Compt 
de Home. 

. market-place. 

This is one. of the mod fpacious in England. It is cavironed for the moft part by 
lofry and ornamental buildings. A< the upper end ftands an ordinary crofs, called 
Malt'crofsy iupported by fix plain columns. On the lower end is the 'Ch angi dcferved- 
\y reckoned the firft ol^cdt here. It is a brick building ornamented with ftone, 123 
feet in length, fupported by a range of ftone columns, which form a fpacious parade 
.binder the building. On its top, in the centre, is placed a figure of juftice. On the front 

• R ?irc 
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arc three niches faid to have hceft originally intended to hold the ftatues of George the 
;Firft, and the then Prince and Princefs of Wales. The building coft 2400K Behind 
this building arc the butcher's fliambles. Nottingham Market, whrch is ^letd on Satur- 
.days, is well fupplied with^very neceffary of life. 

Under this head it is proper to obferve that there are three columns erefted, in diffcriertt 
parts of the town, which are denominated croffes. The week-day crofs ftands in an 
opening at the Town-Gaol, and is well fupplied with proviGons, and confequently well 
attended. Another which'ftands at one of the openings into the Market- Place, troiti 
Bridlefmith-gate fcems of no great ufe as aMarket-Crofs. The other is a newly ereded 
column where formerly ftood an old one; called Monday-Crofs. TMs ftands near St. 
Peter's Church, near which is a Sheep Market. On a brafs plate ** This column crefted 
in the mayoralty of John Carruthers, 1 787." It is topped with a. handfome varfe. 

Such is the ftate of the market-place, &c. at the prefent-day, what follows undct thh 
head was the ftate of things here in Deering's time. 

" The weft entrance into Nottingham offers to the Travellers view a Market-Place in 
fpacioufnefs fuperior to moft i inferior to very few (if any) in the kingdom, graced with 
many beautiful buildings, (a) This place has fince the year 171 1, received great ad- 
ditions ; here the grand Saturday Market and all the fairs arc kept. It was formerly 
divided lengthways in two by a wall breaft-high,. which had openings at proper diftances 
to pafs from one fide to the other. On the north fide, i. e. by the Long- Row, was kept 
the .great Market of Corn and Malt, Oatmeal and Salt, and many ftalls and booths 
tented for Milliners, Pedlars, Sale-fhops^ Hardware-men, &g. with Bakers, Turners, 
Brafieft, Tinmen, Chandlers, Collar-makers, Gardeners, &c. On the fouth fide between 
the wall and a large hanging l)ank was the Horfe- Market, not paved, called the Sands ^ 
on the eaft end of the juft mentioned bank all forts of fawn timber, as boards, planks, 
-quarters, parinels, and all kinds of ftufffor Carpenters, Joyners, and Coopers, was fold, 
which has given an handfome row of Houfes built along this bank, the name oi timber" 
Hill. On the remaining part of this bank, wefe every Saturday placed Iheep- folds for 
-the ufe of the Country People, who bring (heep to feH. Weft of the Horfe-Market un- 
der /ry^r-^RtTw and yi/fg-^Z-jR^w was kept the Bcaft- Market, this extended as far as the 
.'Market wall reached i.e. to the end of Bearward lane and at the Ikirt of this 'between 
Frier-Row and the Sheepfo4ds, was the Swine-Market. At the eaft end of the Market 
i^lace between the Long-Row and Cuck-ftool-Row are two large fhambles called the old 
*imd new Shambles. In the old are 34 feveral Butcher's Stalls, over them is a room of a 
c6nfiderable length and breadth floored over with a ftrong plaifter floor, at the' weft en'd 
of which was an open, breaft high, whence the whole Market might be viewed, here tor- 
tnerly the Fairs, &c. ufed to be proclaimed. In the fouth weft corner of them was a 
fquare r6om wsfinfcotted and feared about, where the Mayor, Sheriffs and other Officers 
ufed to-meet in orjder to walk the Saturday Market, (a cuftom now lett off) in this room 
alfo ufed to fir the Steward or his Deputy all<lay long, on the Market-Day, to enter 
Audions, take Bail,N&c. all which he wow does at his -own houfe. In the remainder of

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this large place on both fides were fiiops of divers tradefmcn with aiarge paflfage betweei># 
At the weft end of the fouth fide of this room ufed to Hand fome Haberdalhcrs of Hats, 
*ver againft them on the north fide ftood Country Grocers and Mercers, as the people 
^fed to call them, coming from Mansfield, Loughborough, Mount-Sorrej, &c. whence 
this room was called the Spioe-Chamrbw^, a name it bears to this day, all the reft of the 
(hops on both fides were occupied "by Leathcrfcllers, and Glovers, thefe 'till the year 
J 747, took up almoft the whole place, (a) 

On the north and outfidc of thefe ftiambles ufed to ftand Fi(h mongers and Fiftiermeft*- 

The New-fliambles which contain 26 ftatls for butchers, adjoin to the «ld ones; on 
the fouth fide over thefe is likewife a long room where in time paft the Tanners after 
they had done buying raw hides ufed to ftand the remainder of the day to fell lea- 
ther. South of the New Shambles are two rows xif buildings with a paved paflage be* 
iween, called the Shoemaker Booths^ where cm a Saturday the men of that trade keep mar- 
ket, but all the week befide they are fliut up. South of thefe over againft Peck-Lane^ 
ufed to ftand i\\ the Rope-makers, On the weft end of Shoemaker- Booths^ did ftand 
fuch as lyd Northern Cloths, Hamlhire and Burton-Kerfeys, and near .them was to be 
had ftore of Houfewives Cloth both linen and woollen. 

In this great Market-place ufed to be two CroflTes, the firft on the weft end of the 
Long- Row near Sheep-Lane feated about ten fteps high with a pillar in the middle, 
called the Malt-Crols, becaufe near it the Malt ufed to be fold ^ here all Proclamations 
are read as alfo Declarations of War in the face of a full market. The fea)nd ftood oa 
the eaft end of the Market-place, oppofite to the firft, near the Shambles called the Butter- 
Crofs, this had large feats about it of four heights and was covered with a large tiled 
Toof fupportcd by fix pillars, here thofe fat who dealt in Butter, Eggs, Bacon, &c. neaf 
\t was the Fruit-Market plentifully provided with all kinds of Fruit in Seafon^ 

Such was the face of the Market-Place till within thefe forty years^ fince which time 

the Market-wall has been removed, as well as the Butter-Crof** and the whole place well 

paved, the Malt-Crofs has likewife been altered, is now biK four fteps high, has a raifed 

•tiled roof (the top of which is adorned and rendered ufeful by fix Sun-dials and a Kan^) 

refts upon fix pillars ; under this roof and about this Crois fit fuch as fell Earthen, ware 

both coarfe and fine. The Sheep-folds are removed to a place not far diftant from this 

Market place, and where the Butcer-Crofs ftood, or racher between that and the (hambles^ 

which looked before very bare, there is fince ereftcd a brick building 123 feet in length, 

'the front of which is fupported by ten ftone pillars in the middleof this front ^m?c fhroe 

niehes of ftone,'defifc2;ned tor placing of the ftatues of King George the Ift, and the Prince 

•and Princefs of Wales in them, but they remain ftHl empty, above thefe is^a dial with 

an hour hand, and on the top of all the building is placed die ftarue of Juftice ; between 

the pillars and fome (hops and the flwmbles is an open walk^ in the .-middle of which a 

»broad ftair-cafe leads upinto the long room v/here the Tanners were wont to fell their 

leather, this has now a boarded floor and two chimneys in it; here the Mayor and She* 

Tiffs give their Michaelmas Fntertainments, &c. On 4:he lelt hand afew fteps higher is the 

'<^ourt were the Aflizes and Seflions were held tor the Town, which formerly ufed to l^ 

'done in the old lown-Hall, and whither, fince the late reparation, (new fronting and 

otherwife- 

a.The Area of it is four Arces and 26 FerciiM,- 
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otherwife beautifying of it) they are again removed. This building is called the New- 
Change ; it coft the Corporation 24001. Notwithftanding all thefe alterations the feveral 
dealers or market people keep to the fame fpots or as near to them as they can, where 
they ufed to vend their different commodities, except, that Timber is not now brought 
to Market, but fold on Wharfs and in Yards, neither do the Rope- makers at this time 
ftand in the Market, and thf>fe who fell Fiih have at prelent their (lands before the New- 
Change, and the Gardeners who are mightily encreafed fince the year 1705, have a row 
of ilalls beyond the Malt-Crofs. 

Befides the Malt-Crofs, there are two others the FJen-Crofs and the Wcekday-Crofs. 
The firft ftands eaft of Timber-Hill, and almoft in the centre between four ftreets which 
here meet ; it is a fair column (landing op an hexangular bads four (leps high, this is 
the Poultry Market as may be gathered from its name; hither on Saturdays the Country 
People bring, all forts of Fowls both t*me and wild, as Geefc, Turkeys, Ducks, Pi- 
geons, &c. alfo Pigs. The Week day-Crofs is likewife a column (landing on ano<Etan* 
gttlar bads larger than the former, with four (leps placed almod in the midft of an opea 
fpace between the High and Middle Pavement; here the Wednelday and Friday Market 
is kept, for Butter, Eggs, Pigeons, and wild Fowl, and all kind of Fruit in Seafon ; be* 
(ides on Fridays here are fold. Sea and River Fifh. Near this Crofs (land other Sham* 
bles placed north and fouth, where all the week except on Saturdays, the Butchers fell all 
kinds of Fle(h-meat. Over and above all thefe Markets, a Monday Market was lately 
endeavoured to be eftablilhed, o?i a piece of wade ground between the weft end of St. 
Peter's Church yard, Wheelergate and Houndgate, which attempt though it did not aof* 
fwer the end^ becaufe the Country People would not take to it, yet has proved an advan- 
tage to the town, for this place, which is in the heart of the town and was a mere (ink be- 
fore, and dangerous to pafs efpecially in the night, is now made good and as well paved 
as any other part of Nottingham. The Crofs, with a roof fupportcd by four pillars is now 
walled in, and proves a^very convenient receptacle for the Town^s Fire Engines, and on 
Saturdays it is the Sheep Market, the Folds, which were formerly placed in the Great 
Market Place being now removed to this, they (land along the weft and north (ides of St. 
Peter!s Church-yard aqdat the eaft eod of Houndgate." 

STREETS, 

In general, are upon a narrow fcale, if we except thatof Caftle-gate and High-pavement 
And it may be remarked that the new ereftions called Bunkers nil], and others in that part 
of the town, are not more convenient ; indeed fome of them are extremely filthy pa(fages: 
fome of the dwellings fcem fcattered by the hand of chance, regardlels of health, decency 
or convenience. I had almoft forgot one ftreet, however that is Ipacious, but of no long 
ftanding, which was till lately, called The Back fide. This pa(rage is now cHltdParliamefU 
Street and obtained its prcfent name from the following circumftance : — 

One Roufe, an inhabitant, a man of fome property; but a little deranged in his mind, 
^offered himfelf as a candidate, at an eleftion to ferve in Parliament, fome few years (ince, 
in one of his mad fits. He treated his companions, the lower orders of the cleftors, with 

ale> 
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jile,.purl» and fometln'ies rhubarb,, which he ftronglv recommended to ;yil, as an cxcdj-'r^t 
thing for the conltitution. He not liking the name of the place he lived in. The Beck- 
Jide^ and always chinking of the dignity he coveted, was at the expence of placing buar<.l3 
at feme of the conlpicuous corners of the paflagc's, orx \U>ich was -wriiten Parliament- 
Street^ whence he was to pafs to his feat in Weftminfter-HalL Some of.thefe boards a«;e 
ftill rcmainiiig; the man is funk imo the grave>.but the flreet has efFedtually got a name, 
perhaps for ages. 

Here I cannot omit the following quotation, " Tlie origin of the naines of feveral 
Places fays Deering, is as various as that of the Sir-names of Men. Sonie are derived 
from their fituation, as the High, Low, and Middle- pavements, the Back-fide, Back- 
lane, &c^. Some from their fliape and magnitude, as the Long-row, Broad-lane, Shore- 
Hill, Narrow-marfli, &c. Some from the neighbourhood of fome Church, Chapel, Kc- 
Hgious Houfe, or the Caftle : as St. Marjr*s-gate, St. Ptter*s-gate, St. James's -lianc, 
Callle gate,. &c. Seme from fome noted perfon living there, or having a property ia- 
that place: as, Marfden's* Court, Stephen's Court, Chappel's Court, Barkergate, 
Bellcrgate. Some from the former condition of the ground: as^ Rotten-row, or troni- 
what in times pad ftood there, as CuckftooUrow. Some from particular people inhabit- 
ing the place as Jew-lane, (a) or fihom fome animals formerly kept there: as Hound- 
Gate and Spaniel-Row, where doubtlcfs in the time when our Kings ufed to refide in 
the Caftle of Nottingham, the Hounds and Spaniels of the King, ufed to be kept, and as 
at this prefent time Lions'atc kept at the Tower, fo formerly in the room of thefe. Bears 
uicd to be kep.t, as appears by the title of the Officer who tdces care of them, (which to 
this day) is not the King's Lion- Keeper but the King's Bear-Keeper, and thence Bear- 
ward-Lane mJVy have obtained its name. Some from the frequent palfage of cattle and 
other live provilions : as Sheep Lane, Cow Lane, Goofe Gate, &c. And fome from 
the particu ar trades that ufed to dwell in them : as Sadler Gate, Fletcher Gate, Smithy 
Row, Bridiefmith Gate, and Gridiefmith Gate, of which two lalt my Anonymous Au- 
thor exprefles himfelf to this purpofe : *' Of the Streets in Nottingham I find two very 
near in found, differing only in one letter, viz. B and G, but very wide in their deriva- 
tion, for the firft was fo called by reafon of the great number of Siniths dwelling there,, 
who made Bitts, Snaffles and other articles for Bridles, of which trade there are fome ftill 
inhabiting this ftreet though the major part of them is now worn out by Smiths of a* 
rougher ftamp, fuch as make Plough Irons, Coulters, Shares, Stroake and NayleSj Har- 
row Teeth and the like, of which trade there arc at this day fuch? ftore in this ftreet, and 
other parts of this town^ as ferve to furnifli not only the County of Nottingham, but di- 
vers other bordering Shires, as Leurefter, Rutland and Lincoln. The reafon of which 
numberlfuppofcis, the great plcntyof coals gocand the great plenty of iron made in 
thefe parts/'

m By an ExemplifiGatton of the King's ancient Poffclfions in Nottingham o« of the Pipe Office it appears that there weretcvcrsl 
Hotifes ofjews, a9 alfo a Synagogue in Nottingham^ until in the XXth of Edvard the Ift> the King granted the fanae to Hugh 
Pureil, of Thurmenton, and to his heirs for ever, payiftg anauall/ to his Majeilyjoa Michaelnus Day,by the hands of ihe BaUif^.

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of the common people about the confines of Derby and Staiford(hire, who call a Girdle a 
Gridle, and in this ftreet fuch lived, who made Buckles, Hooks, and other matters for 
Girdles. 

Nottingham has in general one benefit hardly to be matched by any other of the King- 
dom, to wit : That the inhabitants are not only well provided with good Barley to turf^ 
into Malt and Ale (for which this Town is famed 9II ov^r England) but th^t tjhey have 
alfo the beft, cooleft and deepeft rock cellars^ to ftow their liquor in, many bemg 20, 24 
to 36 fteps deep, nay in fome places there are cellars wltliin celiacs, deeper and deeper in 
the rock; but of all the rock, cellars thofe which 4iis Honour Willoughby not many 
years ago caufed to l>e hewed out, deferve the principal notice for f(;veral reafons, and it 
i^ a queftion whether there be ar^ rock cellars to be. compared with them in the king- 
dom. From the p^yed yaird even with the. brewhoufe, which is about 1 2 feet below the 
level oftbe.grouhd floor, .th^fc cellars ^e i6,feet perpendicular in depth, thepaflage 
leading down to them opens to the north, is arched and has 32 eafyileps covered with 
bricks, and receives light enough tp m^ke the defcent pleafajnt ; a't the bottom you meet 
with three doors, that which faces you leads to the greatell cellar, the other two on each 
fide ^iy<5 entrance into two lefler cellars; all three defcribc cxadtly circles having hemif* 
phencal roofs, the centre of each is fupported by a proportionable round pillar of rocl^ 
the lefler have bins all around them, and what is particularly remarkable is, that in fp 
large an extent of rock.requifite for three fuch cohCdcral)lc excavations there does not ap- 
pear the Icaft, crack or' flaw. 

Thcflialloweft cellars are made ufe; of, by tradefmen/or ftore places to Jceq> certain 
goods in ; others had large and level floors in them with citterns and kilns to deep barley 
aod.<3ry malt in, of thcle fjiere were very many cven.fo lately as the latter part of the 
reign of King Charles the 1ft, and in fome of thefe fubtcrr^eous Malt Rooms, the;y 
ufed to make M?lt as kiodly in the heat, of the fiimmer, as above ground in the bcft time 
.of the winter, and.tboughth^fc Malt Kjlns were much lefs than the Malt Offices at pre- 
ifent, which are almoft ill above ground., yet the number of the others and the working 
of them all the year round, made the yearly quantity very conCdern„blc, c]k this Town 
xould nev?r have fupplied with Malt, Lancafiiire, Qhelhire, Shropflnre, Staffordlhire and 
the Peak of^Derbyfcire, which ufed to4)e done by carriers and hukllers, then commonly 
called badgers, qf whom thofe of Chelhire ufed to ms^c a^dquble return, by bringiiig 
.Salt from' the Withes, and carrying back Malt. 

The Town of Nottingham is about two Statute miles, and the County of the Town 
(breads its jurildi^ion upwards often miles in circumference, the boundaries of which 
they carefully prcfe^e by chufing every half year a <:ertain number of perfons of the 
,town, headeoby one.of trie Coronejs, which are called the MidcUeton*Jury ; this name I 
take to be a contrafljon of Middle-Town-Jury, not only becaufe vhey are fummoned from 
aniongft the Town's people, in the Town, but becaufe they not only take care oif the ex- 
treme lx>undaries, but they likewife walk through the middle and every part of the 
Town, taking notice of, and prefenting all incroa<;hments and nuifaoccs. 

Speaking of Nuifances calls to my mind what I Ihould have mentioned before wh^a 

Jwas fpeaking of Building in general, viz. my finding fgme time ago in fhe Statute

The ena^Hng part provides ^that if the Owners of the vacant and decayed Hou^ 

.and Grounds do jot re edify the fame, within three years after Proclamation for that pur« 

.pofe by the chief Magiftrjites of the T4>wns9 thofe vM:arit and decayed Ground^ j^ 

\HoufeS) (hall tall to the Lords of the Manors, and if i« three years more thofe Lords dp 

not re-edify, then they (hall, go to the Bodies Corporate of thofe Towns refocftiyelyt and 

Jf ebey do not re-edify in three years more, the faid Grounds and Houfes thall rcvprt to 

their firft Owners. And there is then a faving to all perfons under age« under Coverture, 

in Prifon or beyond ibe Sea, provided they re-edify within three y^rs after the DifabUity 

is removed. 

Before I conclude this Se6ion continues Peering, Icannot^fofbear taking nptjfe of my 
. anonymous Author's blameable partiality for his native place^ .with regard to its beautv 
and deanlinefs. He is extremely angry with the Author of a Leonine Piij^cb whicn

If he think the lines to be verv old, fhe^ could not at all aiSedl tbecondidon of Not- 
rtingham in hfs time^ But (ince they have lo highly provoked his indignation, let us fee 
<:^vfaether the injuftice done the town by them be fo great as iie fain would make it. 
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In 1 64 1 the traveller cfpccially in wmter, found the Trent lanes verj dirty and aftef 
lie had paflcd the ZL^w bridge, the very foot of the town called the Bridge End, deep and 
miry. At his firft entrance into the narrow paffagc which ufcd to lead between two high 
precipices to the upper part of the town, he was from a parcel of little rock hbufes (if the 
wind was northerly) faluted with avoUcyof fuffocating fmoke, caufcd by the burning 
of gorfc and Tanner's knobs*. Every body knows the tragrancy and cleanlihefs of Tan- 
ners, Fellmongers and Curriers, many of which were then difpcrfcd all over the town ; 
the greateft thoroughfare in the town, Bridlefmith-Gate was then lined on both fides 
with the rougheft kind of Black- fmiths; the Market Place though fpacioua, yet was 
paved but on one fide, and on the other called the Sands it was very'miry. That place 
nearSt.Peter'sChurch where the Monday Market was after projefted, was not pavea,and 
part <5f it was fo boggy that there wa^ a bridge of planks laid a-crofs it with^a angle rail> 
till of late years, over which people did pafs not without danger in the night time -, all 
St. Peter's Church-yard fide was low and dirty ,^ and from the rock of the Church-yard 
through Zj^^-G<2/f to the Leen, was one continued fwamp and the ground was not 
raifed and paved till the year »♦*«**, (a) when Mr. William^ Thorp and Mr. Lilly were 
Chamberhins. All this is evident by what people^ remember to have obferved within 
thefe 40 years, when the reader may judge whether the author of tfec Diftich has done 
any more than delivered the naked truth. To me it is plain that the improvement of 
the Town, by mending roads and raifing and paving ftreets, as well as beautifying it 
with fightly buildings, was a talk left to later generations, who have indeed now done it 
effedlually, and no ftrangep who has^ taken the pains attentively to confider the fituatioo 
and prefem buildings, the ftate of trade and manufafture, the plenty of provifions brought 
to the Market, theexcellent malt liquor brewed at Nottingham, but will gladly fubfaibe* 
to what is faid of theih in the following Lines :" —

TOWN-HALL, TOWN GAOL, and COUNTY HALL. 

Th« annexed view of the Town-hall and Prifon,in 1741, was taken by Paul Sanbyv* 
and flood upon the fite of the prefent, reprefented below. Here the bufinefs of aflize* 
and feflions, is tranfafted. The entrance by fteps with iron railing, is to the Town-hall, 
diat in front, under the columns, is that of the prifon. 

The County- hall ftands higher up thcftrcet, on the fame fide, near St. Maiy's church. 

The' 

•a See Iad«x-*Thcre wa5 none printed t^ Deerin^'s book; which 19 mufi to its diCcrediu 
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The front is a plam building of ftone^ heavy and prifon like. It was built i a n^Tp, on 
^he fite of an did wretched^ building, called Shire-Hall. Behind this building is the 
bounty Prifon. Fram fome of the apartments of this place, you have fine bird's-eye 
views of fome parts of the.town down the defcending rock. Jn many inftances you fee 
thetopsof chimnie&ofone houfe on a level with the entrance into another, wlixch to 
ftrangeps, who inhabit, or live in towns rfcatedon a. plain, is attraiSking. In one place or 
twoit isalmoft perpendicular, J was (hewn one of thcfe precipices,! judge 70 feet deep, 
where a man junipea<from his prifon to the bottom to gain his liberty. 

Deeringfays, *VAt theupperend of theHigh-pavement, al mod over againft Mary-gate, 
is the King's HaU,.or theCounty or Shire HaU. This though within the Town is not 
• within the County of the Town of Nottingham, being excepted by the Charter of Henry 
VI..and allthe fubfequent Charters. In this Hall ihe Affizes and Scfllon* for the County 
at large, as alfo the County Court are held, &c. here likewife by the :fuffrages of the 
Freeholders .the Knights ^f the Shire are chofen wlio are to fervc the County in Parlia- 
ment, and the Coroners -of the Shire, as well as the Verderers for the J'oreft of Sbirewood. 
This Hal'l was built of flcKie, 2 7 Act and a half in front, and 54 feet deqp, the courts fteod 
facing one another, the Judge^of the Common Pleas lookii>g towards ^the (buth, and the 
Judge of the King's Bench towards the north, (aj John Boun, Serjeant at- Law, did 
fcme years before the Civil- War, give an.houfe having the^Common HaU of the County 
on the eaft, .and another boufe, now (b) Sir Thomas Hutchinfon's, on the weft nde,;to 
be Ufed^y the Country People for the more convenient Tryals of b^ifiprius^ it was built 
with arches open to the ftreet as it remains to this day. 

I found a large pannelled table which formerly was hung up in the Hall, but fince the 
repairing of the courts has been taken dowa,xut in two, and made ufe of to repair the 
weft end of theJNili prius Bar j upon this table were painted 23 coats of arms, with the 
bearcES names under each, with this infcription : 

Thele wbofe names and arms are here fet down, being then in the Gommiflion of the 
Peace for this County, were Contributors to the building of this Hall. A. D. 161S. 

Some of thefe arms and.names are. rubbed out and .thole I Mve been able to make out 
are the following:

.By this table it appears jthat this houfe was^iv^n to the County upwards of 24 years 
before thofe inteftine troubles, (c) 

,Both Courts are at this time kept in the old Hall, and though of late repaired and al- 
tered, fo that^be Juc^e ofjthe Crown faces the wf.ftand the Judge of the Common Pleas 
the foucht yet are they ftill very inconvenient The old as weH as the additional arched

the peculiar of Kinalton, the Vicar of which is collated by the Arch- bifliop of York,, 
and has ccclcliaftical jurifdiAion, belonging to it, of which- the Vicar is commiffary. 
Nottingham, in ecclefiaftical matters, is under the fee ot York ; it had once a fufFragan - 
Bilhop. Tiie laft was Richard Barns, who officiated in the reign of Elizabeth. 

MEDALS and COINS.' 

We areferonred with t(ie following detail of feveral which havfr been found in th/S' 
county, from Mr. Merrey's colleftion of Nottingham, and a'bricf account of our" 
Englifh Coinage, by the fame gentlcmaay Author of the Remarks upon the Coinage cf . 
England^ larely printed by S. Tupman, Nottingham, and which have been commended by • 
all the Reviewers. 

' No. I. -^ About the year 1771, a number of Roman (ilver Medals* were turned up by 
the plough, in a field near Hickling, in this County : Among which was a fair 
one with the head of the Emperor, and no other title than Divi F. Auguftus. On 
iJie reverfe, the image of Apollo in robes, with his Harp, an emblem of Peace 5 on the 
cxurge A. C. T. which Ihews it to be flruck upon the viftory obtained over Pompey 
at ASliumy whereby tranquillity was .promoted throughout the empire, and made way . 
for the birth of the Pfince-cf-Peace^ who was born about thirty years after. . 

There were many other Roman Emperors, as Tiberius, J^Jero, Galba, Vitellius, Vef- • 
pafian, Titus Vefpaiian, Domitian, Trajan, Hadrian, &c. and by far the molt of the 
two laft named, but as we only propofe to copy a fe\^, we ftep over others to- give No. 2, 
of Domitian, the twelfth Emperor-, where we (hall find how titles had multiplied.— 
Imp: Caes: Domil: jiug: Germ: PM: TR: PVIL On the reverfe, the image of 
Minerva, (whole fon he prefumed to call himfelf) in a walking pofture, a Lance in 
her hand lifted up as ready to ftrike, and her Shield on her left arm ; around Imp. XIIII. - 
Cos. XIII. Cens. P. P. P. Which abbreviations, on both fides, may be enlarged thus: 
Jmperatory Caefar^ DomUianus^ Jlugujlus^ Germanicur^ Pontifex maximus^ Tribunitia poteftate 
thcfeventh time, Imperalor the fourteenth time, Con/ul the thirteenth time. Perpetual Cen^ 
ffr^ and Pater pairice orEather of his country. This Medal was ftruck near ninety 
years after the brrth of Chrift, and one hundred and twenty after the former medal of 
Auguftus. . 

The-Romans frequently ftruck medals of thcEmpreflfes ;.in thofe found zt Hicklingj 
there were ten of the elder Fauflina, and two of her daughter, who -was wife to the 
l^mptror JntoninuJ the Philofopher. 

No. 3, is a copy of one of the latter j around the head Fduftina Augufia. R-everfe, the 
Emprcfs in robes, the wand, an emblem of dignity and power, in one hand, and holding . 
out the other as prefenting a child to the Empire. Motto, Fecunditas^ which feems ta 
imply a wilh that the Emprefs might have more children. As ihe was married Anna * 
135, the' medal was probably ftruck the year after. She died Anno 1 77, 

The- 
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The Romans began to coin filver 290 years before Chrtft, and foon fixed upon a fize 
-and weight to which they nearly adhered five or fix centuries. They were not fo broad 
as our fecpenceljut thicker, fo as to weigh near eightpence of«our prefent money ; they 
were two of thefe pieces the good Samaritan left with the hoft, though it is tranflated a 
penny in the NewTeftament. The imprefifions exhibit great art andtafte, a itriking 
likencls of the perfon intended, and with ftrong relief until the tetter end of dicir power, 
when the arts declined. 

Their current Copper and Brafs Medals were of various fizes, great numbers are 
found asflarge as our crown^piece, but in the lower Empire -money became fcarce, and 
no large ones are found, nay fome are fo fmall as not to weigh the third part of our 
farthing. In 1776, there were found at ^ppcrfton, teA miles from Nottingham, about 
a thouiand Roman copper coins, nearly ofafize and wejght with our farthing, ot ten 
different Emperors ; but as they are very common we fhall orily give one. 

No. 4, has the head ofa man of years, with radiated Crown, theXegend In^. AcUanus^ 
P. P. Revecie, the image of Viftory, Motto, ViSloria Aug. This Emperor in 267, 
ufurped that title and enjoyed it only a month at Mentz, in Germany, when he was fub* 
dued by i^ofthumus who had ufurped in Britain. The medal is fo rare that a late Effay 
^n Medal^y fays, there have been none fbiind^ and indeed this was the only one of the tort 
in the thoufand. 

We will now turn to the Britilh.C-oinage, and.grve a ^ample^of different ages. 

No. 5, is a very ancient coin, fuppolcd tobe too valuable,ibr.when made, for com- 
mon ulc \ ,it,is a mixture of^oW and filver, and weighs four penny -weights. 

In Gibfon*s Edition of Camden, page 697, we, have a copy of it, .and in page 648, he 
fays, *' From this and others it is manifcft the Britains had gold. and filver coins of 
their own, before the Roman conqueft." X)nc fidcof it is a Jittlc,convex and the other 
concave upon which is a very rude defign of the^dtith Horfe which was always in jgreat 
cAeem. The antiquity of it wi^f<confitmed by one eminently -filled in medals- 
No. 6, is an Anglo Saxon penny.of Aetheldred Rex Anglo. As there were two.of ,the 
name, this is fuppojfcd to be the latter^ vwho began.his reig4i in 979. The reveri^ fays 
Camden, jjage 160, " Seems to be a devout acknowledgment ofhis being fuftaincd by 
the hand ot Almighiy God, who is .Alpha and Om^ga;".the two Greek letttrs at the 
fides of the hand. The letters around Ihew it to have been coined by jTi'i/r/^^///, at 
fcrkjey^ a town leparatcd from this county by the river Trent. 

No. 7, is a penny.of William of Scotland, who reigned from ji66 to 1213, and 
though fo long a reign iiis .coins were very/carce ; this was/ound with thofe at Elton, 
\ti this County, and the only whole. one of the fort, there was half of one found with 
them s for in thofe days they frequently cjut pennies into halves and quarters for the lake 
of change. 

Though this was coined 200 years after Eltheldred's time the execution is much 
,worfe, and (hews how backward the ait of coining was in Scotland. 

'Jo ftiew how the art flood in England, we give in No. 8, a penny of Henry the thir4, 
;«ihp began his reign but three years after the death of William of Scotland j it is one o? 

thpfe 
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thofe found at Ekon, Htnricus Rex, Rcverfc, Waliew om Luh^ for Londom The coiii 
of England at this time coofifted of filver pennies only, there being no piece of money 
larger nor lefs, for fome hundred years before* and the coinage^of gold had been difufed 
from the time of Athelftan, Anno 930, though it was uled in Urge payments in By- 
zants and Ingotts. Our pound fterling was a pouod weight of filver coined into 2 40 
pennies, and the penny was a penny- weight, or nearly the weight of our prcfent three- * 
pence; it would at that time do more than pay a labouring man for hia day's work,. or 
purchafe a peck of corn; and hence the Roman piece of filver might be tranflated a 
penny becaufe it would nearly do the (ame in the time of our Saviour, as we perceive 
vy the parable of the Labourers* ' 

No. 9.— To prevent the neceflity of cutting pennies, there were farthings and halfpence 
coined about the year 1300. No. 9, is a halfpenny ok Edw. R. AngL Dns. Hyb. that is 
King of England and Lord of Ireland ; he was the firlt who took the latter title upon 
the coin ; Rev. Civitas, London. The name of the Minter being left out. The weight 
of this piece is eleven grains, which (hews it was ftruck before the redudion of our 
niver money took place. This, with many more, as well as pennies of the fame King, 
Edward the third, were found in digging a draia about a mile foutiv of Nottingham, iil 
1785. 

No. 10. — Edward the third was the firft of our King^ after the conqueft, who, (la 
134.4) coined gold in a fufHcient quantity to make it current. Several of his Roft Hobks 
and their halves were found amongft the rubbifh carried from a houfe repaired ugoa the 
Long row, Nottingham^ in 174 2 : among them tkere was one more rare than the reft, 
of the Duke of Burgundy and Earl of Flanders, and £> much like the Elnglifh Noble, 
that it will not be neceflary to give a copy of both \ they are the fame in fize, and fine- 
DC A of gold, aibout five penny- weights each, the difference is in t\kt Legend^ and a fmall 
diftindion in the arms which the duke hoMs on his arm as a Ihield ; for ia the place of the 
lions there are bends dexter, while the fluerde-lis are quartered (the duke being related 
to the French king) in the fame manner as our Noble. The Legend, P. H S. J>ie 
Cra: Dux Bwrgt Conust^ Dns: Fland. The initial letters are obicuce, and probaUy 
^one fo on purpofe that they nright the eafier pais for our Englilh Noble ^ it is thought 
the piece was ftruck by PhiUip, who became Duke of Burgundy, 1^9. The fevcric, 
is fimilar to our noble, and the £aaie motto, i. H. C Auiem Tranfiats. Per MeSum Ilhtmm 
Jiai. That is, Jefus palled through the midft of them and went his way. St. Liike, 
Chap. 4, Ver. ^o. If it fhould be alked whv (hould a foreigpi Prince counterfeit the 
gpld coin of Fngland, and yet ute as gpod gold as our own? I anfwer it his mcftly been 
a fault in this country, to value gold at more filver than it was worth, k is the fault of 
the preff nt daiy v but Edward, in hk firft coinage^^attempted to make aconfiderable profit, 
and ordered the vnohle to ^o for more filver than any nadoa in Euiope thought it worths 
hence if they paid us for wool, &c in coined gold, lefs weight would d# than if they had 
jpaid in ingots; and no foreigner would pay in filver becaufe he could procure Flandera 
rofe nobles at ten per cent, cheaper than we valued them at. The people of EngUnd 
were (o ienfible of this, that they cefufed to give change for the King's nobles, though by 
^proclamations and threats he ftl^ove to enforce the circulation % and the partiw^cAt, Uk 
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^roteA the people, pafled a law, that *^ None fliould be compelled to take the new money 
within the fum of twenty Ihillings/* which, at that time, was nearly a pound weight of 
Jilver, and in the purchafe of proviflons, labour, &c. was equal to ten pounds fterling of 
the prefent money. This a6t of parliament has hardly been mentioned by either Hif- 
torians or Antiquaries, and conlequently never accounted for, which it is hoped will 
plead an cxcufe for the writer introducing it here, cfpecially as the fame fault of valuing 
our gold too high (though government gets nothing by it now) is the real caufc of the 
fcarcity of fiiver for fifty years paft. The reader may find this fubjcdt more fuWy ex* 
plained in the Remarks on the Coinage of England^ printed by Mr, Tupman, Nottingham* 

No. I'l .—Is a quarter noble of Edward the third, more rare than the noble. It was 
found in a garden near the new burial-ground in Woolpack-lanc, Nottingham, i79i« 
——The Legend Edwar. D. G. Rex. Angl. 6? Franc. Rcvcrfe, the Rofe like the 

Noble, but the motto, ExaltaHtttr mGIoria: He (hall be rsufcd in glory. rWcight 29 

grains. 

No. 12, — This King, having, by different ftcps, reduced the penny from twenty three 
grains to eighteen ; and filvcr becoming of lefs value compared with every neceffary of 
life, in 1353, introduced the coining of groats (then called GroflTes) of 72 grains, and 
their halves. This No. is a fample of the firft enlargement of our filvcr money. The 
Legend Edward. D. G. Rex. Angl. Era. &? Bns. Hyb. On the revcrfe is added, an ex- 
terior rim, with this motto, P^yia 7)^/w» //^W^r«w meum.: That is, I have made God my 
defender. 

Though the praftice of reducing the weight of our fiiver money was continued by 
feveral lucceeding Kings, fo as to bring the gnoat from 72 grains to 48, in the time of 
Henry the feventh, (and in fuccceding reigns to 32 grains) yet the fame manner of plac- 
ing the head with a full face, and the fame motto and place of mintage on the reverfe^ 
was continued until the year 1504. And it is obfervable, that during the preceding 300 
years, there does not appear to have f>ecn fo much as an attempt to prefer ve any fimili* 
tude (rf the feveral Kings in the imprcflionof the face; for, Mr. Folkes obfcrves, al- 
though Heniiy the fixth became king when only nine months old, and reigned above 
38 years, yet can no difference be obfcrved in his coumernance, by which his firft monies 
and his laft niay be djftinguilhed from each other; and we may further obfcrve, they 
/never placed a date vpon any money till the reign of E4ward the fixth, 1548. Henry 
the third,. in his twenty- feventh year, 1242, began to diftinguifh one king from another, 
of the fame name, by adding HI to his name upon fome pennies, and Terci upon others, 
yet his fuccefforsi the Henries^ Edwards, and Richards, never adopted the improvement 
*till Henry the fcVenth, 1504, 

No. 13. — We therefore as a fampk of the firft confiderable improvement, gave a groat 
with the king*s head, and a likenefs of his face. Legend Henric VII. De Gra Rex. Agl. 
i^ F. Reverfe, the arms of England in a (hield, motto Pofui Deunty &. as before. 

The coinage continued to improve through the reign of Henry the eighth, and larger 
pieces were introduced into common circulation equal to three groats, taking the name 
lof Feftoons. But in his time the fiiver coin was fo debafed as to be more than half brafs^ 
^nd when the ejctrepie ipconvenicncy was ielt, andthe coin reftorcd.to its former parity 
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•by his fon Edward, the Teftoon was ordered to go for no more than half of what is was 
firft coined for, and hence the name of Teftoon or Tefter for a (ixpdhce, and then the. 
piece of three groats took the name of (hilling, which was a weight originally of the 
twentieth part of a pound or twfelve penny-weights. 

No. 14. — To fhew the improvement of our coin about fixty years after the laft:, we 

. give a gold half fovereign of Edward the fixth ; where we find a youthful couatinance. 

and no ornament upon his head, around which, inftead of titles, the motto Scutum Hdei 

Proteget eum. or, the (hield of faith (hall protedt him. On the reverfe, Binvard VL D. G. 

AgL Fra. i^ Htb. Rex. Around a garniflied efcutchion with the arms of England. 

Fcom the time of Edward the third to the end of Elizabeth's reign, the pound fterling 
had been reduced to one third of its original weight, coniequently the ptnny was binder 
eight grains; yet fuch was the attention in thofe times to accommodate the public with 
change, that there were pieces of filver current in her reign of ahalfpenny^ cf three far- 
things, of a penny, of three halfpence, of two-pence, of three-pence, a groat, fix-penc?, 
and up to five (hillings ; for people in thofe days expcded to have real vaJue in their coin» 
and therefore copper was not current. The quantity of fily» coined in her reign was 
four millions and a half fterling, and if we confider the fniallnefs of the coin, we may 
reafonable fuppofe there were more pieces of money ftnick In a year, through her long 
reign than has ever been done at the mint either bctoic or fince ; this was occafioned by 
-a flow of filver from the new worlds, which created fuch a hurry of bufmefs as to check 
the improvements in her coinage, which otherwife we might juftly expeft would iiav« 
taken place. From thefe caufes her coins are fo fimilar and fo very <x>mmon, as are thofe 
of James and Charles the firft, that we pafe them over except, ii» goe inftance,. being 
'local. 

No. 15.— It Frequently happened in the civil-'wars when the demand for money was 
urgent, and artifts not at hand, that very poor dies were made ufe of; or if a town was 
befieged, they coined money with thebcft ftamp they could get made, fo that if a man 
troulc not form the likenefs of a King, he might cut a crown and a few figures, without 
^tles, or motto: ofthis^fort is No. 15. Ononefide O.B.S. for Obfidium or fcige ; 
Newark, 1646 : On the other fide was die figures for the value in pence as VI, IX, XII, 
and XXX. We readily perceive how conveniently thefe pieces mi^t be fhaped out of 
old plate, and be adjufted in weight by the (heers. 

Soon after the reftoration, the mill and fcrew were adopted, which coined our taoney 
4nuch handfomer and would preierve it from chipping, but having been in common cir- 
culation for near 130 years, renders them no objedt of curiofity, unlefs weexcq>t the 
firft of the fort cut by the famous artift named &V»«f, bearing the head of Oliver Cromr 
well. This crown piece, itis faid, has not been equaiiled by any other artift fince. Tbe 
writer of this will cheerfully Jhew it, and many other coins and Roman medals, to any 
jpcrfon defirous of feeing them. 

The plate exhibits the true (ize of the coins, and it is only juftice due to Mr. Wigley, 
»the engraver, to fay they arc copied with taf^e and minute exaftnefs in every particular. 

Since the plate was publifhed, there have been found near Calverton, feven miles from 
^otuqgham^ a broken ^ot which had contained near 200 Roman filver medals o£ fixe 

and 
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And quality of the thiee firft in the plate, but mofUy of Trajan and Hadrian who reigned 
from the year 98 to 138.

About the year 1 789, there were found amongft ibme land, whtckhod been dug near 
the Foreft, on theroorth fide of the town of Nottingham, feveral Penniei of Edward the 
Confeflbr, in high prefervations five varieties of which are given in the annexed plate, 
one of them being of the Nottingham mint, and is noticed by Thoroton, is a. great 
curiofity, and the only one I have fecn.

The former, James Burne, commonly called Shclford Tommy, is a native of that 
places and although a bird of pafl'age, he is moft frequently to be ieen at Nottingham, 
where, by his extraordinary natijral powers he has, in a great meafure, fubfifted for fpmc 
years. He carries in his pocket, an ill-fhaped doll, with a broad face, which he exhibits 
at public-houlcs, on fair days, race days, marlcet days, &c. as giving utterance to his 
own childifti jargon. The gazing croud, who gather round him to fee this wooden 
baby, and hear, as it appears, its fpeeches, are often deceived ; nothing but the move- 
ment of the ventriloquift*s lips, which he endeavours to conceal, can lead to the decep- 
tion. ' I will notice one or two of his exploits in this way. 

• Tommy was one day at the week-day crofs, at Nottingham, and there fo much fur- 
prized a country girl, in a f rolicfome moment, by her hearing, as flie thought, a child 
fpeak to her and feeing none, that her aftonifhment was wrought up to fuch a pitch as to 
bring on a fucccflSon of alarming fits, by which the poor girl.fufFered for fome time. 
This wanton cxercife of his talents got Tommy a lodging, for a little time, in Bridewel, 
by the Ordier of the magiftrates. 
• Another of his jokes, but of a lefs ferious nature, is told thus : Tommy following a 
carrier's waggon, on a certain day, imitated, at times, the crying of a child, fo naturally, 
that the waggoner (lopped his horfes.feveral times, on the road» to examine the waggon, 
conceiving that the cries of the child came from within his carriage-, but on examining the 
ftraw, at the tail of the waggon,he could difcover no child,and confequently proceeded on 
his journey, the wily ventriloquift at his fide. A little before the waggon entered the 
next village upon the road. Tommy repeated the crying of a child fo etfedually and fo 
naturally, as proceeding from within the waggon, that the driver, fearing that he might 
be acceffary to the death of an infant, was determined to unload his waggon at the vil- 
lage, which, by the help of fome people, to whom he had told his ftory, he efFeded ; but 
found therein no child living or dead.

Tommy, at the inftant fhe laid her knife on the fifhes* neck, uttered, in a plaintive 
voice, dont cut my bead off. » The girl, upon this, being much alarmed, and knowing not 
whence the voice proceeded, haftily drew the knife from the little fifh and flood for fome 
time in motionlefs amazement. At kngth, however, recovering herfelf, and not feeing 
the fi(h ftir, had courage to proceed to her bufinefs, and took up the knife a fecond time, 
to fever the head of the fifji from the body. Tommy, at that moment uttered rather 
Iharply, but mourntully, what you will cut my head off\ upon which the frightened female 
xhrtrw down the kniic on the floor and pofitively refufe4 to drefs the fifh.

SNEINTON 
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SNEINTON. 

This Lordftiip, as Dr. Thoroton calls it, is a member of St. Mary's Nottingham ; and 

now may be almoft confidered as making a part of that place, by its vicinity. The 

views, fubjoined, are merely (ketches; but which, perhaps, may convey a better idea of 
this place than a defcription alone. The rock which conftitutes the hamlet, or rather its 
fcitc, is congenial with that of Nottingham, a fof t fandy ftone, which extends ia a line 
nearly parallel with the Trent, feveial miles, as you pafs towards Gedling. 1 he chapel, 
figure I, ftands uppn the fummit or the rock ; figure 2 and 3, are views below, nearly in 
oppofite diredions. Some of the inhabitants, here, dwell as it were, in dens and caves 
of the earth, called the Hermitage. This romantic fcene, if it lay in regions, feldom ex- 
plored would afford a wonderful fcope for fanciful relation. The traveller might fur- 
prize his reader (as doubtlefs fome do by exaggeration and embellifhment, and, in that 
cafe, he would not fail to relate his own aftonifhment at what he faw) he would fhew a 
people inhabiting the very bowels of the earth 5 and he might magnify, or reduce their 
fize, with eafe; to that of a giant or a dwarf. Here is a coffee houfe and other public 
buildings reforted to by the hollowday-making people of Nottingham. 

From the brow of the eminence you have a fine view of the adjacent country. The 
naoft diftant profpeft I faw, hence, is that bold feature, the Leicefterfhire foreft rock, the 
diftance from fome part of it is about twenty miles. Below, the feat of Mr. Mufters, 
Colwick- Hall, feated by the fide of the Trent, is a pleafing objeft. 

The dairy people here are famed for fummer cheefe, commonly called foft-cheefe, 

Sneinton fields was honoured, as a place of rendezvous, Tuefday, July 14, 1 795, for 
the NottiAghamfliire Gentlemen Yeomanry Cavalry, the day they received their ftandards. 
Therefore here let the hiftory of that day be recorded, in memory of that refpeftablc 
corps, who ftept forth in the mod momentuous and awful period of our hiftory, when ' 
the Throne feemed tottering, the moft glorious fabric of a Conftitution mightly affailed, 
and our holy religion attacked by a wild and frantic philofophy, which has occafioned 
the butchery» fome compute, of at leaft 50000 hunian viftims, of all ages, and of each 
lex; configned, by the moft tyrannical tribunals, to perifii in rivers, by the b\|Uet, and 
on the fcaSbld s befides uncalculated numbers by the fword in battle. Thank God, that 
calm reafon here, (and in that unhappy country where the fuQerings of her people, all 
good men pity) has, ieemingly^ refumcd its empire. If we cannot draw a veil over thofe 
direful events, lee us charitable judge, with tempearnce,of thfe intentions of thofe who fof- 
tered principles productive of fo much evil. Liet us attribute, in fome meafure, the C4ufe, 
partly to the abufe of power in former governors, and to a fucceffion of theoretical 
writers, on governments, of the laft and prelent century. By fuch a juft and amiable 
opinion,', the agitated minds of men, of all deicriptions, may find reft after this ter* 
xible tempeft, thus men may live in peace ^d with good will towards eaph odier- 

CEREMONT of ^^fenting the STANDARDS, (a) 

Tueiiday laft, according to public advertifements the refpedfciye troops of Notcingham- 

U (hire 

> Hvp accooat is uken, with ^ut little vanal m^froiii thsit in the Nottingham Joun a). 
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ihire Yeomanry Cavalry (comprifing Nottingham, Newark, Retford, and Mansfield) 
met together at this place to receive their Colours. The day proving exceeding fine, 
it prompted an innumerable concourfe of fpedlators, to view the novelty of the fcene. 

About ten o'clock, the troops took their ground in Sxieinton Field, from whence they 
rode in regular military proceflion to the market-place, and, forming a fquare in front of 
the£xchange-Hall, the windows of which being filled by ladies or the firft rank and 
fafhion,— the fight became truly enchanting — every one feemed plealed— <md, doubtlefs, 
adi^dired the patriotic fpirit of their countrymen. The four troops being drawn . up in 
the front of the Exchange- Hall, in the market-place, and an efcort being detached to 
attend the Standards, they were handed from the windows to Charles Pierrepont, Efq» 
M. P. and Thomas Webbe Edge, Efq. who accompanied by the Rev. Charles Eyre, as 
Chaplain^ advanced to the centre of the regiment, where they were met by Colonel Eyre> 
to wnom Mr. Pierrepont prefented^ the Rfyd Standard^ on the part of Mrs. Lumley 
Savile, v ith the following addrds :.— 
" Gentlenien, 

*^ Next to the honour of being your Repreienrative, I know no greater than being de<> 
puted to prefent you this Standard, which comes from the hands of beauty, a^d is 
configned to thofe of Honour: — If as Engllfhmen, and Nottinghamihire men, the name 
of Savile was dear to us before, it will now be doubly fo.-»>^May your laurels be ever 
entwined with myrtle; and may the conduct of the corps be as irreproachable and mt^ 
ritorious, as tEat of its commander/' 

To which Cdonel Eyre returned an anfwer as follows:—* 
" Sir, 

" In the name of the whole corps I muft requeft you to return our warmeftithanks to 
Mrs. Lumley Savile, for the; particular honour (he hasconferreduponusinprefenting 
us with the Royal Standard: aflure her, that its Glory fbatl never be tarniflied in our 
hands, that, we (hall cheri(h and guard it, as well from aSedlion, as duty ; that, zeak)u3 
in the caufe in which we are engagjcd, and animated by the pacronageof our fair country^ 
women, we truft we (hall ever bear it in the paths of vi^iy — ^antTwe are refolred never 
to part with it but with our lives!" . . 

Mr. Edge then prefented the Provincial Standard, with aa adsbda to the fdlowing 
purport: — ^ * 

** Gentlemen, * 

'< In prefenting you the Provincial Standard, adk>w me to recal to youir memory, that^ 
in the unnatural rebellion in 1745, the only county corps that ferved in quelling it was 
raifed in this province 4 — ^wherc they ferved, is known to every one~how they ferved, is 

recorded in the hiftory of their country : and I truft in its gratitude. The Lady, in 

who(e name I have the honour to prefent you this enfign, is the daughter of a General 
Officer of dift^iguidied reputation, and. the wife of one who. is ferving his countiyat 
this moment wi til the greateft zeal, aftivity, and fuccefs. -- - -. - . - • 
—Ma;f the ¥^thZHy IVARREN prove tbt 7VTv%% HOfVE:^ 

Colonel Eyre then addreflR^d him thus :— ^ 
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« Sir, 

" In the name of the whole corps f muft beg you to affurc Lady Warren, that we feel 
moft fenfibly the honour fhe has done us in prcfenting us with the Provincial. Standard, 
which allows us the enviable privilege of regarding her as our pecuKar patronefs : — aflure ' 
her, that we will not part with it but with our laft drop of our blood ! — and that, as the 
influence of her charms has already borne the palm of viftory over the leas, we feel the 
animating hope, that the fame fuccefs will attend us wherever we march under her pfo- 
pitious patronage.'* 

The chaplain then confccrated the Standards with a futable Prayer (a). 

Colonel Eyre then delivered the Standards to the Cornets of the regiment,' with riiis 
ihort exhortation :— 
" Gentlemen, 

" It IS with the greateft confidence that I truft thcfe. Standards to your hands, as I 
am convinced that you are fenfible ot the facrednefs of the depofit, and that you will 
not deliver them up but with your lives." 

Colonel Eyre then advanced to the regiment^ and in the moft dlftind and animated 
manner, addrtflfed them thus : — 
*« Gentlemen, 

•* In th€ names of Mrs. Lumley Savile, and of Lady Warren, I have^the honour tt> 
prefent yOi) the Standards of the Regiment, which it is your duty to defend with your lives. 
I flatter myfelf that few es^hdrtations will be neceffary to induce you^ to fill this duty : 
wheft ydU confider the caufe in which they are lit up, — the caufe of your King,— of 
your Cpnftitutlon,— of your Religion* — and every thmg that is deaf to Man, or facred 

to God. A neighbouring Nation having torn afunder all the bounds of civil fociety, 

having trodden under foot all laivs human and divine, has dared in (he hour of her in- 
folence, to threaten this country with invafion, and relying for afl^ftance on the traiterous 
promifirs of Ibme difafieAed individuals within this realm, has ^tured to hope^at 
fhe might plant her deftruAive principles in this foiU — But I truft^tbat the-Atmverial 
loyalty and attachment to the Conftitution» which have been manifeded through the 
kipRdom, will convince her of the folly of her expeflatibns, and that we Iballiecureto 
oi^i^lves Peace and Tranquillity, b^ being prepared for War ! 

It muft give the moft heart-fdt fatisfaftion to every good citizen to fee the niumbet of 
Volunteers, who, at this alarming crifis, have ftood forwards in fupport of our country, 

and

a ** O Almiglify GQD, who aloM art the difpofer of alUuman tve<i8i,a0d whofiftcncthto theery of tiiof«whocalliip«iit&<e» 
look down, we bereech thee, with an eye of pity and compaffioa upon the miCerjes wKich at this tint orerwelm a fre^t part of

Have mercy, OLord^ upon all thpfikwbohaw wandered from thy vays^ bring them back to the pathf of truth, and ftaUilh 
them once more iA thy true Reiigioa. — Grant, O Lord, that thefe our countrymen, who are now affembled round their Standards 
in defence of their dcareft Rights, may always aA according to thy will ; tlM, relying upon thee Sbr fupport and prolcAioo, they 
may meet with fuctefs in their undertakings, that they may be able to defend againft all lovadors, their Liberties, civil and re* 
ligious, and through thy mean,s they may become the mftrumcnts of reftoring to the world the bloffisgs of Peace and of good 
€h>der. — And this we beg, O Lord, not trufting to our meriu, but to thy mercy, and ihrougk the jnedialion ol tliy beloved Spa 
Jefus Chria, our blefled Saviour, and Redeemer. Amen. 

" In the name of our King, our Country, and our God, 1 confecrate thefe Standards, and appropriate them to tou, niry 
fellow-citiacns, as banners under which you have engaged to d^end your King, your Country^ its Politacal Conftitutioa^ in 
Liberties, its Religion : and may God, in whofe hand is all Vi^ofy, grant yoo fuccefs/' 
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and who have (hewn themfclves worthy of the bleflings we enjoy under our prcfent form 
of government, by being ready to facrifice every thing in its defence* — With fpirits fuch 
as yours my Comrades, I will be bold to fay, we Ihall overcome all our foes, foreign and 
domeftic,*— we (hall fupport our laws, — maintain our liberties, — and, tranfmit to our 
pofterity, that excellent C^nftitution, which has been eftabiifhed by our anceftors atter 
many haixly conteft, and which has long been the envy and admiration of the World 1-^ 
For this caule, Gentlemen, our Standards are now ereded, — for this caufe who does not 

feel it his duty to die in its defence? And when you conlider the fair hands from which 

you have received them, and that the fmiles of beauty yield us their patronage, I am 
convinced that you will all feel what is your duty, — your delight ! ! I 

The regiment then marched to Shirewood Foreft, where thefe provincial foldiers went 
through a variety of evolutions to the fatisfaftiqn of a va(t a(remblage ot people. 

On their return to the market-place. Col. Eyre again addref&d them as follows:—— 
" Gentlemen, 

*^ I cannot difmifs you without exprefllng to you the fatisfaAioo I feel at feeing the 
progrefs you have made in your miUcary exercifes ; this can only have been effeded by 
your unremitted attention and by your laudable zeal for the caufe in which we are en^ 
gaged. — ^Already your country has benefitted by your exertions •, — Let us pe/fevere, my 
comrades, and whatever may be the inconvenieacies which you now fuffer, be afllired 
that you will be amply repaid by the highefl; of all earthly rewards-^^tbe approbacion 
of your own minds, and the merited thanks of your fellow-eitizcns.*' . ^ 

After which the corps dined together in Thurland-Hall, where were given may fuita* 
ble and loy^ toafb. — Thi3 happy day ended with a ball, and with fircwofks difplayed in 
the market-place. 

\ Defcription cf She Standard^., 

The Royal Standard was of the moft fuperb workmanlbip, being crim/boy very richly embrof- 
dcred with the Royal Arms on both fides— -devices at one corner,- a white horfe embroidered,, at the 
lother, N. Y. C. furrounded with the Rofe and Thiftlc. . The beautiful difplay of taftc reprcfent- 
cd in the execution of this trophy, refle£ts great credit upon the fair Patronefs. 

The Provincial Standard was peculiarly elegant, and the devices admirably chofen. 

The ground buff filk, the facing of the regiment, G. R. wifli a crown very richly embroidered 
in the centre, coftly ornamented with rofes, wheat ears, and the Qlive branch entwined. The 
arm^^f the county at one corner, at the other, implementsofhuiband'ry, bound up with flowers ; 
at the oppofite corners martial trophies, with a bow and quiver, on which was embroidqred-— * 
** Robin Hood/' — Over the crown, on a garter blue filk label Ihes^ words " Libcrtas fub Regc 
pio," (a) in letters of gold fpanglesj underneath a fimilar label, With the words "'^ Conguges 
Liberi, et Penates." (b) 

On the revcrfc an oak tree, with golden acrbns, ivy creeping up the ftcm, and at the 
root of it, die word *♦ Shirewood.'* On one fide of the tree tlic arms of the county, on one 
point of the fwallow tails, martials trophies, on the other implements of hufbandry. Above the 
oak tree, a label, on garter blue filk, had the words, " Et Deciisct Tutaq]|en, " (c) and under- 
neath a fimilar label, with the words ** Nottinghamfliire Volunteer Cavalry," the whole edged 
with filver fringe, and taiTels richly ornamented with filver and buff filk, and was a performance 
of the moft beautiful embroidery.

THE FOREST OF SHIRE WOOD,

E are now arrived at that portion of our hiftory where we muft tread (I had 
almofl faid clafTic) magic ground, where beings like fairies danced; where deer fported 
in groupes unnumbered, and in limits almoft unbounded $ where Robin Hood, and his 
gay followers, performed their many and lon^ renowned exploits ; where the noble and 
ignoble, tlie king and the robber have, alike, daflied through the thicket and the 
woodland in purfuit of their nimble game. Here the ftout archer with his bow, un- 
molefted, traverfed this vafl domain, difcharging his deadly darts. Here the foreading 
oak, the ornament of forefts, flood for ages a grand monument of^embellifhea nature, 

a fhade and covert for the birds and beads that inhabited this. Here the little 

fquirel above, fprang from fpray to fpray, exhibiting its playful attitudes, while the wolf 
below, in days of yore, made the woodlands eccho with its dreadful yells ; or darting (Jh 
its prey fatiated its voracious .appetite. Time, which works, fuch mighty chan«s oo 
the face of nature, in the pafling of a few centuries, where man takes up his abode, ex- 
hibits here a fcene extremely different to what it has been. No more the woodland 

fongfters, whofe natal hymns delightfully celebrated each return of the heavenly orb, 
(hall here be heard. All now is^ divided and fubdivided into flumpy fences and right 
lined hedge rows, interfering each other \ which to him that delights in the grand and 
majeftic fcenes of nature, upon a large and varied fcale, is cold and meanlefs. The 
ftranger, who has fumptuous ideas of field embelliflaments, and has refined his tafte 
by reading and obfervation, if he exped to meet in this great foreft any thing like what 
there has been, will be miferably difappointed. But no more,population in many inftances, 
and avarice in others, have laid the Jplendour of nature in the duft : here granduer and 
lublimity is proflrate, degraded by culture, and lofl:, in that point of view, for 
ever. 

In another light,^h.owevcr, we muft commend what, in that inftance, is unfavour- 

. ably related. On the foreft I obferved, raifing and raifed, many capital farm-houfes ; 

and the adjoining fields, belonging thereto, rich in a plentiful crop of corn, which 

at this lamentable period, July, 1795, may foon be found beneficiently ufeful. — 

The foil, is not of that nature, which may infure, at all feafons, a plentiful har- 

♦ U vcft. 
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vcft. A hot furamer is very inimical here to the growth of corn; thc^wo pre- 
ceding years, in fome places, in this foreft, fcarcely produced the quantity of corn 
fewn; but it may be much improved by alcernately, ploughing and laying down 
for grafs, which I find is much prafticed here. 

The Foreft it appears was andentiy divided, or rather known by the names of 
^born^-Wood^ and HigbForeJiy the firft of which, although the leaft, contained, i/nthin 
its boundaries, nineteen Towns or Villages, of which Nottingham was one. The 
High Foreft aboiuided with fine ftately oaks, and was free from underwood. 

Thoroton's accouut of this place, (or rather, chiefly, his father-in-law's, Serjeant 
Boune*s) is as follows: — 

The Foreft of Shirewood " extends itfelf into the Hundreds oi Br^xtow^fburgarion a 
Lee^ and Bafellawe. When this Foreft of Sbirewoodw^ firft matle I find not ; the firft 
mention of ic that I do find is in Henry the feconds time, but I conceive it a Foreft be- 
fore, for William Peverell in the firft year of Henry the fecond [which is miftaken for 
the fifth yekrof King Stephen] doth anfwer de Placitis Foreftas in this County. It feems 
he had the whole profit and command of this Foreft for his Eftate, which, after coming 
to the Crown, the Sheriff, 8 H. 2, in the account of his Farm prays to be difcharged of 
4I. in vafto Foreftae •, and in the tenth year of the fame Kings reign he prays the like 
tlifcharge of 4I. for the wafte, as alfo allowance of 61. 5s. paid to the Conftable, eight 
Forefters, and a Warrener, and to the Canons of Sbirewood for Alms 40I. which I con- 
ceive to be the Prior and Monks of NewJUde^ then newly founded by Henry the fecond. 
In the next year the Sheriff of the County Randulphus filius Engelrami anfwers de cen- 
fu Foreftaci and in the twelfth year, Robert de Caltz Lord of Laxton^ a Fermor, anfwers 
for it 2ol. and 15 H. 2, Reginaldus de Luci anfwers the like fum of 20I1 pro cenfu 
Forcftae, in both which years Ro"bert Fitz-Randulph was SheriS\ In the ancient written 
Foreft Books of this County there is the Copy of a Charter made by King John when 
he was Earl ofMorteyne to Matilda de Caux, and Raph Fitz-Stephen her huft)and, and 
to her heirs, of all the Liberties and Free Cuftoms which any of the Anceftors of the 
faid Maud held at any time in Nottingban^re and J)erbyjhire^ viz. all the Foreft of Not- 
tingbamfiire and Derbyjhire^ as their Anceftors ever held the fame. It came to John Birk- 
Ing as iieir to this Maud, fo to Thomas Birking his fon and heir, about 11 H. 3. and 
Portly after to Everingham, who thercfcy claimed Cuftodiam Foreftarum Regis in Com. 
l^lott. & Derby ^ which I conceive contains no more but this Foreft of Sbirewood^ tfee reft 
"being difafforefted by Henry the third, in the fixth year of his reign, in the futn of the 
Statute of Carta de Foreftas. With this Everingham heir to Birking and Caux it con- 
tinued till Edward the firft's time, and then was feized as forfeited. Since the Guardian- 
•Ihip hath been granted by the Princes to Noblemen and Gentlemen as a Charafter of 
their efpecial favour, the ftateof this Fofterlhipof Everinghams, and of the whole Foreft 
;uppears in an Inquifition taken by Geoflfiiey Langley, the Kings then Juftice in Eyre of 
his Forefts beyond Trent ; for the Foreft Oflicers of Sbirewood there find that there be 
three Keepers iji the Foreft, Firft, Between Leene and Doverbecke. Secondly, The High 
Foreft. The Third, Rumwood. Robert Everingham, chief Keeper of the Foreft, ought 
tto h^ve a chief Servant fworn, going through all the Foreft at the cofts of Robert, to at- 
tack 
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tach all trcfpalfes, and preftnt them at the attachments before the Verdei:ors. In the firft 
Keeping between JJene and Doverbecke he ought to have one Forefter riding with a Page 
and two Foreftcrs on foot; and there be two Verderors, and two Agifters» In this 
Keeping there be three H^es^ Bejkivood Hay, Undeby Hcrf^ and IVillay Hay. The fecond 
Keeping is tfhe High Foreft. In this Robert Everingham is to have two Forefters riding 
with two Pages, and two Forefters on foot, and there be alfo two Verderors, and two 
Agiftcrs. In this Keeping are two Hayes, Birkland and BUlabayy and the Park of Clipfton, 
and in thefc /fay«'and Parke two Vewierors, and two Agifters. In the third Keeping 
Rufftwoode, Rooert Everingham ought to have one Forefter on foot, and there be two 
Woodwards, one ofCarburton, another of Budby, and two Verderors, and two Agifters. 
Robert Everingham ought alfo to have a Page bearing his bow through all the Foreft to 
gather Chiminage. The perambulation of this foreft was upon the Commiffion of i6 
H. 3, thusfet forth, viz. at Coningfwatb Ford, fo by the Highway towards ff^ella;^ Hagh 
towards Nottiagbam, leaving out thcClofeof theTowa oilVellay^ from thence by that 
way to Blackftone Haugb, from thence to that place where the Rtver of Doverbecke goei? 
over that way, and fo fi'om thence as the river of Daverbecke goes into Trent. Weftcrlcy 
Trom the Ford of Coningfwaib by the water called Mayden to the Town of Warkfope, and 
fo by the fame wat^r to the Parke of Piejley Hagb, fo up the fame river to Otter Brigges^ 
from thence by theigreat Highway of N^Uingham to the Mill Fcrd, from thence to Jt%- 
nejbeady from thence betwixt the fields of Hardwick^ndKirieby to the corner that is called 
Nun Carre, from thence by the aflert of Edwan Brittayne to the Earl Stigb, and from 
thence to Stolegnte^ from thence by the great Highway under the Caftle of Annejley^ from 
thence by the great Highway to the Town of Linbye, through the midft of the Town to 
the water of JL^/ff^, fo to Lenton, and from thence 6y the fame water, as it was wont of old 
time to run into the water oi Trent, and fo along the River of Trent to the fall of Dover- 
iecke, faving Wellay ^ay, and other the Kings Demefne Woods in the County of Notting-- 
iam. This I have rather done that moft men may know when they are within, and 
when without the Foreft. And -although there were fome deaffbreftatidns after, yet 
^ere they refumed, fo as the did Perambulation ftands at this day without any remark- 
aT51c alteration, Theiehave not i^cen many Juftice Seats in this. Foreft of Sbirewoodt; 
tliofe that I have met with^ I (hall here obferve. The firft was in Henry the fecond*^ 
ditie before Hugh Bifhop of Durrbam, Robert Bifhop of Lincolne, and Robert Earl of 
Leieefier. The next I find was in Henry the third's time before Robert Nevill and his 
fellows Juftices. The next after that was 15 E. i. before William Veiby and his feU 
lows ; and of this Juftice Seat the Rolls of are extant with the Chamberlains of the Ex- 
chequer in the Tallye Office, as alfo the Rolls of the next Juftice Seat of 8 E. 3. 'before 
Raph Nevill and his fellows. The next Juftice Seat lean meet with is 2 1 H. 7. before 
Simon Stalworth, and John Cdllier, Clarks, Robert Nevill, and John Port or Porter^ -^ 
andl)efore thenx as Deputies and Lieutenants ef Sir Thomas Lovell, Guardian and Chief 
Forefter, and the Juftice of the Foreft of our Lord the King of Sbirewood. But his Seat 
1 cannot find recorded in any place, although I made diligent enquiry for it upon a claim 
there for the Town of Notiingbam, and upon conference with William Noy, the late At- 
turney-Gcncral to his Majefty that now is, he told me it was no where to be found where 
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he had feen. I have feen feme claims, as the beginning of another Juftice Seat for this 
particular Foreft, 26 H. 8. before Thomas the fii ft Earl of Rutland^ but no further pro- 
ceeding therein that I could learn. The laft upon record in the Exchequer in the fame 
Tally Office is a Book, wherein is entred the Claims and Commencement of a Juftice Seat 
here before the then Lord Crumwell, the Kings then Chief Juftice in Eyre of his Forefts 
on the North lide of Trent. The ftate of this Foreft at this prefent confifts of a Warden, 
his Lieutenant, and his Steward, a Bow-bearer, and a Ranger, four Verdcrors, twelve 
Regarders, fo reduced to the number of twelve by an Ordinance made in Edward the 
lirft's time by William Vefcy and his fellows, four Agiftcrs, and twelve Keepers or 
Foreftei s in the main Foreft ; befides there are now four Keepers in Thorny Woods^ where 
anciently there were but two, one of the North Bayle^ another of the South, they are all 
reduced under the Chief Forefter the Earl of Chefierfeild and his heirs, whofe father 
Sir John Stanhoppe had the fame granted in fee, with liberty to deftroy and kill at their 
plcafures, referving an hundred Deer in the whole walk. There arc alfo befides the 
Foreft-Keepers three in Bejkwood Parkj that before Edward the thiid's time was an Hay 
or Wood uninclofed, but fince it was imparked, the general Keeper of the P^r* hath 
had the command of the other Keepers, as I prcfume the general Forefter of the Hay had 
before, for I find Richardus de Strellcy was Forefter there 2 E, 3. There is alfo one 
other Keeper of Nottingham Parke^ one other of CUpfton Parke. The twelve Forefter- 
Keepers are thefe, one of Maunsfeilde^ one of Maunsfeilde Woodhoufe^ one of Anmjley Hills 
and Newjlede^ one of Papplewicke^ one of Rumwood and Ofwald^ one of Rughford^ one of 
Billahay^ one of Kirklond^ one of Caheront^ one of Famesfeilde^ one oiLaugton Arbour and 
Blidworthj and one of Sutton in yf/he/eild. The Caftle and the Park of P/ottingham was 
granted to the late Earl Francis of Rutland^ and is now the inheritance of the Dutchefs 
. of Buckingham his daughter and heir. Qipton Park is now the inheritance of the Earl 
of Ne%»)cafile^ who is the prefent Warden of this Foreft, and his are alfo the perpetual 
placing of the Keeper of Rumwood and Ofwald. The Keeperlhip of Rugbfcrd is the in- 
heritance of Sir William Savile Lord of Rughfor^d. Ann^fley Hills^ Papplewick and New- 
Sfeede are granted to Sir John Bvron Lord of Newjleedcy and the reft of the walks are ia 
the difpofition of the Warden of^the Foreft. There are befides as members of the Foreft 
feveral Woodwards for every Townfhip within the Foreft, and for every principal Wood 
one." 

It would not be impertinent to fetdown how that in the beginning of the reign of 
Kinjg Henry the fecond, Ranulph the Sheriff, Hugh de Buyrun, (a) Raph de Hanlelin, 
Robert de Perreriis, Raph de Anncfley, Galtr. de le Fremunt, Raph de Heronvill, Hugh 
Fitz-WIvict, Robert de Hoveringham, Ale)ftnder Fitz-Toche, Simon Fitz Richard,' 
Robert de Kipera, Richard de Croxton, William de Herys, Walter de Amundevill, 
Sampfon de Stereley, Gervas Fitz Richard de Muey, Ingelram, the brother of Sheriff, 
Hugh Fitz-Roger, William Fitz-Reyner, Hugh Fitz-Albred, Hardewin, and Gaufr. 
de Staunton, fwore at Nottingham in the prefence of Robert Earl of Leiceiler^ who on 
the part of the King commanded them that they fhould tell the truth concerning the 
Cuftoms and Liberties which tlie Land of the Archbifhop {of Tork) which is in Netting- 

hamjhire^ 

a Pit. 55, H. 3, m. 13, Infpes. 
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hamjhire^ and the Archliifhop himfclf had in the fame Shire, in the time of King Hcnfy 
the elder (viz. the firft) and the year and day wherein that King Henry the firlt was alive 
and dead. And after they had fworne, they faid. That the whole Land of the Arch- 
bilhop was without the Foreft, which was contained between the bounds underwritten : 
As Boverbeck falleth into Trent^ and on the upper part from the water of Doverieck unto 
Cininzefwad^ as the way oi Blyth goes, and all that Land which is beyond Cimngefwad^ 
and beyond the aforefaid way, was out of the Foreft unto Bykerfdike^ fo that no Foreftei- 
of the Kings could intermeddle on the Kings part concerning that land, but the Arch- 
bifliop and his men did freely both effart and do what they would with it as their own. 
And out ofthc afore-named bounds in the old Foreft, the Archbifhop did Hunt nine 
daies in the year, viz. three againft Chriftmas, three againft Fafter, and three againft 
Whitfunday, through the whole Wood oi Blytbworth^ and in that Wood of Blythworib 
the Archbiihop, and his Canons, and his men, had all the Attachments without wafte 
[guafto] and had ^their proper porefters, and Aieryes of Hawks, and Paunage: This 
was fealed by Robert Bifhop oiUncplnej and Hugh Bifhop of Durrbam. John Komanus 
Archbifhop of 7br/t, 15 E. i. by Hugh dcStapleford his Atturney, had great pleading 
before William de Vefcy, Thomas de Nonnanvile, and Richard de Crepping, Juftices 
in Eyre, concerning his holding Pleas of Vert in his Court oi Southwell^ and many other 
Privileges : As William de Melton^ one of his fucceflburs, Archbifhop of Tork^ by 
William de Southwell his Atturney, had 8 E, 3. before Raph de Nevill, Richard de 
Aldeburgh, and Peter de Midleton, as may be feen at large in the Rolls of both thefe 
Jufticc Seats in the Tally Office. But I fhall not be further particular in exhibiting any 
further Colleftions on this fubjeft, becaufe the pleafant and glorious condition of this 
noble Foreft is now wonderfully declined. And there is at prcfent, and long hathbeen, 
a Juftice Seat, which is not yet Bnifhed, and therefore cannot now be rendred a good 
account of, held under my Lords Grace the Duke of Newcajik^ Juftice in Eyre of all 
his Majefties Forefts, &c. Trmt Nor.th, wherein it feems his Deputies or Lieutenant.s 
have allowed fuch and fo many claims, that there will not very Ihortly be Wood enough 
left to cover the Bilberries, which every fummer were wont to be an extraordinary great 
profit and pleafure to poor people, who gathered them and carried them all about the 
country to fell: I (hall therefore at this time fay no more. May 24, 1675." 

A gentleman having favoured me with a copy ofthc perambulation of the foreft in the 
reign of Henry the VIIL which I have not feen printed, I give it here : — 

A Perambulacion of the ffbrreflr of Sheercwood made the nineth day of September in 
'the Thirtyeth year of the Keigne of King Henry the Eighth (by the grace of God of 
England and ffrance King defender of the faith Lord of Ireland and Supreme head 
upon earth of the Englifh Church ',j By Robert Brymefley, Gabriel Berwicke, Richard 
Perepoint Efqr*s i Alexander Merring, Chriftopher ffitzrandole, Robert Whitemore, 
John Walker, Manrite Orreli, John Garnon, John Palmer Gentlemen ; Robert Levett, 
William Mellars, Robert Rawfon, John Loiscowe, John Briftow, and Robert North, 
Regarders of the said fforreft of Sheerewood. Which perambulation begun at the 
Kings Caftle of Nottingham, And palFing from thence unto the Kings bridge meadow 
gate, And from thence by the Old Irent untill to the ancient Courlc of the Water of 

X Lecnc; 
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Leene ; which is the bound between the Kings Meadow and the Meadow of Wilforth 
and from henceforward by the said ancient courfe ot the Water of Leene even to the 
Meadow called Carlam, And thence by the Comon way even to the Bridge upon Leene 
nigh to the Orchard of the Priory of Lenton, And from thence afcending by the said 
Water of Leene even unto the Bounds of the Kings Village of Bulwell ; And so about 
the Kings Wood of Bulwell Rife untill to the said Water of Leene so comeing up by the 
said water unto Lindby Mill and so through the Midle Town of Lindby unto the Crofs 
there, And thence from the said Crofs by the great Highway which leads to the ancient 
Caftle of Annefly, leaveing the said Cattle on the right hand. And from thence by the 
said great Highway unto Stolegate which leads unto Chcftcrfield lediate j And from 
thence turning out of the way a very little towards the Weft by the Stole Stighe from the 
north part of Anneflcy field unto a certain Lane which is between Annefley Woodhoufe 
field on the Weft fide and a certain Affart ground of Richard Savion, li^retofore of 
Evans de Bretton on the Eaft fide ; And so goeing down through the said Lane towards 
the North unto a certain Corner called Nuncarr, And from thence by the way between 
the Moores of Kirkby and Kirkby-fields unto the Lane between the fields of Hardewick 
and the ffields of Kirkby, And then by the said Lane towards the Eaft; And then to- 
wards the North by the houfcdoore of Hardewfck up to Mannfwell Hedde*, And from 
thence towards the Weft by Hardewick hedge, And so goeing down towards the South 
by the Rewarder Mere, between Kirkby ffields and Sutton ffields, up unto Holebruckc 
Hawe; And from thence by the hedge of Holebrucke Hawe unto Coolegate; And so 
pafling away by the Coppice Wood of the Lord the King called fiiillwood. And so by 
the whole Bounds of ftuHwood round about up to Normanton Lane, And from the 
said Lane by the hedge of Normanton ffield, up to Hawkiswell, And from thence about 
the flields of Dirty Kuckwall and Houthwell up to Milnford bridge; And from thence 
turning away by the great Way from Nottingham and the water up to Heyterbridgc, 
And by the said water goeing down to Pleffey, And from thence by the water of May- 
den unto the Town of Warfop, And so through the Midle Town of Warfop up unto the 
Ciofs there. And so direftly by the way of Warfop, And by that way unto the ?aid 
water of Mayden, And so by the faid water towards the Eaft up to Mugtey ffoard; 
And from thence goeing up towards the North-unto the Hafelgapp, And so leaveing the 
Preft Crown on the right hand up unto the hedge between Rumwood and Crown ffields 
up to the Kings Park late of the Abbot of Wclbeck, And then goeing iip by the said 
Park unto the OwtegatcfForreft; which is between the said Park, and the E'arkof the 
Earle of ShrewflDury heretotore Lord of flxirnevall. And from the said Owtegate extend- 
ing to Byards Stable, And again goeing up between the said Parks unto the Rodegate, 
And so goeing down towards the Eaft by the Sand Rodegate to a certain Stone at the 
Eaft of Warwood ; And so decending a little towards the South unto A certain Stone 
in Clumbre, And so bey ond the ffords of Clumbre even to A Stone fixed on the Eaft 
part of Glemires and of the North part of the way there ; And from thence dircftly to- 
wards the South up to another Stone which is fixed near to the way leads from Mer-rill- 
briggs to Awfland, And from thence up to a certain Holyn, which is nigh to Thoreft)ie 
ffields, And goeing down through the aforesaid ffields (viz,) by the Parfon Balke unto

the Town of Thorcfbie, and from thence by the water of Meadem to Conmgbie foard. 
And from thence by the great way from Blyth to Coningfwath forth, and so on thcWeft 
part of the Townof Wellow, And from thence by the great way which leads from Not- 
tingham unto Blackftone Hew, And from thence unto the little brooke of Dover bcckc. 
And so as that Brooke runns through the Midle of the Town of Cathorp thence by the 
said brooke of Dover beck where it was wont to runn of ancient time unto the water of 
Trent, And so the aforesaid water untill it. come againft the Abbey of Shelford ; So that 
the said Abbey is out of the ffbrrcft. And afterwards by the said River of Trent where 
of ancient time it ufed to runn (viz.) on the Eaft fide the new courfe now of Trent nr>to 
the Mannor of Colwicke, And there where the water of Trent was wont to runn, So that 
the Limitts there called Hekin is within the flforreft, And from thence by the said River 
unto Nottingham Bridge called Heathbecke Bri^s and from thence by the South part 
bf the Meadows of Nottingham unto the Caftle there." 

In paffing over this foreft, I obfcrved, that it is now, in a great meafure, enclofcd be* 
tween Blyth and Nottingham. As nuny parts of it is but thinly inhabited, at pefent, 
and in confequence of the enclofure, you meet with a great variety of roads, branching 
here and there ; handpofts would be found extremely ufeful to a ftranger. They are at 
all times, m fuch places, the moft civil things he meets with, but rarely feen here. 

As to the age of the foreft, it is beyond any known record. It was a royal d&Qiain 
long before the conqueft. 

Manwood, on Foreft Laws, defines it thus : — 

** A Foreft is a vaft extenfive wood ; in French lieu fontier etfauvage i in Latin Locus 
fyheftris el fa tuofus. 

" A foreft is a certain territory of woody grounds, and fruitful paftures, privileged 
Tor wild beafts, and fowls of foreft, chafe, and warren, to reft and abide there in the fefc 
protection of the king» for his princely delight and pleafure : which territory of ground 
io privileged, is meered and bounded by unremoveable marks, moers, and boundaries^ 
cither known by matter of record, or elfe by prcfcription, and alfo replenifhed with wild 
beafts of venery or chafe; and with great coverts of vert (a) for the fuccour of the faid 
wild beafts ; for the prefervation and continuance of which faid place, together with the 
Vert and vejiifon, there are certain particular laws, privileges, and officers belonging only 
to the fame. 

The manner of making forefts, as the fame author informs us, is as follows : — " The 
king fends out his commiflion, under the great feal of England, diredled to certain dif- 
creet perfons, for the view, perambulation, meeting and bounding of the place he mindeth 
to be a foreft, which being returned into the chancery, proclamation is made throughout 
all the (hire where the ground lieth, that none (ball hunt or chafe any manner of wild 
beafts in that precin6t, without the king's fpecial licence ; after which he appointeth or- 
dinances, laws, and ofRcers fit for the prefervation of the vert and venifbn ; and fo ic 
tecometh ?i foreft by matter of record.**

ROBIN HOOD. 

It cannot be foreign to our purpofe to notice Robin Hood, under this head, of whom 
much has been faid, and but little known to a certainty. His ftory, however, has been 
a favorite fubjeft for the Drama. A paftoral comedy of Robin Hood and Little 
John, was printed in 1594. Robin Hood's paftoral May Games, appeared in 1624. — 
Robin Hood, an opera, was afted in Bartholamew fair, in 1 730. Robin Hood and his 
Crew of Soldiers, an interlude, near the fame time. RolMn Hood, a mufical entertain- 
ment, was performed at Drury-lane Theatre in 175 1 5 and laftly Shirewood Foreft, at 
prefent a favorite opera with the public. 

In Rapin*s Hiftory of England, our renowned hero is noticed to this purpofe : — That 
about the time of 1 1 09, lived the famous Robin Hood, with his companion Little John, 
who were faid to inrcft Yorkfliire with their robberies. It has been faid Robin Hood 
was of the Huntingdon family and by neceffity was driven to the courfc of life he purfued. 

The popular and animating ftory of Robin Hood, which we acknowledge to know 
but little of to a certainty, has been the theme of every age, fince his time. The fongs, 
in the Garland, which goes by his name, are fimply and hiftorically poetized, & have been 
the favorites of the lower orders of mankind for each fucceeding age. Who were the 
authors of them nobody knows. They were, moft probably, written by various hands, 
as fome have much more the fpirit of poetry than others. There remote antiquity is not 
doubted; but they, moft likely, have been varied agreeably to the phrafcology of the 
different periods they have been ufcd. 

The birth place of our hero is faid to be at Loxley, in Staffbrdfhire. (b) He is made 
to be of honourable defcent, of which the pedigree inferted from Dr. Stukeley's Paloeo- 
graphia Britannia^, in the next page, will teftify. 

The true name therefore of Robjn Hood was Robert Fitz-ooth, but agreeable 
with the cuftom of dropping the Norman addition to names, Fitz; and the two laft 
letters th being turned into d, he was vulgarly called Ood or Hood. The reader will 
difcover alfo, that it is probable he might claim the title of Earl of Huntingdon by reafon 
of John Scot, I oth earl of Huntingdon dying in 1237, without ifTue, ashewas heir by 
the female line, as defcended from Gilbert de Gaunt, earl of Kyme and Lindfey. This 
title, it feems, lay dormant 90 years, after Robert's death, and about ten of the laft 
days of his life, (c) His arms were gules two bends. engrailed or. 

From noticing the birth and high connexions of Robin Hood, I will notice his life. — 
Ingeneoufly it has been obferved that this famed robber might be driven to this courfe 
of life on account of the attainder of himfclf or relatives, or on account of the inteftines 
troubles during the reign of Henry the 11. when the fon of that king was in open re- 
bellion againft his father, when devaflation, plunder, attainders, and confifcation ^erc

The Ferrers being lords of Loxley, 
the birth place of our hero ; and Robert de Ferrers manning the caftlcs of Tutbury and 
Dufficld, in behalf of the prince, William Fitz-ooth, Robert's father, might by his 
connexions with rfiat family or by fome fuch means be implicated in the guile and con^ 
fequcnces of that rebellion* Thus mi^t it happen, that ReUn Hood was poflcffcd of 
no paternd eftate, and deprived of the title of Earl of Huntingdon j and this might b^

Others have conj?dkured that he was a man of birth and fortune, and had fpent his 
^ate in riotous living, which was the original caufe of his taking to that mode of life 
|br exiikencc, which his nature fecmed to point out to him. Whatever might be the 
^aufe of his dcfeftion frwn lawful purfuits, we know not ; that the untoward times 
which fucceeded thofe of Henry the II. might occafion it, is probable. 

This celebrated chief of EngliQi archers, it is certain, was an outlaw, with 
ipany of his followers. Hiftorians have placed his chief refidehce in Yorkfhire ; 
butitiscertain, that Shire WOOD Forest was his favorite haunt. Stow in his annals 
^alls them renowned thieves. Robin had another favorite place near the fea, in the north 
riding of Yorklhire, (a) called Robin Hood's Bay, Sir Edward Cook, in his third 
Inftitute, p. 197, fpeaks of Robin Hood, and he obferves, that, men of his lawlcfs pro- 
(eflion wer^ called Roberdsmen. The ftatute at Winchefter, 1 3 of Edward the L and an- 
other the 5th of Edward the IIL he obferves, were made folely for the punifhment of 
fipberdsmen^ and other felons. 

Our hero, it is allowed on all hands, had great (kill in archery, and much perfonai.

Tutbury, and other places in the vicinity of his natave town, feems to have been the 
fcene of his. juvenile frolics. We afterwards find him at the head of two hundred ftrong 
tefoluce men, and expert archers, ranging the woods and forefts of Nottinghamfhire» 
"^orklhire, and other parts of the north of England, (c) 

Charton, in his hiftory of Whitby Abbey, page 146, recites, " That in the days of 
4!^bbot Richard this freebooter, when clofeiy purfued by the civil or miliury power, 

found

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found it nieceflary to leave his ufual haunts^ and retreating crofs the moors that furrotind* 
cd Whitby, came to the fea coaft, where he always had in readinefs fome fmall fifhing 
veffcls ; and in thcfe putting off to fea, he looked upon himfelf a« quite fecure, and held 
the whole power of the Englilh nation at defiance. The chief place of his rcfort at thele 
times, and \^here his boats were generally laid up^ was about fix miles from Whitby^ 
and is ftiJl called Robin Hood's Bay." Tradition further informs us, that in one of 
thefe peregrinations he, attended by his Lieutenant, JOHN UTTLE, went to dine(a)» 
with /\bbot Richard, who having heArd them often famed for their great dexterity in 
fliooting with the long-bow, begged them after dinner to (hew him a fpecimen thereof; 
when to oblige the Abbot, they went up to the top of the Abbey, whence each of them 
Ihot an arrow, which fell not far from Whitby Laths, but on the contrary fide of the 
lune. In memory of this tranfaftion, ^ pillar was fet up by the Abbot in the place 
where each of the arrows fell, which were ftanding in 1779; each pillar ftill retaining 
the name of the owner of each arrow. Their diftancc from Whitby Abbey is/ more 
than a meafured mile, which fecms very far for the flight of an arrow i but when wc 
confider the advantage a (hooter muft have from an elevation, fo great as the top of the. 
abbey, ficuated on a high cliff, the fad will not appear fo very extraordinary. Thefe 
very pillars are mentioned, and the fields called by the aforefaid names in the old depd$ 
for that ground, (b) now in the pofleflion of Mr. Thomas Watfon* It appears by his 
Epitaph, that Robert FiTZ-OoTH lived 59 years after this time (1188) i a very long 
period for a life abounding with fo many dangerous enterprizes, and rendered obnoxious, 
-both to church and ftate. Perhaps no pait of Engliih hillory afforded fo. fair an op^ 
portunity for fuch prafticcs, as the turbulent reigns of Richard the L King John, and 
Henry the IIL 

Hubert, Archbilhop of Canterbury and chief Judiciary of England, we are told^ 
-iffued feverdl prcclama ions for the fuppreff^ng of outlaws ; and even fet a price on the 
iiead of this hero. Several ftratagems were ufed to apprehend him, but in vain^ Force 
he repelled by force ; nor was he Ws artful than his enemies. At length being clofely 
purfued, many of his followers flain, and the reft difperfed, he took refuge in the Priory 
of Kirklees, about twelve miles from Leeds;, in Yorkftiirc, the Priorefs at th^ time being 
his near relation. Old age, difappointment, and fatigue, brought on difeafe; a monk 
was called in to open a vein, who, either through ignorance or defign^ performed his 
part fo ill, that the bleeding could not be ftopped. Believing he Ihould not recover, and 
wifbing to pointout the place where his remains might be depofited, he called for his 
-bow and discharging two arrows, the-firftrfell in^he river CaJdcr, the fecond filling in 
the park, marked the place of his fcpultur?. He died on the 24 of December, in the 
-year 1247, (^) ^ appears by the followiflig epitaph, which was once legible on his tomb, 
jn Kirklees park -, Where, though the tomb remains, yet the infcription hath been long 
obliterated. It is, however, prefer vedlDy Dr. Gale, Dean of York, and infected from 
his papers by Mr. Thor€ft)y3 iniiis Ducat. Lcod.And is as follows :

It appears that the infcription was long fince obliterated although the done remains 
broken and defaced, Mr. Gough has preferred a drawing of it in his Sepulchral Monu- 
ments, copied facing page 1 7 1« It is faid at the end of Robin Hood's Garland, that the 
infcription was placed on his grartftone by the Priorefs of BirkAey, (Klrklees.) 

What may be gathered, from the celebrated Robin Hood's Garland, refpedting his 
birth, life, and family connedtions, are briefly as follows; by which the reader will find, 
who has not condefcendei to per^afe thofe ancient fongs, that this humble relation of hixxi 
agrees not, in fome inftance^ with the account above, viz. 

TTie father of Robin was a forefter, Md could fend an arrow two north country miles 
at a (hoot. That his mother was niece to the famous Guy earl of Warv ick whofe brother 
was a notable 'fquire, who lived at Gamewell Hall, in the county of Nottingham, (a) — 
That his uncle, whofename was George Gamewell, was defirous of having our young 
hero to live with him •, but his attachment was rivettcd to field fports and unbounded 
freedom: hecomplyed not with the oflTer, went to Tutbury to marry a Shepherdefs whom 
he hxA feen in Shirewood Eorcft kill a buck dextcroufly. Her form, drcfs and features 
arc thus fimply poetized ;

After fifteen yeaw of age, we find that he was expert at the ufe of the bow, which he 
ufed much in the forcft, and, we are told, he killed fifteen forefters, who were all buried^ 
inarow^in one of the church-yards in Nottingham. By this time he had about 100 
followers. His robberies, frolics, clemency, and charity to the poor, foon became the 
theme of all people. He robbed a bi^op and the (herifFof Nottin^amfhire, and fported 
with their |ib^ons and charaftcrs^ He fought with a tinker, a (hepherd, and a friar, and 
others^ who handled him roughly. In the fong which relates his great exploits before 
Qi3een Catharine, we have a pidure of bis drefe :-^

The lady whofe memory is here recorded, is faid to have been related to Robin Hood, 
and under whofe proteAion he took refuge fometime before hi^ death. The& being 
the only monuments, remaining at the place make it probable, at lead, that they have 
been preierved on account of the fuppofed affinity ot the perfons over whofe remains 
they were erf fted. 

R. Hood's mother had two fillers, (b) each older than hrrfelf. The firft married 
Roger Lord Mowbray ; the other married into the family of Wake. As neither of 
thefe could be priorefs of Kirklces, Eliz. Stanton might be one of their defcendants. (c) 

Of Litttle John's death, or more properly John Little, which was his true name^ 
who wa!s fuppofed to be a very tall man, and Robin Hood's prime counleUor, we have 

the following :

From a loofe paper in Mr. Aflimoles hand-writing, Oxford Mufeum. 

" The famous Little John, Robin Hood's companion, lies buried 1^ Hatherlage 
church-yard, in the Peak of Derbylhire, with one ftone at his head, another at his feet, 
each of which, fometime fince, had feme remains of the letters I. L. and pan of his 
bow hangs up in the chancel, anno 165a/' 

Near the Abbey, Leicefter, (lands an upright ponderous foreft ftone, which goes by 
the name of Little John's flone ; but for what reafon none can tell. 

St. ANN*s WELL, 

Near Nottingham, was, it it faid, a fequeftcred haunt of the famous Robin Hood, which 
tradition has given celebrity to for ages. It is fituate within two miles North Eaft 
of Nottingham, on the bale of a hill, which a century ago, or lefs, was covered with fine 
a(h trees and copice, as well as a great pan of the adjacent fields, which are now cleared 
of wood, and is become good land ; fome portion of which flill retains the name of 
copice and belongs to the Burgefles of Nottingham. The houfe which is reforted to in 
fummer time, (lands near the Well, both which are (haded by firs and other trees.— r 
Here is a large bowling-green, and a little negleded pleafure ground.

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The Well is under an arched ftonc roof, of rude workmanihip, the water is verv 
cold, it will kill a toad. — See figure i. — It is ufcd by thofc who are afBifted with 
rheumatic pains; and indeed, uke many other popular ^rings, for a variety of 
diforders. At the houfe were formerly flicwn feveral things faid to have belonged tji 
Robin Hood; but they are frittered down to what are now called his cap, or belmet# 
and a part of his chair. As thefe have pafled current for many years, and perhaps ages, 
as things once belonging to that renowned robber, I (ketched them. They are repre-^ 
fented on the annexed plate. 

A remarkable circumftance happened here abqut fifty years fincc# The (lory is told 
thus: A regiment ^ drago. ns lay at Ncjttingham, at that time, and five of the men 
agreed to go a deer-ftealing, tor which purpofe they traverfed, in the night, over a great 
extent of country, in vain. Chagrined at the difappointment, in pafling over an emi- 
nence called Shepherd's- Race, near St. Ann's Well, two of them agreed to go down the 
hill and fteal fome geefe belo iging to the people who lived at St. Ann's Well. A young 
man who was a fervant in the family, and had b:^en out late in companv inftead of going 
to bed layed himfelf down upon a table in a room, or fome other ready and convenient 
place, where he flept fometime; but was awaked by the noifc of the frighted geefe, 
which were difturbed by the foldiers attempting to fteal them. The young man being 
a little elevated in liquor had the temerity to go from the houfe with an intent to prote& 
his matter's or miftrefs's property, in which attempt he was {hot through the head, by a 
piece placed fo near him that his brains were 'ften fcattered about him, were he fell, in a. 
variety of diredlions. 

The particulars concerning this murder did not come out till about 20 years after the 
tranfaftion, whui two old penfioners, from Chclfea Hofpital, were taken up for the faft^ 
and brought to Notringhani gaol s but it turned out that the principals, in the horrid 
deed, were dead,

Which I had occafion to mention in the above narrative^ is a place much refbrted to> 
and is reprefented, fig. 2. 

It is cut on the fummit of a hill near St. Ann's WeU<, and appears to be cut out of 
the turf for a place of exercife. Opinions vary about this as^^well as other thin^ df 
this fort : where hiftory is filent the ingenuity ot man fupplies.the place^ .Dr. Stukely^ 
fuppofes it Roman. Deering fays, " it fecms to be a name o( no old ftanding." It is 
on a common belonging to Sncinton, given to that vittage by the Pierponts, and the laft 
author judges its name to have been given by the (hepherds ufing k finee that time as 
an amufement in running it. ^* It is evidently, he fays, from the crofs-croflets in the 
centres ot the four lefier rounds ; and in that there are no banks raifed but circular 
trenches cut into the turf, and thofe (o narrow that perfons cannot run in them, but muft 
run on the top of the turf," that it is of no Roman origin, and yet is more ancient than 
the reformation. He fanher adds, as an opinion^ ** that it was mad^ by fome priefts 

belonging 
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Mongingto St AnnN Chapel, who being confined fo as not to venture out of fight 
or hearing, contrived this to' give themfeives 4 breaching for want of other exercifes." 

I perceived a number of the initials ot names cut in the turf about the Shepherd*s-race, 
done by thole^ I am told, who have run it ; and I alfo faw two or three humble imita- 
lipns of this celebrated raoe cut, on a fmall fcale, out of the turf near it. 
. This maze or labyrinth is 17 or 18 yards fquare. At ^he angles are four, oval pro- 
jeftfons facing the four cardinal points ^ the diftance of the extremities of which are 34 
yard^ or thereabout?. 

At Clifton, alfo, there is one of this fort; but diflimilar in formation. 

After what has been faid of this ancient Foreft, both with refpeft to its antiquity as a 
foreft, extent, and its former fplendour, and its prefcnt, with regard to appearance, de- 
gradation, it wiii be no unentertaining portion of this hiftory to relate here, the dif- 
coveries of ancient things, that have been made upon this royal domain. It may (hew, 
that iii very remote times, it was a chofen fpot for a tribe of the aborigines of this 
ifland, or at leaft, of the Romans, who fubducd them. It is but juftice, however, to 
preface this part of the feventh SeAion, with an acknowledgement to Hayman Rooke^ 
tfq. of Mansfield Woodhoufe, in this county, for the favour of part or the materials 
with which the account of Shircwood Foreft is concludedj a gentleman whofe zeal for 
the furtherance of this hiftory has been tcRified, to me, by the moft liberal and candid 
behaviour. 

Near Blidworth, on Shirewood Foreft, is a fingular Rock, reprefented in the fubjoined 
*• plate. . The only account Mr. Rooke could get of it was, that it has been there time 
immemorial. Upon a clofe examination, it appears to be a kind of natural cement of 
gravel and fand, but whether not of art it is not eafy to difcern. It ft^nds on a rock, 
the ground floping on every fide. Part of it is hollow, whiqh probably might have been 
excavated by the ancient Britons, for fome myftcrious purpofes. We find from the* 
druidical monuments which have been difcovered, in this ifland, many remarkable rocks 
that have evidently had the afliftance of the tool in tluir formation, and thele, we have 
jreafon to fuppofe were held facred by the Druids. W:r, R. cannot help thinking, that, 
this very fingular rock would not pafs unnoticed by the fuperftitious Britonl. 

The circumference of the rock, near the bottom, is 48 feet. Hight 14. 
. The ruined chapel of Kimberly, reprefented in the fame plate, with the rock, has not 
miKh relationfhip to the Foreft as aFcreft; it ftands without its boundaries} but was 
taken on an excurfion into the Foreft, in 1792. — It has but little about it to attraft at- 
tention, and ii not fo much as mentioned in Thoroton's hiftory of the village, which by 
his account, was but a fmall place about two centuries ago, now it is of confiderable 
magnitude. It is in the parilh of Greifly. The village is one of the moft romantic, 
I have feen, inthefe parts. Its fite is extraordinarily diverfified: feme of the dwellings 
perch upon the eminence, others fit fnugly on the fide, and fome on the bafc: comparing 
little things with great, the travelling of an inied over a fucceflionof ant-hills, is like- 
that of a man over the lanes orpafiages through this village. 

King* 
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King John's Palace as a ruin, on the fame plate, is fcarcely noticed by Thoroton, He 
tells us, however, it was burnt-, but whether he means the building here reprefented, or 
the village of Clipilon, under which hedd he has noticed it, and near which it ftands, is 
not certain. The view is N. W. 

This ruin Hands on the Forcft, and was a palace for ourkings, fo early as the reign 
of Henry II. King John, before and after he was King, frequently refided here; it 
was confidered as his favorite dwelling. Hence his charter granted to Nottingham, in 
the firft year of his reign, is dated. A Parliament was held here by Edward I. 1290, 
and an old oak, at the edge of the Park, long bore the name of Parliament Oak. — 
Edward 11. and III. vifited this palace. Henry VI. gave it with the manor, to fidmund 
earl of Riclunond and Jafper earl of Pembroke. In Henry the Vlllth's reign, it was 
granted to me then duke of Norfolk. It afterwards paflTea to the earl ci Warwick, 
and Henry Sidney. By them it was forfeited, and was att^hed to the crown till James 
the Firft's reign, when it pafled to the feoffees of Gilbert earl of Shrewfbury. It was 
afterwards in the Newcaftle family, and now is the property of the duke of Portland. 
Its park IS nearly eight miles in circumference, and has been famed for its fine oaks, 
-which were partly <ieftroyed during the troubles in the laft century. 

Antiquities upon Shirewood Foreft, and in the Neighbourhood of 

Mansfield Woodhoufe. 

In the year 1786, Hay man Rooke, Efq. of Mansfield Woodhoufe, difcovered, with- 
in a mile and half of that Village, two Roman Vilte. What led to this difcovery 
was his having ieen feveral fmall Te/Iera^, which the Romans ufed in their pavements, 
fald to have been found in the north fields, where, in digging about a foot below the 
furface, the labourers came to a w^ll, which, by following, Mr. Rooke traced out a 
complete Villa Urbana-, (a) confiding of nine rooms and ahypocauft. Ste the plan, 
(A) in No. I . In clearing out the earth, which was a foot deep to the floors, the walls 
of mod of the rooms appeared to have been iluccoed and painted in fti ipes of purple, 
red, yellow, and green. In the centre room, marked (^ in the plan, is part of a very 
elegant Mofaic Pavement; this room was probably the triclinium, or diring-room. 

The entrance of this Villa fcems to have been on the eaft front, into a narrow cryp- 
tcpdrticus, marked (c) with painted walls and a teflelaced pavement ; the cubes near 
an inch fquare of a light ftone colour ; at one end of the ctyptoporticus is the hypocauft 

(d) to which the heat was conveyed through an arch under the wall from the other fidcv 
where the fire was made, and a quantity of afties founds 

At about fourteen feet from the norths weft end of this Villa, was a building, marked 

(e) which h- imagines was a neceffary convenience. 

1 he Villa Ruftica, marked {F) in the plan, certainly belonged to the Villa Urbana,

a A Roman Villa, conAAing of three parts, viz. Urbana, Ruftica, and FruAuaria; the firft of which was that part of the Houfe 
fci apart ibr the Matter's ufe, ikt ieconct vat tor ihc fervants and cattle 5 the Uft coniifted only of rc^^ofitorics for com, &c. 
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rhe diftancc being only ten yards from the north-eaft end. This Villa confifts of thir- 
teen fmall roonis, two bypocaufts, a cold bath, and, what Mr. Rooke then thought, a 
court ia the centre, but as he has fince difcovered a fire-place in the middle, he thinks it 
muft have been covered in ; three of thefe rooms had painted walls, in that on the eaft 
end, near the hypocauft and cold bath, which he fuppoTes to have been the apodyterium, 
or ftripping room, the colours were remarkably bright. In clearing out the large hypo- 
cauft (g) feveral pieces of a fmooth ftucco floor were found, which Mr. Rooke fuppofes 
to have been the floor of the Sudatorium and calida lavatio over the hypocauft. In. 
the infide wall of the little room were fixed two oblons bafes of pillars, marked (b) in 
the plan. Three more of the fame kind were difcovered about three months after, in a 
line with the other two, thefe are marked (/») in the plan; on the tops of thefe ftone 
bafes are grooves, but as they are not all of the fame dimenfions, Mr.R.does not imagine 
they were intended for pillars, but rather ftippofes, they were bales of altars, dedicated, 
to local deities. 

At about one hundred yards fouth-caft ef thf Villa Urbana, Mr. Rooke difcovered 
two Roman fepulchrcs— fee (/) and (,t) nothingremainsof (i) but the foundation; the 
other was more perfeft. Tlic remains of tnc fide walls were about one foot under 

{rround, in clearing two feet of earth, he ((amc to a ftucco floor, which covered one- 
arge flat ftone and two or three fmall ones. Thefe were laid over a cift or little vault, 
feven feet long, two wide, and one foot fix inc^hes deep : This was full of » very lig^t 
kind of earth ; in the bottom ftocd an Urn, containing afhcs, which had been cracked 
by the weight of the earth, and fell to pieces on being removed. Two fmall bones of 
the arm, two rib bones, and four or five joints of the back bone, lay fcattered in the 
bottom; thefe were what probably had efcaped the fire and were afterwards de- 
pofited with the um. Between the two ft- pulchres is a pavement feven feet fquare, 
marked, (7) in the centre was a kind of pedeftal, part of it broken ; on this probably 
was placed a ftone- with a;fepulchra>infcription, fragments of which were found in clean- 
ing away the earth'from the pavement, but, notbeing aWc to recover them all, Mn R. 
could not make out the inlcription. 

Many fragments of paterae and pots of different kind of Roman were, were picked, 
up in clearing out th^ rooms, fome of a dark colour, thin, hard, and elegantly ornamented 
with indented work; a fmall patera of the beft kind of red ware had ALBVS, the 
maker's name, in Roman capitals^ at the bottom. Several pieces of a large ftase's horns 
were found, fome bad been fawed ofi; one piece, in particular, had been lawed and 
' fmoothed on each fide, and ftampedwith a circular mark. Many bones of animals, 
boar's tufks, and fome remarkable large teeth, fuppofed to have beenhorfes, weie found.

H. Seems to have been a kind of Strigil or Rubber, which die Romans u(ed tp rub 
their flcins with. It is of a pale grey colour, the bottom fmooth y^ the indented rim was 
probably intended for fixing a cloth round it, when a more gentle friction was required.

Several Roman Coins weit found, fome vepy fmall, three of Conftantine very perfefl, 
the heads of the others hardly ^perceptible except one of Claudius Gothicus, and one of 
Salonina. 

Mr. Rooke thinks it probable that the Romans had a ftation at Mansfield, though 
not mentioned in any of the Itineraries; leveral Roman Coins have been found ^ere, four 
Mr. R. has in his pofieflion, one of Vefpafian and one of Conftantinus, very perfect ; the 
other two appear to be Anto;iinus pius and Marcus Aurelius. There are remains of 
feveral little exploratory Camps in the neighbourhood, one is at thie end of Mansfield 
Woodhoufe, on a little eminence called Winny Hill; the double ditch and vallum are 
perfedl in fome placet, but moft ot it has been deftroyed by the road which goes to 
OUcrton. On the Foreft, within three miles of Mansfield, are fome remains ot another 
Camp on a hill that flopes down to a little brook called- Rainworth Water, ^ hich divides 
Mansfield and Blid worth parifhes. (a) 

On the South-Ea{( end of Shirewood Foreft, and withio two miles of the village of 
Arnold, is part of a very extenfive Roman Camp, fee the plan in {a) in No. 3. where {b) 
is che prastorium, or place where the General pitched his tent \ this camp is fituated 
on an elevated fpot called Holly-Hill, commanding an extenfive view towards Mans- 
field, and fuppofed to be the higheft ground on the Foreft ; this Mr. Rooke thinks was 
the principal camp of the main body of the Ronoan army, in thefe parts. This ground 
has oeen lately enclofed, fo that probably there may be now no traces of this camp to be - 
leen. The proerefs of a Roman army through this part of Nottinghamfliire, is ftrongly 
marked by the fize and fituation of this camp, which is not above fiv« mites^from Not^ 
tingham, the Caufennae of the Romans* 

In a field called LoVcly-Grange^ not far from Oxton, is another Roman camp, fee thc^ 
plan {c) in No. 3. About a mile weft of this is another fmalltexploratory camp, fee the 
plan : (i) It goes by the name of Oldox,. which. probably means old works. At the 
diftance of one mile north -eaft, ]is a farm, fituated on an eminence called the Combs^ ' 
where a Roman camp is plainly to be made out -, fee the plan, {e) here Mr. R. found: 
ieveral Roman, bricks and tiles, which the farmers toki him they frequently turned ^p 
in ploughing. At about fifty yards to the north, is a circular vallum ot earth, near fort^

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yards diamfter^ part of it has lately been deftroyed by the plough, fee (/) At about 
three miles and a half north-eafl: of the Combs, near the village of Kirklington, is a hill 
called Hexgrave Park, where there are evident marks of an encampment. The ditch 
and vallum here and there pcrfed. Thefe fmall camps command extenfive views over 
the Foreft towards Mansfield and are vifible from the great camp on Holly-Hill, from 
whence intelligence might be conveyed by fignali. Roman Coins have been found in 
and near thefe camps. Mr. Rooke has got three, two of the middle brafs, the heads 
only diftinguilbable ; thefe were found near the camp at Aldox ; the other in his pof- 
feflion, is of the larger brafs, fuppofed to be Antoninus Pius ; on the reverfe is a figure 
half naked, with a hafta in the ri^t hand, and the other refting on the left knee, with the 
letters S. C. Senatus Confulto ; the legend totally defaced. This was found near Ar- 
nold^ and feveral Others have been picked up on that part of Holly-Hill, that has been 
cultivated, . 

Onthe 20th of Oftober, 1789, Mr. Rooke, opened a large Barrow on Shirewood 
Foreft, near Oxton, which meafiired 1 59 feet fn circumference. In digging about feven 
feet and a half from the top to a little below the level foil, he difcovered an Urn, fee (a) 
in the fubjoined place, halt full of aihes, and covered with a piece of coarfe balked earth ; 
on examining the Urn, he found it was made of iron, and much corroded with ruft-, on 
one fide, and at the bottom is a piece of wood, marked (b) which fiicks to the Urn, and 
feveral fmall pieces were found near it. Mr. R . thinks there is great reafon t6 fu^Dpofe, 
that, this urn was depofited in the Barrow, in a wooden cafe. Near thj urn was a Sword 
in a wooden fcabbard» two feet fix inches in length, and four inches broad. In taking 
it up, it broke into feven pieces; the wood, when preflcd, mouldered into duft. Near 
the end of the fword, fifteen Glafs Beads were picked up, fome green, others clouded 
>Yith yqlloW, and (ome of deep yellow. See their fize marked (c) in the plate. 

Mr. Jlooke thinks it probable, that, thefe beads were depofited as amulets; not be- 
ing perforated they could not be ufed as ornaments, and when fo found, the barrow is 
generally thought co be the fepulchrcof a woman. Thr finding beads and arms toge- 
ther, Mr. R. thinks is very remarkable, and believes, this is the only inftance where 
they have becn.difcovcred.with weapons, (a) 

. Ib the f^me plate, (d) is an Iron Dagger, which broke in taking up. It has been in a 
wooden fcabbard, bits of which now adhere to the ruft, and are diftingiiifhed in the 
drav^ingby the light parts, (e) Is an Iron Inftrument of a fingular (hape; the fides 
are flat, the point plainly appears to have been broken off, and upon- it is a thin coat of 
fmooth yeliow ruft, which probably may be owing to fome acid qimlity in that part of 
the e4rt)i whci^ it was found : (/) feems to be an iron weapon, with a hole at thevcnd for 
a ft^ff, very nnich corroded with rufl:. The Braf^ Key at the bottom of" the place, wafc 
fcHJo4 on Shirewood Foreft, in- making a new road fron> Kifkby to join that Which goeJ 
From M^n^ficld to Nottingham. The fing^lar (hape of this key, ahd the grten ruft 
th^t it ha^ acquired from age, make Mr. R* inclined to think it is the work of a Roman

Jckn^ for term of his life, and the Farm of the honour of /Vrav/Zwasraifedin the 
lame manner, as the Farm of the Wapentac to the ^reat damage of the Coun- 
try.

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The church has t ri^lpe^blc appearance. It confifts of a nave and fide aides, and a- 
good chancel. It has a fpire fteepie with 5 bells. Here are fome remains of painting 
on glafs^ in the windows, and fome very rude figures on the capitals of the pillars, which 
fupport the roof. The church is dedicated to St. Mary. 

Near the entrance into the chancel Francis Jaques, gent, is remembered who died in 
1606. Here are feveral floor flones, fome with crofles thereon, but the infcripttons arc 
defaced* On one is a neat little brafs 8 inches long, reprefented page 24.3 fig. 4.

Sarra Wawton the wife of Adam dc Hoclcewold^ joined with the faid Adam in con- 
firming the gift of her Uncle, the faid Richard ; who it fcems was fon of Richard de 
Bellocamp, (b) who had another fon of that name, and one called Hugh, who all died 
without iflue, and left their fillers heirs, viz. Ifabell, mother of Robert de Souleby ; 
Matilda, mpther of John de Croxton, and Philippa mother of Sarra the wife Adam de 
Hockewold, who in the right of Sarra his faid wife together with the Prior oi fVimundley^ 
Robert Daft, and William de Ley, held this town. 21 E. i. (c) Robert de Whatton 
is reckoned with the reft inftead of the faid Adam and his wife, by Richard Martel, 
BailifFof the honour of Pcverell, who gave into the Exchequer an account of the knights 
ittSy 7 November, that year; and there Rafe Bdlocamp is mentioned to have held it in 
former time. 

In theNom. Vill. 9 E. 2. (d) Roger deBellocampo is returned Lord of it. And 
after him his fon Roger, 22 E. 3. as appears by the Inquifition taken the Saturday after 
the feaft of St. Laur. at Nott. before John de Vaus John de Muftiers, and John del 
Kerr, CoUeftors for the aid of 40s. for every knights fee, to make the king's fon a 
knight. 

William de Befton, Parfon of Colegrave, (e) held divers lands here of Roger de Bello^

William de Befton, otherwife called William de Beckcford, Parfon of Cotegrave^ 
(f) founded a Chauntry in the church of Be/Ion^ for his own Ibul, and the fouls of John, 
his father, and Felice, his mcther, and of Alice de Langeton, and of his brothers and 
fifters, to which he firft prefcnted John, fon of John dc Befton; to which and to his 
fucccflbrs, he gave one meff and two bovats. in Befton which Matilda Rotour then lately 
held. And one mefT in the fame town, which was Hugh Manifterfons, together with 
the reverfion of two bovats of land with the appu^na^ce^ lying to the laid meff. which 
Margaret Hereward held for term of her life. Like wife one mefT. and one bovat which 
were John de Stretleyes of Nottingham^ and the reverfion of a place of meadow called 
Doddejholm, under Lenton \ and I2d. yearly rent. He likcwifc gave to the faid John two 
mefT. and thirty-four acres of arable land in Lenton \ which he had of John de Tumby 
of Nottingham^ &c. which was confirmed by John Archhifhop of Torkc^ by his In- 
ftrument bearing date at his mannor nigh fFeflminffer^ May 19, 1356, and in the fourth 
year of his tranflation. 

Galfr. Poultrell, fon of Robert Poultrell, 3 E. 3. (g) claimed lands here, which 
Henry Putrel of ^hurmeton^ his great grandfather, fettled on his grandfather Henry 
Putfcll arid Wilimina his wife in the time of E. i. 

(h) Richard de WiHughby had fome intereft here alfo, 27 E, 3.

TOUETON AND BRAMCOTE, 

The two preceding places noticed by Thoroton, in this neigbourhood : the former is 
inconfiderable. Its Lordfliip is, chiefiy, in the hands of Sir John Borlace Warren. 
The latter is in fever al hands. It contains 11 00 acres, enclofed. 

Mr. Serwin has the royalty, and is the biggeft proprietor. I am informed he enjoys 
that portion wbic|i was owned by Henry Hanley, Efq. who was a confiderable benefadjor 
to the poor of this, and the neighbouring villages. Nottingham, alfo wa& bencfitsed by 
his bounties, which is ihcwn in the hiftory of that place. 

The village confifts of 40 or 50 dwellings, and is plcafantly fituated. 

In a good houfe lives the Rev. Mr. Bigfby, and in another a Mr. Robinfon, in the 
cotton line. 

The Church has a tower with three bclk, Ncaj: thd Altar, John Little, gent, is re^ 
membered who died in 1786, aged 98. Rev. Benjamin Cockayne, Vicar of Attenbury, 
died in 1 747, aged 6^. Attcnborough cum Bramcote, makes about 60I. per annum.— 
See page 179.

Here let me apologize for a little irregulal:ity^ ia words, paying a tribute to the me- 
mory and worth of one, dear to all who knew her. — The Additions to the two villages, 
preceding this, fmall as they are, fliould have been placed, as ufual, after Thoroton's 
account refpeftively ; but death if it diforder not materially the creation^ becaufe as one 
goeth another cometh 5 yet it often arrefts us, uncxpeaedLy, in our pgrfuits. While 
the articles of "toueton and Bramcoie were at prefs, the Additions were negleftcd. At 
that junfture, a Daughter of J. T. at the age of 25, on the eve of a matrimonial con- 
ne^on, which promifed felicity, was fnatched from the afftdtions of her parents, her 
lover, and her numerous friends* She expired after fufiering an illnels of a few hours;, 
but with a calmnefs and ferenity of mind, not often experienced by thofe at a more ad- 
vanced age. Religion, in the habits of which (he had lived from aneaily age, taught 
her to meet death with a fweet and pleafing compoliire : Grieve not for me, (he faid^ 
Christ is Kfy Comforter! My departure is not lofs^ but gain. She took leave of her brothers 
and lifters with an admonition fuitable to their years, and to their interefls in another 
life. The youth of her afFeftion, whofe Hfe then leemcd mifery, on approaching her bed 
of death, fhe fmilingly checked lor his apparent forrow : Jamcs^ dont we(py we fljall mett 
Mgain. She died, famtly articulating: Jefus I come quickly^ llal-le-lujah. 

Such was the end of one, beloved by all who knew her. if a parent has indicated 
weaknefs, in this feeble attempt to record the worth of an amiable daughter 5 if fomc 
fliould call it an extraneous effufion, parents of good children, and the religious reader, 
it is prefumed, will readily pardon what maj be^ in this cafe, an error •, it was done whik 
the objeS of it was uncoffinM, and thepref& waiting for frefli matter.

Hu'gh deHefii,* omitted in. the hock, oi NewJleJe^ who yet, 2 E. i. (d). claimed the 
Advowfon of the Church of Stapleford^ whereof his Anceftor was feized in the time of 
King John, againft the Prior of that place. And afterwards paflTcd it by Fine levyed at 
Nctt. the 'day after St. Martin, 8 E. i. (e) to John the Prior, and the Church'ofSt.

This part I guefs now to be 
my coufm HoUingworths, who hath the Water Mill, and confidcrablc Lands in thk 
town.

The Lands which belonged to the Priory oi Newjiede^ I fuppofe, moft of them were 
John Brodbents, to whom William Cambden Clarenceaux, 45 Eliz. 1601, (b) granted 
for his arms Party per pale. Ermine and Azure, a Feffe Wavy, Gules, the Creft a Pheon; 
his daughter and heir Mary Broadbent was married to Gervas Jackfon, by whonr fhe 
had George Jackfon the chief Conftable, the prefent owner. 

In the year 161 2, (c) I find the owners to be John Brodbent, who had ten oxgangs, 
William Gieyieiey four oxgangs, George Clarke four, Thomas Merc two, Peter Cclum- 
•bell, gent, four oxgangs, Francis Hollingworth fourteen oxgangs, and Gervas Teverey, 
gent, forty oxgangs. He purchaftd the Lord Sheficilds lands in this town, whereof 
mention is made in Chillwell^ and inherited a good fhare in this Lordihip, befides ibme 
at Tbrumpton and Sandiacre^ which was moft anciently the Staplefords, and defcended to 
the Teveryes, formerly refident at Long Eaton in the County of Derty^ in which they 
had Lands in feveral other places; but fince the match with Staplefords heir, which the 
Genealogy inferted (drawn out of Mr. Pigots evidences, for the moft part) manifefteth, 
thdy have made this place their chief habitation, v/hich the faid Gervas Tevercy, efquire, 
together with his Lands' at EsJwayt^ Eyion, Sandiacrey Little Tbrumpton^ (the other 
Thrumpton he fold to Mr. Pigot) and divers others in thefe parts, fettled on Tcvcrey 
Palmes his grandfon, fecond ion of his eideft daughter Mary, the wife of Sir Brian, fon 
of Sir Guy Palmes, knight, but he died a batchelor, and his elder brother Francis fuc- 
£eeded, who married the lady of Mary Fane, daughter of Mildmay Earl oi fVeifmcrland 
(fince married to John Earl oi Exeter) whom he left without iffue, fo that this eftate de- 
fcended to William Palmes thp next brother, who having married Mary, a co-heir of 
the Lord Evers his eftate, and liking Tarkftnre better, hath difpofed of this old houfc 
to Arthur Waren, fon of Arthur, named in Touton^ with the dcmefne, as he did before 

the farms to Mr. Bqrrowes, the foapboyler of Dariy^ who purchafed them about 

a year fince^ or more, as I have heard.

STAPLEFORD-HALL^ 

Has been lately rebuilt by Sir John Borlace Warren, Bart.; when Iviffted it; it wa» 
in an unfinifhed ftate. It is at prefent adorned with no field beauties of attrafHoa; but 
die youn^ plantations, around, are pleafing indicasrona of what it may^ be. — It is, per- 
haps, to be lamented that life is too mort to fee, in reality, in Ibme inftancest(and in none 
more than that of plantations of ornament^ to the dwellings of the opulent) what the^ 
mind faintly views ia idea. We are often fnatched by death &om the ftripling beauties 
which we have, as it were ^created; or by infirmities and ag^ live not to enjoy- them 
when they are more matured.. Such is toe uncertainty that awaits human efforts. In the 
way of improvement, lately. Sir John, has had but little leilure : He is fighting jthe bat- 
ties of his country ac Sea;, and crippling theenemy, in a way highly honourable to his 
name. Hts^ aftive and great fervices want no ftudied panegeric ; they will be recorded in 
the pag^ of national hiftory, among the athkvemenis ui.

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X HE principal Mannor in this town, before the Norman Invafion, was Vercbrands^ 
who paid the Danegeld for it as one Carucat and an half. The land was then found to 
be twelve bovafs. Aftcrwaids it became the fee of William Oftiarius, mentioned in 
Bramcote^ who had here one Car. fix Villains, with four Car. Here was a Prieft, and 
half a Churck, and fix Acres of Meadow, (a) This was valued in the Confeflfours time 
at loos. but in the Conquerours, when Doomfd. Bool^ was made, at 20s. Here were, 
of the land of the Taynes, three Mannors more, each ot them anfwcring the tax for half 
a carucat: one ot them was Ulchels, the land whereof was four bovats, and wafte; after 
the Conqueft Alden had it, there was meadow two Acres. This Mannor had been los. 
but in the time of the furvcy, 14 W. i. was but 5s. 4d. value. Another Mannor Aluric 
had, the land whereof was alfo four bo vats, who ftill continued and held it of King 
William the Conquerouf, and had there three Vill. with two Car. and two Acre of 
Meadow.

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At tills LentoTij (b named probably from the river Len or Line, upon which it ftands, 
did William Pcvercl [a) found a Monaftcry in honour of the holy Trinity for love of 
the worfliip of God, and the common remedy of the Ibuls of King William, and Queen 
Maud, and their children, and of their and his own parents; and for the health of King 
rjcjfiry, and Queen Maud his wife, of William their ion, and Maud their daughter, for 
the ftate of his Kingdon^, and for the health of his own foul, and of Adclina his wife, and 
his fon William,, and all his own children, and gave it to God and the Church of Clugtjy^ 
and to Pontius the Abbot, and his Succeflburs, yet fo that it (hould be free, paying a mark 
offilver yearly as an acknowledgment. To this Monaftery did he give the town of 
Lenton^ with the appurtenances, except four Mills, whereof he held two in his own de- 
mefne, and his wife Adelina the third, and Herbert his Knight the fourth, the reft of the 
Mills were the Monks, and properly y\ iikewife Radefcrd^ Morton^ Kichton^ with their 
appurt. and whatfoever he had in Ncwtorpey and Pcpelwicb^ in wood, and plain, and in 
other things: Ukvwih Blacowell in the Peak^ with the appurtenances: LikewifeC^r- 
tbahalj in (North) Hantefyre^ with the wood, and all appurtenances, except the fee of one 
Knight, and the land of Thurftin Mantell, iikewife two parts of the Tythes of his dc- 
mefnes, of all things which could be tythed, viz. in Bltdeefward \^Nortbantefeir] with a 
Country fellow holding a Virgat (or Yard-land) to gather up the tythes.

The whole tythe of his Lead and of his Venifon 
(or hunting) as well in (kins, as flcfb, and the whole tythe of the Fifh, of his Fiftiing at 
Nottingbam. He iikewife gave by the conceflion of his Lord King Henry the firft, the 
Church of St. Mary, of the Englifh Borough of Nottingbam^ with the Land, and Tythes, 
and appurtenaces ; the church of St. Peter, and the church of St. Nic<;las likewife^in 
Nottingbam^ the churches of Rad^ford^ Lindebey^ and hangar^ in this couniy, with Land, 
and Tythes, and other appurtenances, and a Villain holding a Virgat of Land. The 
cjiurch oiFottSion (in Leice§lerfhire) wirh a Virgat of Land. The churchesof //^/^i?^/!, 
Cortbobaly IfenceSfery and Rijfenden (in Nortbantefciri) with a Virgat ofLand, and a Vil- 
lain holding it. He Iikewife granted to this Monaftery whatfoever his men fhould be- 
ftow on it, for the remedy of their fouls, viz. two parts of all the Tythes of Demefnes 
whatfoever could be tythed. The firft of thefe was Avenellus (Anceftor of the prefent- 
Earl oi Rntjlani) who granted it out of his demefnes in Haddon^- and is Metbedwephtb^ 
and Maniopf; Safred in Empingbam^ and in Bafeford^ and Robert, fon of Pagan, in the 
fame town Iikewife. Robert de Heriz, in He/burne, Md in Dfecropbt -, Godefridand* 
William in Emejby ; Norman de Montfaltrcl, in Aftbtcb^ and in Cbillwetky and in Horpoi\ 
Rogerius Brito, mW'aknibon^ and in Kalabal\ Gocelinus in IVatbenocbs andRaph'Male- 
l^erte, in Afpeley\ and Serlo Blund, in Torp^ and Erbert in GonolveS1en\ Iikewife Helgot* 
in Bare/word \ anrj in Cdtis Robert de Paviliaco in Hotlon\ Walter Flammength in Hau- 
i^Jbami Hugh, fon of Richard, in Gaindon ; Norman de S. Patric in. DcrejStrcby and im

Chauz, Hugo de Burum, Oddo de Boneia, Avenellus de Haddona, and all the reft of 
his forenamed mer. 

King Henry the firft confirmed all, and granted to the Monaftery a Fair of eight daics 
^ at the Feaft (a) of .St. Martin : and commanded that no man (hould buy or fell in Not- 
ingham^ during that time -, and that all coming to the Fair, and returning, Ihould be 
free from (Law procefs) or Plaints. He likewife granted them daily *two cart loads of. 
dead Wood and Heath in Befcowod^ and alfo Royal Liberties and Cuftoms, viz. Sach, 
Soch, Tol, Them, and Infangenthef, and quittance from Scyre and Hundreth, from 
Wapentach and Treding (or Frankpledge) from Army and every Cuftom, and fecular 
exadion, except Murder and Dane-geld. 

(b) King Stephen being at Notingham, at the very earneft intreaty of William Peverel!^ 
the younger, together with Oddona his wife, and Henry his fon, confirmed what Wm^ 
Peverell his father,or William, himfelf, or any other Benefadors had done to this Priory, 
of which, befides thofe already named, Robert Earl of Medlent who gave .the churches of 
Wiggedon and WuhingSion in LeiceSerJhire ; Hugo dc Burun, who by the confent of his 
fons, Hugh and Roger, gave the Church oi HorfeUy^ in Darbijhire^ and Cotegrave in this. 
County, with a Vifgat, or more Land there, with fomcMn Altnioriy gave in exchange for 
the Church of OJftngton^ formerly given to this Priory .by the faid Hugh dc Burun, and 
after to the Knights Templars; and Odd de Boney, who gave two patts of the Tythe of 
his-DemefnCi and the Churches of Barton zn^'AdinboroWj were the chief. 

The fljcceeding Kings were not wanting in their rclpedive confirmations, but added 
m'bre, and augmented the privileges of this place, fo that at the diflblution it was valued 
at 329I. 15s. lod. ob;

(d) The Mannor of Lenton^ amongft other things, was by Letters Patents, bearing : 
date 9 Sept. 4 C. i. granted in Fee Farm to Edward Dichfeild, Salter, John Highlord, : 
Skinner, Humfrey Clarke, Dyer, and'Francrs Mofle, Scrivener, Citizens of London '^^ 
who by the appointment of divers Aldermen and Commoners of the City of London^ con- 
ftitutedCommiflioners, and authorized by divers A6l;s of the Common Council, of Ma> 
jor. Aldermen, and Commoners of the faid City, to fell and difpofe of the Mannors^.

LENTON 

Is an old enclofed lordfhip, owned chieffy by Gregory clq. except the priory land. 

The village confifts of along ftreet. The Church is dedicated to the Holy Trinity^ 
fmall, and has a wretched floor. Near the reading deflc is an old ftone with a crofs and 
chalice, another old ftone has date 1333. The font is remarkable, it forms a long fqu^tre 
-and is very large, the height two feet fix inches. In the bad Condition it is now in, you 
may difcover lome curious labour. On one fide is a rcprefentation of che crucifixion. 
In other parts are rows of angelic forms under arches, or rather in recefles of the font.— • 
One fide is out-lined facii)g Broxtow, the 4th plate from this page, figure 1 1, Within 
it is formed for the prieft*s arms, to let the child into the water. 

Here is nothing remaining of the Monaftery or Priory worthy notice. Thoroton has 
given us a pretty full account of its endowments and hiftory. Tannerfays, itwas a 
Cluniac Priory fubjeft to the great foreign abbey of Cluhy, founded, as Thoroton ol> 
fervcs, by William Pcverell, before A* D. 1 108, when Girard, archbilhop of York ('who 
is one of the witnefs to Peverell's fwjndation charter) died. It was accounted among 
the alien priories, and had their face, till the Cluniac (b) monks here got it to be a denifon 
the 1 6th of Richard IL and continued fo till the diflblution. In lupport of which he 
fefers his readers to Mon. Angl. tom. i, p. 645, &c. Alfo, in Guicl)enoni bibl. Segu- 
fiana, Lugd. 1660, 4to p. 442, ex cartulario antiquarum ecclefiarum Cluniacenfium :

IN ReJefirdj in the time of King Ed^rard the Confeflbur, Alvric had a Mannor which 
paid the Dane-geld for three car. The Land of it being then returned to be three 
carucats. There William Pcverel (whofe Fee it afterwards became) in Demefne had two 
car. (b) Eleven vill, four bord, having four car. There were four Mills 3I. and thirty 
Acres of meadow, and three acres of fmall wood, and half a Pifcary (or Fifhing.) This 
retained the old value 3I. Of this fame Land Vlvod held one bovat in Tayn-Land^ 

This Town William Peverel gave to the Monaftery which he founded at LenSon (as 
fccfore is Ihown) with which it was ever mixed, and fo continues. 

(c) Robert, fon of Philip of Radeford^ granted and confirmed to God, and the Church 
t)f the holy Trinity at Lenton^ four bovats of the Villanage of Radeford^ quit of all Ser- 
vices belonjging to him, and twenty-four acres of his Demefne, with the Appurtenances, 
which his father gave and granted to that Church, to which he alfo gave all the Land in 
Aldifwrd^ which was of his Fee, with a Meadow called Bradmedow.

Thomas Elingham, Prior of Lenton and that Covent, 9 H. 5. (a) demifed to Hugh 
Willoughby, Richard, Nicolas, and Thomas his fons, their Land which lay with the 
Vitcmit oi RaitforAi between theinclofure called Siokkinge on the South part, and the 
Field of Broxtow on theNorth, abutted on the inclofure of John de Brokftow on the Wcfl"» 
and on theEaft head, on the High- way which leads from Baakeiiow to Radford^ during 
all and any of their lives, paying 2s. per annum, by equal portions at the Feafts of the 
the Invention of the Crofs, and St. Martin in Winter: but every day the Rent (hould 
happen to be unpaid after the fet time, it was to be doubled, and the Priory was to have 
free paflage over it with Carriages all the time as the faid Hugh and his fons had. 

(b) The Reverfion of the Herbage and Paunage of the 4/P^ Wood in Radford^ par- 
cel of the Mannor ofLenion^ demifed to Edward Southworth, gent, for twenty-one years 
was granted, 6 Eliz. to Richard Pype, of London^ Leather-feller, and Francis Bowyer, of 
21fl»i£», Grocer, together with the Site of ^a/!irx^tiv//r Priory, and many other things^ 
Auguft the fifth. 

Jfpley-IVood Hall was the dwelling place of Thomas BIyth, named in Mapwrley^ in the 
time of Queen Elizabeth.

RADFORD 

Has a little church in diforder, dedicated to %x. Peter. The village is a little paradife^ 
or, rather, a portion of it in the poffeflion of Mr. Elliot, of Nottingham, Upon a fmall 
fcale he (hews the conception of a large and chafte mind, fo far as relates to embellifh- 
ment and landfcapc. Almoft every thing you could wifh to fee in extenfive pleafure 
grounds, you fee. here in miniature *, water, and various foliage happily blended ia 

froupes, and temple forms, changing as it were their order at every footftcp, where fpace 
ems boundlefs, are here delightful ; nothing robs you of that pleafure but a knowledge 
of the lack of extenfion. This place muft be dcledable to its owner. 

The lordihip is in feveral hands, and is enclofed, much of which appears in a higb 
ftate of cultivation-

OF the Taynland were two Manners in Sunotty which before the Conqueft Aluric 
and Brun held, rated for them to the Dane-geld at twelve bovats, and Vlfi then 
Lord of Dlaveilon (a) (now IVottaton) in which the Soc lay, had one car. and an half for 
the Geld. The Land was three car. There was alfo in Sudtune Soc to Dlaveffon of the 
Fee of William Peverel, which paid the Tax for twelve bovats. The Land three car. 
but was wafte in the time of King William the Conqucrour, as fomc other Lands of that 
Soc at that time were. 

(b) Robert, foh of Raph, and all his heirs, gave to God and the Church of the holy 
Trinity at Lentotty two bovats of Land [here]. One of them was that which Erchin 
held with a Toft, divided into three pares, the other was half a bovat, which Matthew 
held, but he filled it up and made a whole one ot it out of his Demefne. ^ This Alms he 
offered before God and his Saints upon the Altar of the holy Trinity at Lenton^ for the 
health of the foul of his moft dear wife Adelina, that her memory might be made every 
year. The witnelles were Richard Abbat of LeiceHer^ Robert Avcnell, Roger, fon of 
Adelina, Peter de Sandiacre, Jofrid Bochart, Gubert dc Nottingham, Herbert, fon of 
Gladwia, Raph fon of Lewin^ Hugh de Sutton, Helric de SuttoiT,'(jrunquetel, Anfelinus 
de Radclive, Everard de Lenton, and Gftvafe his fon, and many o«^hers* 

Robert de Pefleys gave to God and the work of the Church of the holy Trinity at 
Lmtofiy for the health of his foul, and of Alice his wife, and William his father, and £de- 
lina his former wift:, fifteen Acres of his Demefne in Suiton: (c) William de Pafleys, fon 
of Robert de Paffeys, confirmed the fifteen Acres of the gift of his father j and gave four 
Acres himfelf. 

In the year 1278, Robert, fon of William Gyon of Bramcoiey gave to the Prior and 
Covent of Lenton 4s. (d)*yearly rent, when Hugh "de Stapleford, Clerk, was bound to 
pay him for four bovats' m Suttony with homage, ward, relief, and all the appurtenances : 
to this were witneffes Sir Robert de Strgtley, Sir Galfr. de Dethec, Sir Raph de Arnale, 
Knights, John dc Cortlingftok, Henry de Watenhou, John Paffeys, William Torcard, 
and others. 

(e) William Mallard, paid two marks for a Knights Fee in Sutton^ in the former part 
of the reign of Henry the third. But it appears in feveral other places, that the family 
of Paffeys (f) held it by Serjeancy of finding a Horfe and Sack in the Army of Wales. 
In one place it is recorded, that Robert Paffeys held two carucats and an half; and that 
there were two bovats here of the Soc of Arnaky which ufed to pay 5s. and that Hugh d^ 
Ncvill held them in his own hand,

tneiT. and fix bpvats of William Mortein at IVoUaton^ befides fome land in Sat ion. 

In the record of Norn* Vill. (b) 9 E. 1. SuiUn Pafleys anfwercd for a whole Villa, 
and John Paflfeys was then returned Lord of it. 

(c) The Jury, 19 E. 2. found it not to the Kings lofs if he granted licence to John 
Watnowe, to enfeoffe John le Colyer, oiNotiingbamj in fourteen acres in Suiton PaflTeys, 
having 40s. Land and Rent in Nottingham befides. (d) In 16 E, 3. the Jury likewife 
returned no'lofs to the King, if Johnde Colier of NoU. gave a mefl^ a toft, and five bov. 
of land in 5«//^» Pafleys, to a certain Chaplain to celebrate in the Church of St. Mary 
at Sutton Palfeys ; which Mannor was then become the pofleflion of Richard de Wii- 
loughby. Lord alio of IVoUaton^ with which family it continued, and is now, and long 
hath been totally decayed, and only known by the name of IVollaton Parke, and ochei 
the demefnes of that Mannor ; howbeit the Parifliioners of Radford fay it is in tlut 
Fariflii and within their Perambulation.

Church of Stanton on the Wold to Sir Gcr. de Clifton, yet remaining at Clifton manif«fteth^ 

{f) This firft Sir Richard de Willuby did increafe his Patrimony very well in divers 
places, and added to it much Land, which he purchafed of the Morteins, both in this 
place and elfewhere; he died 18 E. 2. (g) (eiicd of the Mannors of JVollaion and Wi/- 
lughhy^ and the third part of Rifeley^ and Lands in IngUby and Aj^lwaSon in Derby finn;, 
which the Kings Efchaetor took into his hands the feventh of April after, and delivered 
them the fevenceenth of May following to Richard de Willuby his fon and heir, who^ 
was then found to be above thirty years old.

ward, and others. His fecond wite wsis Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas Abon (or Burgh) 
the relift of Richard Lord Fitz-Hugh. His third was Ellen, daughter and heir of John 
Egerton, Efquire, of fVren-Hallm Cbejhire, by whom he had Sir Hugh Willoughby the 
famous Navigator, who was frozen to death in the North Seas, whofe wife was Jane, the 
daughter of (Sir Nicholas) Strelley, by whom he had a fon called Htnry after his grand- 
father, whofe tourth wife was A daughter of Welles for Walters.)

The feat of the Right Honourable Henry Willougbby, Baron Middleton, is fituate- 
about two miles weft of Notting^iam, on a^gende rife of ground, feen in almoft every 
dire£Uoir in the county, (a) This feat is beautifully furrouoded with a variety of pleai^ 
ing foliagp matured by age i io the park is a lacge pond of water,, and §om€ agreeable 
Ihady walks, groves, and park fcenery. This moft noble fabric wa&buik, we learn from 
an infcripcion over one of the entrances> by Sir Francis Willoughby, knight. — " En has 
Francifci Willoughbsi sedes rata arte extrudas Willoughbsis reli<^s. Inchoatas 1 580,. 
1588." 

The Hall is Ipfty, and the roof, which is fupportcd with arches fomeching like Wcft- 
minfter-Hall, has a grand appearance* The fcreen, in tbehall,is fupported by pillars of 
the doric order. There is a variety of devices under the beams, agreeable with the tafte* 
of the times, fuch as heads of fatires, &c. The walls and ceiling were painted, I am in- 
formed^ by La Guire. The rooms, in general, are on a grand lcale,.lf>fty and fpacious*^ 
The fabric,, taken as one built for acommonery exceeds the lo&ieft ideaa of imagination ;.

Sir Thomas Willoughby, BarL was the loth of Queen Ann, Anno Domini 171 1^ raifed to the dignity of a Baron of England 
by the ftile and title ot Thomas Barun Middleton. of Middleton,. in the county of Warwick. Lord Middleton married Elizabeth^ 
daughter and coheir of Sir Richard Roihwell, of Stapleford„ in the Cuuntyot Lincoln, Ban. by whom he had four fons, Francis,, 
Thomas, Rothwell, and Henry. His Lordfliip, prior to his- elevation ta a P«e»gey fierved in feveral Parliaments for the County 
of Nvttingham He diecHhe fecond of April 1729. 

Francis Lord Middleton, bis Ton and fucccflfor, married Mary, fecond daughter of Thomas Edwards, of tbc.Middle-Temjplei.

rich in feams of coal where Sir Francis Willoughby, knight, nobly defcended from the 
Greys Marquis of Dorfet, in oiir days, built out of the ground with great chairges 
(yet for the mott part levied out of the coal-pits) a ftately houfe with artificial workman'*^ 
fhip, {landing bleakly, but ofiering a very goodly profpeS; to the beholders far and near." 
Lovely art thou fair Wollaton ; magnificent are thy features ! In years now venerable,, 
thy towery crefted prefence, eminently bold feated, ftrikcs the beholder with refpedtfut 
awe. Unlike many of the vifionary built edifices of the prcfent day,, defigned with bur 
little variation of ftile, and uniform in difordering architedural Order,. thee we muflad- ^ 
mire, chaftein thy component part and prefenting an harmonious whole. 

In the Hall is a good painting of Charles the firft, on horfeback ; a family piece by 
Smiibj in which one of the figures reprefents, Sir Hugh Willoughby who was frozen to 
death in the north pafiage ; and feveral other paintings of merit. The gallery, among 
others, contains fbme portraits, Jofeph and his brethren, andapieceofftill li&. Beit 
ftaircafe : Here rs an excellent deception of a pifture frame. The dining-room is a 
snoft excellent place ; in it arc two of the mod magnificent glades I ever law. In the la- 
loon is a mafterly performance of dogs worrying a boar. The Common drawing-room, 
poflefles among other paintings, a view of Nottingham from the trent ; good portraits 
€>f the late Lord Middleton and Lady ; an old Lady by Sir Godfrey Kneller \ two fea pieces 
of merit and twO' India pieces. I law in this charming dwelling, alfo,, a piece of humour, 
two boys eating hafty-pudding : a little ftory belongs to this painting. One of the late 
Lords of Wollaton feeing two boys, at the village, eating hafty -pudding, in the aft of 
quarrelling over their mefs, had this pifture drawn. The Icaft appears to be crying be- 
caufe the other a<fts upon the old adage: — "Love father, love mother, loveownfeir 
beil." I faw an old carbine, in the houfe- keeper's room, very curioudy wrought ia 
figures, doubtlefs one of the firft eflforts in the art of gun-making.

I'here was at the time of 
making the great furvey three car. or ploughs, with three villains (or hufbandmcn) and 
five acres of meadow ; formerly this had been valued at i6s, but then was f os. 

This firft part was with IVollaSlony the poflefiion of the family of Mortein ; the latter 
feems to have been enjoyed chiefly by a family who had their firname from the place, of 
which was Sir William de Coffale, Clcr. Baron of the Exchequer, who was a great be- 
nefactor to Newlfede Priory^ and did by fine at T^k^ Trin. and Mich, 8 E. j, (b) Icttle 
upon it twelve meff. one mill, eight bovats, and fixty acres of land, twenty of meadow, 
eighty of wafte, and 20s. yearly rent, with the appurtenances in CaffaU^ Nottingham^ 
and Bullwellj to find three Chaplains, two in the Church of St. Katherin of Coffale^ and 
the third in the faid Priory of Newlfe/ley to celebrate Divine Service for the fouls of the 
faid William, his ancellors, and fucceflburs. 

Reginald, fon of Idonia de Cotfale, gave to the Priory ofThurgi^Pon all his Lands in 
Cotjaky viz. (c) half^ bovat, and a quarter of a bovat, with two tofts, one at the end of 
the Town towards the eaft, and the other next the toft of Koger the Gerefc [pracpofiti] 
the faid Priory paying to Sir Reginald de Annefley and his heirs los. per annum. 

Adam de Coffale held in the Town of Coffale^ one meff. five cottages, one watcr-mill, 
two carucats of arable land, twenty-three acres of meadow, ten acres of pafture 20s. 
• rent, which >%cre fettled, 7 E. 2, (d) by fine on William, fon of the faid Adam de Cof- 
fale, and Johan his wife, and the heirs of their two bodies^ remainder to the right heirs 
of the William : Robert was their elded fon, who ^married Katherin, the daughter of 
John Bozon, of whom there was no iffue ; John their younger fon married the daughter 
of William Michcll, and had iffue. Of William, fon of Adam de Coffale, and Johan 
bis wife, Sir William de Coffale, before jiamed, obuined the land & foil where the two 
Cranges (or .Bams) below the Mannor of C^^/f, belonging to tht Pnory of NewSlede^ 
were built, in exchange for one land or felion in Coffale between the Thorpes -, he pur- 
chafed likewife of their of Fee Lands in Cojfale and Brokfale^ for the fervices whereot the 
faid Robert and John their fons made a releafe, rcferving only 38. lod. Rent yearly; 
which Rent, together with all his Lands and Tenements in C^j&, Robert (de Coffale) 
fon of the laid John fold to Sir Richard de Willoughhy the elder, who fettled the Town 
of Cojfale (a great part whereof he had by the daughter of Sir Roger de Mortein) on Sir 
Richard de Willoughby the younger, as in fFollaffon is faid. 

This Sir William de Coffale, the Baron, purchased fome Lands of Sir Roger Mortein, 
andfomc other Freeholders, all which he gave to Newflede^ as already is fhown. 

The Jury found, 23 E. 3, (e) that Warin, fon of Thomas le Latimer of Brayhrookey 
and Katherin his wife, then alive, were jointly enfeoffed, and held the Mannor of Q/^ 
fale of William Zouch, arch-bilhop of Torke^ by the fervices of fixpence a-year, and that 
John, fon of the faid Warin, was his next heir. 

The Jury, 7 H. 6, (f) found that William Skevington, Efquire, held the Manner of 
Cof shale of King Henry the fifth, by the fervice of the fourth part of a Knights Fee of

Honour of Peverell, and that Humfrey Skevington his fon and heir was one and twentjr 
years of age the firft of June, then paft. The Jury, 13 H. 6. (a) found that Humfrey 
Skevington held this Manner ofCaffale by the fervice of the twentieth part of a Knights- 
Fee, the day that he died ; and that Hugh Skevington. was his brother and heir ; it was* . 
23 May, II H. 6, irf the Kings hands, becaufe Hugh was under age, and Humfrey. 
dead. ^ 

(b) In a Recovery, 15 H. 7, Sir Henry Willoughby, Knight, claimed againft John^ 
Marmion, Rob. Laurenle, Clark, and Rob. Skevington, the Mannor of Cofale. (c) 

Thomas Thurland, John Marmion, and others, 22 H. 7, fd) claimed againft Eliz^ 
Willoughby, four meff. one hundred acres of land, fixty of meadow, eighty of pafture^ 
four of wood, forty of heath, and zos. rent \nCoJfale\_ (he called to warrant Hugh Wil- 
lughby, (e) and fo did Thomas Willughby, and Ifabell his wife, againft whom the fame 
perfons claimed three meff. thirty acres of land, twenty of meadow, thirty oT pafture,. 
one water-mill, and 13s. rent in Lenton and CcJJ'ale. 

(f ) The Mannor of C<2^/ alias Coffal Marfh, late belonghig to the Monaftery of New- 
iiede^ and in the occupation of Francis Willughby, 21 July, 10 Eliz. was granted to 
Percivall Bowes, and John Mbyfier, gentlemen.

Lordfliip is owned alfo by Lord Middleton : it is cnclofed. The village is fmall; Mu 
It however, is an hofpital for four men, who have coals, cloathing, andtwo (hillings per* 
week for their fubfiftence, left by one of the Willoughbies, who lived at Eaftfelfow or 
Eaftpery Hall, ( i ) near WoUaton-HalK 

The chapel has only one aifle. In it is a vault for a»branch of the Willdughbies.— - 
Rev. Ifaac Pickthall, curate. 

About the year 1780, on the death of a Mifs Willoughby, of Nottingham, an ancient 
vault in the chapel, belonging to that family, was opened' for her interment, which had: 
not been ufed many years. When the workmen entered it they were furprifed at a lu- 
minous appearance at the further end of the vault : a candle being brought to examine 
it, the extraordinary light difappeared; which much heigjitened their aftonifliment •, on- 
the candle being taken away, it appeared as bright as before. It turned out, however^ 
tx> be nothing but a human flcuU, covered with a greenifh light-coloured mould, of a^ 
downy nature, which, where it was fingered; turned black.

IN Straley were ihrce Manners, two whereof was of William Pcverells fee, but the 
third was of the Land of the Taynes, and had been Vlchels, who paid for it to the 
Geld as three bovats. The Land of it being fo much. In the Conquerours time VUi 
and Godwin held it of the King, and had there four vill. one bord. In the Confeflburs 
time this was 4s, value, then but 3s, (a) Out of the other Mannors before the Nor- 
mans came was Godrics, and paid to the Dane-tax as fix bovats. The Land of it being 
for fix Oxen. Afterwards, in King Williams time, Godwin the Prieft had one car. three 
vill. two bord. having two car. this kept the old value los. The other Mannor was 
Bruns before the Conqueft, which was then rated to the Geld at three bovats. This 
Ambrofe held of William Peverell, being valued at iid. though in King Edward the 
Confeflburs time it was 3s. 

The next owner that I have met with any certain knowledge of, was Walter dc Strad- 
legh, who married Ifilia the widow of Wm. de Moiz, in or near the time of King Henry 
the firft (as in CbiUewell is faid) by whom he had a fon called Samfon de Stradleg, who, 
(b) 22 H. 2, gave account for ten marks of his amercements in the Foreft. In King 
Richard the firfts time this Samfon fuflfered much» as moft of our No/tingbamfi^ire Gentry 
did, for being in rebellion with Earl John. William Briewrr, the Sheriff, 6R. i, (c) 
accounting for half a year, reckons for 46s. 3d. of the Land of Samfon de Stradlcy, then 
fcifed by the King,as other of his enemies lands and goods at that time were. This Sam- 
fon gave account, 7 R. i, (d) of four marks for having his land again •, but it feems, 
10 R. I, that it coft him thirty marks to have feifin of his fathers land, becaufe he was 
with Earl John, who, (as itappeareth)eftecmed him well when he was King, (e; In 
the fifth year of his reign he ffnt his precept, dated at ^ikehullxht nineteenth of Feb. 
to William Briewerr, to deliver to this Samfon dc Stradleg the Mannor oi Horfeley in 
Darbyjbire for his fuftentation, while he had the Caftle ot Horeflan (the feat of the Burons 
not very long befoie.) 

(f ) His fon Walter de Stradleg, 9 Joh. was reckoned to owe a Falcon for having 
feifin of the Land which was his fathers at the time of his death. This Walter and 
Hugo de Capella married the heirs of Robert dc Sumervill of Oxlon: (g) Philip (brother 
I fuppofe of Walter) de Strelley, had the cuftody of the htir of this Walter from Galfr. 
de Mandeville, to whom King John gave it, Cecilia, wife of Walter, had the third pait 
for Dower : his Land out of which (he had it, was then valued at loos. per annum, — 
Philip de Stradleg fcems to have had fomc good intercft in Geoffrey Fitz- Peter Earl of

the arrears of. . 

(c) The 20 July, 13 H, 3, Robert, fon of Walter de Stradley^ did homage and had 
feifin of his Lands. Robert de Strelley was taken at Kenilwortb^ as the Kings enemy \ 
and the King, 50 H. 3, (d) granted his heir to William de Mortein. A fine wa$ levied, 
9 E. I, between Alexander de Hotham, Quer. and Robert, fon of Walter de Stradley, 
and Hawifia his wife, Deforc. of theMannor of EJky v/hich feems to be then fettled on 
Che heirs of Hawifia. The Robert died about 12 E. 1, (e) leaving then his fon and 
heir Robert above thirty years old, who married Elizabeth, the daughter and heir of 
William Vavafour ( f ) oi Shipley in Darh/kirej by whom he had Btlkorougb^ the next 
Lordfhip to Slrel/ey. Samfon de Strelley, another of his fons, married Lucia, the daughter 
and heir of Sewall le Fone, and Amicia bis wife, one of die daughters and co-heirs of 
Hugo de Capella, before named ; from this Samfon dcfcended the StrcUeys of fTood- 
horowy in that place to be noted more particularly. 

Robert de Stradley, 30 E. i, (gl lett Robert his fon and heir aged twenty*three years 
at the Feaft of St. Matthew. 

There was a proteftion, 4 E. 2, (h) for Robert de Vmfravile Earl ofAngus^ Nicholas 
de Segrave, Robert de Strelley, and John, fon of William Howard, who had taktn a 
journey into Scotland^ with Peter Gaveftone Earl of Carnewall. 

. Sir Samfon de Strelley, Knight, was fon and heir of this Robert, and married Elizab* 
daughter of Sir John Hercy. Samfon de Strelley, ( i ) 30 E. 3, 1356, had licence, that 
he and the reft of the Parifhioners of that Village, might hear Sermons for the fpace of 
a year in the Chappel fcituate within his Mannor of the fs^id Village, becaufe the Parifh- 
church was not then tully built. About 13 R. 2, (k) he left Sir Nicholas de Strelley 
his heir, who by his wife Elizabeth, the daughter of Sir Edmund Pierpont, had one fon 
called John de Strelley, who married Joane, daughter and heir of John Hunte of LinJe- 
iy -, but his eldefl: fon was Sir Robere de Strelley, whom he left his heir ; and by his 
will ordered his own body to be bunicd in the Church of All-Saints at 5/rtf//ry, 1430, 

9 H. 6, which Sir Robert married Agnes, the daughter of- Harcourt, and Joan> 

the daughter of Sir Richard Stanhope, and died about 16 H. 6, ( 1 ) and was fucceeded 
by Sir Robert de Strelley his fon and heir, who married Ifabella the daughter of ■ ■ . 
Kempe, and died 12th of March, 3 H. 7, leaving John Strelley, Efq. his fon and heir 
forty years old, 4 H. 7, (m) when the Inquifition was taken. This John married 
Saunchia, the daughter of Robert Willughby, Efquire, and by her had a fon of his own 
name, who dying without ifiue, his four daughters became his heirs. Ifabella, the eldeft, 
was firft married to Clement Low, by whom fhe had a daughter and heir,' wife of

William Sachcverell, fecond fon of Sir Henry SacKevcrell of ikftr/gr in tHe County of 
Darby ^ Knight, and afterwards to Richard Payney, Efquire; the fecond was Margaret^ 
\tifeof John Poutrell, Efquire ; the third was Elizabeth, wife of Sir William Ayfcough ;. 
and the fourth was Anne, firft married to Richard Stanhope, Efquire; and afterwards- 
was third wife of Sir John Markham, Knight. 

By the inftrumcnt of divifion^ bearing date lo Oftob. 27 H. 8, (a) it appears that 
Thomas Ayfcough divided the Lands of John Stirley into four parts whereof Sir John 
Markham, and Thomas Poutrell chole the two firft, viz, firft, all the Land^s in fFheteley; 
Saundeby^ Nortbleuerton^ Soutbleuerton^ Siurton^ Utilburgb^ Burton^ RadcUff^ Codgrave^ Ship- 
iy, Gcdding^ Langley^ Stapilfurth^ Cortlingiiock^ NoUin^bam^ and Harbyy for one part 5 andi 

for: 

(a) Ex Autog, pea* Will. Sachcvcrell, Ar, 
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for the other (which Poutrell had) all in ChiUewell^ Trowelly Mingirugh^ BramcoU^ Cal- 
verton^ ESiwayt^ a houle in Trowelt, a houfe in CoJJal Marjh^ and Colficn Bajjet. The 
next was chofea by HkbcU Paynell, widow, William Sacheverell, and Mary his wife^ 
which V as all in Bilburgb^ Hemfell^ Cojfall^ Kymherley^ Tomlynholme^ Cnrleton, and Marfh'- 
all Hall\ and Thomas Afcugh, had for the fourth- part all in Oxton^ and Plunger. 

But Sir Robert Strelley, father of this John, had another fon called Sir Nlcolasr 
Strelley, whofc pofterity iirherited this Mannor. This Sir Nicolas married the daughter 
of Thomas Lord de la Ware, and died at Lenton the laft of April, 1591, (a ) 6 H. 7, 
and was buried in the Church of St. Andrew at Bct/nards CaSile^ leaving Margaret his 
wife behind him, and Nicolas his fon, and Agnes and Cecily his daughters. He ap- 
pointed half his goods to be imployed for his Children ia Merchandize, and made hisi 
nephew Sir Walter Hungerford, Supervifor of his Will, which was proved 12 June,, 
that fame year, viz. 149 1, Sir Nicolas his fon married (to his third wife, as I take it) 
the daughter of Sir John Spenfer, and died at Strelley^ Auguft 25, 3 Eliz. (b) feifed 
of this Mannor and Bilbttrgb^ and the Adv^owfons of both the Churches, and Lands ia 
Bullwellj CoJU'alljWattenhow^ Farnesfeild^ and Basford^ as by an Inquifition taken zxNotU 
the year following appeareth. Sir Anthony Strelley his fon and heir being then thirty- 
two years of age ; who married Joane, daughter of Sir George Baynham, by whom he 
had Sir Philip Strelley, who married Elizabeth, the daughter and heir of Thomas 
Garneys, Efquire, and died 29 Sept. 4 Jac. He has a fon called Nicolas^ who married 
a daughter of Sir Percivall Willoughbies, but had no iflue.

It is now pof- 
fefled by the pofterity of Eiianor, fitter of Sir Philip Strelley, who was married to Sir 
John Michell, one of the Mafters of Chancery in King James his time, who notwith- 
ftanding all his law and power could never get it in his own time from Nicolas Strelley,. 
natural fand perhaps legitimate) fon of George, brother of the faid Sir Philip, which 
Nicolas married Elizabeth, daughter of George Rofell, of Radcliffj Efquire, by whom, 
he had a fon called George, whom he left young, yet he kept it till he died in France not: 
of full age; his mother being married to Richard now Lord Byron. 

After the death of this laft George Strelley, Nicholas, fon of William, fon of John,, 
brother of Sir Anthony Strelley, (which John married alfo a daughter of Sir George 
Baynham, named Anne, fifter of Sir Anthonies Lady) was fome while in pofleffion of 
fhis Loidfhip; which faid Nicholas Strelley lives now mNoningbamy upon fome iar 
genious Manufadures in Glafs, which he fpins and orders very commendably. 

The Coals, the chief profits of Strelley^ are not fo plentiftil now a<? formerly. 

William de Strelley, fon of Galfr. de Strelley, by a Fine, 14 E. 2, (c) fettled one: 
meflr. ten bov. and an half, and one rood of Land, with the appurtenances in Strelley^, 
Coffiile^ 2ind. Bfliurgb^ on Sir Robert Strelley, Knighr, for life; and afterwards oa 
William, fon of Sir Robert, for life ; remainder to Sir Robert and his heirs. 

The Reftory of Sfirley was 81. *Tis -now 61. 4s. ^d. ob, in the Kings Book^, and the 
laft Patron that I have feen, was Nicholas Strelley, Elquirc, as his anceftors the Strelleya; 
bad ever been in all my obfcrvations.

The feat of Thomas Webb Edge, Efq. ftands about four miles weft of Nottingham.— 
When I rook the drawing, which faces this account, the feat was 4iot finifhed, the plea- 
furc-grounds about it feemed then to be planning on a fcale of fomc magnitude. Na- 
ture has done much for this fituation. In a few years it promifes 10 meet the eye, aided 
with fome bold and pleafing fcenery. 

On the rifing ground where I made the drawing, you have an extenfive and delightful 
profpeft. it abounds in diverfity of grouhd and objedls: of the former, hills fuccecd 
vallies interfperfed with wood-land in pleafing fucceflion ; as to the objefts, which pre- 
fent themfelves over this vaft extent of country, chance, in fcattering them, has bcea 
profufely bountiful.

(b) Herbert de Bilbure gave to the t^riory oiLenton one mark yearly, out of a mill 
which is between Blaccliff znd Radford.

(e) I'here was a Fine at Natingbam^ 3 Joh. whereby William de Gatton pafled his 
right and title in three bovats of Land in Bileburgb]^ to Water de Riboef^ and Ifabell 
his wife. 

Robert Fitz-Aman in King Johns time claimed as his right, againft Simon de Kime, 
^hom Walter de Ribof, and Ifabell he wife, called to warrant, ( t ) half a Knights Fee 
in Bilenburghj whereof Ivicia his grandmother was feifed, in the time of Ring Henry the 
firft ; and from her the right defcended to Robert her fon, and from him to Raph his 
brother, father of the faid Robert Fitz-Aman. Simon pleaded that the faid Ivicia had 
an elder fifter called Emme, who had a certain fon called Robert, who had a fon called 
Ivo de Heriz, then alive, who had as much right, and without him he would not anfwer. 
Robert acknowledged that Emme was the elder fifter, but when the Inheritance was di- 
vided, to Emme was affigned GunnolveSton znA Keilmerfey as her purpart, whereof her 
heirs were yet feifed ; and to Ivicia were affigned Molinton and Bloubroe^ to which the 
faid half Kinghts Fee belonged, for her purpart. Sitnon de Kime produced the Charter 
of King Henry the fecond, wherein was contained, thai he granted and confirmed to 
Simon, fon of Wilfiam, which Simon was grandfather of the faid Simoi) de Kime, all 
the Tenements which he held of hini in Capdte (to wit) BilthurglK Robert had the 
«betterat that time. 

Iphilip de Kyme was found, Tg) J i E. i, to have had a Knights Fee in Bilbnrgb. 

Robert de Strelley held in Bilborough^ in the right of Elizabeth his wife, half a 
Knights Fee of Walter Rybof of the Efchact of Peverell. (h) Richard Ryof is alfo 
mentioned to pay for half a Knights Fee here. But Robert ie Vavafor was the conftanc 
owner in the time of Henry the third, in whofe reign he was many years High Sheriflf of 
thefe Counties of ( i j Nott. and Derb. viz. the 20, 22, 23, and the 30, till the 39. 

This Mannor hath gone along with Strelley^ as it ftill doth, fomc part of it being in 
"Strelley Park. 

6d. in the the Kings Book*?, and 
the laft Patron that I have found is George Strelley, as his anceftors ufed to be formerly.

Here was of the Socof 
Ernebak Ancient Demenfe, as much as was rated to the Dane-geld at one bovat, (a) but 
in the time of the Conquerours Survey it was wade; and of William Peverells Fee 
here were five acres which lay to NutbaU\ but here was alfo a Mannor in BreculiJcwe of 
the Fee of Robert Fit2- William^ which before the Conqueft was Godrics, and anfwered 
the Tax for three bovats, the Land of it being fo much ; here the faid Robert had one 
car. and one vill. fmall wood one q.u. long,, and one broad. In the Confeflburs time it 
wa-s 1 6s. in the Conquerours but 8s. value.

(a; Henry de Grey Lord of Codnour, and of ESiweity for the fouls of Sir Henry de 
Grey, and the Lady Yfolda his wife, and of his own father and mother, and other his 
and their anceftors, and all the faithful departed, releafed to the Priory of Lenton all 
claim and right of Common of Pafture in a place called Fulwood^ either belonging to his 
Caftle ofCodnour^ or his Towa of EStwaitj or his Villains there : To his Deed were wit- 
neifes. Sir Richard de Grey, Sir Henry dc Perpount, Sir Gervas de Clifton, SirGalfr^ 
de Stapleford, Knights, and other. 

(b) In the year 1286, Ranulf Paflcayl, ofElfwaU^ for himfelf, his heirs. Freeholders, 
and Villains, releafed to the faid Priory all the like claim and right of common in the 
faid Wood called Fulwood: (c) to his Deed were witneffes Robert de Kymmerley, Wm. 
de Belew, Robert de Watenhowe, John Pafleys, Robert Francis, and others. William- 
Pafcayl of ESIwait did the like, and alfo did William, fon of Godefrey de Eftwait, and> 
Thomas, fon of William de Ic Rode of the fame, and divers others, by which means the 
Priory had that Ftt/wW intire to themfelves, and inclofedj it whereupon, 18 E. i, (d) 
Adam, Parfon of the Church of ESibwayi impleaded the Prior of Lenton^ and others, 
becaufe they diflfeifed him of common of pafture in about one hundred and fifty acres of 
pafture in Fulwode ; the faid Prior pleaded that Fulwode was neither Burgh, Town, 
(Village) nor Hamlet, which the Parfon could not gainfay, and fo was caft* Adam de 
Markham the fame time had another (e) Aflife or Tryal, being the fame Parfon of the 
Church of Effbwaity for the fame, and then the Prior pleaded it was in Newthorp^ which, 
the Jury found to be fo, and that the faid Parfon ought ndt to common there.

Rent was held of 
Sir Henry Willoughby, as of the Mannor oi Rifwayt. Howevee fome Lands here came 
by inheritance fr6m the Tevcrcys to William Palmes, Efquire, with Stapleford^ and Eyton 
in Darbyjhire^ and other Lands, which he .got an Adl of Parhament to enable him to fell, 
and hath fold this accordingly to Henry Harrifon, 1668. 

The Lord Greyes part dclccnded it feems to the family of Zouch, as in Toueton may 
be feen, (a) Sir John Zouch, 19 Jun.

Howbeit I find that 
this Mannor, after the death df the laft Lord Grey, was bought of the King by Sir Henry 
Willoughby,' (b; who fold it to Sir John Port, and fo it afterwards came to the Family 
of Stanhope, by the marriage of Margaret, one of his daughters and co-heirs to Sir 
Thomas Stanhope, and, as I think, was fold by Arthur Stanhope, Efquire, one of the 
fons of Philip, .firft Earl of CbeSJerfeildj not long fince [viz. 1657,] to Huntington 
PJumptre, Efq. Do6tor of Phyfick, whofe fon and heir Henry is now Lord of it.

Lordihip belongs to Plumptre, Efq. of Nottingham. In it are extenfive coal- 
mines; coals are found here at the depth of five yards, and at fifty. The village has 
many fcattered dwellings fcated on fwf lis and declivities of the earth. ( f ) 

The Church is dedicated to St. Mary, was built about fifty years ago, it is moftly of 
brick, and Hands on an eminence. It has a tower and is neat within ; but in confequencc 
of its being a modern building there is little to attraft the attention of an antiquary.

f A remarkaijie f irciimftance happened here, about eleven years fincc, by the finking of an old coal-mine. A farmer, re* 
frcfliing himfelt in a r«om of d public lioufc, ordtred the landlord to 611 him a cup of ale ; hut, to ihc fupprife of the hoft, when 
lie returned, lie found the larmur lyirg on hi:i back, with his arms extended, holding his knife and Ibrk m his hands, and the 
table overihi;bw«, both jumbled together in a funktn part of the floor, and he expexaing every moment to be fwailowed up by 
an Eathquake. At the Vame linu; iomc bays of buildings, in the yard, fell down, in which were fome hjrfcs ; but providentially 
none of them were hurt. ITie landlord's wife, liowevcr, was in the moil imincnl diingcr, for flic was palling by the buildings 
vliCJi they tell, but ixceivcd noi llie leall injury from the accident. 
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The CDal-BoSAes, hcre^ afford treafure to the naturalift. Mr. Gcrras Bourne, who re- 
fidep in this place, has a moft valuable collecaion of foffils, partly from the bowels of the 
«arth here. By exchanging duplicates, th^t have been^ found in this place, he is pof- 
fefledofmany rare and valuable ones. Others he has procured by purchafe. I was 
never in my life pleafed with a fight of this natwre, equal to it -, this joined to dbe af- 
fability and readinefs with which I was ihewn thefe rare curiofities, afforded mip much en- 
tertaininent a|id fatisfa^ion. Some^ by their locality, may bfe thought an acquifition to 
the additions tp the Nottinghamlhire Hiftory -, I have in confequence given rcprefen-** 
utioli» of fome of them, facing this page, (a)

This pari(h is of greater 
extent than any other in the county ; but the living is reputed to be extrenaely inadequate 
to its duties. Some fay it meafures twenty miles ia circumference. 

The Church is fpacious, has a^handfome tower embattled, four bells, and appears to 
be kept in due order. 

An infcription here, fays: — ^Near this place are depofited the remains of Gilbert

fix acres of land on the noith fide of the Cattle in Grefeley^ which William de Beaurepayr 
held for life, and of another, and five acres, and one rood of Land, which William dc 
Worthington-, and Agnes his wife, held for life, on the north fide alfo of the Caftle,&c. 
King Richard the lecond, granted licence to Elizabeth, who had been the wife of Sir 
Brian Stapleton, the younger. Knight, and to Wiiliani de Rither, Chr. and Sibyll his 
Avife, to give to the Prior and Covent of BeauvaU^ each of them forty (hillings a year out 
of their refpedtive moyetics of the Mannors of Kirkbje Orblawers, andJf^^, for two 
Monks, more efpccially to celebrate in the Church of BeauvaUy for the fouls of William 
^e Aldburgh the elder Chr. (b) and Elizabeth his wife, and William de Aldbgrgh his 
fon and heir (brother of the faid Elizabeth, and Sibyll) and Margery his wife, and of 
Edward Balid, Chr. which they did accordingly, and William Rather, and Sibyll his 
his wife, Mich. 18 R. 2, levied a Fine; which Rents, after fome time of intermiffion of 
payment, William de Rither, Knight, their/on, and Robert de Rither, Knight, his fon 
and heir, reftored to Thomas Metheley the Prior and his fucceffours, he forgiving them 
all the arrears, except 405. of filver, which they were to fatisfie to the Noble and Rev. 
Guy Fairfax, which he had paid to the faJd Prior and Covent, for which the faid Will, 
and Sibyll, and William and Robert their wives and children in their lives, and after their 
deaths, were to have full participation of all the Mafles, Prayers, Pfalms, Watchings, 
Difciplines, Faftings, Alms, and other fpiritiial exercifes of the faid Houfe of Beauvale.

Although the original foundation was only for a prior and twelve monks, their num- 
bers were increafcd before the diflblution to nineteen. 

I cannot but agree with Mr. Raftall, that it was more likely, that the monks, or the 
founder knew more of the pedigree of the family of the fouhdeh, than what Dr.Thoroton 

might gather about it, fome centuries after. (See the Dr.'s account, page 240,)

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This Manner feems to have been held by a family, who had their name from their re- 
fidence here, (a) In 9 £• 2, it went for the fourth part of a Villa, and Robert de Kyn- 
roarley was certified to be Lord of it, 

(b) John de Kynmerley, Clark, fon of Robert late Lord of Kynmerltf^ 9 E. 3, palled 
this Mannor, and the Advowfon of the Church, and all the Land he had in Neutborp of 
the gift and feoffment of his faid father, to* Sir Joh. de Monte, Reftor of GreyfeUy^ to- ^ 
gether with all his goods. John de Monte, 12 E. 3, conveyed it to Nicholas de Cante- 
lupe l^ord oillieffon (who founded Bevall) and Richard del Hull of Little Halum^ bro- 
ther of John de Monte confirmed it. Sir Nicholas de Cauntlowe, 29 E. 3, paffed it to 
Robert Bernak, and William de Braydifton, Clark, who the fame year fettled it on 
Hugh de Crefly oiSelleiton^ for his life, and afterwards on the Prior and Covent oi Beau- 
vale^ and their Succeffours. Hugh de Crefly, and Cecilia his wife, 33 E. 3, releafed the 
premifes in Kinmerl^ and Newtborp to the faid religious people for 7I. los. per annum> 
during his life, and 4I. los. during hers, if (he over-lived him, to begin after his death \ 
for which, in cafe of non-payment, they might diftrein in the Priory Lands in SelleSfon^ 
fVatnoWj Greyfefyy and Mourboufes. 

Another parcel went with Greyjeley^ which after the death of Sir Nicholas de Cantelupc^ 
and Joane his wife, came to Nicholas, fon of William de Cantelupe -, and after his death 
to his trother William : after whofe death, 49 E. 3, (c) for want of heirs of it reverted 
to William their father, as fon and heir of the faid Nicholas the grandfather ; it fliortly 
after came to the Lord Zouch, of Haringworth^ as ifi Greyfelq^ is faid, and being forfeited 
to the Crown by WiHiam Lord Zouch, was, 7 Mar. 1 H. 7, (d) granted to Sir John 
lavage the younger, and is now the Earl of RuilafuTs. 

The Priory Lands went with the reft to Sir William Hufly, and after to t Morifon, 

and fo defcended to the Loid Capell, and are now the Earl oS EJfex^s. 

(e) lo the 7 H. 6, there were not ten houlholders in the parilh of oiKynmerley. 

K I M B E R L E Y 

is a very large hamkt in Greyfly parifh. It ftands on as diverfified ground as any 1 have 
feen in this county. A fhort defcription of which I have given in page 1 72, vol. 2, with 
an ordinary engraving of the ruined chapel. I have pafled by this little ruin lately and 
£nd it bending towards the «arth like decrepit old age.

Some little of this belonged to Gr^y?/(y, and fome to other places, but thembftcon- 
fiderable part was Strelleys, as in that place may be ieen ; in the divifion it was Sache- 
verells ; afterwards the family of Afcough had it by purchafe ; and it at length defcend- 
ed to Jane, the daughter of Sir Roger Afcough, (his fon and grandfon failing) who was 
the fccond wife of Gervas Rofell oi Radcliff^ Efquire, who left it to her daughters and 
heirs Elizabeth, Katherin, and Mary.

(William) and there had fix vill. with two plows or two car. In the Confeflburs time 
this was valued at los. but when the Conquerour made his furvey at 6s. 8d. The other 
Mannor was of William Peveyells Fee, which before Aldene had, and was rated at four 
bovats and an half to the publick Geld or Tax. There Land was for fo many Oxen. 
There William peverell had one car. and an half, and four vill. four bord. having one 
-car. fmall wood five qu. long, and one qu. broad. This kept the old value los. and 
liad Soc in Broculiiow and fVatenot.

I.ordfhip is owned by the Honourabte Henry Sedfey. The village is fmall. Here is 
a neat church, dedicated to St. Patrick, oF two aifles with a towa* and two bells, A 
monument remembers James Farewel, Efq. fon and heir of Sir John Farewel, Knt. he 
died in 1 710, aged 63, Several of his kindred are remembered on floor-ftones. In the 
family feat, is a figure of a man in armour, which I take to be that mentioned by 
Thoroton -, l^Lit he fpeaks of two figures^ This is all that remains and is well preferved, 
but partly hidden from fight. He appears in armour, and has fomething like broad 
rings on his fingers. Much of the glafs painting remains which Ihoroton has noticed. 
In this Church, Richard Slater, Efq. is remembered, patron (the infcription fays,) of 
this place.

NUTHALL TEMPLE, 

The feat of the Hon. Henry Sedley, (lands on a fine plane, an eafie diftance from the 
village. It is a modern looking building. Facing this dwelling is a fpacious paddoc^ 
with but little of field embellifhments. 

By the reprefentation annexed it may be feen that this dwelling is in a ftile of Angulari- 
ty, and that it (lands unflieltered from dorms and tempefts. . If it were backed by lofty 
wood fcreens, it might, in fome meafure, take from its temple femblance, and prevent 
the fight of diftant objcfts, and the furrounding landfcapcs feen from the eminent look- 
" out on the crown of this feat. The woody fcenery on the right and left of the temple, 
although apparently fomewhat formal at a diilance, poflefs a pleafing divcrfity ^ that 
^ the latter is feen at an agreeable dillance. 

Its 
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Its doom within is a beautiful difplay of fiihcy-work, and deferves the peculiar at* 
tention of the ffranoer. The gallery is fupported by handfome pillari. This part ot 
the interior uf the dwellings upon the whoie^ taking only a tranflent view around, has a 
light, airy and pleafing effe£l. Bacchus the Gojd of wine, welcomes the vKttor with a 
cheerful coancenance. 

The late occupier of this feat. Sir Charles Sedle y. Bart, was a gentlettian highly 
eftcemed in this county, and will be long remembered for bis amiabte difpoCtion. He 
died atNuthall Temple. Auguft 25. 1778. aged 58. leaving behind him onedaughter^ 
Mifs Sedley. to w hom he left the bulk of his fortune, who intermarried with the prefent 
pofleflbr of this manfion. in 1779. '^^^^ gientleman was the Hoq. Henry Vernon, ic- 
cond fon of Lord Vernon, then one of the Grooms of the Bedchamber to his^ prefent

May a6, 1747, and was re-cUAcd again for Nottingham, at the general EleAion, 30th of June following. He had tlie honorary 
degree of Dff6tor of Civil I^w conftftred upon him at the opening of Dr. Radcliffe's library at Oxford,. April 13. 1749. He de> 
dined landing at Nottingham, at die general E)e(5\ion, 1754, ^7^>> ^l^\i ''"^ ^'-i*^ ^S^in chofen at ihe general El edbon, October 
^4, 1774. la April 1770, he was appoinud by the late Earl of Cheilcrlieldy Ranger and Keeper al*lii» Majefty'« chacc, near 
Nottingham. 

He fucceeded his father. Sir Charles, in title and cftatc, February iS, 1718-4^, who. married to his Cecond wife in 17x8, Eliza- 
beth, dtiighter of William Fritli, Efq. and Mary hit wife,, (grand-daughter of Richard Sclater, Efq.) hy whom came the eUate at 
Nuihall. and the manors of Hayford and Harleigh. Thi< lady died at Nutball, April ao, 1738, and her jointure of iiool. a year 
devolved to Sir Charles, then at Weftniinfter fchooL — Her. only daughter Eliaabath, was married 1739^10 Sir Robeii Burdett^ 
of Foremark, in Derhyfliire, Bacu John Sedley, one of Sir Charles's anceftors was Lord of the Manor ^ Soathfleet, and alfo of 
Mortimer, in the county of Kent. His fon, William,, was High Sheriff of Kent, Arft of Edward the fourth, 146 1. John Sedley^^ 
a defcendant of the above will iam» was alfo High Sheriff of Kent, 9th Elizabeth, 1567 ^ Sir William Sedley, eldeft fon and heir 
of the firft mentioned John^ was created a Baronet, May 22^ x6ii, 9tb James tlie ^rA,. be was founder of the Sedleian Lectures 
of natural hiftory at Oxford, i6ai. — And he reiided at the Friars at Aile»l'oi:d,.in Kent, the lair habiution (faith Dr. Holland, ia 
his additions to Cambdcn) of Sir William Sedley, painfully and expenfively fttidious of tlie common good of his country, as 
both his endowed houfe for the poor and the bridge there with the common voice do leftify. He married Elisabeth daughter and 
CO- he ir tii Stephen Darrel, Efq. of Spelmander, in Kent, widow ot Henry Lord Abergavenny. Sir John Sedley, fon and heir oi 
Sir William of Soutbflcet, and St. Clairs, in Ighum and Ailetford, in Kent, married Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Sir Henry 
Saville,and left ilRie three fons who fucceeded to tb^ title and eftate, firft. Sir WilUam who died unmarried, fecond^ Sir William 
who alfo died unmarried, and was fucceeded by his brother,, third. Sir Charles a famous poet, (called Apollo^ Viceroy) in King 
Charles the fecoiul's reign, who fcrved in feveral Parliaments for New Romney, in Kent, and died in tlic beginning of Queen 
Ann's reign, Auguil 20, 170 1, at the advanced age of 90. Queen Ann was pleafed to create his fon a Baronet by patent, July 
10, 1702, by the title of Sir Charles Sedley, of Southfleet, in Kent. He married Frances, daughter of Sir Richard Newdigate, of 
Arbury, in Warwxklhire, Bart. He gave. among other legacies 400!. to a fchooUmafter at Wymondbam and Southfleet, and 
lool. a.plcce to Merton and Magdalen Colleges^ in Oxford The Late Sir ChatLcs w«s defcended from the above family, wbiclt 
was of great aniic;uity in the county of Kent^ and were originally featcd ne.<r Romncy Marfh,. where there are lands now knowiir 
l>y the name of Srdiey's Marih. They afterwards, in the reign of Edward the third, built a fpacious manfion-boufe at Sedbury,, 
in Southflcet, in the faid county, and according to Philpot, in his Villare Cantiaruro, the arms of Sedley were in the old Hall 
there, and the date 1337, Sir Charles dying without ifftle, male, tho title became extiadt.

(m) About 10 E. I, John le Charer, and Richard Morell held Bokwell^ whereof 
part was within the bounds of the Forcft, and part without, as it was wont, ^n) The 
Foreft Book mentions Snapefeild^ within the Cattel of BuUwell ^nd Hempjbill v/ert wont to 
pafture, in which fome old eflarts were made to belong to the Town of BuUwell. It is 
got to be a kind of aCorporation, having thePerquilites of their own Courts, and the ap- 
pointment of their own Stewards, and ftill pay their 7I. per annum, and keep themfelves 
Copy-holders to prefcrve their Cuftoms and Commons in the Foreft, as is thought.

THE Wood of 5«ftc;f// Ground, or Bulwell Ryfe, in the Foreft of (o) Shireweod^ 
was an ancient demefne Wood and wafte of King Henry the third, and Edward 
the firft, and parcel of the Foreft. And Richard Oyfell the Commiffioner of King Ed- 
ward the firft, in the twenty-fix year of his reign, demifed eighty acres of the faid wood 
on the weft fide, to Philip Willoughby, Clark, his heirs and afllgns, to inclofe with ditch 
and hedgp according to the Affife of the Foreft, and fo inclofed to hold for ever, paying 
yearly to the Exchequer a6s. 8d. Forty acres more of this Wood the faid Sir Richard 
de Oyfell demifed to Thomas de Rydewalle, and his heirs, paying igsr. 4d. per annum ; 
and the reft of it only in herbage to the Townft'ip of Bulwell^ paying 5s. per annum. —

Sir William Truffcbutts Lieutenant of Sir Raph de Nevill, Keeper or Warden of the 
Foreft, and Richard Penfax, and John del Morhaghe, Verderers, and all the regarders 
of the Foreft, and the whole Town ofBuUwellj and many ftrangcrs on either part, (b) 29 
E. 3, came to BuUwell Ryfe^ and meafurtd out the eighty acres tor the Priory ; and at an- 
other day the forty acres tor the faid John de Ridewalt, after twenty-one foot to the 
perch, the Foreft foot being eighteen inches long, which foot ufed in the time of Richard 
Oyfell tor renting the waftes of the Foreft, was marked and graven in the Chancel Wall 
at EdeneStowe^ and in the Church of St. Mary at Noningbam^ and at NewSiede. 

(c) BuUwell Woad With NewSled Priory^ 28 May 32 H. 8, was granted to Sir John 
Byron, Knight *, it is now imparked, and in it is the Manfion-Houfe ot the Honourable

BritOt 
which Gilbert held this Mannor, and pzrt of Trowellj (d) 26 H. 3, as in that place is 
noted. Some Lands he held of the Serjcancy of Peverell, by finding that Horfe of 5s. 
price, (e) with Sack and Broch, and halter of an halfpenny, for forty days, at his own 
•coft, in the Army for fVales\ he died about 7 E. i, (f) and left Roger de Brunnefley 
his fon and heir thirty years old, who about 5 E. j, (g) left his fon and heir Galfr. de 
Brunefley above fifty years of age, who held by the fame Tenure, as did alfo Robert, fon 
and heir of Galfr. de Brunefley, who made fine to the King of 50s, (h) 21 E. 3, whofe 
fon and heir John de Brynefley did the like, (i) 16 R. 2. 

Robert Broune, and Joane his wife, daughter and heir of John, fon of Robert de Bro- 
nefley, and Elizabeth late his wife, (k) 4. H. 6, made fine as before for this Mannor of 
Brunnefley. Howbeit in the Records I find that, (i) i H. 4, Robert, fon of Robert, fon 
of John de Brunefley, was out-lawed in this County, and that John Brynneflcy held 
whea he died about 3 H. 5, (m) the MannorS of BrymeJUy and Trowell^ &c. and that 
William Brynnefly was then found his fon and heir 5 and John de Brynefley about 13 
E.4, (n) left JohnBrynnefley his fon, heir of thefe Mannors, then aged twenty-five years.

That Norry gra^ited to the Brinfleys to bear for. their Arms, Party per pale Or, and 
fable, a Chevron between three Efcallops Counter-changed, but the ancient Coat yet 
remaining in the Church ofTrowelly is Or and fable quartered with a Chevron itfelf, alfo 
quarterly between three Efcallops Counter-changed.

ANNESLEY 

Xiordihip is owned by Mifs Chaworth, a minor heirefs, of the Chaworth family. The 
•cftate is enclofed, except a portion of the foreft that belongs to it. 

The village is rather fmall. A hamlet, a mile hence, is called Annefley Woodhoufe. 

In the lad fevere winter, two fheep belonging to a Mr. Booth, of Annefley, were found 
thirteen feet under the fnow, where, wonderful to relate, they had remained twenty-nine 
days ! The diameter of fpace in which they exiftcd did not exceed five feet, and that was 
not only eaten bare, hut fairly turned up to get at the roots of the grafs. The miferabte 
animals were difcovered by means of tl^ir breath, which afcended through pores pf the 
fnow, occ^fioned by the warmth of breathing. All poflible care was taken to recover 
them, but notwitbftanding, one of them expired a (hort time after it was houfed; the 
other was pcrfcilly recovered. 
/ The Church is dedicated to All Saints, has a tower, two aifles and two bells.

ANNESLEY PARK and HOUSE. 

The views fubjoined of the ground phin of Annefley old Park and Houfe, are taken 
from the bird's eye views in 1 horton, given hcre» in preference of the prefent ftate of 
things, on account of their antiquity. The former even in its .formality, gives us a 
pleafing idea of the rich wt)ody fccnery with which fome parts of this county abounded^ 
lo lately as the laft century. At the eaft end of the Park is feated Newfted Abbey, 
marked N, A. At the extremety of the view, on an eminence maiked B, is the village of 
Blidworth. 

The twelve pathways Ihewn in the plan of the Park, were called ridings, cut through 
the woods. In the centre marked B, was called the buckllcadjland^ leading thefK:e right 
north, was the riding towards the Hall. Near the extremity of the next riding, marked 
C, was called the crabtreejland. At M, in the next, v as /« milL At the end of the eafl: 
riding was « jj^^/^w^j^ leading into .the foreft. On the right of which marked P, was 
apdol cfwaler. At the end of the next, fouthwardly, ftood a lodge. . 1 he. riding right 
iow\\^\i2iA a gateway. That weft, had what was called «\yra;/r^-/^»rf, topped with a 
ftreamer marked Y. Another marked I, P, was called Jockey or Piper ftand. 

In the view of the houfe, I have taken the liberty to leave out fome of the garden walls, 
4ind fome other ordinary buildings, confining myfelf, chiefly, to the houfe and adjoining 
chwich.

acertain women fianding in the middle of the Seal, and holding her right hand Upon her 
right fide, and carrying above her left hand ftretched outthe fign of a Bird. The cir- 
cumference was Sigillum Leonie de Raines^ The Tenor>, 1 hat Leoniade Raines, and 
Henry de Stutivill her fonand heir, gave the Church of y^ir^^/, with all its liberties iand 
appurt. to God and the biefied Mztv of Felley^ and the Canons there fervingGodj for the 
health of King Henry, /on of the Emprefs, and Robert de Stutivill, and her and their 
Anceftors ; for which they were to find one Canon, and light to celebrate for the Souls 
•of the forementioned King Henry and Richard de Stutivill, and their Anceftors, and for 
her and hers; the witnefles were William the Chaplain, Hugh Parfon of Kyrkeby^ John

*of Pope Celeftine the third, the 14 of the Kalends of Auguft.

Rcftor of the Church of Kyrkeiy^ Alexander de Wandefley, and others, for which releafe 
Henry Prior of Felky^ and the Covent of that place, granted to the Church and Canons 
oiJVirkfap the yearly Rent of twenty (hillings, which compofition was confirmed by the 
faid Godefr. Arch-bi(hop of Tork by his inftrumcnt dated at Scroby^ 5 Non. March^ 
1260, and in the third year of his pontificate. 

(b) Yvo de Herz, for the fafcty (or health) of the Soul of his brother William, gave 
to God and St. Mary of Felley^ and to William de Lovetot the Prior, and the Canons 
-there fcrving God, twenty acres, &c. in Oj|^if/?w and Brackinpbeyi : the witnefles were

CofHes frvm the ancient and curious fcals in w^x, mentioned above by Dr. Thoroton, 
♦nd the Leaden BuU*^ if among the old writings beioo^g ta any gentlemen, would have 
been an acquifition to this work ; but moft likely they ipet the fate of very many precious 
things at the reformdtm^ a«i0ng the defolaHon of religious relic'Ss and many cereny)nie$^ 
ivhich even then dignified the fimplity of the chriftian church. 

HUCKNALL TORCARD, HOCHENALE. 



ONE part' of H^cBenaJe was of William Peverells Fee, in which two brothers anfwercd 
to the Geld fouf bovats. (a) The Land of their Mannor being half a car. Thercr 
three villains had^then one car. This in the Confeffours time was valued at 8s. but thcn^. 
viz, in the latter end of the Conquerours at 2s. Some Soc lay to it in HamfelL But the 
greater part was of rh/ Fee of Raph de Buron, in which VlcheU before the coming of the 
Normans, had twelve bovats for the Tax or Geld. The Land of his Mannor being for 
two plows, or two car. There Ofmond the man or tenant of Raph had one car. ancfc 
five villains had three car. and an half pafture wood one Icu. long; and an half leu. broad*. 
In the Confeffours time this was 30s. in the Conquerours 15s. value. 

(b) WiHiam Peverells part it feems was held by Serjeancy. William, fon of Coftc 
held in Hukenbati the wainage of one carucat, and certain elfarts, and a certain mill, the 
yrhole valued at 61. los. by the Serjeancy of keeping a Falcon, which William then fai(»,. 
that he had the Kings Falcon at his houfe. Hugh, fon of this William, (c) 2 H. 3^ 
made Fine for having feifin of the Land of, Huckenbale^ and the mill of Radeford^ &c. 
and held. it after him, in his time it was valued at eight marks. This was at length dif- 
perfedinto many hands, (d^ William le Bretun had two bov. of the Serjeancy of Hugh 
Fitz-Cofte in Hokenale^ Radford^ and Kirkeby^ and paid the King 5s. per annum. JRicn. 
Freman one bovat, and paid 2S. 6d. Elias le Bretun eight acres, and paid 1 8d. per ann. 
The Prior of Fdley thiee acres, and paid is. 6d. John de Perpunt three roods, and paid 
3d. and fome others had fuch other fmall parcels ; Hugh Fitz-Cofte held the reft him* 
fclf then valued at ten marks, by the fervice of carrying the Kings Gerfalcon at the Kinga* 
coft, having 9d. a-day when he did the fervice. 

I fuppofe this or moft of it came to the family of Grjcy oiSandiacn. Simon de Green* 
hill, and William his brother, j E. 2, (e) had intereft; for life in half a carucat here, the

Richard de Grey of Sandiacre^ about 3 E. 3, (a) Lord of Suntm in the 
Dale in Darby/hire^ held diverfe Lands in this Hukenbahy where was alfo a capiul roef- 
fuage, with a certain garden, and thirty acres of Land, and two of meadow, William 
Grey his fon and heir being then left twenty-fix years of age. This I take to be that 
which was afterwards, viz. 37 H. 6, (b) called Leekes Mannor, which feme while be- 
fore William Leek left to deicend with his Mannor of Little Leek^ and other Lands in 
Gedfingy Carleton^ Stokehardolf^ Cclwykfj Saxenda/fj and Sioke by Newark j to John Leek 
his Ion and heir.

The Fee of Rad de Burun, William Briewer had in the beginning of King John's 
time or fooner, from whom it dcfcendcd to Baldwin de Wake Lord of Brun or Burm 
in Lincoln/hire^ of which Mannor, 10 E. i, (%) John Torcard, and William Pitie, were 
found to have held two Knights Fees in Lambuote and Huketihale. 

The firft of the Torcards which fucceedcd Oimund, and by their continuance here left 
their name to diftinguifh the place, whom I have light upon was Gaulr. Torcard, who 
with the confcnt of Maud his wife, and Henry his fon, for the health of his foul, and of 
his anceftors, (h) and fucceflburs, and for the foul of Alexander de Chiney, gave to 
God and the Church of the Holy Trinity at Lenton^ and the Monks there ferving God, 
one cart to be continually wandring about, to gather up his dead wood of Huckenbale: 
the witncfles were RaphMurdac, RaphdeChcines, Hugh his brother, Philip dcBeaumes^ 
HughdeLichclade, Gilbert the Chaplain of the Caftlc, Alan, Robert, Gregory, Clarks, 
Mr. Silvelter, Gaufr. Torcard of Chillev:elle^ William de Davidvill, Henry Torcard his 
own fon, and others. 

(i) There was a Fine levied, 10 R. i, between Gaufr. Torcaz, and Maud his wife, 
Petents, and William Pitie, Tenent, of two Knights Fees in Huckenbale and Lambecotey 
whereof they all gave the Church oi Huckenbale^ and five bovats of Land there, to the 
Church of iV«c;/7^^/^, and the reft equally divided between Gaufr. and William; Henry 
the eldeft Ion of Gaufr. had tlien nurricd Alin, the daughter of William, who was then 
alfo his heir, with vihom he gave the third part of his Ihare in marriage-, but if William 
Ihould happen to have an heir male, Henry, and Alina his wife, were but to have half of 
Williams part after his death. 

(k) Rocfia Torkard paid four marks for two Fees in Huckenbale and Lambecoie^ and

Alexander dcGonaldefton and his heirs. The fame Alexander, and Alice his wife, by, 
another Fine conveyed it to Raph de Crumbewell, and Avicia his wife, during their lives ^. 
and after their deccafed to Vlker, fon of the faid Uaph and Avicia^ during his lifci re- 
mainder to the right heirs of Raph. 

(c) Raph de Crumfawcll, and Avicia his wife, made a certain Caufty otKerwife than 
had formerly been, to increafe the water to .ferve their mills, which was it feems in the 
ditch, and upon the foil which belonged to the Prior ofNtwSlide^ and extended from the. 
Church-yard to the head of the dam towards the Eaft, for which they gave the faid Prior, 
three roods of arable Land lying. in the Eaft field in diverfe places at the Towns end to- 
wards NQttingbamy but the faid Raph opprelfed the iPriory more in caufing it to pay/ 
more than it ought in the feveral Scutages: for in 5 E. i, in that for the Welch expedi^ 
tion, it paid but tor the third part of a Knights Fee, and there were Tenants who held ten 
bovats of Torkards Fee, and eight of Lutterells (of G^w^/i7t?«) befides; but this Raph 
Crumbwell got an Inquifition, which found the Priory to have two parts of a Knights Fee 
in demefne and fervice of Tenants, fo that the Prior was forced to intreat that he might 
pay but for half a Pee, which he thought too much before. Vlgar Crumwell it feems' 
gave his intereft to the Priory oi Btauvaky which paid alfo for half a Knights Fee. 

^d). Raph de Crumbcweile Lord of Taterjhale in the County of Uncolne^ paflfed his-- 
Mannor oiHukenall Torkard, which his brother Vlker had for life, to Richard de Chefr 
terteild, Clark, Richard de Tyflington, Clark, William de Wakebrugg, and John de la. 
Pole oi JjJ'eburney to whom he levied a Fine of it, Trin. 43 E. 3* They pafled it to 
Hugh de Annefley oiRcdyngtofiy as did alfo Maud de Crumbewell Lad^ of Taterjbalf^ . 
the better to convey it to the Priory of Beauvale^ with fome other fmall tilings, to which 
Jt was confirmed by the feoffees of Raph Lord Crumbewell after his death, viz. Willian^ 
Bifliop of IVincbeHer^ William Grey Bifliop of JE/jf, John Earl oi Shrowjhuryy John Lord 
Scourton, Knight, John Fortefcue, Knight, Chief Juftice, Walter Moyle, one of the - 
Juftices of the Common Bench, JohnJladcIiffey Efquire, Thomas Teryll, Knight, Mr. 
William Say, Clark, Thomas Bylling, John Say, Efquirei William Venour, Thomas^ 
Young, John Taylboys, fenior, Efquire, Robert Scheffeild, Richard Illingworth, Rich- 
ard Waterton, Efquire, . John Langholme,. Edward Blake, Thomas Palmer, William 
Stanlowe, John Vincent, and Richard Flynt, the reft were dead, viz. Reginald Bifhog 
oi Coventry and Uch/eildj Thomas Clifford Lord Clifibrd^ Robert. Beaumont, Clark,, 
John Saucheverell, Efquire, and John Stathum. 

(e) Bcauvale^ 7 H. 6, paid for one half of a Knights Fee, and NrJoSiede for another. 

After the diflblution they partly followed the fortune ofthofe places with which they 
ftill continue.

This lordfi:jlp contains upwards of 300 acres, chiefly old, enclofed land. The prl-n- 
cipal owners are the Duke of Portland, J,ancelot Robinfop, Eft). John Newton, Efq. 
^nd others. 

The village com^ns about ^00 dwellings, chiefly in a long-ftreet, at the top of which 
(lands the Church, with a tower with three bells, a nave and fide aifles. This is a neat 
and clean church. 

In the c^hartcel fs a neural monument, to the memory of Richard Lord Byron, who 
with \tvQXi brothers, faithfully ferved King Charles in the civil wars, and loft all their 
then fortune. He died October j, 1679, in the 74 year of his age. 

On a M9X marble ilone in the church, John Curtis, Gent, (as appeared by ancient

Wood and Heath out of BefrjDood. (a) King Henry the fecond granted that Co- 
vent to have every day two Carrs or three Carreers to bring them dead Wood or Heath 
as much as they fhould need for their own ufc, 

(b) In the Inquifition taken at St. John's Houfe in Nottingham^ the fourth of the nones 
of July, in 35 H. 3, before Geoffrey Langley Juftices of the Foreft, it is called an Hay 
or Park of our Lord the King wherein no man commons. 

In the Regard, 3 1 E. 3, the Kings Hay of B^viocd is isxxd to be clofed in with a pale, 
and to be then in the keeping of Richard de lawche ^^de ia Vache] Knight.

William de WilUighby was then found his heir. 

It hath a very fair Lodge \fx it, and in re^^eAof the pleaf^nt fcituation of the plactf, 
and conveniency of hunting and pleafure,this Park and Lodge hath for thefe maay years 
been the dcfire and atchicveroent of great men: three Earls of /S«/A««^ had it, Roger, 
Francis, and George 5 before that Thomas Markham, a great courtier and fervant to 
Queen Elizabeth, had it 5 and before him little, Sir John Byron a great favourite to King 
Henrv thfc eighth. It is now4n Icafe to William Lord WiJlughby oiParham^ 

Before the troubles it was weJl ftorcd with red deer. But now it is parcelled into little 
clofes on one fide, and much of.it hath teen plowcd/fo that there is fcarce either wood 
ox veaifon : wJiich is alio too likely to be the fate of the whole Foreft of Sbirtwood.

IN Lindely three brothers had (before the Nornnans came) three Mannors, which paid* 
to the Dane geld as one carucat and an half. The Land was for two pJows or twa 
car. (a) There afterwards William Pevciell hadthrcecar and twelve vill. and two 
bord. having five car. There was a Prieft, and a mill los. pafture wood one leu. long, 
and one leu. broad. In King Edward the Confeflburs time this was valued at 26s. 8d.' 
but when Doomfday Book was made at 40s. (b) In Paplewic five bovats ofLand lay* 
to this Mannor. 

William Pevercll-(the younger) granted-to God and the Church of the Holy Trinity 
^iLenton^ and his brethren there ferying God, the Town which is called Lyndeby^ and- 
whatfoever he held in it, viz. Lands tilled and untitled, in wood and in plain, in meadows 
and paftures, with the Church of the fame Town, and the mill of Blaccliff^ for the trea» 
lures which his mother beftowed on that Church, and he compelled by very great ne- 
ceffity took; and for all other exceffes, in which he, by the inftinft of the enemy againfl: 
that Church, imprudently had exceeded, contrary to the command of his father, and the 
bargin which he made with him, and with his mother. 

(c) William Abbat of I^cefftfj and Robei t- Prior of Kenelingwrd^ by the authority of* 
Pope Alexander 3, made an agreement that Robert the Prieft of Edingla^ who gave the 
Monks of Lenion five marks, fhould hold the Church- of Lyndety "while he lived fecular; 
paying that Priory half a mark of filver yearly at Martinmas in the name of a Penfion', 
which one Henry die Clark, was alfo to have if he over-lived Robert, paying the like. 
Pcnfion. 

William Curfun, Clark, obliged himfelf to make it a whole mark penfibn to the Co> 
vent of Lenion^ when there Ihould be a folid eftablilhment made of the Parfonage and 
Vicarage, which Adam the Chaplain was to acquit him of, fo long as the faid Adam 
continued in fecular habit. 

(d) The Town of Lyndeby^ was an efcheat of the Kings of the honour of Peverel of 
Nott. and Will, de St. Michael of London^ had one moycty of it of the gift of King John, 
paying yearly in the Kings Chamber a Furr of Giis, and that half was^ worth 7I. 6s. per 
sinnum ; and Peter de Lettris^ and his brother had the other half by the Kings Counfel, 
as long as the King pleafed, which was of the fame value.

The Jury in 5 E. 2, found diac John the fon of Thomas Metham held, by realbn of 
Sibyll his wife, as of the inheritance of the faid Sibyl), and joyntly with her ot the King 
in capite, the moyety of the Town of Lindeiy by the Rent of aikin of gray Furr, and one 
meiT. and two carucats of Land in IVtlley (mentioned in Beauvale) by the fervices of lol. 
to the Exchequer^ Thomas, fon and heir^ ef the faid John Metham, being then twelve 
years old« 

(a) The King granted the moyety of the Town oiUuideby to one Laurence^e Seynt- 
mychell, and by him entred Sir William de Hameldon, ar»d enfoeffed his fon, and SibyH 
de Metham, who in her widow-hood enfeoffed William de la Pole, who gave it to the 
King in exchange for another Mannor (viz, Af/V/^ in Torkjhire.) King Edward the 
tiiird,gave it to Sir Thomas de Bourne, Anno 1342, (b) and he fold it again to Will, 
de la Pole^ and cnfeoffcil Edmund his fon, in the year J 345.

Nicolas Strellcy above twelves years old. Elizabeth his mother, Telia of the faid John, 
the next year after was married to James Savage, Efquire. From Strelley it went to 
Staveley, by the marriage of a daughter.

Sir Brian Fitz-Randolph, Knight, but died without iflue \ he had four fillers, Anne, the 

wife of Richard Bingham olWatnov^ IfabeH, the wife of Stavelly, Elizabeth, 

of — Cade; and Jane Strelley died unmarried. 

The Kings moyety was commonly in the hands of great men, and ufually went with 
Maunsfeild, as in that place will appear. 

(f) Thomas le Hayer or de le Hayes, and John le Colyer, took fixty-eight acres of 
the Kings foil in (g) Lutdehy Haye^ of Richard de Oyfell, whofe fons and heirs Hugh le 
Colyer, and Robert de le Hay, fold them to Sir John de Crombewell, who gave them to 
Newftede Priory, before or about the beginning of Edward the third, upon which 25s. 4d. 
was referved yearly to the Crown, and by the Exchequer men was exadled twice over till 
the Prior got a Swperfedeas dated Aukelartdy 12 Oft. (h) 10 E. 3.

fome of the Land of the Taynes, which Alvric, and Alfa, artd Elric had, and paid 
to the Dane-geld for two car. three bov. but they were then wafte. There was pafture 
wood one leu. long, and half one broad. In the Confcflburs time it was valued at 20s. 

(a) William Peverell gave what he had here to the Monaftery of Lenton at the firft 
foundation. King Henry the fecond gave to Lenton Priory fourfcore acres of eflarts of 
Curtenbale in Northantefer^ and the mill of BUiccliff in exchange for the Land of Papilwicb^, 
which he gave to the Canons of Newffede in Sihirwode^ which he there founded. 

(b) King Henry the fecond gave the Towii of Papulwick^ with the Church of the fame» 
and the mill which the Canons of Newffede made, with the meadow of Bejkewod along the 
water, with all the appurtenances, to God and St. Mary, together with the Nev) Siede or

to whom he gave alfo long and Urge waftes lying about the faid Monaftery within the 
Foreft \ which waftes in ancient Charters are called Kygell and Ravenfiede:^ and are de- 
fcribed by there bounds, and the particulars within them. He granted the Monks alfo 
view of Frank- plec^, and many other priviledges and freedoms, and a Park often acres 
accor ing to the meafure of the foot of the Foreft, by the fite of the faid Monaftery, to 
be inclofed as they (bould pleafe, out of the view of the Verderers, Regarders, Forefters, 
and other Officers of the Foreft, and a field of arable Land called Abby Field, lying be- 
tween the Town of Papilwyke and the faid Monaftery, to hold inclofed with hedge and 
ditch accordmg to the Aflifc of the Foreft, upon the head of which the Canons made a 
Grange nigh the Town of Papilwyke^ and ever kept that field feveral^and in- their own^ 
tillage, and out of the covert of the Foreft as their proper demefne.. The laid King 
Henry, fon of the Emprefs, gave them alfo at the firft foundation (d).Cs. Land in 
Shepewyki and iValkringham^ to which belonged fomething in MsSlerton 2SidiWidcreti^ and^ 
confirmed what Robert de Cauz, and John Cooke gave in Notittgbam* 

King John, and the following Kings, confirmed and inlarged their territories andpri— 
viledges -, and they had feveral other good benefaftors, as in diverfe places in this County; 
will be noted, amongft whom Robert Lord Lexington was one of the moft confiderable.

the Mannors of Pf^eiiune^ Horfelei^ Denebi^ Halum^ and Her debt \ in the ^2s\ioiHorjeky^ 
there was a Caftle (fome df the mines whereof are yet vifible) called Horeilan Calfle^ 
which was the chief manfion of his next fucceflbursj in this County the fame record 
SnodengbatHfcire^ Seft. xv, mentions him to be bord of the Mannor o(0/ciMglon^ to which 
part ot Almenlon belonged, of one in Ca/um^ now Xe/um^ one In Hockenale^ one in Cortinge- 
Sioche^ one in Rampefton, one in Lambecote^ and two in CodegraT^,in which place it appears, 
his next fucccflbur and (aslfuppofc) his fon^ was Hugh de Burun, father of Hugh 
called Mefchines, and Rogers Hugh became a Monk at L^«/^«, and Roger enjoyed the 
Baron y, of which he gave an account to King Henry the lecond, concerning his Knights 
Fees, as in the Red Book in the Exchequer is manifeft. This Roger married Nicola, 
the daughter of i a) Roelend de Verdun, who was by the Earl of CheHer^ about (b) i Joh. 
after his death married to Anketin de Brikefard, as in Cotgrave is likewifc faid, but I find 
not what children he left. Robert de Burun, fomewhere, 2 Joh, ftiled f^ord oiHcreSian 
CaSfle, who was father of Henty and Peter, there alfo named, I fuppofe was his fon : and 
fo doth Samuel Roper, Efquire, in the great pedigree of this family, now in the pofleflion 
of the Right Honourable Ricliard Lord Byron, done with great diligence and coft, upon 
a very large roll of velum, with tranfcripts of Evidences, wherein he lets down this Ro- 
bert de Biron to marry Cecilia, the daughter and heir of de Clayton in the County 

of Lancafter J by whom he had Sir Richard, the father of Sir James Byron of Cadeney in 
Uncolnejhire^ who married Alice, the relid of John Comyn of Ul/eby, daughter of WilHam 
Lord Ros of Hamlak, and Sir Robert Byron Lord of Clayton^ in right of his mother, who, 
by Maud his wife, had William and Sir John de Biron, who, about 24. E. i, was Go- 
yernour [Cuftos] of Tcrke^ and had been fome five or fix years before of Dover, he mar- 
ried Joane, the daughter of Baldwin Thies, Knight, [Teutonici] the widow of Sir Robert 
I-loUand, Knight, by whom he had Sir John de Biron, Knight, Lord ofOayton who 
married Alice the coufin and heir of Robert Banaftre of Hyndeley in the faid County of 
Ldncaitcr^ who was after his death, about 12 E. 3, married again to Sir John dcStiyk- 
land, Knight, by her he had Sir Richard de Byron of Caderwy^ Knight, Lord of Clayton^ 

whofe firft wife wa^ Agnes his fecond Elizabeth, who after his death, 21 E. 3, was 

jmarrjed to John, fon of Thomas Colepeper, his fon and heir was Sir James Biron, Knr. 
who by Elijiabeth his wife, daughter of Sir William Bernak, Knight, had Sir John By- 
ron, Knight, who died without iffue, and Sir Richard Byron Lord of Claytcn\ who to 
his fecond wife had Joane, daughter of William de Colwick, and heir of her brother 
Thomas, which brought this family to have a confiderable intereft in this County again -, 
by her he left a foB and heir calJed John le Byron of Oayton^ Knight, who, by Margery 
his wife, had Sir Nicolas Byron of Clayton^ Knight, who married Alice, the daughter of 
Sir John* Boteler 'of Bcaufey in that County ot Lancaftei\ Knight, by whom he had Sir 
John Byron, who married Margery, the daughter of Sir Robert Fowlefliurft, Knight,

Grey. Sable, a Bend between fix CrofTc Croflets Arg. Arme Johannis Stanhope, Armig.

The Saxon (culpture in the preceding plate was found in pulling down the church. No. 
I, and 2, are figures cut in done. No. 3, in wood. The floor- ftone in the fame plate fi* 
gure 6, is fix feet three inches by fix feet feven inches, and is in the nave of the church. 
By the figures reprefented thereon it is very probable that the peribn buried under it 
was an ofiicer of Shirewood forelL

PAPLEWICK-HALL, 

the ftat of the honourable Frederick Montague, may be faid to be a place of his own 
creating ; it is altogether compltatly beautiful. 

The houfe was built by the prcfcnt Mr. Montagpe, and finijhed in the year 1787.— 
In the cohftrudlion of th» elegant ftone edifice, tafte and convcniency have been equally 
confidered. The ^trance at thceaft front, is into a Vcftibulc or Hall, 26 feet 10 inches 
by ! 7 feet 6 mches, in which there is a winding ftaircafc. Facing the door is a drawing- 
room 36 feet by 2 a. On the right hand is a library very neatly finifhed and filled vvith 
a wellchofen collection of books in alllanguage; over the chimney is a fine bu(V, in 
ftatuary marble, of the late Marquis of Rockingham, under which are engraved on a 
brafs tablet, the following elegant and charafleriftick lines, faid to be written by Mr* 
Montague.

Joining to the library is a Kttle ftudy. On the k-ft liand fide of the hall is the dining- 
park>ar 25 feet by 22, in which there are feveral family ptfturcs. Thefirft Earl of 
Sandwich, the firft Earl of Halifax, the fccond Earl of Manch^tter, Sir Edward Monta- 
gue^ Sir James Montague, and Charles Montague, Efq. Near the library is a breakfaft 
parlour. The bedchambers, with their adjoining diefTing-Foom^ are fpacious and neatly 
fitted up with every convcniency. 

The Ctuation of the houfiSis well chofen, from whence there is a moft pleafing and ex- 
•cnfiveview, tlie ground, formed by nature, intofwclls and declivities which flope fmooth- 
ly into a plain without any abrupt or broken parts, has been laid out with infinate tafte- 
and judgnpient. Here a variety of beautiful fcenes open to the view, which, with that ne-^ 
ceflary appendage a ftrong fore ground, and the fortunate combination of wood and 
water, form tlie moft pifturefque fcenery imaginable. A walk, of about two miles, fur- 
lounds thefe improvement, and a ride of four is carried through well cultivated fields,, 
enriched with a variety of Spreading trees,, and takes in die whole of what may trucly be 
called a Farm Ornc; 

NEWSTEAD 
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NEWSTEDE ABBEY 
The feat of the Right Honourable William Byron, Lord Byron of Rochdale, in the 
county palatine of Lancafter. (a) i - . 

The ftate of things about this delightful dwelling, is unlike what it has been. After its 
religious occupiers had been forced from it by the reformation it was converted into a 
fplendid refidence, by the anceftors of the prefent noble poffelfor. At the time when the 
annexed view was taken, about the middle of the prefent century, all about it was truly 
grand and beautiful, retaining, as it now docs, a part of its original form. 

How fweetly in front looked the tranfparent water, and the light religious remains, 
(equalled by no architefture, fcarcely in the kingdom, except that of York Cathedral) 
backed by the mod fplendid field beauties, diverfified by the fwells of the earth on which, 
they were rooted. Now. alas ! the former has retired from its extenfive boundaries and 
rells within a narrow fpace, leaving only the traces of what it has been, ru(hy and miry* 
The building, in a great degree, has refifted the innovation of time; but the woods 
which flieltered it are almoft no more. 

The Park which once was richly ornamented with 2700 head of deer, and numberlefs . 
fine fpreading oaks, is now divided and fubdivided into farms* Agriculture, perhaps 
tnore beneficial, has given in their (lead, coarfe fences and ploughed lands: of the former 
♦ not one nimble head is to be feen, of the latter xheir ftumps, even with the furface of the. 
earth, remain an impediment to the traveller. 

I obferved, at fome diftance from this dwelling, a kind of conic ruin, which had no- 
thing of attradion but its bulkinefs. On enquiry, I found it was of man's labour, and. 
once flood on a little ifland in the water, arid was a coftly creftion to the prefent pofleffor. 
Jt is now on dry land. 

Of this once fplendid abode, we may fay, what maj be faid of many others in this 
kingdom, and indeed of the whole of man's architeftural labours, that from the mo- 
ment of their elevation they make flow but furc approaches towards deflblution; unlike^ 
the animal creation, they have ho progreflive, intantine, matured and declining years. 

Of this place, as a religious houfe, Thoroton has been pretty accurate and difFufe. — 
It being erefted upon a piece of wafte land in the foreft, it acquired the name of New 
Stede or Place. — A little refle<5tion on the paft and on the prefent.

(a) Lord Byron was bom in November 1722:. He fucceeded his father in title .ind eftatc, Auguft 8, 1736, on his father's 
death. He was bred to the navy, and in 1763, was made Mafter of his Majefty's ftag-ltounds, which office he refigncd about 
the time of his unfortunate rencoutcr with Mr. Chaworth his neighbour. He married in 1 747, EliKabcth daughter and heirefs of. 
Charles Shaw, Efq. in the county of Nortolk, by whom he had ifluc William born in 1749, and Caroline in 1755 See epitaphs 
of fome of the anceftors of this nobleman, page 6, vol. 3. 

Thoroton has brought the pedigree of this ancient family down to Richard 1, Lord Biron, brother to John who was eminently 
diftinguifliedin the troubles of the laft century. Richard^ like his brother, diftmgutfhed himfclf during. the civil wars, . He was* 
i>ne of the valiant colonels at the fight at Edge-hill, who in November, 1642, was made Mafter of Arts at Oxford. At Newart. 
M*liile governor there, his'atchievements againft the enemy were highly honourable. He died in 1699. Ho left by his Lady 
Elizabeth, daughter of George Roflcl, Efq. of Radcl (F-upon^trent, widow of Nicholas Strelley, Efq; 

William 3d Lord Byron, who married Eliiabclh daughter of John Lord Vifcount Chaworth of the kingdom of frcland, by 
wtiom he had ilfue William, Richard, Erncft, and John who died young, and William the 4tli Lord Biron, grandfon of Richard. — 
He had three wives: Firft, Mary dauj^hter of John Earl of Bridgcwater, who died in 1703 ; fecond, Lady Frances Wilelmina,^ 
daughter of William Bentliick Earl of Portland, by whom he had three fon< and one daughter. This Lady died in 1711. His 
third wife was Frances daughter of William Borkly, Lord Berkley, by whom he had ilTue ' William the fifth and prefent Lord- 
Biron, and John who embraced the profeflion of ihe navy. He ferving in 1740, under Lord Atifon, was caft away and fuffcred for 
the fpace of five years numerous hardftiip«, of which he publilhed an afFe^mg narraiivc. He* afterwards became arenowaeiS 
Admiral, and died in 1 7S6. 
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Here calm religion, I had almoft faid in times more congenial to the views of its 
heavenly author, fwcctencd the hours of thofc retired from the worjd aVid its vain allure- 
ments. Here, all that man in a ftate of penitence and humility, could wifh for, both 
for his fpiritual and bodily comforts, were adminiftered. Here the founder of this holy 
fanftuary, whofe views, no doubt were heavenly, poured forth his ejaculations to the 
Throne of Gk ace, for mercy and its profperity. And here, and in fuch like inftitu- 
tions, not the flighted things to be confidered in this retrofpeft, the poor, the fick, the 
maim'd, the blind, the fatherlefs, the widow, and the weary traveller, found at all times 
a comfortable afylum. — ^Darc we a(k in thefe revolutionary times, founded, I fear, upon 
adifbelief of chriftianity, and ftiled the age of reajon \ has man been highly benefitted 
by the reformation which gave, in many inftances, to a (ingle individual, thofe revenues 
which fupported the unnumbered of all defcriptions of the human kind ? Nothing but 
the affeded piety of a profligate prince, lurrounded by fycophants, could, as it were, at- 
tempt to erafe from, memory, the names and godlike deeds of the founders of thefe 
noble inftitutions \ monuments, till then, of all that was grand and noble, either in a 
religious or architeftural view. 

Let thofe amongft us, whofe anceflors were favoured at that innovating period, re- 
member that their pofleflions, fome have faid, are thofe of plunder ; but ufing a milder 
f^hrafe, it may be faid, they are not the fruits of reditude. 1 .et them beware, particu- 
arly a noble Peer whcfe abundant riches flows almoff wbolfy from religious foundations^ and 
who may be thought by fome, to favour the prefent political phrenfy for reformation, 
or revolution; I fay, let fuch remember, that in their attempt at power, they may de- 
ftrby order, and themfelves become the firft facrifices to their own ambition. What a 
reformation brought, a revolution may, with equal juftice, take away \ the rich at fuch 
awful periods, are invanably the firft and not the leaft fufferers* 
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THIS place in the great Survey, called Doomfday Book, is certified to be of th^Fec 
of Raph 1- itz-Hubeit', but before the Conqueft in Chircbeby^ Levenot had. for his 
Mannor Land, (a) which paid the Dane- geld foi ten bovats, being then accounted two 
carucats. There Raph had in demefne three car. and one fochm. on one bov. of this 
Land, and 20 vill. and fix bord. having twelve car. There was a Church and a Prieft, 
and two mills 3s. and three acres of meadow, pafture wood by places two leu. long, and 
two broad. In th? Conteflburs time this vas valued at 4I. then in the Conqucrours but 
at 3I. Here was another Mannor of the Tayn-land which Alvric had before the com- 
ing King William, which was rated to the Geld at two bovats, and the Land of it re- 
turned then to be fo, viz. two bov. He afterwards held it of King William, and there 
had one car. This was. valued then as betore 1 is. There was alfo another bovat which 
was then waft. Henry

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(a) Henry de Stutcville, about 33 H. 2, gave account of 15I. of the Scutage of the 
Fee which was parted between him and Hubert Fitz-Raph. 

(b) The wife of Robert de Stutevill (not long afterj was in the Kings cuftody, and of 
the [Parcntela] linage of Edward de Sale(bery, on the part of her father, and of the part 
of her mother of the progeny of Roger de Rennes; flie had one Town called Diifrj)^, 
which was her inheritance, which was yearly worth 24I. She had one fon and two 
daughters, their age was not then known to the Jurors, (c) She was ufually named 
Leonia de Reines, by whom hef hufband the faid Robert de Stuteville had one fon called 
Henry de Stoteville, who inherited the Barony ; and another named William, mentioned 
to be living, (d) 2 R. i. 

(c) Afterwards there is mention of the honour of John de Stuteville, concerning tht 
moycty of the Barony of Hubert Fitz-Raph, and that there was paid by the faid John 
for fifteen Knights Fees in Kirkeby^ with the appurtenances, (f) 

(g) About 45 H. 3, Robert, fon of John de Stotevill, had Market and Fair, and Fee 
Warfen granted in Kirkeby and EJfefeild. It appears, 12 £• i, (h) that Robert de Stote- 
ville (howed great difobedience and contempt in not coming upon the Kings fummons 
to aid him in the laft expedition into Wales^ for which the King pardoned him upon his 
fubmiflTion, he paying for every Knights Fee which he held one hundred marks, which 
John dc Vefcy, John de Evill, and John de Luvetot, undertook he fhould perform ;— 
the Barons upon the Kings precept, fearching the Rolls of Exchequer, found that John 
de Stotevill, father of the faid Robert, held fifteen Fees of the Barony, which was Hubert 
Fitz-Raph's; and that the faid Robert held five Fees of the inheritance of Alianor de 
Genevere his wife, to whom Roger de Bertram granted and demifed the Caftle of Mii^ 
ford^ with the Fees aiid other appurtenances, which made in all twenty Fees. Robert de 
Stotevile, about 34 E. 1, died feifed of the lyiannor of Ekinicn and Darbiftnre^ and of this 
Mannor, (i) leaving his fon and heir John deStoteville twenty- four years of age, who 
was heir to his mother Alianora de Genevere, wife of the faid Robert, to whom Alianor^ 
de Queen of England^ the mother of King Edward the firft, gave the CalUe ofMitferd^ 
and diverie Lands (k) in Ninrtbumberland: flie died about 4 E* 2.

(cj Thomas de Langton, and Robert de Barton, 13 E. 3, paid 20s. of the remainder 
of their account of the Mannor of Kirkthy on Asjhefeld^ which was Lora de Stotcville, an 
Alien. 

(d) King Edward the third, by his Letter Patents dated i March, 14 E, 3, granted 
the Mannors o{ Ekinton in Darlyjhirey and Kirkeby in this County, which were late John 
Stotevilb, and by the forfeiture of Robert Stotevill, fon and heir of John, were come 
into his hands, together with the Mannors of Louihe and Baliogary^ and other Lands in 
Ireland^ to John Darcy, fometimes called le Cofyn, fometimes.le Piere, and in fome other 
records le Nevew, and his heirs forever, who had licence, 21 Jan. 18 E* 3, (when alfo 
he had his confirmations of thefe and many other things) to inclofe and make Parks of 
his woods at Temple Newfom^ and Jemple HirSi in TorkJhire\ at Torkefay in Lincoln/hire \ 
Ekington in Darbyflyire\ and Kirkeby in this County. He was a very great man both in 
England and Ireland: his principal Seat was at Knaytb in Uncolnjhire^ he is fuppofed to 
be nephew of Thomas, and fon of Norman, and brother of Philip Lords Darcy of Noilon 
in that County, the old Seat of that illuftrious and ancient family. 

(e) King Edward the fecond, 15 E. 2, at the requeft of his well beloved and faithful 
men Robert Darcy, John Darcy his brother, and John Darcy le Cofyn, of his efpecial 
grace granted to -them Philip Darcy, and Norman Darcy his Enemies and Rebells, 
taken and detained in his Prifon zzTorke^to be delivered or otherwife difpofed according 
to their wills, faving to the faid King the efchaet and forfeiture of their Lands and Tene- 
ments, Goods, and Chattels, belonging to him on that occafion. 

(f) John Darcy le Nevew, 21 Aug. 2 E. 3, was conftituted Juftice and Keeper of 
Ireland. 

(g) John Darcy le Cofin, 19 Febr. 3 E. 3, is fo conftituted. 

(h) John Darcy Juftice of Ireland^ being about to go by the Kings command to the 
parts of the Dutchy oi Aquitaine^ Roger Vtlagh, Prior of the Hofpita) of St. Johns of 
HUrufalem^ 3 1 May, 4 E. 3, was made by his confent Lieutenant till his return.

(b) Anno Domini 1333, William Earl ofUlffer^ was flain by his own men, viz, by the 
Maunvilisj and the fame year Sir John Darcy Juftice oi Ireland^ went tnto Uliler^ witfv 
a great army to revenge the death of the faid Earl, but before he came the men of that 
County had done it ; and the Juftice with his army went into Scotland to the King of Eng^ 
landj vfho at that time was there in war, and left Sir Thomas Burke his Lieutenant irv 
Ireland. And in the eve of St. Margaret there was a great flaughter in Scotland by the 
Irilh, by the (aid King in one part, and the faid Juftice in another, and fo was conquered 
the King of Scotland^ and they made Sir Edward Bay loll King of Scotland^ and the faid 
Sir John Darcy came again Juftice of Ireland^ and delivered Walter Bermegham out of 
theCaftleof D«W/». 

(c) John Darcy le Piere, 20 E. 3, had thecuftody of the Tower of ZW(7» for his 
life, but it feems he continued not long, for he died 30 Mary, 21 E. 3,. (d) feized of 
this Mannor and Ekinton in Darb. of the Reverfion of Temple-Newfim^ after the death of 
Mary de St. Paul Countefs of Pembrook^ and many other Lands and Mannors in Tork-- 
Jhire^ amongft which were the Mannors of Notion and SiikeSion^ and Lands in fVollaf^ 

which were of the inheritance of Emelina his wife, who was daughter and heir of Walter^ 
fon of William Heyrun, (e) Lord of the Mannor of HadiSlon in NarthunAerland^ which, 
with Knaytb^TiA forkefeyy?^^^ many other Lands in Lincoln/hire j and other Counties, de- 
fccnded to Sir John Darcy, Knight, fon and heir of the faid John, and Emelina,. dien^ 
viz. 21 E. 3, aged thirty years. 

(f) John Darcy of Knaytbj 22 E. 3, took the ftate of Banneret of the King The 
next year, 5 Aug 23 E. 3, (g) he was made Keeper of the Tower of London^ which he 
had for his life : but for the gieat afFeftion he bore to the perfon of John de Beauchampb. 
of H^arwick^ (h) he paffed it to him, feeing that for other bufineffes himfelf could not 
attend the cuftody thereof, and the King, 26 E. 3, confirmed the fame to the faid Johrv 
deBeaucamp, during his life, if he^ftiould overlive Johri the faid Darcy: he married

John Lord Darcy left his wife Margaret a widow, and his fon Philip his heir under 
^g^> '3 H 4, who before he came to age, viz. 2 Aug. 6 H. 5, (d) died alfo, leaving his 
two daughters, Elizabeth two years old, and Margaret one, his heirs: his wife was 

Elianor, daughter of Henry Lord Fitz-Hugh, who married to her fecond hufband • 

Tunftall, by whom (he had a fon, and died 36 H 6. Her firft hulbands brother and 
heir male, was John Darcy Ch. who died 25 Mar. 32 H. 6, (e) and left his grandfon 
William Darcy, fon of his fon Richard, his heir, then aboUt four years old. 

Elizabeth, the elder daughter and co-heir of Philip Lord Darcy, was married to James 
Strangways the younger, by whom (he had iflTue ; her fitter Margery the other daughter 
was the wife of Sir John Conyers, who in her right had this Mannor and Advowibn of 
the Church: he over-lived her, and John Conyers their fonj fo that after his death, 
which was 14 Mar. 5 H. 7, (f) William Conyers was found his coufin and heir, viz. 
Ion of his faid fon John Conyers, and came to the age of twenty-one years the St. 
Thomas day before. 

(g) There was a Recovery, 18 H. 7, wherein William Conyers, Knight, and others, 
claimed againft Richard Illingworth, the Mannor of Hardwyk^ with the appurtenances, 
and one mcflT. fix hundred acres of Land, fixty of meadow, five hundred of pafture, and 
twenty of wood, with the appurtenances rn AjrVytf^, AJhfeildy and Hardwykf and called 
to warrant John Illingworth. 

This Manner is now the inheritance of his Grace the Duke of Newcastle. Sir Charles 
Cavendifh his father had begun to build a great houfe in this Lordftjip, on a hill by the 
Foreft fide nczr JnneJIey fVoodhoufe^ whcrt he was aflaulted and wounded by Sir John 
Stanhope and his men, as he was viewing the work, which was therefore thought fit to 
be left off, fome blood being fpilt in the quarrel, then very hot betwixt thofe two families. 

(h) In Kirkeby fVoodhoufe, Galfr. de Infula confirmed all the Arms which he and his 
father gave to the Canons of Felley^ and all the Land they had, or with his confent could 
get in his Fee.

(k) Reginald de Infula, fon of Galfr. de Infula of Kirkeby-woodhouje^ in tht year of 
our Lord 1252, at P-after confirmed to the faid Canons oi Felley^ all they had acquired 
in the times of his Anceftors and his own, faving the Foreign Service as much as be- 
longed to one bovat of Land which Arnald Pugil bellowed on that houfe. (1) Regin- 
ald de Infula by the counfel and confent of Hawife his wife, gave the faid Canons the 
whole Land vihich was Ernulphs de Wodhoufc:. the witneflfes to his deed were, Henry, 
Parfon oi Ofw^ion^ Mr. Silvefter of Nottingham^ Robert ihe Parfon of Grejfeley, Stephen 
his brother, Henry, Parfon of Hukenal/^ Henry de Scutevill, Reginald de Annefley, Raph

(a) Nicolas de Infula, 23 E. i, confirmed a place of a toft amongft other things in 
Kirkehy-woodhouje, which he had by efchaet after the death of Hugh, fon of Roger, fon of 
Herbert: the witneflfcs were, Thomas de Perors Re6tor of the Church oiKirketj^ John 
Torcart, Robert Ruflcll, John Colet, John de Langton,i Henry de Pillefley, Rpbert, fon 
of Reginald, and others. 

(b^ Robert le Gaunte oi Kirkeby Wodhoufe^ gave to William and Philip his brothers, 
and Agnes his neice, as long as they lived, and after their deceafed to Henry, fon of Gil- 
bert ot Kifkeby IVodhous^ and his heirs, the toft which he bought and had of his brother 
Philip, with all the Land which he had or could have of Robert de Infula in the field of 
Kirkeby Wodhoufe^ with the meadow butting upon the Park of Kirkeby^ in the Stortbes^ to 
hold the fame of Nicolas, fon of Reginald de Infula, and his heirs, paying yearly to the 
houfe of Felley i2d, and to Newliede 6d. and to the light of the bleffed Mary the Virgin 
in the Church oi Kirkeby 6d. and to the Hofpital of HierufaUm 4d. and to the Fabrick of 
the Chappel oilVodhous 8d, &c. The witneffes were John de Annefley, Nicolas de In- 
fula, Raph Briton, William, fon of the Chaplain offVodhoufe^ Hugh de Plumptree, Ro- 
bert Mantell oi fVodhoufey Galfr. his brother and others. 

(c) In gathering an aid in the time of Edward the third, after John Darcy had the 
Mannor oi Kirkeby, the CoUeAors had of Serlo de Brokelftowe for the fourth part of a 
Knights Fee in Kirkeby IVodhoufe^ which Nicolas de Infula held in former time. They 
likewifc then had of Richard de Stapleford, Edmund Pcrpoint, and Robert de Barton 
for another fourth part of a Fee in the fame place, which Richard de Stapulford, Thomas 
Pereres, and Sibyl Torkard formerly held. 

(d) John Pirpunts of J&rir^^, gave to the Priory of Tbufgarion four acres of arable 
Land, and two Selions in the Territory of Kirkeby^ which Agnes his wife after his death 
confirmed, as did alfo Robert de Stuteville, referving 1 2d. a year for all fervices. 

(e) Nicolas de Overton, 24 E. i, recovered his feifin of two meff. fix bovats of Land, 
five acres of meadow, five of wood, and 10s. Rent in Kirkeby in AJhfeildy and John Thor- 
kard was amerced. 

(f) Sir Henry Picrpoint, Knight, 27 H. 6, releafed to Richard IlHngworth and his 
heirs, all his right in a meadow called Akbrigge near Hardwick in the Parifh of Kirkeby in 
AJhefetld^ and in all the Lands and Tenements in the Fields.and Gardens of Hardewick 
aforefaid. Elena his Lady, 31 H. 6, (g) after his death did the fame. Henry Pier- 
point,' Hfquire, 39 H. 6, (h) fon and heir of Henry Pierpoint, Efquire ,fon and heir of 
Henry Pierpoint, Knight, did likewife. 

(i) In 20 E. 4, the Cuftody of two hundred acres of wafte in the Foreft of Sbirewood^ 
the Lands and Tenements of Richard Illingworth, Knight, (mentioned in Borr^) called 
Hardwick Clofes, and Akebrig^e, and a water-mill called Sutton Mill in the faid Foreft, 
between Maunsfeild and Hardwick aforefaid, were committed to Raph Illingworth, and 
others, for ten years.

(b) John Langton of Kirkeby , about 9 H, 6, held when he died one meff. called Lang- 
ton Place, and fix Clofes, with the appurtenances, of Elizabeth, and Margery, daughters 
and heirs of Philip Darcy , by the fervice of the hundredth part of a Knights Fee. Rich- 
ard Langton was then his fon and heir. 

There is an ancient Houfe and Demefnes within Kirkeby called Langton Hall alias fTeff^ 
vDOod^ it was granted out by John Lord Stotcvile in Henry the fcconds time (I fuppofe it 
fliould be Henry the thirds, and fo it firft was written) to Richard, fon of Hugh de Rud- 
dington, and his heirs, by particular metes and bounds ; andlhortly after this, Rudding- 
ton granted the faid Lands to Geoffrey de Langton, reciting the former grant from the 
Lord Stotevile to him, and that he was in fefin thereof 34 H. 2, (34 H. 3, rather). In * 
Langtons family it continued till Henry the eighths time, that Cuthbert Langton dying 
without iflue (male) it fell to Fitz- Randolph by the marriage of Langtons daughtet and 
heir, in whofe name it continued till of late. 

(c) Cuthbert Langton, 6 H. 8, oiMidUton in the County oi Warwick^ Gent, enfeofled 
John Markham, John Zouch, Knights, John Willowby, John Fitz- Randolph, Edward 
Willowby, Nicolas Strelley, Efquire, John Savidge, &c. in his Mannor of Langton Hall 
WeSiwood^ Lands in Huknall Torkard, Durty Huknall^ Maunsfeild fVoodboufe, Kirkeby in 
jf/bfeild^ and IVatnow Chaworth in the County of Nott. and Birchwood in the County of 
Darby. And there were Covenants of marriage between Chriftopher Fitz- Randolph on 
the one part, and the faid Cuthbert Langton on the other, for Chriftopher, coufin of the 
faid Chriftopher, and Joane, one of the daughters and heirs apparent of the faid Cuthbert.

KIRKBY IN ASH FIELD. 

Kirkby land is enclofed excepting the foreft part, the Portland family principal owners. 

In making the turnpike-road, 1 789, leading from Kirkby to Pinxton, a village about 
two mites frorfi the former, an ancient Key was found by the labourers, which is now in 
the poflefllon of Haymen Rook, £fq. and reprelented, page 176. In this lordfhip alfo 
was found, near Einxton, an ancient Ring or Seal, which is the creft of the family of 
Coke, noticed below. This ring is reprefented in three points of view, plate, page 225, 
figure 6. 

The village is large ; and the Church of a correfponding fizc, and is dedicated to St. 
Wilford, it is fet ofF with a fpire, it has three bells. In the regifter of this parifh are 
drawings of two monumental if ones^ and alfo a memorandum placed under them. One of 
which is copied facing page 287, figure 5, with figures thereon ; the other is plain and 
confequently not copied. It appears they were exa£bly of a fize ; and by the inlcriptions 
round the border, of each we are informed for whom they were intended. 

" Here licth the Body of William Coke, Efq. Son and Heir of Francis Coke, of 
Trufley in the County of Darby, Knight, who married Maud, Eldeft daughter of Hen. 
Beresford of Alfop, &c. by whom He had ifiiie 4 fons and 4 daughters. He being of 
the age of 47 years, March 27, Anno Dom. 1641, Lived Godly and died Comfortably.'* 

The other, which is reprefented : — ** Here lieth interred the Body of Maud Coke, 
wife of William Coke of Kerkby Hall, in the County of Nottingham, Efq. daughter 
and Co-heir of Henry Beresford of Alfop, in Ledale in the County of Dariy^ who Lived 
Religioufly and Died 16 Mar. 1628, Aged 37." 

Memorandum informs us : — " At the Feet of Mr. Coke and of his wife, lie 
the Bodies of two of their Eight Children (that is) Ifabella and Henry, — Ifabella was 
buried June 16, 1627. — Henry July 8 Anno 1627, but without any infcription. — Their 
Mother March 16, 2I, and their Father March 31, 41, as appeared by the feveral In- 
fcriptions refpcftively, above, and is to be feen in the Chancel on the South fide, near 
unto the door juft below the fteps of the altar. 

In the north fide of the church-yard is a monumental ftone, reprefented figure 4, page 
287, Papclwick, on the fouth, figures 7, 8.

The fcite of Brook-hill Houfe, 
however, is in Nottinghamlhire, which appears by an ancient inquifition held before the 
governors and keeper of the foreft of Shire wood and a fpecial jury in the time of Edward 
the third, (a) ' 

Brookhill Hall the feat of the Rev. D. Ewes Coke, is Gtuated at the foot of a 
gentle declivity with a pleafing valley in front and is backed with woods and furrounded 
by hills, which arc feated in an agreeable diverfified manner. In addition to thefe pleaf- 
ing pifturcs of nature, two rivulets take their courfe through the valley, one on each 
fide of the houfe, and unite at the bottom of the lawn, which affords an opportunity of 
making three agreeable pidturefque pieces of water, one of which appears in the view of 
this manfion, plate, page 245. (b) 

This family till lately, was of Trufley in Derbyfhlre, and was one of the oLdeftin that 
county. 

Adjoining to this place, is Pinxton old Hall, which has been owned by the family of 
Coke, ever fince the time of Edward the third, at which time one of the family married 
the daughter of Richard Kirkby, of Kirkby, who conveyed it to this family. 

In this family is a very ancient regiiler of Pinxton parilh, it commences in 1540, 
fome time before regiftcrs were eftablilhed by law, wherein the names of fcveral of this 
family are mentioned.

Sheffield, as appears by the Court roll in Mr. Cooke's poffeflioru 

firookbill, the residence of Mr. Coke, wVS once the pioperty of King James the firft, and was conveyed by him by a grant 
toMIddleton, and from him to Thomas Lindhy, of Skegby, who fold it to the Kcvclls, in whoe h:»nc^s it continued till it 
was purchafed by the late Eardl^y Wilmot^ from whom it wat puirhafed by the Lillymans, and by them dcvifed to the prefent 
•wners. 

(b) It^is afferted by Tome, that one of thcfc which intcrfe^s the flinibbcry is the head of the Earwafh, for an old book is quoted 
which fays. " That the river Irwash from its head divides the counties of Nottingham and Dcri>y." This brook from its head 
till it joins what at prefciU is called the Erwafli, certainly docs divide the counties, leaving the houfe juft in Nolliiighamfhire^ 
and patt of the plcalurc ground's in Deibylhirc.

(b) Jordan de Snitterton {Darbijh ) had fome yearly Rents by the Aflignation of 
William de Ferrariis, fometime Earl oi Darhy^ whereof there was an arrear v/hich Ro- 
bert de Marcham, and Sarra his wife, 42 H. 3, by Fine rdeafed to Robert^ fon of Har- 
vey, viz. 40s. and fo did Gerard de Sutton, as in right of Alice, fomctimes his wife^ 
which Sarrah and Alice were daughters and heirs of the faid Jordan. 

(c) Jordan, fon of Gerard de Sutton, added fome fmall parcels alfo to the Monaftery 
of Thurgarton. 

(d) Sutton m AJhfieldzxA Hucknall "fitrt a whole Villa, and not Gildable, being of the 
ancient Demefne of the Crown, except the fourth part which Jordan of the fame held of 
the King with the Advowfon of the Church. 

(e) The Jury, 16 E. i, found that Jordan de Sutton held in Darbijhire^ fomething la 
Snitterton of his own, in Matlce Iboll PeuerwUb of the Inheritance of Amicia his wife : in 
this Sutton he held one meff. and twelve bovats of Land, and two bovats in Hothweit^ for 
which he paid 14s, per annum to the King, and did Hon\age and Service and Suit to 
Maunsfeild Court from three weeks to three weeks, and Suit in the Kings Army in Wales 
for forty days with one man, horfe, haubergeon, cap of iron, hnce and fword j he held 
likewife ten acres where the Mill ufed to be fet in Sutton Sthawe\ he had 24s. Rent in 
Sutton on Scre^ and Bonington^ and 60s.

3d. yearly to the Exchequer, to Robert de Henoure of Sutton^ and his heirs males v 
remainder to Altanor, daughter to the faid Robert and hers; remainder to Beautrix her 
fifter, and hers ; remainder to John, fon of John de Sutton, and Avicia his wife, and the 
heirs males of the body of the faid Avicia, for want whereof to revert to the faid Johtt 
de Sutton, and his heirs. 

(i) Thomas de Marcflee purchafed one meff. one bovar, and one acre of Land, half aa 
acre of meadow, with the appurtenances in button in J/hfeild of Roger de Somervile, who 
bought them of John de Sutton. By a Fine, 20 E. 3, (k) they were lettled on Tho. 
de Merfeley, and Agnes his wife, during their lives ^ and afterwards on John de Mont- 
ford, and Maud his wife, and their heirs.

In the additons to this edition of 
Thoroton, I have given a great variety of monumental figures in praying attitudes, in 
*rhich will be found but little variation excepting in the drefles of difltrent periods. — 
The rcQumbent figures with uplifted hands are, generally, for all ranks and either fex. — 
The holy warriors are diftinguilhed by their legs being croflcd. Prelates by the right arm 
being creft, and the two fore fingers extended in the aft of benediftron ; fome by their 
hands being joined and elevated.

TEVERSALL. 

Two foffils were found in a coal-pit near Teverfall, now in the pofleflion of Mr. 
Rooke, they are eileemed curious. I do not find that fcffilifls have yet given a 
name to this fpecies. See the Plate in the additions to Nettleworth, which fucceed 
Mansfield Woodhoufe, No, i, weighs i lb. 4 oz. No. 2, 1 lb. 9 oz. 

Teverfall has been Jong in the hands of the family of Molineux, were they fome- 
time fince refided. The village (lands on the weftern borders of the county, within 
about three miles of Mansfield, near which is a delpth of coal. The Church, 
whence Thoroton has drawn a colledion of epitaphs, pofifcfs now nothing ancient more 
than he has noticed. 

The Church is dedicated to St. Catherine.

(c) The King, 6 E. 2, granted the Mannor of Maunsfeld^ with the Soke and Farm of 
Lindeby^ and Csirleton Mill in this County, the Mannor of Geytington in Nortbantjf. and 
Hareweil in Barkejhire to John Comyn after the death of John Comyn Earl of Bogban. 

(d) John de Haftings, 12 E. 2, prayed the King concerning the Mannors of Mauns* 
feldy Ofwoldbek^ and Leirton in this County, which King Henry the third, that Kings 
grandfather, gave to Henry de Haftings his great grandfather, and Ada his wife, in the 
twcnty-fecond year of his reign. 

Ofwardebek continued to that noble family of Haftings, as in that place may be feon. 
But Queen Ifabell, 3 E. 3, (e) claimed the Mannor of Maunsfe/d, with the 5^^ belong- 
ing to it, and therein view of Frank pledge, and emendation of the Afllze of Bread and 
Ale broken. Pillory, Tumbrcll, Gallows, Wrek, Weyf, and a Market every Thurfday 
throughout the year. At the lame time Mr. Anthony de Bek, Dean of Lincolne^ pleaded 
that he was Parfon (f) [Perfona perfonata] in the Church oiMaunsfeld^ as in right of 
his Deanery, and that he had diverfe Tenants belonging to his laid Parfonage, and that 
he and all his Predeceflburs Deans oi Uncolne^ ufcd to have Aflife of Bread and Ale. 

(g) Richard de le Vache, Knight, 35 E. 3, is called Lord oi Maunsfeld^ butit feems 
he held it but for life j (h) he had Rent of Aflife here of the Free-holders 1 7I. 1 3s. 4d. 
and two Water-mills worth 81, per annum in the Town, and one in Maunsfeld JVood- 
bonfe^ and another in Sutton members of this Mannors, and 1 8d. Rent out of Carberton 
Water-mill, and the Perquifits of Maunsfeld Court, then valued at x marks, and he had 
likewife eight marks fix ftiillings and 8d. yearly Rent in Lindeby of the Tenants at Will. 

(i) The King, 2 R. 2, March 1 2, committed the cuftody of the Mannor of Maunsfeld 
to John the fon of John de Burie, Knight. 

(k) The Jury, 1 1 H. 6, found that Alienor, who had been wife of Nicolas Dagworth 
Chr. when fhe died held the Mannor oi Maunsfeld and Lindeby^ and that John Inglcfeild, 
Efquire, was then her Ion and heir.

Pembroke^ and likev&ife the Mannor, Demefne, and Town of Clipflon in Shirewood. 

Henry Earl (>i Richmond^ was fon and heir of the faid Edmund. 

By Aft of Parliament, 6 H. 8, the Mannors ofClipIfon^ Lindeby^ Maunsfeld^ Mauns- 
ftldWoodhonfe^ and Sutton in AJhfeild^ amongft very many others in other Counties, were 
fettled on Thomas Hxxkc-oi Norfolk (for his great Vidory over the King of Scotland at 
Floddinfeild) but were then exchanged by the King for fome others : and ihis is now the 
Inheritance and makes part of the Titles of his Grace the Duke oi NewcaSlk., 

(b) The Men of Maunesfeild^ i Joh. gave the King fifteen marks for having Common 
of Failure in the Park of ClipeSfon^ as they were wont to have it before the Park was 
inclofed. King Henry the third, 1 1 H. 3, (c) granted the Men of Mans/eld^ that they 
and their heirs fhould have a Market at his Manhor of Maunsfeldy and commanded the 
Sheriff accordingly, (d; It feems they gave the King five marks for his Charter to have 
a Market there on Mondays. It appears, 14 H. 3, (e) that the Men q{ Maunsfeid are 
to luve Houfebote and Haybotc in the Foreft of Shirewcod. (f) And in i and 2 E. 3, 
that the Tenants were to have Common of Pafture in a place called IVoodboufe Wood. — 
King Richard the fecond, in the firft of his reign, granted a Fair every year on the 
Feaft of St. Peter. 

(g) In a Foreft Book of Parchment written 1520, or 1533? wherein are the Cuftom- 
aries of the Mannors of Arnalh Mauncefeldy Edwynffowe^ and Southwell in this County, 
and of HoreSlon and Bollejour in Darbijhire^ and to which is annexed that of IVarfcp in 
Paper, the Cuftomary of Mauncefeld begins thus, '*Be it had in mynd that the Towne of 
Maunsfeld IVodhoufe was burned the Saturdaye nexte afore the Feft of Exaltation of the 
holy Crofle, the yere of our Lord M,CCCJIIL And the Kirk Stepull, with the Belles 
of the famt, for the Stepull wes atbre of Tymber wcrke : And part of the Kyrk w<s 
burned.'* Afterwards there followcth fcveral Heads of the Cuftoms of the Mannor, as 
That the **Tenaunts be fre of blode, and lefully may marye them after ther wiljes afwell 
men as women. That the Eyres as fone as they bene borne byn of full age. That 
Lands are departabil betwcx fonnes, or doughters if ther be no fonne," and tlie like. 

(h) William de Steynelby held fome parcells of Lands \n Mamfeld^ ?^^ Mansftld 
Wocdhoufe for 3s. id. per annum, and had two fons found hi'i heirs, and of full age ac- 
cording'to theCuftom of the Mannor, Jocelin nineteen years old, and Nicholas fourteen. 

(i) The Jury^ 12 R. 2, found that Godfrey Foljambe Chr fon of Godfrey, fon of 
Godfrey Foljambe, Knight, held, when he died, one MelF. and half a Carucat of Land in 
Mayisfdd Woodhouje^ ancient Demefne of the Mannor of A^^//»j/^/^, by diver fe Services, 
viz. 1 3s. 4d. per annum Rent, and Suit to the Court from three weeks to three weeks, of 
bei ngthe Kings Foi^efter there, Frank-pledge, Conftablc of the Peace as oft as his courfe 
(hall happen, or he be cholen by the neighbours, &:c.

MANSFIELD. 

Leland's account of this place is not favourable. — " Soone after I entered within a 
mile or lefs into the very thick of the woody foreft of Shirewood, where is great game of 
deer, and fol rode a v miles in the very woody ground of the foreft, and fo co a little pore 
ftreet a thoroughfare at the end of this wood." (a) 

Among the towns in the foreft, Mansfield claims the pre-eminence, whofe name fome 
bring in to confirm the claim of theGerman family of that name to antiquity, aflcrting that 
the firft Earl of Mansfield, whom they fetch from hence, was one of king Arthur's Round 
Table. Our Kings ufed to repair hither for the pleafure of the chafe, and to ufe the 
words of an old inquifition, '^ Henry Fauconberge held the manner of Cuckney, in fer- 
jeantry by the ferviceoffhoeing the King's palfrey when the King came to Mansfield." 

The manor came by defcent to the Portland family, who now enjoy it. And I find 
that the Duke of Portland, liberally, gives permiffion to any gentleman to kill game. 

At prefent Mar.j.leld is a flourifliing and genteel market town, in general well built ; 
but the approach to it, the Southwell road, is low and extremely fandy. The entrance 
here is a counter part fo Sneinton, near Nottingham, for as in that place here you fee 
feveral dwellings in this, cut out of the fandy rock, and the chimnies of the ha- 
bitations ftanding above the furface of the earth made thro' the rock. 

The late Earl of Mansfield took his title from this town 

Mansfield is certainly an ancient place, and fome think of high antiquity, as Roman 
Coins of Vefpn/ian^ ConSiantinus^ Antoninus PiuSj Marcus Aurelius^ and others have been 
found in and near the town •, and the difcovery near Mansfield Woodhoufe, related page 
173, is an indifputable proof of the Romans having a ftation or fcttlement in this neigh- 
bourhood. 

The narrow ftreet, coming out of Mansfield, to VVarfop, is called Leming Lane ; it 
is remarkable that there are two other Roman Roads fo called, one in EfTex, the othei-

Leming, it ftiould be underftood, is a Bricilh word, fignr- 
fying a ftony way, Lhe a way^ and Mean a Sione j great part of the road to Woodhoufe is 
upon a rock. There are fome very old Houfes, but the moft ancient is fuppofcd to be 
that in Church-ftreet, now the White-Hart Inn, which Was, temp. Hen. 8, tlie lefidence 

of Lady Cicily Flogan, fee figure i, the fmali Houfe adjoining was formerly 

a part of it. I do not find that there are any traditional accounts of Lady Flogan's Fami- 
ly, nor was there an infcription on her Monument. This good Lady was a great friend 
to the Church and Parifh of Mai^sfield, as appears by her Will j and by a fingular Dona* ^ 
tion, (he enjoins the T^enants of certain Lands, which are now called Bull Land and Boar 
Land, to keep a ilout and able Bull and Boar for the ufe of the Parifh; as this is not 
mentioned in her Will, it was probably given in her life time, (a) 

Moot-Hall in this place is where the County Meetings aregenerally held, on account 
of the central fituatioo of Mansfield.

In confequence of its extenfiv'e Commerce, this opulent Town encreafes much. 

The late Vicar, the Rev. Mr. Plumbtree of a very ancient and refpeftable Family 
in this County, died in Feb. 1781 and was fucceeded by the Rev. John Durham, the 
prefent worthy Vicar.

(a) See ihc Cony of the Chiuter refpeAing the School, immediately folloiiring the note of the JDccre* concerning Lady Flot^aa'a 
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Colonel Litchfield has an eftate and houfes in Mansfield parilh. In the year 1 762, he 
biiilt a good houfe at the eaft end of the Town, called Ractliffe-gate where he refidcs. 

When the Duke of Kingfton raifcd a regiment of light horfe. Col. Litchfield was ap- 
pointed a Lieutenant, and fervedin that corps at the battle of CuUoden, where that regi- 
ment diftinguilhed themfelves by their gallant behaviour. In the Year 1747, he got a 
troop in the Duke of Cumberland's regiment of light horfe. In the Year 1 761 , he was 
appointed Leiut. Col, to the 7th regiment of dragoons, which he commanded at the bat- 
Je of Herenhauzen. On the peace he retired to Mansfield. 

In Mansfield was born Dr- William Chappt^ll, and educated in grammatical here^^ 
bred up in Arts and Sciences in Chrift's Colkge, Cambridge, Deanof Caffcls, Provoft 
of the College of the Holy Trinity at Dublin, and at length Bifliop of Corke and Roffe, 
in Ireland. He was a clofe reafoner and a very notable difputant, but favoured Mr. Per- 
kins and his fide. He got a name of killing his refpondent by this accident. At the 
publick commencement at Cambridge, folemnized in the prefence of King James I. Dn 
Roberts of Trinity-College, being refpondent in St. Mary's, Mr. Chappcl oppofed him' 
fo clofe and fubtilly, that the Dodor not being able to folve or anfwer his arguments, fell 
into a fwoon, fo that the King, to hold up the commencement, undertook to maintain the 
Thefis, which Chappcll preft fo home, that the King thanked God the opponent was his 
fubjeft, and not another's, left he (hould Jofe his throne, as well as the chair. In the 
beginning of the late rebellion in Ireland he came into England, and having lived a ve- 
ry retired life a few years, died at Derby in 1649, and was buried at Bilfthorpe in this 
county, — fee page 194, vol. 3- 

John Gladwin Elq. has an eftate, and houfes in Mansfield parilh, he it of an ancient 
family in Derbyfliire. His brother the late general Gladwin enjoyed the paternal eftate 
at StubbinnearChcfterficld. 

Monday Sep. 5, 1757, there was a great riot at Mansfield on account of the Militia 
aft, as there had been in feveral other places, when the gentlemen of the county were pro- 
ceeding to bufinefs, t mob of about 500 perfons entered the room and demanded the pa- 
pers of names of perfons liable to ferve, which had been delivered By the refpeftive confta- 
bles •, being rcfuled, they took the papers by force, and carried them in triumph through 
theftreets of Mansfield, and thofe gentlemen they met in their rout they ill treated, a- 
mong whom was Sir George Savile.

If a very refpcflable large village, in it arc feveral good houfes. It is, and has been, the 
refidence of many refpeftable families. 

Sir* John Digby mentioned by Thoroton in his account of Mansfield Woodhoufe, 
married I^ucy, daughter of Thomas Trygget, Efq. of South Kirkby, in the county of 
York, by whom he had John, Simeon, and Elizabeth ; John married Frances Pinckney 
of Mansfield Woodhoufc, had iffue John and LiKy, John married Jane, daughter tff 
Sir Thomas Wharton, Knight of the Bath, had iffue one fon and feven daughters, John 
died unmarried the third of Auguft, 1 728. Frances married Sir Thomas Ledger, Bait. 
Jane married Frances Fycher, Efq. of Grantham Grange; Philadelphia married Sir 
George Cayley, Bart. Mary married George Cartwright, Efq. of Offington ; Prifcilla 
and Henrietta died unmarried; Lucy married Dr. Richard Aftaldifton Bifhop of 
London. Thefe daughters fold a large houfe with fome lands in Mansfield Woodhoufe, 
to John Hall, Efq. in the year 1736; John Hall, Efq. married Heller, daughter of 
Baliidale Brownfmith, Efq. of London : had iffue two fons and two daughters, Urban, 
Francis, Hefter, and Martha; Urban Hall, Efq. married Mary Gould, daughter d 
Edward Gould, Efq of Mansfield Woodhoufe, by whom he has two fons and one 
daughter ; Henry, and John both in the army, and Maria unmarried.

The late Henry Thornhill Efq. refidcd in the houfe feveral years, and died there in 
1792, it is now rented by Mr, Dowland, an eminent land furveyor. 

Rowland Dand, Efq. had a large houfe and lands here, he had one fon, John, who left 
three daughters, Margaret, Mary, and Elizabeth who married Doftor Greenwood, M. XX. 
Thefe three coheireflcs, fold the eftate to John, Duke of Newcaftle, in the year i70i» 
from whom it came to the prefent Duke of Newcaftle : a Farmer now rents the houle. 

The houfe and eftate of William Clarkfon, Efq. mentioned in Thoroton, came by in-- 
heritance to his grandfon, John Clarkfon, who fold them to Ralph Knight, Efq. who de- 
vifed thcnmto his Nephew John Knight^ Efq. the prefent poffeflbr, the houfe is now te- 
nanted by the farmer who rents the land. 

Hayman Rookc Efiq. has a refidence halfway between Mansfield and Woodhoufe. 

This dwelling, which appears to be cakulated for retirement and ftudy, is enriched 
with a feledtion of things valuable to a mind like Mr. Rooke*s. This gentleman, cher- 
)(hing through life, a natural propenOty to the ftudy of ancient things, luckily took up his 
refidence near a foot, enriched with fome of the higheft traces of antiquity. The Ro* 
man villa, which tie difcovered in the neighbourhood, and the fine tefiellated pavement, 
near, which he has carefully preferved by an eredtion over it, muft be a pleafing circum - 
ftance of his life, (a) Where could genius, after approaching the meridian of life in foci- 
al duties, when friendly contemporaries have paflcd from life in fucceffion with the fleet- 
ing hours, feek for confolation but in retirement, in converfe with the paft, in preference 
of the prefent order of things. Here, waving a particular defcription of this dwelling, 
every thing feems fuited to its owners tafte and convenience.

7 he Duke of Portland in the year 1776, granted 
aLeafe of the premifes to George Aldrich, M. D. who built an elegant houfe, adapted 
to its fituation, laid out the wood advantageoufly, and finifhed the whole uniformly in 
the year 1 778.

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NETTLEWORTH 

Is a hamlet of Mansfield. The old manfion here, which had been for feveral centu- 
ries the habitation of the refpeftable family of the Wyldes, was pulled down, and the 
prefent modern houfe erefted in 1785, by the late Mr. Wylde, who dying when it was 
nearly completed, it defcendcd, together with the eftate in this place, to his fon William 
Wylde, Elq. who is now a ftvident in Emmanircl College, Cambridge, 

The reader will perceive in Thoroton's account of this place, above, thatGervas 
Wylde, a fpanifli merchant, was a captain of a Ihip in 1 588, in the englifli fleet, oppof- 
cd to the Spanifh armada, where he made ufe of arrows with long fteel heads, fhot out 
of mufkets, fomeol' Which -he left at Nettleworth. The Rev. Mr. Wylde of Notting- 
ham, redlor of St. Nicholas of that place, has now in his poffeflion, three of the very ar- 
rows, and a portrait of that fea officer, who had a (hare in the glorious viftory over 
that mighty armament : a (ketch of one of the arrows is here reprefented, which I 
Iketched at that Gentleman's houfe at Nottingham in 1795. The arrows are 18 inches 
long ; the wood oak.

Mr. Bilbie owns three farms here» befide him, are many proorietors, but none own 
more than abont lool. per annum. Here is a good deal of old inclofure. They have 
uken in here, as well as in feveral other parifhes in the foreft, much of the common land v 
more is $J3out to be taken in. The whole now is about 4000 acres. The village com« 
nands extenfive profpeds. It is a good village. 

The church, that is the body of it, was built about co years ago, part of the old churciv 
fell, when making a vault, which killed one man, andf wounded lome others, a little time 
before. It confifts of a nave and fide aifle. The co^er is fmall, with three bells. The 
chancel ancient, where are two plain old ftone feats. In it Michael Buxton^ A. M. Rec- 
tor, is remembered, he died in 1 705. 

My expedation was on tip toes in being told, fometime fince, thati (hould find a ftone 
here, as old as the time of Robin Hood. An old ftone has a crofs and apair of flieers 
diereon. Another has a fquare and pick ax \ hut the old ftone which 1 was fhewn, as a 
great piece of antiquity, is a tablet on the chancel wall, in black nurble fct round with a 
^uare frame, of white marble, which has all the appearance of being much older than the 
infcription, on which arc devices of bows and arrows, bucks, dogs, fwords, &c. in re- 
lievo. The following is the infcription : —
